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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMISSION 
APPOINTED  BY  THE  MAYOR  TO  INVES¬ 
TIGATE  QUESTIONS  AFFECTING  THE  DIS¬ 
POSITION  OF  GARBAGE  AND  OFFAL. 


Hon.  George  A.  Hibbard, 

Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  The  “  Special  Commission  to  Investigate 
Questions  Affecting  the  Collection  and  Disposition  of 
Garbage  and  Offal  in  the  City  of  Boston, ”  which  was 
appointed  by  your  Honor  February  15,  1908,  after 
giving  a  number  of  public  hearings  and  visiting  several 
cities  for  the  purpose  of  acquainting  themselves  with 
the  opinions  of  all  persons  in  interest  and  to  observe  the 
methods  in  vogue  elsewhere,  submit  the  following 
report : 

The  study  of  the  scientific  collection  and  disposal  of 
municipal  refuse  is  comparatively  new,  and  the  art  is  in 
an  experimental  stage.  Until  recently  questions  of 
sanitation  have  not  been  generally  considered  and, 
especially  in  American  cities,  it  has  been  found  practi¬ 
cable  to  dispose  of  all  refuse,  except  sewage,  in  some 
slipshod  manner  without  great  offence,  as  by  allowing 
garbage  and  manure  to  be  taken  away  by  neighboring 
farmers  and  by  dumping  other  refuse  on  low  lands, 
allowing  scavengers  to  pick  over  the  dumps  and  reclaim 
such  articles  as  could  be  sold,  and  perhaps  occasionally 
burning  the  more  combustible  refuse  in  open-air  fires 
on  the  dumps. 

In  the  more  densely  populated  European  countries 
great  attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject,  and 
innumerable  experiments  have  been  tried.  As  far  as 
this  commission  has  been  able  to  ascertain,  the  practice 
in  Europe  has  constantly  tended  towards  incineration  of 
all  waste  —  that  is  to  say,  of  mixing  all  the  waste  and 
burning  it.  This  method  is  now  practised  in  a  few 
American  cities.  In  some  places  the  practice  is  to  burn 
only  the  combustible  waste  and  to  dispose  of  the  gar¬ 
bage  and  the  ashes  in  other  ways.  There  are  in  the 
market  various  devices,  both  foreign  and  domestic,  for 
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the  incineration  of  refuse,  and  large  claims  are  made  for 
every  one  of  them.  The  problem  is  made  more  difficult 
by  the  question  of  whether  or  not  steam  can  be  raised 
by  the  burning  refuse  to  such  advantage  as  to  make  it 
desirable  to  complicate  the  plant  with  boilers  and  other 
machinery. 

At  first  sight  it  might  appear  that  it  would  be  impos¬ 
sible  to  burn  mixed  refuse  without  the  aid  of  other  fuel, 
because  the  ashes  have  already  passed  through  the  fire, 
the  garbage  contains  much  moisture,  and  there  is  a 
considerable  amount  of  incombustible  matter,  such  as 
glass,  crockery,  cans,  etc.,  mixed  with  the  other  waste, 
while  the  readily  combustible  refuse  is  light  and  forms 
a  small  percentage  of  the  whole  mass.  Although  many 
of  the  destructors  on  the  market  are  intended  to  use 
other  fuel  to  aid  in  burning  of  mixed  refuse,  there  are 
several  which  appear  to  operate  satisfactorily  without 
other  fuel  than  the  refuse  itself.  This  is  accounted  for 
by  the  fact  that  the  grease  in  the  garbage  —  which 
probably  amounts  to  about  5  per  cent  by  weight  of  the 
total  garbage  —  and  the  unburned  carbon  in  the  ashes 
will  burn  in  combination  under  a  forced  draft.  This 
process  is,  of  course,  assisted  by  the  mixture  of  the 
light  and  combustible  waste.  The  destructors  which 
burn  mixed  refuse  without  other  fuel  always  use  a  forced 
draft,  the  energy  for  operating  which  is  furnished  by  the 
heat  from  the  burning  refuse,  and  practically  all  types 
of  destructors  contain  some  device  for  drying  material 
that  is  fed  into  them  before  it  comes  upon  the  burning 
grates.  It  is  obvious  that  a  fire  of  such  material  will 
yield  a  large  amount  of  clinker  and  that  the  fire  will 
require  a  great  deal  of  stoking. 

This  commission  has  visited  two  destructors  of  differ¬ 
ent  types,  one  in  Westmount,  a  suburb  of  Montreal,  and 
one  in  Staten  Island,  one  of  the  boroughs  of  New  York 
(the  Borough  of  Richmond),  where  refuse  of  all  kinds 
is  destroyed  by  fire  without  the  use  of  other  fuel,  and 
where  steam  is  raised  by  the  heat  of  the  fire  sufficient 
to  run  the  forced  draft  and  to  have  a  considerable  sur¬ 
plus,  which  is  available  for  commercial  purposes.  The 
refuse  that  passes  through  these  destructors  is  thoroughly 
burned  at  a  high  temperature.  The  gases  from  com¬ 
bustion  are  carried  into  a  combustion  chamber  which  is 
constantly  at  a  temperature  of  from  1,500  to  2,500 
degrees  Fahrenheit,  so  that  all  odors  from  them  are 
destroyed.  The  solid  residue  is  taken  out  of  the  furnace 
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in  the  form  of  clinker,  which  is  an  excellent  filling,  or 
which,  in  places  where  gravel  or  stone  is  not  abundant, 
is  available  for  making  concrete  or  for  making  sidewalks 
and  roads,  or  it  may  be  made  into  paving  blocks  and 
slabs.  One  of  the  members  of  the  commission  has, 
at  his  own  expense,  visited  a  number  of  similar  destruc¬ 
tors  in  different  English  cities  where  like  conditions 
obtain  and  reports  that  they  operate  satisfactorily.  It 
is  believed  that  such  destructors  are  as  unobjectionable 
as  any  manufacturing  plant,  and  could  be  placed  in  any 
part  of  the  city  without  offence. 

The  commission  gave  a  number  of  public  hearings 
which  were  fully  advertised.  Much  of  the  time  at  these 
hearings  was  taken  up  by  a  discussion  of  the  question 
of  whether  private  persons  should  be  allowed  to  collect 
garbage  from  hotels  and  restaurants.  The  hotel  men 
and  the  persons  engaged  in  this  business  contended  that 
they  should  not  be  interfered  with,  first,  because  the 
collection  of  garbage  in  this  manner  is  more  convenient 
to  the  hotels  and  restaurants,  being  done  in  a  better 
and  cleaner  manner  than  the  public  collection;  second, 
that  the  garbage  has  a  value,  and  that  the  producers  of 
it  should  be  allowed  to  dispose  of  it  to  their  own  advan¬ 
tage,  without  interference,  so  long  as  they  do  so  in  a  sani¬ 
tary  and  inoffensive  way.  On  the  other  side  it  was 
urged  that  proprietors  of  hotels  and  restaurants  reserve 
the  best  part  of  their  garbage  for  the  private  collector, 
but  insist  that  the  city  should  collect  the  wet  and  useless 
garbage;  that  this  imposes  expense  on  the  city,  as  it 
diminishes  the  value  of  the  whole  collection  for  purposes 
of  reduction  and  so  ultimately  increases  the  cost  of 
reduction;  also,  that  the  city  must  be  equipped  and 
ready  to  collect  all  the  garbage,  and  therefore  makes 
no  substantial  saving  by  the  private  collections,  because 
if,  for  any  reason,  the  private  collector  fails  to  take  the 
garbage  the  city  is  called  upon  to  take  it  all. 

This  commission  does  not  feel  called  upon  to  decide 
the  legal  question  of  whether  the  contract  with  the  New 
England  Sanitary  Product  Company  obliges  the  city  to 
let  that  company  have  all  the  garbage,  but  even  if  the 
contract  bears  that  construction  the  commission  is  of 
opinion  that  the  city  cannot  justifiably  use  ordinances 
or  health  regulations  to  compel  the  producers  of  garbage 
to  deliver  it  to  no  one  but  the  city  or  persons  contracting 
with  the  city  for  any  other  reason  than  the  preservation 
of  the  health  or  comfort  of  the  public. 
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The  commission  believes  that  the  best  practical  solu¬ 
tion  of  this  question  is  to  permit  any  hotel  or  restaurant 
proprietor  to  carry  off  his  own  garbage  in  a  sanitary  and 
inoffensive  manner,  either  personally  or  by  his  duly 
authorized  agent,  under  an  agreement  with  the  city  that 
the  city  shall  be  at  no  expense  for  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  any  garbage  from  his  premises. 

As'  a  result  of  our  studies,  we  find  the  conditions 
generally  existing  in  Boston  to  be  as  follows : 

I. 

Character  and  Classification  of  the  Material. 

Municipal  waste,  except  sewerage,  may  be  divided  into 
the  following  classes: 

A.  Garbage. 

B.  Ashes. 

C.  Combustible  waste. 

D.  Old  bottles,  cans,  crockery,  glass,  metals,  oyster 
and  clam  shells,  etc. 

E.  Street  sweepings  and  the  contents  of  catch- 
basins. 

F.  House  and  store  sweepings. 

G.  Market  waste. 

H.  Dead  animals. 

I.  Stable  manure. 

J.  Old  building  materials  and  earth  from  excavations. 

The  first  three  classes  are  by  far  the  most  important, 

and  above  them  our  inquiry  centers.  The  other  mater- 
rials,  except  street  sweepings,  are  either  simply  disposed 
of  as  hereinafter  shown,  or  are,  in  fact,  mixed  with 
materials  of  the  first  three  classes  and  collected  and 
disposed  of  with  them. 

Street  sweepings  and  the  contents  of  catch-basins 
(including  the  material  taken  out  of  the  gutters  where 
the  streets  are  not  actually  swept)  are  collected  in  city 
carts  by  city  employees,  attached  in  some  districts  to 
the  Street  Cleaning  Division  and  in.  some  districts  to 
the  Paving  Division  of  the  Street  Department.  The 
contents  of  catch-basins  are  collected  by  contract  and 
disposed  of  by  the  Sewer  Division.  This  is  an  important 
class  of  refuse,  and  the  collection  and  disposal  of  it 
involves  great  expense,  but  in  any  new  scheme  of  refuse 
disposal  the  great  bulk  of  it  would  probably  be  treated 
separately  from  the  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible 
waste.  At  present  a  small  portion  of  it  is  towed  to  sea 
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with  the  ashes,  but  most  of  it  is  dumped  into  vacant 
lots  where  it  makes  a  good  fill. 

House  and  store  sweepings  go  with  the  ashes. 

Market  waste  is  collected  by  the  occupants  of  the 
markets,  and  is  usually  dumped  into  the  city  ash  scows 
upon  the  payment  to  the  city  of  5  cents  a  barrel. 

Dead  animals  are  collected  and  disposed  of  by  N.  Ward 
&  Co.  and  by  the  Brighton  Abattoir  without  expense  to 
the  city. 

Stable  manure,  old  building  material  and  earth  from 
excavations  are  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the  pro¬ 
ducers  without  expense  to  the  city. 


Garbage,  Ashes  and  Combustible  Waste. 

A.  Garbage. —  Garbage  consists  principally  of  swill 
or  kitchen  refuse,  but  in  the  part  of  Boston  where  gar¬ 
bage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  are  collected  sepa¬ 
rately,  householders  are  directed  to  put  sauce  and  catsup 
bottles,  fruit,  vegetable  and  meat  cans  into  their  garbage. 

B.  Ashes. —  Similarly,  householders  are  directed  to 
put  sawdust,  broken  bottles,  broken  glass,  broken 
crockery,  floor  and  street  sweepings,  oyster  and  clam 
shells  and  tobacco  stems  with  their  ashes. 

C.  Combustible  Waste. —  Combustible  waste  consists 
of  paper,  rags,  old  carpets,  old  shoes,  leather  and  rubber 
scraps,  excelsior,  straw,  pasteboard  boxes,  mattresses, 
old  scraps  of  wood,  etc.,  but  where  the  separate  collec¬ 
tion  is  made  householders  are  directed  to  put  bottles 
and  tin  cans,  except  those  specified  above,  with  their 
combustible  waste. 

As  might  be  expected,  the  actual  separation  of  the 
various  materials  into  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible 
waste,  technically  called  the  third  separation,  is  very 
imperfectly  made  by  the  householders.  Not  only  do  the 
subsidiary  classes  get  into  the  wrong  receptacles,  but  a 
considerable  amount  of  swill,  waste  paper  and  rags  are 
always  found  among  the  ashes,  and  vice  versa.  The 
inconvenience  of  this  will  be  considered  later. 

D.  Old  Bottles,  etc. —  This  class  of  waste,  though 
properly  speaking  neither  garbage,  ashes  nor  combustible 
waste,  is  for  practical  purposes  divided  and  distributed 
among  the  first  three  classes  as  already  stated,  and  col¬ 
lected  and  disposed  of  with  them. 
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II. 

Collection  of  Garbage,  Ashes  and  Combustible 

Waste  in  Boston. 

For  the  purpose  of  collection  of  such  refuse  the  city  is 
divided  into  nine  districts,  which  are  geographically  as 
follows : 

/ 

Boundary  Lines  of  Sanitary  Division  Districts. 

1.  All  of  South  Boston  bounded  by  Fort  Point  channel  and  South  bay 
on  the  west;  Boston  Harbor  on  the  north  and  east;  Mt.  Vernon  street  and 
Willow  court  on  the  south. 

2.  All  of  East  Boston. 

3.  All  of  Charlestown. 

4.  All  of  Brighton  and  Allston  to  St.  Mary’s  street. 

5.  All  of  West  Roxbury  bounded  by  Hyde  Park  line,  Dedham  line, 
Newton  line,  Brookline  line,  Harvard  street  to  Morton,  to  Canterbury,  to 
Blue  Hill  avenue,  to  Seaver,  to  Columbus  avenue,  to  Washington,  to 
Boylston,  to  Lamartine,  to  Paul  Gore,  to  Centre,  to  Perkins,  thence  to 
Cypress  street  at  Brookline  boundary  line. 

6.  Dorchester,  bounded  on  the  north  by  Mt.  Vernon  street  and  Willow 
court,  to  the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.,  thence  to  Cottage  street,  to  Blue 
Hill  avenue,  to  Canterbury  street,  to  Morton,  to  Harvard,  to  Oakland,  to 
Randolph  road,  to  River  street,  thence  by  the  Neponset  river  to  Dor¬ 
chester  bay  and  Mt.  Vernon  street  at  Calf  Pasture.

Northampton,  East  Lenox,  Lenox,  Tremont  and  Camden  streets,  thence 
to  Gainsborough  street,  to  Huntington  avenue,  to  the  Riverway,  to 
St.  Mary’s  street,  thence  to  Charles  river  at  point  of  beginning. 

10.  Otter  street  at  Charles  river,  thence  by  the  river  on  the  west,  Bos¬ 
ton  Harbor  to  Oliver  street,  thence  to  Milk  street,  to  Devonshire,  to  Sum¬ 
mer,  to  Winter,  to  Tremont,  to  Boylston,  to  Charles,  to  Beacon,  to  Otter 
streets,  thence  to  the  river  at  point  of  beginning. 

In  small  sections  of  Districts  8,  9  and  10  no  separation 
of  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  is  made,  but  all 
three  classes  of  material  are  mixed  together  by  the  house¬ 
holders  and  collected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same 
vehicles.  In  Districts  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  so  much  of 
8-9  as  is  south  of  Massachusetts  avenue  the  ashes  and 
combustible  waste  are  mixed  together,  but  are  collected 
separately  from  the  garbage.  This  is  called  the  second 
separation.  In  so  much  of  district  numbered  8-9  as  is 
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north  of  Massachusetts  avenue  and  in  District  10, 
except  the  small  sections  above  referred  to,  garbage, 
ashes  and  combustible  waste  are  all  collected  separately. 
This  is  called  the  third  separation. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  combustible  waste  is  only 
treated  separately  in  two  districts,  and  then  it  is  always 
collected  by  city  wagons. 

In  Districts  1,  3,  7,  8,  9  and  10  the  collection  of  gar¬ 
bage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  is  made  entirely  by 
city  employees  attached  to  the  Sanitary  Division  of  the 
Street  Department.  In  Districts  2,  4  and  6  the  collec¬ 
tion  is  made  wholly  by  contractors,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets.  In  District  5  the 
collection  is  made  partly  by  such  contractors  and  partly 
by  employees  of  the  Sanitary  Division. 

The  total  number  of  men  employed  by  the  city  in  the 
collection  of  garbage,  ashes,  combustible  waste  (and 
other  refuse  collected  with  them)  is  576.  The  total 
number  of  horses  so  employed  is  280.  The  total  number 
of  wagons  or  carts  so  employed  is  258  single  and  11  double 
carts.  These  carts  are  of  the  following  styles:  Ash  carts, 
single  and  double,  all  wood;  offal  wagons,  single  and 
double,  mostly  iron.  All  four  wheels.  Paper  carts,  two 
wheels,  and  paper  wagons,  four  wheels.  All  wood. 

There  are  in  force  nine  contracts  for  the  collection  of 
refuse,  terminating  on  the  dates  shown  in  the  following 
table:

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  standard  weight 
of  the  loads  is  calculated  on  a  different  basis  this  year 
from  that  of  the  last  and  previous  years  (see  Section  IV.), 
and  although  the  number  of  loads  estimated  for  this 
year  is  less  than  the  number  of  loads  returned  for  last 
year,  the  total  weight  of  the  material  collected  will  be 
greater. 

The  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  estimated 
figures  for  the  year  ending  January  31,  1909,  are  more 
nearly  correct  than  any  previous  figures,  and  that  they 
may  be  taken  as  a  basis  for  future  calculations. 

III. 

Final  Disposition. 

There  are  three  principal  methods  of  disposition  of 
refuse  practised  in  Boston,  corresponding  to  the  three 
principal  classes  of  refuse,  but  other  methods  are  used 
concurrently. 

A.  Garbage. —  The  garbage  from  the  central  and  some 
of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  city  is  delivered  at  Fort  Hill 
wharf  and  at  a  wharf  off  Albany  street,  by  the  city,  in  the 
carts  in  which  it  is  collected,  and  is  dumped  by  the  city 
men  into  scows  which  belong  to  the  New  England  Sani¬ 
tary  Product  Company.  It  is  transported  in  these 
scows,  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  to  its  reduction 
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works  on  Spectacle  Island  in  Boston  Harbor,  and  is  there 
treated  by  the  company  under  its  contract  with  the  city. 
The  treatment  is  as  follows:  The  garbage  is  shoveled  by 
hand  labor  from  the  scow  onto  a  conveyor  or  running 
belt,  the  lower  end  of  which  projects  over  the  scow  as  it 
lies  at  the  pier  at  Spectacle  Island.  The  men  who  shovel 
the  material  pick  out  as  many  bottles,  cans  and  other 
foreign  articles  as  they  conveniently  may  and  throw 
them  aside.  The  garbage  travels  on  the  conveyor  to  the 
second  story  of  the  reduction  works,  which  stand  at  the 
head  of  the  pier.  On  its  way  there  the  garbage  is  picked 
over  by  hand  on  the  conveyor,  and  many  objects  that 
may  be  of  value  or  that  might  injure  the  machinery  in  the 
works  are  removed.  The  conveyor  then  enters  the 
building  at  the  second  story  and  drops  its  load  into  the 
cooking  tanks,  of  which  there  are  twenty-eight,  each  of 
the  capacity  of  about  ten  tons.  As  each  tank  is  filled 
with  garbage  it  is  closed  and  the  contents  are  cooked 
with  live  steam,  which  is  constantly  introduced  at  a  tem¬ 
perature  of  over  300  degrees  Fahrenheit,  at  seventy 
pounds  pressure  for  fourteen  hours.  After  the  contends 
of  the  tank  is  cooked  it  is  passed  through  rotary  presses, 
like  ordinary  clothes  wringers  on  a  large  scale.  There 
the  moisture  is  squeezed  out  and  flows  off  by  gravity  into 
tanks  where  it  is  skimmed  and  the  grease  thus  taken  off. 
The  water  that  remains  is  discharged  into  the  sea.  The 
solid  material,  now  called  “  tankage,  ”  falls  from  the 
presses  into  a  conveyor  and  is  carried  a  distance  of  a  few 
hundred  feet  to  another  building,  where  it  is  passed 
through  a  naphtha  process,  conducted  by  a  subcontractor, 
and  still  more  grease  is  extracted.  The  remaining  tank¬ 
age  is  then  dried  by  steam  in  a  steel  cylinder  and  after¬ 
wards  screened  and  the  broken  pieces  of  glass,  ckrocery 
and  shells  removed.  What  is  left  is  a  fine  brown  powder, 
and  is  used  as  a  filler  for  commercial  fertilizers.  Fifty- 
four  thousand  one  hundred  and  nineteen  tons  of  garbage 
were  thus  disposed  of  last  year. 

The  commission  is  informed  and  believes  that  the 
garbage  yields  on  the  first  treatment  between  3  per  cent 
and  4  per  cent  by  weight  of  merchantable  grease,  the 
amount  varying  according  to  the  season  of  the  year. 
This  grease  is  used  for  making  red  oil,  candles,  soap  and 
for  other  purposes.  It  is  perfectly  clean  and  innocuous 
and  is  sold  for  from  3  to  4^  cents  a  pound  at  wholesale, 
according  to  the  state  of  the  market. 

The  commission  is  informed  that  the  subcontractor 
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who  takes  and  works  the  tankage  pays  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $250  a  month  for  the  privilege  to  the  New 
England  Sanitary  Product  Company,  and  reclaims  a 
considerable  amount  of  similar  grease  by  a  naphtha 
process.  The  commission  understands  that  this  sub¬ 
contract  may  be  given  up. 

All  the  products  from  the  garbage  belong  to  the  con¬ 
tractor,  and  it  is  paid  in  addition  the  sum  of  $52,400  a 
year  by  the  city  as  a  subsidy,  and  the  wharves  from  which 
the  garbage  is  shipped  belong  to  the  city.  The  company 
owns  its  own  plant,  which,  under  the  contract,  the  city 
has  a  right  to  purchase  at  the  expiration  of  the  contract 
at  a  valuation.  The  company  hires  the  land  on  which 
the  plant  is  built  and  has  an  option  to  purchase  it  for 
$80,000.  The  city  guarantees  the  rent  and  has  a  right 
to  take  over  the  lease  in  certain  contingencies  and  to 
buy  the  land  for  $80,000.  This  contract  has  been  in 
force  for  a  number  of  years.  It  expires  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  1912. 

Most  of  the  garbage  of  the  city  is  disposed  of  in  this 
manner,  but  not  all.  The  garbage  collected  in  East 
Boston,  Brighton  and  in  parts  of  West  Roxbury  is 
shipped  away  by  the  contractors,  who  collect  it,  and  is 
fed  to  swine.  Also  a  considerable  amount  of  garbage  is 
taken  from  hotels  and  restaurants  in  the  central  parts  of 
the  city  by  the  proprietors,  or  by  persons  dealing  with 
them,  and  is  fed  to  swine.  The  garbage  in  certain  parts 
of  the  city,  where  only  one  collection  is  made,  is  mixed 
with  the  ashes  and  combustible  waste,  and  is  dumped  at 
sea  by  the  city  ash  scows. 

B.  Ashes. —  The  ashes  from  the  central  and  most  of 
the  contiguous  parts  of  the  city  are  taken  by  the  city 
wagons  to  Fort  Hill  Wharf,  which  belongs  to  the  city,  and 
put  into  city  scows,  which  are  then  towed  down  the 
harbor  and  dumped  at  sea  beyond  Boston  Light.  In 
some  of  the  outlying  parts  of  the  city  there  are  inland 
dumps  where  the  ashes  collected  in  the  neighborhood 
are  shot.  The  city  does  not  undertake  to  either  collect 
or  dispose  of  ashes  from  factories  or  from  buildings  used 
for  commercial  as  distinguished  from  residential  pur¬ 
poses,  but  requires  the  owners  or  occupants  of  such 
buildings  to  see  to  the  disposition  of  their  ashes  them¬ 
selves.  The  city  does,  however,  collect  and  dispose  of 
such  ashes  for  a  payment  of  10  cents  a  barrel;  also,  the 
city  allows  such  owners  and  occupants  at  their  own 
expense  to  put  their  ashes  on  the  city  scows  for  a  pay- 
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ment  of  5  cents  a  barrel.  In  deciding  what  ashes  belong 
to  the  class  that  the  city  will  collect  and  dispose  of  free 
of  charge  the  following  rule  is  laid  down:  In  any  building 
containing  a  power  plant  70  per  cent  of  ashes  are  con¬ 
sidered  the  refuse  of  such  plant  and  30  per  cent  are 
considered  the  refuse  from  fuel  used  for  heating  and 
domestic  purposes.  Therefore,  30  per  cent  of  the  ashes 
from  such  buildings  are  collected  and  disposed  of  by  the 
city  free  of  charge.  It  is  perhaps  instructive  to  observe 
in  this  connection  that  owners  of  buildings,  who  have 
to  dispose  of  their  own  ashes,  can  get  them  removed  fof 
about  one-half  of  what  the  city  charges,  and  that  such 
ashes  are  by  far  the  cleanest  and  most  inoffensive  in 
the  city. 

C.  Combustible  W aste. —  In  most  parts  of  Districts 
8,  9  and  10  combustible  waste  is  collected  by  the  city 
carts  and  is  taken  to  Hecht’s  Wharf  on  Atlantic  avenue, 
which  is  hired  by  the  city.  There  it  is  delivered  to  the 
City  Refuse  Utilization  Company  for  final  disposition 
under  a  contract  between  the  city  and  that  company. 
The  city  employees  discharge  the  combustible  waste 
onto  or  near  a  conveyor  which  carries  it  through  a  long 
shed  where  it  is  picked  over  by  employees  of  the  con¬ 
tractor  as  it  passes  by  them,  and  all  salable  articles  are 
taken  out,  such*  as  paper,  rags,  bottles,  wire,  rubber, 
rope,  string,  etc.  These  articles  are  placed  in  different 
receptacles  and  bundled  or  baled  for  sale.  What  is  left 
on  the  conveyor  is  mostly  scraps  of  wood,  useless  paper, 
excelsior,  straw  and  other  similar  rubbish.  This  is 
dropped  into  a  furnace  at  the  end  of  the  conveyor  and 
burned,  and  the  heat  produced  by  burning  it  makes 
sufficient  steam  to  run  the  conveyor  and  the  bailing  process. 
The  ashes  from  the  fire  and  the  useless  incombustible 
waste  that  comes  from  the  plant  is  put  into  the  city  ash 
scows  free  of  charge.  The  paper  and  other  articles 
saved  from  the  combustible  waste  are  the  property  of 
the  contractor.  The  city  also  pays  the  contractor  a  sub¬ 
sidy  of  $5,500  a  year  and  gives  it  the  free  use  of  the 
wharf.  The  contractor  built  its  own  plant,  which  the 
city  can  take  at  the  expiration  of  the  contract  at  a 
valuation,  although  it  is  questionable  whether  the  owner 
of  the  wharf  might  not  get  most  of  it.  This  contract 
expires  on  December  1,  1908. 

In  all  other  districts  there  is  no  third  separation,  and 
the  combustible  waste  is  treated  with  the  ashes. 

D.  Old  bottles,  cans,  crockery,  glass  and  metals, 
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oyster  and  clam  shells,  etc.,  are  collected  with  the  gar¬ 
bage,  ashes  or  combustible  waste,  as  the  case  might  be, 
as  previously  stated  in  Section  I.  So  much  of  this  mate¬ 
rial  as  is  merchantable  is  sold  by  the  contractors  and 
the  rest  of  it  is  thrown  away.  Most  of  this  useless 
residue  is  carried  off  in  the  city  ash  scows  and  dumped 
at  sea  (except,  of  course,  what  is  dumped  on  inland 
dumps  or  taken  with  the  garbage  to  Spectacle  Island). 

IV. 

Cost  of  Collection  and  Disposal  in  Boston. 

It  may  seem  that  it  should  be  an  easy  matter  to 
determine  the  exact  cost  of  collection  and  disposal  of 
waste,  but  the  subject  has  been  found  to  be  complicated 
by  a  variety  of  circumstances:  First.  A  considerable 
amount  of  garbage  is  collected  and  disposed  of  by  private 
means,  and  this  garbage,  coming  mainly  from  hotels  and 
restaurants,  is  of  a  better  quality  than  the  average; 
‘that  is  to  say,  it  is  fresher  and  purer  and  contains  a 
larger  proportion  of  fats  and  oils  than  the  ordinary  run 
of  city  garbage.  Therefore  it  is  more  valuable,  either 
for  purposes  of  reduction,  as  yielding  more  grease,  or  for 
purposes  of  incineration,  as  being  dry  and  giving  grease 
to  help  burn  the  other  matter.  Second.  A  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  ashes  and  other  waste  material  is  carted 
away  and  disposed  of  by  the  producers.  Third. 
Although  the  city  has  undertaken  to  keep  records  and 
make  statistics  of  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  by  it, 
the  records  are  inaccurate  and  imperfect  in  many 
respects,  especially  in  a  failure  to  reduce  the  loads  to  a 
uniform  standard,  owing  to  the  fact  that  carts  and 
wagons  of  various  types  are  employed,  and  owing  to  the 
further  fact  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  standardize  the 
loads. 

The  commission  is  assured  that  more  care  is  being 
taken  under  the  present  administration  of  the  Street 
Department  to  standardize  the  loads  than  has  been 
done  in  the  past,  and  is  of  opinion  that  in  future  better 
statistical  results  will  be  obtained. 

1.  Cost  of  collection  of  garbage,  ashes  and  combus¬ 
tible  waste  by  city  employees. 

The  Street  Department  reports  from  figures  in  the 
office  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  that  in  the  year 
ending  January  31,  1908,  46,080  loads  of  garbage  were 
collected  by  city  employees  at  a  cost  of  $150,003.11; 
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that  321,511  loads  of  ashes  were  so  collected  at  a  cost  of 
$415,647.73;  that  17,169  loads  of  combustible  waste 
were  so  collected  at  a  cost  of  $52,473.92. 

It  is  estimated  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  that 
in  the  year  ending  January  31,  1909,  there  will  be 
45,924  loads  of  garbage  so  collected  at  a  cost  of  $133,- 
436.34;  282,684  loads  of  ashes  so  collected  at  a  cost  of 
$369,714.80;  and  16,296  loads  of  combustible  waste  so 
collected  at  a  cost  of  $41,144.75.  This  anticipated 
reduction  in  loads  is  supposed  to  be  due  mainly  to  a 
more  accurate  measurement  of  loads  and  better  organ¬ 
ization  of  the  department;  also  to  the  fact  that  wings  or 
sideboards  have  been  put  on  the  ash  carts.  The  total 
collection  by  weight  for  the  current  year  will  exceed  that 
of  last  year. 

2.  Cost  of  collection  of  garbage  and  ashes  by  con¬ 
tract. 

In  the  districts  numbered  2,  4,  5  and  6  garbage  and 
ashes  are  wholly  or  in  part  collected  and  disposed  of  by# 
contractors  with  the  city.  In  the  year  ending  January* 
31,  1908,  there  were  seven  such  contracts  in  force,  under 
which  in  all  18,632  loads  of  garbage  were  collected  at  a 
cost  of  $34,293.63,  and  55,547  loads  of  ashes  were  col¬ 
lected  at  a  cost  of  $28,531.59.  In  the  current  year  end¬ 
ing  January  31,  1909,  there  are  nine  such  contracts  in 
force,  Districts  2  and  4  being  wholly  covered  by  contracts 
whereas  last  year  the  collection  in  these  was  partly  made 
by  city  employees.  It  is  estimated  that  17,376  loads  of 
garbage  will  be  collected  at  a  cost  of  $33,468.66*  and 
56,064  loads  of  ashes  at  a  cost  of  $42,420.70.*  Of  the 
garbage  so  collected  about  one-half  is  delivered  by  the 
contractors  to  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product  Com¬ 
pany,  and  is  included  in  the  amount  of  garbage  stated 
in  this  report  to  be  delivered  to  and  reduced  by  that 
company.  The  rest  is  shipped  away  by  the  contractors 
and  fed  to  swine. 

3.  City  dumps. 

There  are  inland  dumps  used  by  the  city  for  the 
disposal  of  ashes  and  other  waste.  For  the  privilege  of 
dumping  the  city  pays  10  cents  a  load.  In  the  year  end¬ 
ing  January  31,  1908,  such  payments  aggregated 

$3,544.60.  For  the  current  year  it  is  estimated  that 

*These  figures  do  not  give  an  accurate  comparison  between  the  cost  of  collecting  garbage 
and  ashes  by  contract  last  year  and  this,  because  it  appears  that  $1,666,66  was  left  over  on 
one  of  last  year’s  garbage  contracts  and  paid  out  of  this  year’s  appropriation,  although 
the  work  was  done  last  year,  and  $1,454.16  was  similarly  left  over  on  one  of  the  ash  con¬ 
tracts  and  paid  out  of  this  year’s  appropriation,  although  the  work  was  done  last  year. 
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$7,439.50  will  be  so  paid.  Considerably  more  refuse  is 
disposed  of  in  this  manner  than  would  be  shown  by 
dividing  the  cost  by  10  cents  because  some  dumps  are 
free. 

4.  Disposal  of  garbage  by  contract. 

As  already  stated,  the  city  pays  the  New  England 
Sanitary  Product  Company  $52,400  a  year  to  dispose  of 
the  garbage  from  the  larger  part  of  the  city.  Fifty-four 
thousand  one  hundred  nineteen  loads  of  garbage  were  so 
disposed  of  last  year,  and  this  is  a  fair  average  amount. 

In  addition  to  this  subsidy  the  city  maintains  two 
wharves  from  which  the  garbage  is  shipped  These 
wharves  belong  to  the  city,  but  the  city  loses  the  inter¬ 
est  on  its  investment  and  taxes.  Such  interest,  or  rent, 
and  taxes  is  estimated  to  amount  to  $24,620  a  year. 

5.  Disposal  of  ashes,  market  waste,  etc. 

It  is  difficult  to  state  accurately  what  the  city  pays  for 
towing  ashes  and  other  matter  to  sea.  The  Sewer  Divi¬ 
sion  maintains  a  tug  and  pays  the  wages  of  the  men  who 
operate  it.  The  Sewer  Division  also  pays  for  coal, 
supplies,  etc.,  used  on  the  tug.  Of  these  payments  the 
Sanitary  Division  repays  to  the  Sewer  Division  one- 
half,  which  in  the  year  ending  January  31,  1908, 
amounted  to  $8,721.33,  and  which  is  estimated  for  the 
current  year  at  $8,000.  When  the  tug  is  out  of  com¬ 
mission  for  repairs  or  other  causes  the  Sanitary  Division 
has  to  hire  outside  tugboats.  For  the  year  ending 
January  31,  1908,  $1,054  was  spent  for  such  hire.  It 
is  estimated  that  $1,500  will  be  so  spent  in  the  current 
year.  A  few  men  are  employed  by  the  Sanitary  Divi¬ 
sion  to  operate  the  scows,  but  their  pay  has  already 
been  charged  up  in  the  cost  of  collection  and  so  may 
be  disregarded.  To  this  should  be  added  repairs  on 
the  scows,  estimated  at  $6,000  a  year.  It  is  estimated 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  that,  strictly  speaking, 
the  Sanitary  Division  should  pay  the  Sewer  Division 
87  per  cent  of  the  expenses  of  running  the  tug  instead 
of  one-half  as  at  present.  The  city  also  maintains  a 
wharf  for  the  purpose  of  shipping  ashes,  on  which  it 
loses  rent  and  foregoes  taxes,  but  it  is  one  of  the  same 
wharves  which  are  now  used  for  shipping  garbage,  and 
the  loss  of  rent  and  taxes  has  already  been  included  in 
our  calculation  under  4.  In  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1908,  101.486  loads  of  such  material  were  so  disposed  of. 

6.  Disposal  of  combustible  waste. 

The  city  pays  the  City  Refuse  Utilization  Company 
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$5,500  annually  for  disposing  of  the  combustible  waste 
from  Divisions  8,  9  and  10.  In  addition  to  this  the  city 
hires  and  pays  rent  for  Hecht’s  Wharf,  which  is  $11,500 
per  year,  and  foregoes  the  taxes  on  it,  which  are 
$4,265.25;  but  as  the  Paving  Division  uses  part  of  the 
wharf,  $5,200  a  year  is  charged  to  the  Paving  Division, 
leaving  the  cost  of  the  wharf  for  purposes  of  refuse 
disposal  $10,565.25.  In  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1908,  15,579  loads  of  such  material  were  so  disposed  of. 

In  the  calculations  for  the  year  ending  January  31, 
1908,  the  relation  of  loads  to  tons  was  assumed  to  be  as 
follows: 

1  load  of  garbage .  1  ton. 

1  load  of  ashes .  1,500  pounds. 

1  load  of  combustible  waste .  1,425  “ 

In  the  calculations  for  the  current  year  it  is  assumed 
that  the  relation  of  loads  to  tons  will  be  as  follows: 

1  load  of  garbage .  2,500  pounds. 

1  load  of  ashes .  1,800  “ 

1  load  of  combustible  waste .  1,550  “ 

In  the  year  ending  January  31,  1908,  the  city  received 
in  payment  for  removing  ashes  from  buildings  used  for 
manufacturing  and  commercial  purposes,  and  for  market 
waste  and  ashes  put  on  its  ash  scows  by  the  producers, 
$18,204. 

To  sum  up :  The  figures  furnished  to  this  commission 
show  that  last  year  the  city  paid  $793,355.16  for  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposal  of  refuse  and  received  $18,204  as  an 
offset.  It  collected  and  disposed  of  359,739  tons  of 
refuse,  making  a  net  expenditure  of  between  $2.15  and 
$2.16  for  every  ton  collected  and  disposed  of.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  calculations  for  the  current  year,  and  reducing 
the  loads  to  tons  according  to  the  new  standard,  the 
net  expense  will  be  between  $1.44  and  $1.45  a  ton. 

The  salaries  of  general  officers,  office  expenses,  clerk 
hire,  etc.,  are  not  included  in  the  above  figures,  nor  is 
any  interest  on  money  invested  in  horses,  carts,  imple¬ 
ments  or  scows  included,  nor  any  maintenance  or 
depreciation,  other  than  repairs,  nor  any  rent  of  work¬ 
shops,  yards,  etc.,  nor  any  rent  of  stables,  except  $900 
a  year  for  one  stable  in  South  Boston,  which  the  com¬ 
mission  is  informed  has  been  included  in  the  total 
expense  of  collection.  On  the  other  hand,  no  account 
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has  been  taken  of  property  used  by  the  Sanitary  Divi¬ 
sion  and  accumulated  from  year  to  year. 

V. 

Disadvantages  of  the  Present  System  in  Boston. 

1.  Collection. 

The  present  system  of  final  disposal  of  garbage,  ashes 
and  combustible  waste  in  different  ways  involves  sepa¬ 
rate  collections  of  the  three  classes  of  material.  This  is 
less  convenient  and  more  expensive  than  a  single  collec¬ 
tion  of  all  classes  of  refuse.  First.  It  imposes  on  the 
householder,  for  whose  convenience,  and  ultimately  at 
whose  expense,  the  work  is  done,  the  trouble  of  separat¬ 
ing  his  rubbish  and  the  necessity  of  using  three 
receptacles  for  it  instead  of  one.  Second.  The  segrega¬ 
tion  of  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  in  different 
receptacles  or  vehicles  makes  each  sort  of  material  more 
offensive  than  if  it  were  mixed  with  the  others,  both 
when  in  the  house  or  yard  of  the  householder  and  when 
transported  through  the  streets  or  handled  at  the 
wharves.  If  the  refuse  is  mixed  the  moisture  in  the 
garbage  keeps  down  the  dust  and  flour  of  ash  and  pre¬ 
vents  the  blowing  about  of  papers,  etc.,  by  wetting  them 
down,  while  the  ash  absorbs  the  wet  garbage  and  sets 
up  chemical  processes  which  cause  it  to  act,  to  a  certain 
degree,  as  a  disinfectant.  Also  the  ashes  and  the  paper, 
etc.,  cover  up  and  smother  the  garbage  and  tend  to 
prevent  evil  smells  from  escaping.  Third.  If  there  were 
one  collection,  either  the  same  number  of  vehicles  could 
collect  oftener,  thus  adding  to  the  convenience  of  the 
householders,  and,  by  carrying  away  the  garbage  while 
it  is  fresh,  lessening  the  offensive  character  of  it,  or  a 
less  number  of  vehicles  could  be  used,  thus  materially 
diminishing  the  expense  of  collection.  This  saving  in 
transportation  arises  in  two  ways.  First.  The  mixed 
refuse  is  much  more  compact  than  when  it  is  kept 
separate.  The  moisture  in  the  garbage  sods  down  the 
papers  and  lighter  waste  as  well  as  the  light  ashes,  and 
the  ashes  and  garbage  press  down  the  light  waste  and 
fill  the  chinks  and  empty  spaces  that  always  exist  in 
loads  made  up  of  combustible  waste  alone.  Second. 
Each  vehicle  and  crew  can  cover  more  ground,  both 
because  there  will  be  fewer  receptacles  to  be  handled 
and  dumped  into  the  carts,  and  because  the  routes 
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can  be  more  systematically  and  economically  arranged 
if  there  is  one  collection  instead  of  three. 

2.  Disposal. 

A.  Of  garbage.  As  has  been  stated,  a  certain 
amount  of  garbage  is  disposed  of  by  contractors  in 
outlying  parts  of  the  city  by  being  shipped  away  and 
fed  to  swine,  and  some  garbage  is  also  so  disposed  of 
by  hotels  and  restaurants.  The  hotel  and  restaurant 
garbage  is  generally  clean  and  fresh,  and  this  method 
of  disposing  of  it  is  unobjectionable,  except  in  so  far  as 
it  detracts  from  the  value  of  the  whole  collection  for 
purposes  of  reduction,  and  thus  indirectly  increases  the 
cost  of  reduction.  The  garbage  taken  by  the  contractors 
is  very  different.  It  is  the  result  of  a  general  collection 
from  house  to  house.  It  is  often  putrid,  and  undoubtedly 
it  contains  a  certain  amount  of  infected  rags,  old  ban¬ 
dages,  etc.  It  is  very  questionable  whether  the  city 
should  be  a  party  to  feeding  such  matter  to  animals 
that'  are  intended  for  human  food. 

Most  of  the  city  garbage  is  reduced  by  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Sanitary  Product  Company  at  Spectacle  Island. 
This  method  of  disposition  is  sanitary.  The  garbage 
is  subjected  to  such  heat  that  no  living  organism  can 
survive  the  treatment  and  the  products  are  clean.  Before 
the  garbage  reaches  the  cooking  tanks  it  is  handled  by 
the  employees  of  the  company.  Although  under  other 
systems  of  disposal  it  would  probably  be  handled  less, 
yet  some  people  must  be  more  or  less  subjected  to  infec¬ 
tion  from  working  at  any  sort  of  final  disposition,  and 
the  danger  is  more  apparent  than  real,  as  in  fact  the 
employees  of  reduction  plants  are  found  to  be  normally 
healthy.  The  objections  to  the  present  system  of  reduc¬ 
tion  in  Boston  are  two.  First,  the  expense.  Second, 
the  evil  smell.  In  certain  states  of  wind  and  weather 
the  smell  is  very  unpleasant  at  a  distance  of  several 
miles  from  the  works. 

B.  Of  ashes  and  other  refuse  disposed  of  with  the 
ashes.  The  present  methods  of  disposing  of  ashes  and 
other  refuse  which  accompanies  them  are  most  unsatis¬ 
factory.  Where  ashes,  either  the  result  of  a  separate 
collection  or  frankly  mixed  with  combustible  waste,  are 
shot  on  inland  dumps  they  always  cause  a  nuisance. 
However  careful  the  separation,  household  ashes  contain 
some  garbage,  rags  and  waste  papers,  etc.  The  garbage 
stinks  and  the  papers  blow  about  and  are  very  unsightly. 
Also  a  great  deal  of  dust  and  fine  ash  blow  from  the 
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dumps,  and  the  dust  and  papers,  being  all  more  or  less 
tainted  with  garbage  and  with  disease  from  old  bedding, 
old  clothes,  rags  and  bandages,  are  a  nuisance  and  a 
source  of  infection.  Where,  as  in  some  districts,  com¬ 
bustible  waste  is  intentionally  mixed  with  the  ashes  and 
discharged  on  inland  dumps,  the  nuisance  is  increased. 
Most  of  the  city  ashes  are  dumped  at  sea.  The  objection 
to  this  form  of  disposal  is  not  so  great  as  the  objection 
to  inland  dumps. 

C.  Of  combustible  waste.  This  material  necessarily 
contains  much  infected  matter,  such  as  old  clothes,  bed¬ 
ding,  mattresses,  bandages,  broken  furniture,  etc.  It  is  at 
present  worked  over  by  a  considerable  number  of  people, 
who,  if  they  are  not  themselves  infected  by  it,  must  still 
carry  disease  on  their  clothes  and  persons  into  all  parts 
of  the  city.  Furthermore,  the  material  reclaimed  from 
the  combustible  waste  enters  into  commerce,  and  if  it 
is  ever  properly  disinfected,  this  does  not  occur  until  it 
has  been  much  handled.  It  also  seems  that  under  the 
present  system  the  expense  to  the  city  of  the  disposal 
of  combustible  waste  is  very  excessive. 


Recommendations. 

The  Commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  most  satis¬ 
factory  method  of  disposing  of  garbage,  ashes  and  com¬ 
bustible  waste  is  by  incineration:  First,  because  that 
method  is  the  most  sanitary  and  the  least  offensive; 
second,  because  it  is  most  convenient  to  the  house¬ 
holders;  and  third,  because  the  collection  for  incineration 
would  be  most  economical  to  the  city. 

It  is  probable  that  the  most  economical  unit  for  an 
incinerating  furnace  in  Boston  is  one  of  a  capacity  of 
fifty  tons  of  mixed  refuse  a  day  which  is  the  limit  of  the 
efficient  work  of  one  crew  and  to  such  units  other  similar 
units  may  be  added.  In  Boston  there  is  no  economical 
advantage  in  having  one  large  central  incinerating  plant, 
as  it  would  be  simply  an  aggregation  of  units,  and  smaller 
incinerators  built  in  different  parts  of  the  city  would 
greatly  reduce  the  cost  of  collection. 

Should  the  method  of  incineration  be  adopted  the 
commission  is  of  opinion  that  incinerators  of  a  capacity 
of  fifty,  one  hundred  or  one  hundred  and  fifty  tons  of 
mixed  refuse  a  day  should  be  maintained  in  different 
parts  of  the  city  and  located  with  a  view  to  the  length 
and  ease  of  haul  of  the  refuse  of  the  districts  which  they 
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are  to  serve.  This  would  make  an  enormous  saving  in 
cartage.  The  details  of  the  plan  must  be  worked  out 
with  reference  to  population,  grades  and  directions  of 
streets,  disposal  of  the  resultant  clinker,  etc.,  and  with 
reference  to  the  practicability  of  utilizing  the  surplus 
steam  which  can  be  generated  by  the  burning  refuse. 
The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  properly  constructed 
incinerators  are  as  inoffensive  as  any  steam  plant,  and 
that  there  can  be  no  reasonable  objection  to  placing 
them  in  any  manufacturing  section  of  the  city. 

Incineration  does  not  involve  separate  collections  of 
the  different  classes  of  refuse,  but  all  refuse  may  be  put 
into  one  receptacle  on  the  premises  of  the  producer  and 
may  be  collected  at  one  time  and  in  one  vehicle.  It  is 
more  convenient  to  the  householder  and,  as  has  been  pre¬ 
viously  stated,  the  mixed  refuse  is  less  offensive  and  less 
dangerous  than  when  separated;  also  having  but  one 
class  of  vehicle  makes  possible  a  considerable  saving  in 
cartage  and  handling. 

By  the  method  of  mixing  together  and  incinerating 
all  the  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  the  danger 
of  spreading  disease  is  removed  as  .the  waste  is  burned 
and  leaves  nothing  but  clinker  which  is  perfectly  dis¬ 
infected  and  makes  a  clean,  sharp  and  excellent  fill. 

If  the  method  of  incineration  is  not  adopted  for  the 
whole  city  the  commission  recommends  that  the  city 
proceed  at  once  to  establish  an '  incinerating  plant  in 
such  location  as  may  be  found  most  desirable  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  in  view  of  the  considerations 
already  stated.  It  appears  that  there  is  available  some 
$50,000,  which  was  authorized  a  number  of  years  ago 
by  the  City  Council  for  such  works  in  Dorchester,  and 
this  money  could  be  applied  either  to  erecting  an  inciner¬ 
ating  plant  at  once  at  the  Cow  Pasture  in  Dorchester,  or 
by  a  proper  transfer  this  money  could  be  applied  to 
erecting  an  incinerating  plant  at  once  in  the  North  End 
or  in  the  Charlestown  district;  and  other  money  could 
be  borrowed  and  other  incinerators  constructed  from 
time  to  time  as  the  city  government  may  direct,  or  as  the 
finances  of  the  city  will  warrant. 

The  contract  for  disposing  of  combustible  waste  at 
Hecht’s  Wharf  expires  on  December  1,  1908.  Even  if 
the  method  of  incineration  were  adopted  it  would  be 
some  months  before  the  first  incinerator  could  be  in  oper¬ 
ation,  and  very  likely  some  years  before  a  complete 
system  of  incineration  could  be  installed.  Therefore,

the  commission  recommends  that  a  new  contract  be 
entered  into  by  the  city  to  take  care  of  the  combustible 
waste  that  is  now  being  disposed  of  at  Hecht’-s  Wharf. 
The  commission  is  of  opinion  that  the  payments  under 
the  present  contract  are  greatly  in  excess  of  what  the 
work  can  be  done  for,  and  that  Hecht’s  Wharf  can  be 
entirely  dispensed  with  and  the  rent  and  taxes  on  it 
saved.  The  commission  believes  that  the  contractor 
who  takes  the  combustible  waste  should  also  take  all  the 
ashes  that  go  to  sea  and  screen  them  before  they  are 
dumped  at  sea.  In  this  way  the  floating  material  would 
be  eliminated  and  the  bulk  of  ashes  towed  to  sea  would 
be  reduced.  The  commission  is  informed  that  several 
contractors  are  ready  and  willing  to  make  bids  for  doing 
this  work  on  terms  that  show  a  saving  to  the  city.  The 
commission  recommends  that  any  such  contract  should 
be  made  terminable  at  the  option  of  the  city  at  the  expir¬ 
ation  of  the  existing  contract  with  the  New  England 
Sanitary  Product  Company. 

While  it  is  estimated  that  the  saving  to  the  city  made 
this  year  over  last  will  be  approximately  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  the  commission  is  of  opinion  that  a  further 
saving  amounting  to  a  larger  sum  could  be  made  by 
having  the  work  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  done 
by  contract  rather  than  by  day  labor.  If  the  city  builds 
and  owns  incinerators  the  commission  is  of  opinion  that 
'  it  could  then  lease  them  in  connection  with  a  general 
contract  for  the  disposal  of  city  waste,  or  it  might  be 
found  on  advertising  the  bids  that  it  would  be  more 
practical  to  have  the  contractors  build  their  own 
incinerators. 

While  the  commission  is  of  opinion,  as  above  stated, 
that  incineration  is  the  most  satisfactory  method  of 
disposing  of  the  city  refuse,  yet  it  is  fully  aware  of  numer¬ 
ous  practical  difficulties  that  now  stand  in  the  way  of 
the  complete  adoption  of  such  a  method.  Unless  new 
conditions  are  brought  about  by  the  revision  of  the  city 
charter  which  is  now  under  consideration,  whereby  the 
Sanitary  Division  is  put  under  such  control  as  will  guar¬ 
antee  the  economical  administration  of  its  affairs,  it  is 
the  opinion  of  the  commission  that  at  the  expiration 
of  the  contract  with  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product 
Company,  which  will  be  on  January  1,  1912,  the  city 
should  contract  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  all  its 
garbage,  ashes  and  combustible  waste  for  a  term  of  years 
and  that  the  cost  to  the  city  of  work  done  in  this  manner 
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would  be  much  less  than  the  present  cost.  The  commis¬ 
sion  is  of  opinion  that  in  ample  time  before  the  expiration 
of  that  contract  the  city  should  call  for  bids  for  doing 
the  entire  work  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  garbage, 
ashes  and  combustible  waste  of  the  following  terms: 

1.  The  contractor  to  buy  at  a  fair  valuation  so 
much  of  the  equipment  of  the  city  as  is  serviceable  for 
collection  or  disposal  of  garbage,  ashes  and  combustible 
waste. 

2.  In  order,  to  insure  the  employment  of  competent 
men  the  contractor  to  engage  to  pay  his  men  customary 
rate  of  wages. 

3.  There  should  be  a  provision  by  which  any  part  or 
parts  of  the  city,  not  exceeding  in  all  one-tenth  of  the 
whole  city  in  area  or  population,  can  at  any  time  on  the 
demand  of  the  city  be  exempted  from  the  operation  of 
the  contract,  and  a  corresponding  reduction  be  made  in 
the  payments  to  the  contractor,  based  upon  a  just 
estimate  of  the  relation  of  the  cost  of  serving  such  part 
of  the  city  to  the  cost  of  serving  the  whole  city,  the 
amount  of  such  reduction  to  be  determined  by  arbitra¬ 
tion  in  the  usual  way.  This  provision  is  for  the  purpose 
of  allowing  the  city  to  experiment  with  other  methods 
of  collection  or  of  disposal. 

4.  The  contractor  should  agree  to  dispose  of  the 
street  sweepings  and  the  contents  of  catch-basins,  mar¬ 
ket  waste  and  other  material  that  is  now  dumped  at  sea.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECOND  SPECIAL  COMMIS¬ 
SION,  APPOINTED  BY  HIS  HONOR  GEORGE 
A.  HIBBARD,  MAYOR  OF  BOSTON,  TO  IN¬ 
VESTIGATE  THE  SUBJECT  OF  THE  COL¬ 
LECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE  IN 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 


On  November  8,  1908,  a  special  commission,  three  of 
whose  members  are  members  of  this  commission, 
reported  to  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  giving  a  full  account 
of  the  methods  of  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  under 
the  conditions  which  then  existed,  and  recommending  a 
mixed  collection  and  incineration  of  all  refuse  as  the 
best  method  and  ultimate  solution  of  the  problem;  also 
recommending  as  a  practical  solution  of  the  immediate 
question,  that  the  city  should  advertise  for  bids  to  do 
the  whole  work  of  collection  and  disposal  by  contract 
in  ample  time  before  the  expiration  of  the  existing  gar¬ 
bage  disposal  contract. 

The  present  commission  was  appointed  by  his  Honor 
Mayor  Hibbard  primarily  to  investigate  and  advise  the 
city  upon  a  proposal  for  collecting  and  disposing  of  all 
the  city  refuse  by  contract,  and  at  the  same  time  obtain¬ 
ing  the  cancellation  of  the  existing  contract  for  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  garbage.  The  commission  entered  upon  the 
work,  but  before  it  had  arrived  at  a  conclusion  the  new 
city  charter  became  operative,  which  precluded  the 
city  from  making  such  a  contract  until  after  the  election 
of  the  new  city  government.  The  persons  who  had  been 
ready  to  contract  with  the  city,  if  the  terms  could  have 
been  agreed  upon,  were  unwilling  to  wait  until  February, 
and  the  negotiation  stopped.  But  his  Honor  the  Mayor 
felt  that  this  commission  should  continue  its  work  and 
report  upon  the  general  question  of  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  refuse  and  the  advisability  of  doing  it  by 
contract  or  otherwise,  together  with  suggestions  as  to 
the  scope  and  form  of  such  contract  in  case  one  should 
be  made  hereafter. 

The  report  of  the  original  commission,  published  as  a 
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city  document  and  containing  a  great  deal  of  informa¬ 
tion,  can  be  obtained  and  referred  to  by  anyone  interested 
in  the  subject. 

Sanitary  Aspects  of  the  Problem. 

The  fundamental  considerations  in  the  disposal  of  city 
wastes  are  those  of  public  health,  public  comfort  and 
public  convenience.  If  these  considerations  did  not 
exist  the  municipality  might  regard  with  comparative 
indifference  the  accumulation  by  individuals,  families, 
manufacturers  or  tradesmen  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
combustible  refuse.  Such  accumulations,  however,  not 
only  block  the  public  highways  and  otherwise  interfere 
with  the  public  comfort  and  convenience  but  are  also 
liable  to  be  or  to  become  centers  of  infection  in  which 
disease  may  be  disseminated  throughout  the  community 
by  individuals,  by  winds,  by  insects  and  possibly  in 
other  ways.  They  may  also  become  centers  of  putre¬ 
faction  or  decay  and  the  sources  of  disagreeable  or 
disgusting  odors.  Garbage,  by  its  fermentation  and 
putrefaction,  may  become  foul,  and  even  ashes,  so  called, 
under  the  conditions  of  collection  referred  to  in  this 
report,  are  seldom  free  from  suspicion,  because  garbage 
and  dirt  get  mixed  with  ashes  and  hence  make  these 
only  somewhat  less  objectionable  than  material  more 
obviously  contaminated. 

“  Separation/’  under  whatever  system  of  collection,  is 
always  more  or  less  imperfect  and  incomplete.  Some 
house  or  store  dirt,  for  example,  will  find  its  way  into 
receptacles  intended  only  for  papers  or  for  garbage; 
some  papers  into  receptacles  for  ashes  and  garbage; 
some  garbage  into  receptacles  intended  only  for  papers 
or  for  ashes.  And  house  dirt  is  peculiarly  exposed  to 
infection  and  is  doubtless  often  really  infected  dirt. 
Garbage,  which  is  in  large  part  food  or  kitchen  refuse, 
represents  material  that  has  been  handled  or  mouthed 
and  may  have  been  infected  even  before  it  underwent 
such  treatment.  Hence  it  comes  to  pass  that  not  even 
paper  or  ashes,  as  actually  collected,  can  be  regarded  as 
certainly  free  from  infection,  while  garbage  must  be 
recognized  as  being  peculiarly  exposed  to  it. 

The  sanitary  aspects  of  the  disposal  problem  are 
therefore  not  peculiar  to  any  class  of  city  wastes  but 
fundamental  to  all,  and  if  there  were  no  other- reason 
for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  these  wastes  by  the 
municipality  the  sanitary  reason  would  be  all-sufficient. 
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There  is,  however,  one  class  of  ashes  which  is  so  little 
exposed  to  infection  as  to  belong  in  a  group  by  itself,  and 
that  is  the  ashes  from  factories,  churches,  schoolhouses 
and  other  large  establishments  into  which  food  does  not 
enter,  or  only  to  the  slightest  degree,  as,  for  example, 
in  the  case  of  schoolhouses.  It  is  a  question,  therefore, 
whether  the  municipality  is  bound  for  its  own  protection 
to  collect  and  dispose  of  this  subdivision  of  city  waste, 
and  it  is  plain  that,  if  such  necessity  does  not  exist,  the 
municipality  may  reasonably  be  freed  from  a  heavy 
financial  burden  which  it  now  bears.  A  little  reflection 
will  show  that  while  the  municipality  cannot  safely 
neglect  the  collection  and  disposal  of  any  of  the  wastes 
produced  by  families,  it  can  and  ought  to  be  relieved  of 
the  burden  of  the  collection  of  ashes  from  industrial, 
educational  and  manufacturing  establishments.  The 
boiler  ashes  produced  by  these,  being  practically  free 
from  all  admixture  of  organic  matters,  are  in  nowise 
dangerous  to  the  public  health  and  ought  to  be  removed 
by  the  producer,  as  would  a  mass  of  old  bricks  or  mortar 
set  free  in  making  repairs  to  buildings. 

In  addition  to  boiler  ashes,  and  more  or  less  subject  to 
the  same  considerations,  there  are  certain  kinds  of 
trades  rubbish,  such  as  books  and  papers  from  book 
stores,  news  stands  and  publishing  plants;  boxes  and 
papers  from  grocery  stores;  hay,  straw,  excelsior  and 
other  packing  materials,  and  the  like. 

Turning  now  to  the  unsanitary  aspects  of  the  present 
system,  with  more  particular  regard  to  the  inevitable 
admixture  of  garbage  and  other  materials  readily  sub¬ 
ject  to  infection,  the  deposit  of  so-called  ashes  and  dirt 
upon  inland  dumps  is  highly  objectionable  from  the 
sanitary  point  of  view.  Similar  considerations  apply 
to  the  disposal  of  ashes  at  sea,  with  the  difference,  in 
this  case,  that  the  nuisance  and  danger  arising  from 
floating  matter  are  transferred  to  the  territory  of  neigh¬ 
boring  municipalities. 

Another  sanitary  objection  to  the  system  of  collec¬ 
tion  and  disposal  under  the  separation  system  is  the 
larger  number  of  hands  which  either  necessarily  or 
naturally  come  in  contact  with  the  refuse  to  be  got  rid  of. 

In  short,  from  the  sanitary  point  of  view,  any  system 
of  collection  and  disposal  which  involves  separation  is 
distinctly  inferior  to  the  simpler  method  of  a  single 
collection  of  mixed  materials  and  the  exposure  of  the 
combined  mass  to  a  high  temperature  under  conditions 
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designed  to  obviate  nuisance  at  that  stage.  The  advan¬ 
tages  of  this  method  of  final  disposal,  known  as  incinera¬ 
tion,  are  more  fully  set  forth  towards  the  close  of  this 
report. 


The  Present  Boston  System. 

A. —  In  General. 

The  work  of  collecting  and  disposing  of  refuse  in 
Boston  has  developed  according  to  the  increasing  needs 
of  the  community  rather  than  as  the  result  of  any 
systematic  plan.  The  existing  ordinance  relating  to 
this  matter  is  chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1908, 
which  provides :  11  The  Street  Department  .  .  .  shall 

remove  from  yards  and  areas,  when  so  placed  as  to  be 
easily  removed,  all  ashes  accumulated  from  the  burning 
of  materials  for  heating  habitations,  cooking  and  other 
domestic  purposes,  all  house  dirt,  house  offal,  and  all 
noxious  and  refuse  substances.” 

From  a  study  of  the  present  ordinance  and  of  previous 
ordinances  from  which  it  was  developed,  it  appears  that 
the  intention  of  the  framers  was  to  authorize  collections 
from  dwellings  only  —  that  is,  from  private  residences. 
A  previous  ordinance,  passed  in  1892,  contained  the 
word  11  buildings,”  while  the  present  ordinance  reads 
11  habitations,”  in  connection  with  the  removal  of  ashes. 
Under  the  previous  ordinance  the  practice  grew  up  of 
collecting  ashes  for  heating  purposes  from  practically 
all  the  buildings  in  the  city,  a  distinction  being  made 
between  the  ashes  derived  from  heating  purposes  and 
those  derived  from  the  production  of  power.  A  practice 
has  also  grown  up  of  collecting  refuse  known  as  “  store 
dirt”  from  buildings  in  the  business  district.  There 
appears  to  be  at  present  no  authorization  for  such  collec¬ 
tion,  and  it  is  doubtful  if  any  such  authorization  ever 
existed.  The  practice  is  not  universal,  but  it  would 
appear  that,  under  the  present  ordinance,  a  collection 
costing  the  city  in  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000  a  year 
has  no  authorization.  Confirmation  of  this  view  is 
found  in  the  result  of  inquiries  made  in  other  large 
cities  of  the  United  States,  indicating  that  Boston  is 
exceptionally  liberal  in  the  matter  of  collections  of 
refuse  from  both  the  residential  and  mercantile  districts. 

An  attempt  is  being  made  to  place  the  matter  upon  a 
uniform  basis  and,  as  an  assistance  thereto,  an  ordinance 
should  be  framed,  sufficiently  specific  in  its  details  to 
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direct  the  department  in  its  collection  of  the  various 
classes  of  refuse.  These  may  be  stated  as  follows: 

First.  Garbage,  composed  principally  of  kitchen 
refuse  of  an  organic  character  and  decomposable  nature. 

Second.  Ashes  from  the  burning  of  coal  and  other 
materials. 

Third.  Rubbish,  consisting  in  general  of  material 
such  as  bottles,  string,  paper,  cardboard,  sweepings, 
cans,  straw,  excelsior,  etc. 

B. —  Collection. 

The  general  plan  of  collection  followed,  as  in  nearly 
all  of  the  other  large  cities  of  the  country,  is  to  divide 
the  refuse  into  two  general  classes  by  combining  Nos.  2 
and  3  in  the  foregoing  enumeration.  Owing,  however, 
to  the  large  quantity  of  combustible  material  contained 
in  the  latter  class  of  waste,  what  is  known  as  the  third 
separation  was  begun  several  years  ago,  and  in  some 
sections  of  the  city  the  combustible  refuse  is  collected 
and  disposed  of  separately  from  the  ashes.  There  is 
still  another  class  of  waste  —  the  refuse  from  the 
markets  —  consisting  chiefly  of  decayed  vegetable 
matter  but  containing  also  animal  matter  of  various 
kinds.  While  this  is  not  collected  by  the  city  it  is  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  connection  with  the  city  wastes. 

The  quantity  of  wastes  of  the  different  kinds  men¬ 
tioned,  collected  in  each  district  in  1908,  and  the  average 
quantity  collected  per  day  for  six  days  in  the  week,  are 
shown  in  the  following  table. 


Table  Showing  Quantities  of  Refuse  Collected  in  the  City  of  Boston  During  the  Year  Ending  January  31,  1909. 
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In  general,  collection  in  the  suburban  districts  is  made 
by  contract,  and  in  the  more  thickly  settled  and  business 
districts  by  day  labor.  The  day  labor  force  consists  of 
607  men,  with  260  horses,  for  all  purposes.  The  city 
maintains  a  shop  employing  thirty-eight  mechanics,  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  and  repairing  equipment. 
The  total  tonnage  collected  by  day  labor  for  the  year 
1908  was  320,047,  at  a  cost  of  $648*, 865.71,  including 
disposal,  or  at  the  rate  of  $2.03  per  ton. 

In  the  suburban  districts  of  East  Boston,  Dorchester, 
West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  all  classes  of  refuse  are 
collected  by  contract.  The  total  amount  of  refuse  col¬ 
lected  in  these  districts  for  the  year  1908  was  83,720  tons, 
and  133  men  and  eighty-eight  horses  were  employed  by 
the  contractors.  The  total  cost  was  $92,389.23, 
including  disposal,  or  at  the  rate  of  $1.10  per  ton.  This 
cost  is  doubtless  lower  than  would  be  the  case  if  the 
contractors  were  precluded  from  profiting  by  the  feeding 
of  garbage  to  swine,  and  there  are  other  features  of  the 
department’s  contract  work,  notably  the  shorter  hauls 
and  the  elimination  of  the  charges  for  transportation  to 
sea,  tending  to  complicate  any  comparison  with  the  cost 
of  day  labor. 

Taking  day  labor  and  contract  work  together,  it  will  be 
seen  that  a  total  of  403,767  tons,  exclusive  of  market 
refuse  received,  was  collected  and  disposed  of  at  a  total 
cost  of  $741,254.94;  that  is,  at  the  rate  of  $1.84  per  ton. 


C. —  Disposal. 

Of  the  311,586  tons  of  ashes  and  house  dirt  collected 
during  1908,  87,000  tons,  or  28  per  cent,  were  discharged 
upon  the  city  scows  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf,  on  Atlantic 
avenue,  and  dumped  at  sea  beyond  the  harbor  limits. 
The  remaining  244,586  tons  were  deposited  upon  dumps 
in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

Of  the  78,615  tons  of  garbage,  67,454  tons  were 
delivered  to  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product  Com¬ 
pany,  and  conveyed  to  the  reduction  works  of  the 
company  at  Spectacle  Island.  The  remainder,  amount¬ 
ing  to  11,161  tons,  or  14  per  cent  of  the  total  quantity 
collected,  was  disposed  of  by  the  suburban  district  con¬ 
tractors  and  used,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  for  the 
feeding  of  swine  beyond  the  city  limits. 

Of  the  combustible  waste  and  refuse,  12,050  tons  were 
conveyed  to  the  refuse  destructor  at  Hecht’s  Wharf, 
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Atlantic  avenue,  where  the  material  is  sorted,  a  part  of  it 
sold  and  the  remainder  burned,  the  ashes  being  dis¬ 
charged  upon  the  dumping  scows.  The  remaining  com¬ 
bustible  waste  and  refuse,  amounting  to  1,516  tons,  was 
disposed  of  upon  dumps. 

The  market  wastes  from  the  down-town  section  of  the 
city,  amounting  in  1908  to  9,382  tons,  and  included  in  the 
table  on  page  28,*  were  discharged  upon  the  dumping 
scows  and  disposed  of  at  sea  with  the  ashes  and  other 
refuse,  the  total  carried  to  sea  being  thus  96,382  tons. 
Market  wastes  from  other  sections  of  the  city  were  dis¬ 
posed  of  in  connection  with  the  house  dirt  and  ashes. 

Small  quantities  of  refuse  are  disposed  of  by  other 
means,  which  are  negligible  in  considering  the  general 
question;  for  instance,  a  number  of  hotels  and  restaurants 
dispose  of  their  own  garbage.  Also,  several  persons  have 
established  routes  for  the  collection  of  paper,  which  is 
understood  to  yield  them  some  revenue. 

Further  information  in  regard  to  the  distribution  of  the 
city’s  refuse,  not  including  market  waste,  and  the  cost 
of  its  collection  and  disposal  will  be  gathered  from  the 
two  diagrams  forming  part  of  this  report. 

The  contract  with  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product 
Company,  under  which  86  per  cent  of  the  total  garbage 
collection  of  1908  was  disposed  of,  involves  the  treat¬ 
ment  of  the  material  by  a  reduction  process,  extracting 
some  products  of  pecuniary  value,  the  principal  of  which 
is  grease.  The  city  pays  the  company  $52,400  per  year 
and  the  contract  expires  on  January  1,  1912. 

Having  regard  to  the  magnitude  of  the  plant  necessary 
to  handle  the  work  now  being  done  by  the  company,  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  that  the  city  take  immediate 
measures  to  determine  the  methods  to  be  adopted  on  the 
expiration  of  the  contract. 

The  contract  of  the  City  Refuse  Utilization  Company, 
which  expired  on  September  15,  1908,  and  which  has 
been  renewed  with  the  privilege  of  terminating  it  upon 
thirty  days’  notice  from  either  party,  is  in  some  ways 
peculiar.  The  city  pays  an  annual  amount  of  $5,500  to 
the  company,  and  in  addition  pays  $11,500  per  year  for 
Hecht’s  Wharf  as  a  location  for  the  plant,  besides  pay¬ 
ing  the  taxes  upon  this  property,  the  total  cost  of  the 
plant  to  the  city  being  thus  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$20,000  per  year.  The  character  of  the  waste  delivered 
to  the  plant  is  very  largely  such  that  there  is  no  authority 
under  the  ordinances  for  its  collection.  It  is  therefore 
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probable  that,  under  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  ordi¬ 
nances,  the  city  is  paying  in  the  neighborhood  of  $20,000 
a  year  for  the  disposition  of  refuse  to  which  it  has  no 
title  and  which  it  is  not  obliged  or  authorized  to  dispose 
of.  In  case  it  is  found  advisable  to  continue  this  method 
of  collecting  and  disposing  of  this  class  of  refuse,  arrange¬ 
ments  can  doubtless  be  made  which  will  insure  greater 
advantage  to  the  city  than  has  hitherto  been  the  case. 

Details  of  contracts  for  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse  are  given  in  the  following  table :

Of  the  above  contracts  all  except  the  contract  of  the 
New  England  Sanitary  Product  Company  are  for  short 
terms  and  contain  a  provision  authorizing  their  termi¬ 
nation  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  whenever  the 
city  may  adopt  other  methods  of  refuse  collection  and 
disposal. 
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The  contract  with  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product 
Company  had  its  origin  in  difficulties  common  to  Boston 
and  other  cities.  The  history  of  refuse  disposal  in  Amer¬ 
ican  cities  and  to  a  large  extent  in  English  cities  has  been 
much  the  same.  Garbage,  on  account  of  its  putrescible 
character,  is  usually  the  first  among  city  wastes  to  cause 
trouble  in  thickly  settled  communities.  The  common 
method  of  disposing  of  it  in  the  smaller  cities  is  to  feed 
it  to  swine,  and  this  method  was  employed  in  Boston 
until  within  a  comparatively  few  years,  and  is,  as  already 
stated,  still  in  use  in  connection  with  garbage  from  out¬ 
lying  districts  of  the  city,  the  amount  now  disposed  of  in 
that  way  being  comparatively  small.  After  this  method 
became  too  objectionable  for  continued  use,  the  plan  of 
dumping  the  garbage  at  sea  was  tried,  with  the  result 
that  much  of  the  material  deposited  by  the  city  scows  in 
Massachusetts  bay  floated  to  neighboring  shores  and 
became  a  nuisance. 

For  relief  from  these  conditions  some  other  method 
of  garbage  disposal  became  imperatively  necessary,  with 
the  result  that  the  contract  now  referred  to  was  entered 
into  about  thirteen  years  ago.  The  reduction  works 
were  first  built  on  the  mainland,  but  after  causing  serious 
nuisance  at  the  locations  selected  they  were  finally 
transferred  to  Spectacle  Island  in  the  harbor,  where 
they  have  since  been  maintained.  Complaints  have 
been  made  of  offensive  odors  from  this  island,  which,  in 
addition  to  the  garbage  reduction  works,  is  occupied 
by  a  rendering  works  and  a  glue  factory. 

The  Reduction  Process  of  Garbage  Disposal. 

It  has  long  been  known  that  garbage  contains  mate¬ 
rial  of  commercial  value,  and  experience  has  shown  that 
much  of  this  can  be  recovered  by  proper  treatment. 
This  treatment,  which  is  designed  not  only  to  dispose 
of  this  objectionable  refuse  but  to  recover  therefrom  the 
salable  materials,  is  known  as  the  reduction  process. 

These  materials  are  chiefly  the  grease,  which  is  re¬ 
moved  from  the  garbage  by  cooking  and  is  salable  at 
prices  ranging  from  a  minimum  of  2  to  3  cents  a  pound 
to  a  maximum  of  over  5  cents,  and  the  tankage  or  residue 
from  the  process  of  cooking,  which  is  sold  as  a  fertilizer. 
t^These  reduction  plants  are  in  nearly  all  cities  operated 
by  private  companies  under  contract  with  the  city,  and 
it  is  consequently  impracticable  to  obtain  very  definite 
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information  as  to  the  cost  of  the  works  and  their  opera¬ 
tion  and  the  value  of  the  products  recovered.  Municipal 
garbage  plants  are  rare,  the  most  important  being  that 
of  the  City  of  Cleveland,  which  was  formerly  carried  on 
under  a  contract  and  has  only  recently  been  acquired 
by  the  city.  Experience  appears  to  show  that  in  this 
case,  after  several  years  of  operation,  some  profit  has 
begun  to  be  realized  from  the  operation  of  the  works. 

In  order  to  avoid  nuisance  from  a  plant  of  this  char¬ 
acter,  reliance  has  thus  far  been  placed  on  locating  it 
at  some  point  remote  from  populous  districts  rather 
than  upon  the  exercise  of  any  special  care  in  the  design 
of  the  works  to  prevent  the  escape  of  foul  odors.  The 
Cleveland  works,  above  referred  to,  are  located  several 
miles  from  the  city  in  an  uninhabited  region,  where  there 
is  no  danger  of  complaint  from  any  of  the  processes 
employed.  The  Boston  works,  situated  on  an  island 
in  the  harbor,  are  also  located  at  a  considerable  distance 
from  population,  but  there  is  complaint  that  odors  from 
them  are  noticeable  on  the  neighboring  shores.  It  is 
clearly  not  desirable  that  works  of  this  character  should 
be  retained  in  that  location,  unless  provision  be  made 
for  preventing  the  escape  of  offensive  odors. 

It  is  probably  practicable  to  construct  and  operate 
works  of  this  character  in  such  a  way  that  they  can  be 
carried  on  without  creating  a  nuisance,  but  such  a  result 
does  not  appear  yet  to  have  been  anywhere  attained. 

If  the  separate  treatment  of  garbage  be  continued  in 
the  City  of  Boston  it  is  possible  that  the  reduction 
process  might  still  be  employed,  with  such  modifications, 
involving  increased  cost,  as  would  eliminate  the  danger 
of  nuisance.  There  are,  however,  other  circumstances 
materially  affecting  the  disposal  of  garbage  by  this  plan 
which  render  it  doubtful  whether  this  method  is  likely 
to  continue  to  be  a  practicable  or  desirable  one  for  dis¬ 
posing  of  such  waste. 

The  satisfactory  operation  of  a  garbage  reduction 
plant  depends  very  largely  upon  the  efficient  separation 
of  the  garbage  from  the  other  wastes,  and  this,  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  is  apparently  becoming  increasingly 
difficult. 

The  Street  Department  tries  to  make  the  house¬ 
holders  separate  refuse  for  collection  into  the  classes 
already  enumerated,  but  as  a  practical  matter  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  enforce  such  satisfactory 
separation.  Especially  in  the  tenement  house  districts, 
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which  are  extending  rapidly,  and  where  each  house  has 
common  receptacles  for  waste,  it  is  almost  impossible  to 
place  the  responsibility  for  nonseparation.  The  increas¬ 
ing  failure  to  enforce  the  separation  gives  each  year  a 
larger  proportion  of  ashes  and  paper,  containing  a  mix¬ 
ture  of  decomposed  and  otherwise  offensive  or  dangerous 
materials,  which  causes  a  serious  nuisance  when  placed 
on  inland  dumps. 

It  is  evident  that,  under  these  conditions,  a  reduction 
plant,  even  of  the  best  design,  would  not  fulfill  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  providing  for  the  efficient  disposal  of  the  garbage 
an  increasing  proportion  of  which  is  finding  its  way  to 
the  harbor  dumping  scows  and  the  inland  dumps,  with 
growing  danger  of  nuisance  and  injury  to  the  public 
health. 

The  commission  has  discussed  with  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment  the  practicability  of  enforcing  the  separation  of 
garbage  from  ashes  and  other  waste  to  such  a  degree 
as  is  necessary  to  prevent  this  foul  organic  matter  from 
being  deposited  on  the  dumps  about  the  city  or  in  the 
waters  of  the  harbor,  and  thus  to  facilitate  its  continued 
disposal  by  reduction;  but  the  results  indicate  that  the 
enforcement  of  efficient  separation  is  likely  to  be  difficult, 
and  in  any  case  can  only  be  effected  by  a  large  amount 
of  police  work  and,  probably,  numerous  prosecutions. 

Incineration. 

The  experience  in  disposing  of  garbage  and  other 
municipal  refuse  in  European  cities,  and  the  methods 
employed,  have  been  in  the  past  very  similar  to  our 
own,  but  in  recent  years  these  methods  have  been  dis¬ 
carded  and  the  plan  of  destroying  all  wastes  by  fire  is 
being  very  rapidly  adopted,  not  only  in  the  British  Isles 
but  generally  on  the  continent  of  Europe  and  elsewhere 
in  various  parts  of  the  world.  This  method  consists  in 
burning  all  of  the  municipal  wastes  —  garbage,  house 
and  store  dirt,  ashes,  market  wastes,  etc., —  together 
in  one  furnace,  reducing  the  whole  mass  to  unobjection¬ 
able  clinker  and  ashes.  Methods  of  disposing  of  garbage 
and  other  refuse  by  fire  are  not  new  in  this  country, 
furnaces  of  many  types  having  been  tried  in  many  cities, 
but  in  practically  all  cases  they  have  been  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  in  most  cases  a  failure.  The  essential  dif¬ 
ference  between  these  methods  and  those  which  are 
proving  so  successful  abroad  lies  in  the  fact  that  in  the 
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destruction  of  the  latter  class  forced  draft  is  employed, 
so  that  the  refuse  is  burned  under  a  very  high  tempera¬ 
ture,  ranging  well  above  a  minimum  of  1,500°  F.  The 
low  temperatures  employed  in  various  types  of  garbage 
crematories  and  incinerators  used  for  the  most  part  in 
this  country  have  resulted  in  serious  nuisances  and  the 
closing  on  this  account  of  many  such  plants.  The 
efficiency  of  the  high  temperature  system  has  been  such, 
howevei,  that  these  plants  have  been  operated  in  some 
cases  for  many  years  in  densely  populated  localities 
without  objection. 

There  are  two  destructors  of  this  type  now  in  use  in 
this  countiy,  one  at  New  Brighton,  New  York,  and  the 
other  at  Seattle,  Wash.,  and  two  in  Canada,  one  at  West- 
mount,  a  suburb  of  Montreal,  and  the  other  at  Van¬ 
couver,  B.  C.,  and  others  are  under  construction. 

The  results  of  the  operation  of  some  of  these  plants 
are  beginning  to  be  available  for  study,  and  such  data 
as  are  available  concerning  their  cost  of  construction 
and  operation  have  been  carefully  considered.  The 
main  features  of  these  works  are  a  furnace,  containing 
usually  three  or  four  subdivisions  or  cells,  each  of  which 
has  a  grate-area  of  about  25  square  feet,  a  system  of 
forced  draft,  by  which  air  or  steam  is  applied  under 
pressure  beneath  the  grates,  a  combustion  chamber, 
through  which  the  smoke  and  gases  from  the  grates 
pass  for  complete  combustion,  and,  usually,  boilers  by 
which  the  heat  is  utilized  for  the  production  of  power 
for  various  purposes,  including  the  operation  of  the 
plant,  the  whole  inclosed  in  a  building  with  a  suitable 
chimney.  The  residue  after  combustion,  amounting 
to  between  30  and  40  per  cent  of  the  material  burned, 
consists  of  innocuous  clinker  and  ashes,  which  may  be 
dumped  into  the  sea  or  disposed  of  upon  land  without 
objection.  In  many  places  the  clinker  has  a  considerable 
commercial  value  for  use  in  the  construction  of  roads, 
sidewalks,  etc. 

The  cost  of  these  plants  varies  with  the  circumstances 
of  the  location,  but  those  already  constructed  in  America 
range  from  $36,000  to  $68,000  for  a  four-cell  plant,  with 
a  capacity  of  from  fifty  to  sixty  tons  per  twenty-four 
hours.  In  the  case  of  the  higher  price,  however,  the 
cost  of  the  building  was  greatly  increased  by  the  necessity 
for  the  construction  of  a  long  approach. 

The  cost  of  operation  under  the  conditions  obtaining 
in  this  country  has  thus  far  been  found  to  be  much 
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greater  than  in  Europe.  In  the  works  thus  far  installed, 
which  are  for  the  most  part  of  small  size,  it  has  ranged 
from  $1  to  $1.25  per  ton  of  refuse  burned.  As  an  offset 
to  this  cost  a  very  considerable  income  is  usually  derived 
from  the  employment  of  surplus  power  and  sometimes 
a  small  additional  amount  from  the  sale  of  the  clinker 
produced. 

It  is  the  common  practice  in  places  in  which  these 
works  have  been  installed  to  locate  them  in  such  a  way 
that  the  power  produced  can  be  utilized  in  some  form  of 
municipal  service,  such  as  the  production  of  electric 
light  or  power  for  public  buildings  and  very  commonly 
for  pumping  water  or  sewage.  In  cities  in  which  the 
municipality  produces  and  distributes  electric  light  and 
power,  it  is  not  difficult  thus  to  secure  the  economy 
available  from  the  operation  of  refuse  destructors. 

In  general,  experience  thus  far  indicates  that  the 
mixed  refuse  of  our  cities  has  a  steam-producing  value 
equivalent  to  from  one-tenth  to  one-sixth  that  of  good 
coal;  that  is,  its  value  at  a  plant  burning  100  tons  of 
mixed  refuse  per  day  is  equivalent  to  from  ten  to  sixteen 
tons  of  coal.  Some  of  this  power  is  needed  for  operations 
about  the  plant,  but  a  very  large  part  is  available  for 
sale,  and  where  it  can  be  sold  the  income  would  reduce 
considerably  the  net  cost  of  operating  the  plant. 

The  plants  hitherto  operated  in  this  country  are  for 
the  most  part  small  units,  and  it  will  probably  be  found 
that  with  experience  and  larger  works  greater  economy 
can  be  effected.  In  fact,  a  very  large  plant  of  this  type 
is  now  under  construction  in  Milwaukee,  in  which  it  is 
expected  that  the  cost  of  operation  will  be  reduced  very 
materially  below  $1  per  ton,  and  that  the  further 
economies  obtainable  from  the  sale  of  power,  etc.,  will 
reduce  the  cost  to  a  comparatively  small  amount. 

If  it  should  be  decided  to  introduce  this  system  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  the  localities  in  which  it  can  be  used  to 
best  advantage  to  relieve  existing  objectionable  condi¬ 
tions  would  be  in  the  thickly  populated  sections  of  the 
city,  where  it  may  be  used  to  treat  either  the  material 
now  discharged  at  sea  or  the  refuse  collected  from  the 
Roxbury  and  Dorchester  districts,  in  which  the  difficulty 
of  disposal  is  becoming  very  serious.  In  Roxbury, 
especially,  the  areas  available  for  dumping  ashes  and 
household  waste  other  than  garbage  are  rapidly  becom¬ 
ing  exhausted,  and  an  additional  expense  must  very 
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soon  be  incurred  for  hauling  this  material  greater  dis¬ 
tances  and,  possibly,  for  transporting  it  to  sea,  involving, 
in  the  necessary  increase  of  equipment,  additions  to 
the  number  of  dumping  scows.  It  is  also  possible  that 
this  material  could  be  deposited  upon  cars  and  hauled 
to  dumping  grounds  outside  of  the  city,  where  large 
areas  of  low  land  are  available  within  a  few  miles.  The 
cost  of  transportation  would,  however,  be  large,  and  it 
is  extremely  doubtful  whether  this  method  of  disposal 
•  would  be  practicable  on  account  of  opposition  from 
neighboring  municipalities. 

There  is  no  objection  to  dumping  clean  ashes  into  the 
sea,  but  an  examination  of  the-  loads  of  material  brought 
to  the  scows  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf  shows  that  very  few 
of  them  are  composed  wholly  of  ashes,  a  large  majority 
being,  from  causes  stated  in  this  report,  a  mixture  of 
ashes  and  other  wastes  of  various  kinds.  To  meet  this 
objection  a  large  portion  of  the  ashes  could  doubtless 
be  separated  from  these  offensive  wastes  by  some  form 
of  screening  as  a  preliminary  to  transportation  on  scows. 
The  separated  waste  could  be  burned,  but  this  could 
best  be  accomplished  in  a  destructor  of  the  type 
described,  since  the  waste  contains  much  garbage  and 
the  quantity  of  market  refuse  now  deposited  on  the 
scows  in  which  the  refuse  is  towed  to  sea  is  very  large. 
It  is  improbable,  however,  that  any  material  advantage 
could  be  effected  by  separating  the  ashes  from  the  other 
wastes,  unless  it  were  found  practicable  to  sell  all  the 
surplus  power  produced  by  incineration,  in  which  case 
it  might  be  desirable  to  remove  the  fine  ash  by  screening. 

To  dispose  of  the  entire  refuse  of  the  Roxbury  district 
in  a  modern  destructor,  making  provision  for  a  reason¬ 
able  prospective  addition  to  the  present  population  of 
135,000  and  a  margin  for  working  reserve,  would  require 
the  construction  of  a  plant  with  a  capacity  of  300  tons 
per  day,  which  might  best  be  built  in  six  units  of  four 
cells  each.  It  could  be  constructed  bn  land  now  owned 
by  the  city  at  a  probable  cost,  including  the  building, 
chimney  and  all  appurtenances,  of  from  $250,000  to 
$300,000.  The  gross  annual  cost  of  operation,  based 
upon  such  estimates  as  are  available  from  the  plants 
now  in  operation  in  this  country,  and  including  adequate 
provision  for  sinking  fund,  interest  and  depreciation, 
would  be  about  $95,000.  Against  this  there  would  be 
a  saving  of  approximately  $30,000  due  to  the  elimination 
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of  present  methods  of  final  disposal,  leaving  $65,000  as 
the  net  annual  increase  of  cost  for  a  district  containing 
rather  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  city’s  population. 

Possible  Conditions  Reviewed. 

It  is  evident  in  any  case  that,  if  the  city  decides  to 
adopt  incineration  for  refuse  disposal,  a  large  outlay  will 
be  required  for  the  construction  of  works,  and  it  is 
equally  certain  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  cost  of  the  disposal  of  the  refuse.  The  initial 
expenditure  for  construction  need  not,  however,  be 
incurred  at  once,  for  it  will  be  advisable,  if  this  system 
is  introduced,  to  construct  one  destructor  at  a  time  and 
utilize  the  experience  gained  in  its  operation  in  the  design 
of  future  works. 

The  present  methods  of  disposal  are  unsatisfactory  and 
objectionable  and  must  soon  be  superseded  by  something 
more  efficient.  The  protection  of  the  public  health 
requires  that  an  improvement  be  made  as  quickly  as 
practicable.  This  must  include  the  removal  from  the 
wastes  deposited  in  the  harbor  (assuming  that  method 
of  disposal  to  be  continued)  of  materials  likely  to  float 
to  the  shores  of  the  bay  and  cause  continued  objection 
from  neighboring  municipalities.  It  must  also  make 
provision  for  preventing  further  nuisance  from  dumps 
in  thickly  populated  districts,  which  are  now  the  deposi¬ 
tories  of  much  putrescible  organic  matter  and  are  also 
objectionable  and  dangerous  by  reason  of  the  dust  blown 
therefrom,  the  dirty  papers  with  which  the  vicinity  of 
these  places  is  littered  in  high  winds  and  the  smoke  from 
frequent  fires.  In  outlying  districts,  as  in  East  Boston, 
where  the  dumps  are  located  remote  from  populous 
areas,  this  method  of  disposal  can  still  be  used,  under 
proper  care,  without  very  serious  objection.  For  the 
thickly  populated  portions  of  the  city,  however,  suitable 
dumps  are  no  longer  available,  and  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commission  the  only  certainty  of  success  is  offered  by 
the  modern  destructor,  with  its  forced  draft  and  high 
temperatures.  With  such  a  plant,  properly  designed 
and  operated,  nuisance  can  surely  be  avoided,  and,  as 
the  works  would  be  capable  of  treating  garbage  along 
with  the  other  wastes,  it  would  be  unnecessary  to  con¬ 
tinue  its  separate  collection  and  disposal. 

The  advantages  of  the  disposal  of  municipal  waste  by 
the  modern  destructor,  so  far  as  concerns  the  City  of 
Boston,  are: 
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1.  Separation  is  avoided  and  all  of  the  wastes  could 
be  collected  together,  with  a  consequent  diminution  of 
annoyance  to  householders  and  a  saving  in  cost  of 
collection. 

2.  Mixing  the  garbage  with  the  ashes  and  other 
waste  will  tend  to  reduce  odors  from  the  garbage  in 
warm  weather. 

3.  The  entire  waste  can  be  reduced  to  innocuous 
clinker  and  ashes,  and  danger  of  nuisance  or  injury  to 
the  public  health  prevented. 

4.  The  works  can  be  located  in  various  parts  of  the 
city  convenient  to  the  areas  from  which  the  material  is 
to  be  collected,  reducing  the  length  of  haul  and  conse¬ 
quent  cost  of  collection. 

5.  The  nuisance  from  inland  dumps  and  the  pollution 
of  the  seashore  can  be  entirely  avoided. 

The  disadvantage  of  this  method  is  its  costs.  It 
would  probably,  with  the  best  of  management,  increase 
the  present  cost  of  refuse  disposal  by  about  75  cents  per 
ton,  making  due  allowance  for  the  saving  arising  from 
the  disuse  of  present  methods.  There  would  be  a 
further  saving,  in  some  localities,  arising  from  the  sale 
or  use  of  surplus  power  and  from  the  sale  of  clinker. 

A  plan  of  disposing  of  the  city  wastes  by  a  combined 
reduction  and  incinerating  plant  at  Spectacle  Island 
was  submitted  to  this  commission  at  the  time  of  its 
appointment  and  subsequently  withdrawn  for  reasons 
already  stated.  The  plan  involved  both  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  all  of  the  refuse  of  the  city,  with  collecting 
stations  at  various  places  and  with  depots  for  trans¬ 
portation  at  points  on  the  waterfront,  the  entire  work 
of  collection,  transportation  and  disposal  being  included 
in  a  single  contract.  The  plan  contemplated  utilizing 
the  power  produced  by  the  incineration  of  the  ordinary 
refuse  for  the  reduction  of  the  garbage,  which  was  still 
to  be  kept  separate  from  the  other  wastes,  thus  securing 
at  the  same  time  the  economies  of  each  system,  i.  e., 
the  employment  of  surplus  power  from  the  destruction 
of  the  ordinary  refuse  by  fire,  and  obtaining  from  the 
garbage  the  income  derivable  from  the  sale  of  grease  and 
fertilizer  produced  in  the  reduction  works. 

The  plan  having  been  withdrawn  before  its  details 
had  been  worked  out  and  thoroughly  examined,  the 
commission  is  unable  to  present  an  estimate  of  its  value 
as  applied  to  conditions  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Such  a  system  as  this  has  nowhere  been  tried,  but  it 
represents  a  combination  of  two  systems,  the  performance 
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of  each  of  which  has  been  demonstrated  by  long  experi¬ 
ence.  The  groundwork  of  the  plan  is  the  burning  of 
the  general  wastes  in  a  modern  incinerator,  such  as  has 
already  been  described,  but  the  special  feature  is  the 
combination  with  this  plan  of  a  garbage  reduction  plant, 
usually  productive  of  objectionable  conditions. 

The  adoption  of  this  plan  would  involve  a  large  outlay 
for  original  construction,  but,  so  far  as  its  general 
features  are  concerned,  there  appears  to  be  no  insuperable 
difficulty  in  securing  its  successful  operation.  It  must 
be  remembered,  however,  that  the  efficient  separation 
of  the  garbage  from  the  other  waste,  which  has  become 
increasingly  difficult,  would  be  an  essential  feature  in 
the  economy  of  such  a  method.  Such  a  system  could 
probably  be  operated  at  a  saving  in  cost  over  the  plan 
of  disposing  of  the  combined  mass  by  incineration, 
but  the  commission  is  impressed  by  the  fact  that  its 
operation  would  entail,  in  addition  to  technical  skill 
of  a  high  order,  a  constant  demand  for  commercial 
good  management  and  negotiating  capacity  in  the  sale 
of  products.  The  plan  is  naturally  more  or  less  experi¬ 
mental,  since  it  involves  changes  in  the  methods  of 
garbage  reduction  which  shall  prevent  this  process  from 
being  at  any  time  a  nuisance.  It  is  very  probable  that 
the  details  of  methods  deemed  efficient  to  that  end 
had  been  worked  out  by  the  company  and  that  they 
are  covered  by  patents. 

Considering  the  circumstances,  it  does  not  appear  to 
the  commission  that  this  method,  even  if  available  for 
the  use  of  the  city,  is  a  practicable  or  desirable  one 
for  it  to  adopt  to  be  managed  as  a  municipal  service. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  wastes  of  the  city 
could  be  collected  at  less  cost  under  such  a  general 
contract  than  by  present  methods,  and  it  is  not  improb¬ 
able  that  the  disposal  of  the  wastes  by  the  plan  suggested 
could  be  carried  on  by  the  company  under  the  plan 
proposed  at  less  cost  to  the  city  than  that  of  modern 
destructors.  It  would  be  essential,  however,  that 
any  contract  for  the  disposal  of  the  wastes  by  this  plan 
should  cover  a  relatively  long  term  of  years,  on  account 
of  the  heavy  financial  investment  involved. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  the  collection  of  the 
city’s  refuse  under  this  plan  is  separable  from  its  disposal, 
and  that  the  city  could  still  effect  the  collection,  by  con¬ 
tract  or  otherwise,  if  it  should  so  elect. 
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Recommendations. 

1.  The  commission  would  direct  special  attention  to 
the  fact  that  conditions  in  regard  to  the  collection  and 
disposal  of  the  city’s  refuse  have  already  reached  a 
crisis  which  it  is  imperatively  necessary  to  meet  by 
immediate  action  on  the  part  of  the  city. 

The  expiration  on  January  1,  1912,  of  the  contract 
with  the  New. England  Sanitary  Product  Company 
leaves  so  little  time  for  the  introduction  of  permanently 
satisfactory  methods  of  garbage  disposal,  covering  the 
needs  of  the  entire  city,  that  temporary  measures  may 
have  to  be  worked  out  and  adopted,  capable  of  dealing 
with  that  branch  of  the  problem  in  the  interim  between 
the  expiration  of  the  contract  and  the  provision  of  the 
permanent  methods. 

2.  The  commission  recommends  the  disposal  of  the 
city’s  entire  waste  by  burning  in  modern  incinerators 
of  the  so-called  English  “  Destructor”  type,  operated 
by  forced  draft  and  at  a  temperature  of  not  less  than 
1,500°  F.  Such  destructors  should  be  introduced 
gradually,  beginning  with  the  district  in  which  the  need 
is  most  urgent  and  extending  to  other  districts  of  the 
city  as  required. 

3.  The  commission  recommends  the  immediate  con¬ 
struction  in  the  Roxbury  district  of  a  destructor  capable 
of  burning  300  tons  of  mixed  refuse  per  twenty-four 
hours,  as  outlined  on  page  37.  This  and  all  other 
destructors  should  be  so  designed  as  to  be  capable  of 
enlargement,  with  a  minimum  of  interference  and  expense 
as  necessity  may  arise. 

4.  The  commission  further  recommends  that  the 
contract  with  the  City  Refuse  Utilization  Company, 
now  on  a  thirty-days’  footing,  be  terminated,  with  a 
view  to  securing  more  advantageous  terms  for  the  city, 
not  necessarily  by  continuing  operations  at  the  present 
location  on  Hecht’s  Wharf. 

5.  The  plan  of  combining  disposal  by  incineration, 
in  destructor  plants  of  the  type  recommended  above, 
with  a  garbage  reduction  plant  so  designed  as  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  foul  odors,  might  enable  the  city  to  dis¬ 
pose  of  its  waste  effectually  and  satisfactorily  by  con¬ 
tract,  at  less  cost  than  by  the  burning  of  mixed  waste 
in  its  own  destructor  plants.  The  contract  plan  ten¬ 
tatively  outlined  to  the  commission  involved  both  the 
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collection  and  disposal  of  all  wastes  at  a  cost  much 
less  than  would  be  required  if  the  work  were  done  by  the 
city.  It  has  already  been  pointed  out  that  this  plan 
admits  of  separating  the  collection  of  the  waste  from  its 
disposal,  and  the  commission  recommends  that  if  the 
plan  be  again  presented,  either  in  its  original  form  or 
as  thus  modified,  the  desirability  of  its  adoption  be  given 
careful  consideration. 

6.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  utilizing  the  surplus 
power  developed  by.  the  destructors,  it  is  essential  that 
immediate  consideration  be  given  to  the  question  of  the 
most  favorable  locations  for  prospective  destructor  plants, 
with  due  regard  both  to  the  convenience  and  general 
suitability  of  such  locations  and  to  the  disposal  of  power. 

7.  Referring  to  what  has  been  stated  on  pages  25,  26 
and  31,  in  regard  to  anomalies  in  the  present  collecting 
system,  the  commission  desires  to  record  its  opinion 
that  the  city  does  without  charge  more  work  than  is 
either  authorized  or  desirable  in  the  way  of  collecting 
and  disposing  of  refuse.  It  seems  to  the  commission 
that  the  only  principle  upon  which  a  municipal  govern¬ 
ment  should  do  this  work  is  the  duty  to  preserve  the 
public  health  and  comfort  by  removing  such  refuse 
as  is  dangerous  to  the  public  health,  or  may  be  expected 
to  cause  a  nuisance,  if  not  regularly  and  often  removed, 
and  which  would  be  neglected  if  not  done  by  the  munic¬ 
ipality. 

There  seems  to  be  no  reason  why  the  city  should 
remove  other  refuse  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  any  more  than  it  should  do  any  other  class  of 
teaming  which  their  occasions  require.  The  commis¬ 
sion  proposes  that  a  classification  of  refuse  which  the 
city  will  and  will  not  remove  and  dispose  of  free  of  charge 
should  be  made  and  embodied  in  an  ordinance  which 
will  serve  in  the  future  for  the  guidance  of  the  city  depart¬ 
ment  that  does  the  work;  or,  if  the  work  should  at  any 
time  be  let  to  a  contractor,  will  form  the  basis  of  the 
contract. 

8.  Whether  the  present  methods  of  disposal  of  refuse 
are  continued,  or  whether  the  method  of  incineration 
with  the  accompanying  advantage  of  a  single  collection 
of  unseparated  material  is  adopted,  the  question  remains 
whether  it  is  more  advantageous  to  the  city  to  do  the 
work  itself  or  to  let  it  out  to  one  or  more  contractors. 

The  majority  of  the  members  of  the  commission  are  of

opinion  that  it  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  city  in 
either  case  to  do  the  work  by  contract,  and,  if  a  suitable 
contractor  can  be  found,  that  it  would  be  better  to  let 
the  entire  work  of  collection  and  disposal  for  the  whole 
city  to  one  contractor.  The  reasons  in  favor  of  this 
view  are  briefly  as  follows: 

1.  They  believe  that  the  work  can  be  done  more 
cheaply  by  contract,  as  contractors  have  more  control 
over  their  working  forces  than  the  city  departments  have 
over  theirs.  There  is  less  chance  for  politics  to  enter  in 
and  more  incentive  to  do  the  work  economically. 
Especially,  if  a  method  of  disposal  is  adopted  in  which 
there  are  products  from  the  refuse  to  be  sold,  they  believe 
that  the  city  would  be  at  a  great  disadvantage  in  dis¬ 
posing  of  such  products  as  compared  with  a  private 
concern.  They  also  think  it  desirable  that  the  city 
should  escape  a  large  investment  in  horses,  carts  and 
similar  equipment,  which  are  assets  of  fast  depreciating 
value  and  susceptible  of  great  waste  and  extravagance  in 
their  initial  purchase  if  attended  to  by  inexperienced  or 
inefficient  officials.  There  are  other  advantages  of  the 
contract  system,  as,  for  instance,  that  the  more  work 
that  is  let  out  by  contract  the  less  liability  there  is  of 
having  pensioners  or  incompetent  or  superannuated  men 
on  the  city  pay  rolls.  Further,  that  it  is  an  advantage 
to  know  just  what  the  expense  will  be  year  by  year,  and 
not  have  the  amount  fluctuate  violently  according  to  the 
competence  or  incompetence  of  the  head  of  a  city 
department.  They  find,  from  the  experience  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  that  work  of  this  character  has  been 
done  by  contract  for  much  less  than  the  cost  by  day 
labor,  and  they  are  of  opinion  that,  with  competent 
supervision,  the  work  can  be  as  well  done  by  contract  as 
by  day  labor.  The  danger  that  a  contractor  will  employ 
inefficient  or  low-grade  and  objectionable  men  or  teams 
to  collect  refuse  from  the  houses  of  the  citizens  can,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  commission,  be  readily 
overcome  by  suitable  provisions  in  the  contract.  They 
feel  that  if  the  city  officials  having  charge  of  the  enforce¬ 
ment  of  the  contract  show  any  disposition  to  do  their 
duty,  there  will  be  no  difficulty  in  detecting  the  con¬ 
tractor  in  the  violation  of  such  provisions,  because 
practically  every  citizen  will  be  glad  to  complain  of  any 
inconvenience  to  which  he  may  be  put  by  the  contractor 
or  his  men. 
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Mr.  Huddell  dissents  from  the  other  members  of  the 
commission  in  the  foregoing  recommendation  that  the 
work  should  be  done  by  contract.  He  feels  confident 
that  the  city  would  give  better  service  than  a  contractor, 
because  the  city  would  employ  men  of  a  higher  grade  and 
citizens  of  Boston  exclusively.  He  holds,  also,  that  the 
large  saving  shown  in  the  Sanitary  Division  during  the 
last  year,  over  the  expense  incurred  in  the  preceding  one, 
shows  that  the  work  can  be  economically  done  under  the 
supervision  of  city  officials  by  day  labor,  if  the  control  of 
the  department  having  charge  of  the  work  is  kept  in 
competent  and  efficient  hands.  He  therefore  believes 
that  the  best  solution  would  be  to  allow  the  work  to 
continue  in  the  hands  of  the  city,  but  to  see  that  such 
provisions  are  made,  by  suitable  legislation  or  otherwise, 
as  will  insure  an  efficient  administration  of  the  Sanitary 
Division. 

One  of  the  appendices  to  this  report  recites  certain 
provisions  which  present  themselves  to  the  commission 
as  being  desirable  to  have  inserted  in  any  general  contract 
for  the  collections  and  disposal  of  refuse.  In  submitting 
this  list  of  subjects  which  should  be  expressly  covered 
by  such  a  contract,  the  commission  does  not  intimate 
that  they  are  exclusive  of  other  specifications  which  the 
officers  charged  with  the  making  of  such  a  contract  may 
consider  wise  to  include  therein.

Appendix  A.

Appendix  B. 

Proposed  Ordinance. 

“Be  it  enacted , ”  etc. 

“  The  Street  Department  shall  remove  and  dispose  of 
the  following  classes  of  refuse  from  houses  and  from 
housekeeping  apartments  or  tenements,  free  of  charge 
to  the  producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  such  houses,  apartments  and  tenements, 
viz.:  Swill  and  kitchen  garbage,  dust  and  sweepings, 
ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or  principally  for  heating 
or  cooking,  waste  paper,  cardboard,  string,  packing 
material,  sticks,  wood,  rags,  waste  leather  and  rubber, 
boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture  and  other  similar  light 
or  combustible  refuse;  tins,  bottles,  jars,  broken  glass, 
broken  crockery,  bones,  shells,  waste  or  broken  metal 
and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incombustible  refuse.  But 
the  department  shall  not  so  take  any  such  refuse  from 
hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restaurants,  licensed  lodging 
houses  nor  from  any  other  buildings  whatever  except 
those  first  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  except  buildings 
occupied  by  the  city,  and  the  department  shall  not  so 
take  the  refuse  of  manufacturing  or  mercantile  business, 
nor  dead  animals,  manure,  grass,  garden  refuse,  leaves, 
plaster,  building  materials,  earth  or  stones,  except  from 
premises  occupied  by  the  city,  but  the  department  shall 
take  and  dispose  of  any  refuse  upon  payment  by  the 
producer  thereof  to  the  city  of  such  compensation  as  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  from  time  to  time  pres¬ 
cribe.  ” 


Appendix  C. 

Recommendations  as  to  the  Contents  of  any  General 
Contract  for  the  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

1.  The  scope  of  the  contract  should  be  clearly  defined. 
The  classes  of  refuse  that  shall  be  taken  and  that  shall 
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not  be  taken  should  be  specified,  as  well  as  the  classes  of 
buildings  from  which  refuse  shall  be  taken,  and  the 
classes  of  buildings  from  which  refuse  shall  not  be  taken, 
except  on  payment  by  the  producers  of  the  refuse.  For 
this  purpose  the  commission  refers  to  the  proposed  ordi¬ 
nance,  set  forth  in  Appendix  B,  as  a  desirable  basis  for 
such  enumeration  of  the  material  to  be  taken  and  not  to 
be  taken  under  the  contract;  but  the  contract  should  also 
provide  that  the  contractor  shall  remove  other  refuse 
upon  payment  to  him  of  a  fixed  or  of  a  maximum  fee  per 
load,  barrel  or  other  measure.  The  contract  should  fur¬ 
ther  provide  that  the  contractor  shall  receive  at  his 
transportation  stations,  and  convey  thence  for  disposal 
with  the  other  refuse,  such  refuse  as  may  be  brought  there 
by  persons  other  than  the  contractor,  and  should  fix  a 
maximum  charge  per  load,  barrel  or  other  measure, 
which  may  be  m&de  by  the  contractor  for  such  receipt 
and  disposal.  This  provision,  however,  should  be  modi¬ 
fied  to  meet  the  actual  conditions  under  which  the  con¬ 
tractor  proposes  to  do  his  work,  as,  for  instance,  if  he 
should  have  one  transportation  station  for  combustible 
refuse  alone,  he  should  not  be  obliged  to  receive  at  that 
station  refuse  of  a  different  character  which  might  inter¬ 
fere  with  his  work. 

2.  The  contract  should  contain  a  provision  that  the 
city  does  not  represent  itself  to  be  the  owner  of  the  refuse 
and  that  failure  on  the  part  of  the  producers  of  refuse  to 
allow  the  contractor  to  have  it  shall  not  make  the  city 
liable  to  the  contractor,  nor  be  held  to  justify  the  con¬ 
tractor’s  default  in  fulfilling  any  of  the  requirements  of 
the  contract. 

3.  If  the  method  to  be  employed  by  the  contractor 
requires  more  than  one  separation,  the  contract  should 
contain  a  provision  that  failure  on  the  part  of  the  house¬ 
holders,  or  others,  to  separate  the  refuse,  from  whatever 
cause  arising,  shall  not  be  held  to  justify  the  contractor’s 
default  in  fulfilling  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  con¬ 
tract. 

4.  The  contract  should  provide  that  the  system  and 
appliances  used  by  the  contractor  shall  be  such  as  will 
give  at  all  times  a  satisfactory  quality  of  work  and  results 
and  if  it  appear  at  any  time  that  such  quality  is  not 
given,  the  city  may  order  the  contractor  to  make  such 
changes  as  will  result  in  the  desired  standard  of  efficiency, 
and  the  contractor  shall  promptly  conform  to  such  order; 
but  the  failure  of  the  city  to  make  such  order  shall  not 
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be  held  to  relieve  the  contractor  from  any  of  his  obliga¬ 
tions  under  the  contract. 

5.  The  contract  should  contain  a  provision  that  the 
contractor  shall  employ  competent  workmen  for  their 
respective  services  and  shall,  when  so  required  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  discharge  any  disorderly, 
insubordinate  or  incompetent  employee.  None  but 
skilled  workmen  shall  be  employed  on  work  requiring 
special  qualifications.  The  contractor  shall  employ 
competent  foremen  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supervise 
the  work.  Housing  and  boarding  accommodations 
provided  by  the  contractor  for  his  employees  shall  con¬ 
form  to  the  regulations  of  the  city  in  regard  to  structural 
fitness,  mimimum  air  space  per  capita  and  maintenance 
in  a  sanitary  condition.  Facilities  for  bathing,  including 
an  ample  supply  of  hot  water,  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  for  his  workmen,  and  suitable  regulations  for 
insuring  the  cleaning  of  workmen  engaged  in  specially 
dirty  work,  and  the  washing  and  drying  of  their  clothes, 
shall  be  made  and  enforced  by  the  contractor.  The 
contractor’s  employees  shall  be  provided  by  him  with 
suitable  uniforms  of  such  distinctive  character,  approved 
by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  as  will  enable  the 
wearers  to  be  readily  identified.  Sufficient  changes  of 
uniforms  must  be  provided  so  that  the  employees  shall 
maintain  a  neat  and  satisfactory  appearance  at  all  times. 

6.  The  contract  should  provide  that  the  carts  and 
wagons  used  by  the  contractor  shall  be  of  patterns 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  that  they 
shall  be  kept  neatly  painted  and  properly  cleaned  and 
shall  bear  in  legible  characters,  conspicuously  displayed, 
the  name  of  the  contractor  and  a  distinctive  number 
for  each  cart  or  wagon.  None  but  metal  vehicles  shall 
be  used  for  the  collection  of  garbage.  The  horses  used 
by  the  contractor  shall  be  well  fed,  groomed  and  other¬ 
wise  adequately  cared  for  at  all  times.  No  draft  horse 
weighing  less  than  fourteen  hundred  pounds  shall  be 
used. 

7 .  The  contract  should  specify  the  number  of  times  a 
week  that  the  various  classes  of  refuse  shall  be  removed 
from  the  premises  of  the  producers  of  it,  or  should  con¬ 
tain  a  provision  that  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  may 
regulate  this  matter  from  time  to  time  according  to  the 
seasons,  the  needs  of  the  various  districts  of  the  city,  or 
other  causes  influencing  the  desirability  of  a  more  or  less 
frequent  collection. 
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8.  The  contract  should  provide  that  the  contractor 
may  treat  the  refuse  received  by  him  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  see  fit,  provided  that  such  treatment  shall  be 
sanitary  and  inoffensive,  and  that  the  refuse  shall  be 
destroyed  or  rendered  thoroughly  harmless  and  unobjec¬ 
tionable.  The  necessary  plants  for  these  purposes  may 
be  located  at  Spectacle  Island,  or  at  any  other  place  or 
places  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets;  but 
the  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  damage 
arising  from  his  operations  in  this  as  in  all  other  respects, 
and  shall  have  no  claim  upon  the  city  in  the  event  of  his 
having  to  find  new  locations  for  such  plants  or  any  of 
them.  The  contractor  may  use  inland  dumps  for 
disposing  of  refuse  free  fiom  manure,  garbage,  paper  and 
putrescible  or  combustible  matter.  The  condition  of 
such  dumps  must  be  at  all  times  satisfactory  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  no  refuse  shall  be  trans¬ 
ported  to  dumps  within  the  city  unless  their  location  has 
been  approved  by  him.  No  floating  material  and  no 
garbage,  nor  any  solid  refuse  of  garbage  after  being 
subjected  to  treatment,  except  thorough  incineration  at 
a  high  temperature,  nor  any  offensive  liquid,  shall  be 
dumped  or  discharged  by  the  contractor  into  waters 
within  the  city,  nor  into  Boston  Harbor,  nor  into  the 
waters  within,  i.  e.,  west  of,  a  line  drawn  from  Minot’s 
Light  to  Egg  Rock  Light. 

9.  If  a  general  contract  for  the  collection  of  garbage  is 
made,  it  will  probably  be  desirable  to  sell  to  the  con¬ 
tractor  the  present  equipment  of  the  Sanitary  Division, 
including  horses,  harnesses,  carts,  etc.,  and  a  provision 
for  such  purchase,  together  with  the  purchase  price, 
should  be  included  in  the  contract;  provision  should  also 
be  made  in  it  for  selling  or  letting  to  the  contractor  such 
of  the  city’s  stables  and  other  buildings  as  are  now  used 
by  the  Sanitary  Division,  and  which  will  no  longer  be 
necessary  to  the  city  if  the  contract  is  made.  And  the 
contract  should  set  forth  specifically  and  fully  the  terms 
of  any  such  sale  or  lease. 

10.  The  contract  should  also  provide  that  the  city 
will  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  contractor  three  city 
wharves,  such  wharves  to  be  the  only  places  used  by  the 
contractor  for  dumping  refuse  into  scows,  provided, 
however,  that  the  city  may  at  any  time  resume  occupa¬ 
tion  of  one  or  more  of  such  wharves  on  substituting  equiv¬ 
alent  facilities,  of  which  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
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shall  be  the  judge,  for  the  contractor’s  operations,  and 
the  contractor  shall  have  no  claim  against  the  city  on 
account  of  such  resumption  or  substitution.  The  terms 
upon  which  these  wharves  shall  be  furnished,  as  to  rent, 
taxes,  repairs,  etc.,  are  matter  of  bargain  to  be  determined 
at  the  time  the  contract  is  made. 

11.  The  contract  should  provide  that  in  case  of  emer¬ 
gencies,  such  as  fire,  flood,  etc.,  the  contractor  may, 
without  additional  cost  to  the  city,  use  such  methods  for 
collecting,  removing  and  disposing  of  refuse  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  for  such 
time  as  he  may  specify;  but  if  in  any  other  case  the  con¬ 
tractor  shall  fail  to  collect,  remove  and  dispose  of  the 
whole  or  any  portion  of  the  city  refuse  as  required  by  the 
contract,  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  may  give  notice 
thereof  in  writing  to  the  contractor;  and  if  such  failure 
shall  continue  after  such  notice  for  more  than  forty-eight 
hours,  the  city,  using  any  labor  or  materials  and,  at  its 
option,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  equipment  and  plant 
of  the  contractor,  may  do  the  work  which  the  contractor 
fails  to  do,  and  the  city  may  deduct  from  any  sums  due 
or  to  become  due  to  the  contractor  under  the  contract  the 
amount  expended  by  it  in  performing  such  work,  on  the 
certificate  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  and  such 
certificate  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  all  facts  stated 
therein.  The  provisions  contained  in  this  article  are 
not  to  exclude  other  remedies  for  breach  of  this  contract. 

12.  In  case  of  any  difference  of  opinion  between  the 
contractor  and  the  city,  not  affecting  matters  left  in  the 
contract  to  the  decision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
or  expressly  excluded  from  consideration,  it  should  be 
provided  that  such  difference  shall  be  left  to  arbitration 
in  the  usual  form,  the  arbitrators  to  be  appointed  in  the 
usual  manner,  and  the  reasonable  expense  of  any  arbitra¬ 
tion  to  be  placed  by  the  arbitrators  upon  both  or  either 
of  the  parties  to  the  contract  as  shall  appear  to  the 
arbitrators  to  be  just. 

13.  There  should  be  included  in  the  contract  a 
schedule  of  deductions  in  the  nature  of  liquidated  dam¬ 
ages,  which  the  Superintendent  of  Streets  shall  have 
power  to  order  taken  from  the  periodical  payments  to 
the  contractor  in  cases  of  small  omissions  and  failures  on 
his  part  to  perform  the  contract  to  the  satisfaction  of 
such  Superintendent.  As  for  instance: 

1.  Neglecting  to  remove  refuse,  $ . per  house. 
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2.  Carts  or  wagons  not  covered,  overloaded,  not 

kept  reasonably  clean,  or  in  need  of  painting  or  marking, 
$ . each. 

3.  Garbage  kept  longer  than . hours  before 

removal  from  wharf  or  other  place  of  deposit,  $ . 

per  load. 

4.  Refuse  spilled  and  not  immediately  cleaned  up, 

$ . per  each  case. 

5.  Neglect  to  replace  refuse  receptacles,  $ . 

per  each  case. 

6.  Failure  to  wear  the  prescribed  uniform,  or  wearing 

uniform  in  unsatisfactory  condition,  $ . per  day 

per  man.

Proposal  of  Joseph  Marrone. 

Boston,  April  24,  1911. 

Louis  K.  Rourke,  Esq., 

Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 

Boston,  Mass.: 

Dear  Sir, —  In  response  to  your  advertised  request 
of  March  23,  1911,  for  proposals  for  the  disposal  of  refuse 
of  the  City  of  Boston,  I  beg  to  submit  a  contract  which 
I  will  execute  if  accepted  by  the  City. 

I  herewith  deposit  in  your  custody  ten  thousand 
(10,000)  dollars  in  cash,  to  become  the  property  of  the 
City  of  Boston  if  the  proposal,  after  acceptance,  is  not 
carried  out.  I  will  furnish  a  surety  company  bond  for 
the'  fulfillment  of  said  contract,  if  executed,  in  such 
reasonable  amount  as  you  may  require,  and  from  a 
company  to  be  approved  by  you. 

If  the  City  desires  an  arbitration  clause  in  the  con¬ 
tract  by  which  questions  concerning  the  fulfillment  of 
the  mutual  obligations  may  be  referred  to  arbitrators 
or  referees  chosen  in  the  usual  manner,  such  a  clause  may 
be  inserted. 

If  desired  I  will  also  insert  a  clause  allowing  the  City, 
at  the  expiration  of  the  contract  term,  to  take  all  my 
plant  and  equipment  at  a  valuation  to  be  made  by 
arbitrators  chosen  in  the  usual  manner. 

I  would  say  with  regard  to  my  experience  and  responsi¬ 
bility  that  I  have  been  engaged  in  business  as  a  con¬ 
tractor  in  New  York  and  New  Jersey  for  thirty  years. 
Among  the  contracts  which  I  have  carried  out  are  these: 

Reservoir,  Williams  Bridge,  amount  of  contract  about 
$750,000;  railroad  from  Haverstraw  to  Weehawken, 
N.  J.,  about  $1,000,000;  railroad  to  Dover,  N.  J., 
$250,000;  canal  between  the  Harlem  river  and  Hudson 
river  at  Kings  Bridge,  $400,000  to  $500,000. 

I  now  have  contract  picking  privilege  from  refuse 
collected  in  the  Boroughs  of  Manhattan,  Bronx  and 
Brooklyn  in  the  City  of  New  York.  I  had  an  active

interest  in  the  contract  for  the  removal  of  snow  for 
the  City  of  New  York  during  the  past  winter, —  amount 
of  contract  over  $600,000. 

I  refer  for  my  qualifications  to  Maj.  John  McGaw 
Woodbury,  U.  S.  A.,  5th  avenue,  New  York  City, 
formerly  Street  Cleaning  Commissioner  of  the  City  of 
New  York;  William  H.  Edwards,  Esq.,  Commissioner 
Street  Cleaning  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York, 
Park  Row  Building,  New  York  City;  A.  E.  DeWilde, 
Superintendent  Final  Disposition  Street  Cleaning 
Department,  City  of  New  York,  Park  Row  Building, 
New  York  City.  Many  other  references  will  be  fur¬ 
nished  if  required. 

Mr.  H.  M.  Kennedy,  address  850  East  17th  street, 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  is  associated  with  me  and  will  be 
interested  in  this  contract.  Mr.  Kennedy  is  an  experi¬ 
enced  steam  railroad  man  and  was  at  one  time  the 
General  Passenger  Agent  of  the  Brooklyn  Rapid  Transit 
Company.  He  resigned  that  position  to  consummate 
a  contract  for  the  removal  of  all  ashes,  sweepings  and 
rubbish  collected  in  the  Borough  of  Brooklyn,  aggre¬ 
gating  one  million  and  a  half  cubic  yards  per  annum. 
Mr.  Kennedy  originated  the  plan  for  the  removal  of  this 
refuse  by  trolley  cars  over  the  lines  of  the  Brooklyn 
Rapid  Transit  Company  from  numerous  central  stations. 
This  was  successfully  operated  for  five  years  and  is  now 
being  handled  in  a  similar  manner. 

In  the  event  of  my  proposal  being  accepted  Mr. 
Kennedy  will  have  the  general  management  of  the  work 
in  Boston  under  this  contract  and  it  will  be  carried  on 
under  his  personal  supervision. 

If,  as  now  seems  probable,  authority  can  be  obtained 
to  utilize  the  facilities  which  the  street  railways  of 
Boston  can  offer  for  the  transportation  of  this  refuse,  it 
will  be  our  wish,  with  your  approval,  to  adopt  methods 
in  this  city  similar  to  those  which  have  been  so  success¬ 
fully  used  in  Brooklyn.  I  would  say  that  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  refuse  in  specially  designed  trolley  cars,  as 
there  practiced,  is  entirely  unobjectionable,  and  the 
establishing  of  numerous  and  conveniently  located 
stations  has  resulted  in  great  saving  to  the  City  in  the 
expense  of  collection.  This  railway  handling  would 
be  done  at  night. 

In  the  meantime,  should  I  obtain  the  contract,  I 
propose  to  transport  the  refuse  from  the  inland  stations 
to  the  waterfront  terminals  in  auto  trucks,  or  other 
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vehicles  to  be  approved  by  you,  the  garbage  and  ashes 
to  be  handled  separately  in  an  efficient  and  sanitary 
manner.  There  will  be  at  all  times,  ready  for  the 
department  carts  to  dump  into,  two  scows  of  ample 
capacity  at  each  terminal,  one  for  ashes  and  rubbish 
and  one  for  garbage. 

A  clause  covering  these  proposed  methods  of  trans¬ 
portation  may  be  incorporated  in  the  contract.

Proposed  Contract  for  Disposal  of  Refuse  of  the  City  of 

'  Boston. 

The  City  of  Boston,  a  municipal  corporation  of 
Massachusetts,  and  Joseph  Marrone,  of  the  City  and 
State  of  New  York,  hereinafter  called  the  “ Contractor,” 
agree  for  the  term  of  ten  (10)  years  from  and  including 
January  1,  1912,  as  follows: 

1.5As  hereinafter  used:

“ Commissioner’ ’  means  the  present  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Public  Works  of  the  City,  or  any 
person  hereafter  designated  by  the  Mayor  of 
the  City  to  supervise  for  the  time  being  the 
work  under  this  contract; 

“Scow”  means  any  conveyance  for  transporta¬ 
tion  of  refuse  by  water; 

“Refuse”  means  garbage,  ashes,  waste  paper, 
street  sweepings,  house  dirt  and  other  house 
rubbish,  now  collected  without  charge  by 
said  City.  It  also  includes  such  refuse  from 
public  buildings  of  the  City  of  Boston  now 
collected  by  said  City.  It  does  not  include 
market,  hotel  or  restaurant  waste,  rubbish 
and  waste  material  resulting  from  building 
operations,  nor  ashes  nor  waste  from  com¬ 
mercial  plants  or  buildings; 
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“ Garbage’ ’  means  refuse  of  an  organic  nature, 
consisting  of  offal  or  accumulations  attending 
the  preparation  or  decay  of  meats,  fish,  fowl, 
birds,  vegetables,  or  food  wastes,  containing 
not  more  than  five  (5)  per  cent  in  weight  of 
other  refuse  or  waste.  It  does  not  include, 
market  waste  or  street  sweepings; 

“ Station’ ’  means  a  place,  including  building 
and  the  land  on  which  it  stands,  and  every¬ 
thing  appertaining  thereto,  at  which  col¬ 
lections  of  refuse  made  by  the  City  are  to  be 
delivered,  and  all  such  stations  are  to  be 
provided  and  maintained  in  good  repair  by 
the  City  at  its  sole  expense; 

“Terminal”  means  a  station,  as  aforesaid,  on 
tide  water. 

2.  The  City,  conforming  to  plans  for  the  purpose, 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  bid  of  the  Boston  Disposal  Company 
for  the  removal  of  refuse  from  the  City  of  Boston  made 
on  or  about  March  13,  1911,  and  with  such  changes 
therein  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  Contractor  and 
the  Commissioner,  shall  furnish  ready  for  use  before 
December  31,  1911,  a  terminal  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf,  a 
terminal  at  City  Yard,  Freeport  street,  Dorchester; 
a  terminal  at  City  Yard,  Albany  street;  a  station  at 
Highland  City  Yard,  Roxbury,  and  a  station  at  City 
Yard,  Western  avenue,  Brighton;  and  shall,  without 
compensation  therefor,  furnish  the  Contractor  with 
reasonable  access  to  and  use  of  all  such  stations  and 
terminals  as  herein  specified. 

3.  The  City  shall  collect  from  all  parts  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  it  now  exists,  with  the  exception  of  what 
are  now  known  as  the  East  Boston  and  West  Roxbury 
distiicts,  the  garbage  and  the  refuse,  as  above  described, 
and  shall  deliver  the  same  in  receptacles  at  the  stations 
and  into  scows  at  the  terminals. 

4.  The  Contractor,  without  paying  compensation 
therefor,  shall  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the  stations  and 
terminals  and  may  at  his  own  expense  at  any  time  make 
changes  therein  approved  by  the  Commissioner.  The 
Contractor  shall  keep  in  each  station  other  than  a 
terminal  during  all  working  hours  one  or  more  metallic 
receptacles  conveniently  placed  and  sufficient  to  hold 
the  garbage  as  it  is  brought  thereto  by  the  City.  He 
shall  keep  at  each  terminal,  so  far  as  reasonably  prac-

ticable,  during  the  hours  prescribed  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  scows  sufficient  in  number  and  conveniently 
placed  so  that  the  refuse  as  it  is  brought  thereto  can  be 
put  therein.  He  shall  maintain  in  Boston  Harbor,  or 
elsewhere  with  the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  a 
plant  of  sufficient  capacity  to  reduce  all  refuse  delivered 
by  the  City  at  the  stations  and  terminals.  He  shall 
keep  his  transportation  equipment  plainly  marked  with 
his  name  and  with  designating  numbers.  He  shall 
require  his  employees  at  the  stations  and  terminals  to 
wear  identifying  uniforms  approved  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner.  The  Contractor  shall  also  receive  at  the  stations 
and  terminals  all  rubbish,  waste  and  ashes,  not  required 
to  be  collected  and  delivered  by  the  City  as  aforesaid, 
that  shall  be  delivered  and  paid  for  by  the  person  mak¬ 
ing  delivery  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  (5)  cents  per 
barrel. 

5.  The  Contractor  may,  at  the  stations  and  terminals, 
if  he  so  desires,  sort  out  such  parts  of  the  refuse,  other 
than  garbage,  as  can  be  sorted  and  disposed  of  in  a 
sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner.  After  sorting  he  may 
burn  such  refuse,  other  than  garbage,  as  he  may  desire, 
at  stations  or  terminals,  in  such  incinerators  provided 
with  smoke-consuming  devices  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner.

Commissioner,  and  shall  dispose  of  all  that  remains 
after  such  reduction.  He  shall  do  his  work  in  a  manner 
not  objectionable  to  the  public  health  and  comfort  and 
without  spilling  or  dropping  refuse  or  putting  any 
thereof,  except  liquid  matter  and  inoffensive,  nonfloat- 
able  inorganic  matter,  into  tidal  waters.  He  shall,,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Commissioner,  use  such  improved 
methods  for  doing  his  work  as  he  may  from  time  to 
time  acquire,  provided,  however,  that  for  a  reasonable 
time,  in  case  of  fire  or  hindrance  caused  by  extraordinary 
conditions  of  snow  or  ice,  or  because  of  any  prohibition 
resulting  from  legal  process,  or  other  extraordinary  con¬ 
ditions  interfering  with  the  carrying  out  of  his  part  of 
this  contract,  the  Contractor  may  use  any  reasonable 
methods  of  reduction  and  disposal  of  refuse,  or  may 
have  such  extension  of  time  therefor  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  him  and  the  Commissioner. 
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6.  The  Contractor,  in  carrying  out  his  work,  shall 
give  preference  in  employment  on  any  work  to  be  done 
in  the  City,  first,  to  registered  voters  of  the  City,  second, 
to  other  citizens  of  the  City,  and  third,  to  other  citizens 
of  the  United  States.  The  presentation  by  an  applicant 
for  such  employment  of  a  certificate  signed  by  any 
proper  public  official  setting  forth  that  the  applicant  is 
a  registered  voter  of  the  City,  or  that  he  is  a  citizen  of 
the  City  of  Boston  or  of  the  United  States,  'to  be  suffi¬ 
cient  evidence  of  the  facts  therein  stated. 

The  Contractor  shall  pay  all  employees,  on  any  work 
herein  provided  for,  no  less  wages  than  is  customary  in 
their  several  employments  in  said  City,  unless  he  is 
otherwise  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Commissioner. 
The  Contractor  shall  not  request  nor  require  any 
laborer,  workman  or  mechanic  working  within  this 
Commonwealth  in  his  employ  or  in  the  employ  of  any 
subcontractor,  or  other  person  contracting  to  do  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  work  herein  contemplated,  to 
work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day.

The  City  of  Boston,  a  municipal  corporation  in 
Suffolk  County  in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
and  Frank  P.  Neelon  &  Co.,  hereinafter  called  “  Con¬ 
tractor,  ”  agree  for  the  term  of  ten  (10)  years  from  and 
including  January  1,  1912,  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  The  word  “  Commissioner  ”  means  the 
Commissioner  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City,  and  the  person  hereinafter  designated 
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by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  to  supervise  for  the  time 
being  the  work  under  this  contract;  “scow”  means  any 
conveyance  for  moving  refuge  by  water;  “refuse”

Dear  Sir, —  In  connection  with  the  accompanying 
proposals  we  beg  to  suggest  that  there  is  absolutely  no 
questioning  the  fact  that  ashes  and  refuse  should  be 
treated  for  the  removal  and  thorough  destruction  of  all 
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objectionable  material  before  its  final  disposal.  In 
dealing  with  the  question  of  disposal  of  refuse  in  a  first- 
class  city,  such  as  Boston,  sanitary  reasons  should 
receive  the  first  consideration,  the  financial  question 
being  secondary  thereto. 

It  is  almost  criminal  to  have  the  beaches  defiled  by 
the  floatable  foul  material  which  is  readily  carried  there 
by  the  wind  and  tide,  or  to  deposit  mixed  refuse  at 
inland  dumps.  The  injury  to  health  and  comfort 
caused  by  blowing  dust  and  fine  organic  matter,  odors 
from  decaying  material  and  the  danger  from  burning 
paper  are  too  well  known  to  require  further  argument. 

The  special  commission  appointed  by  Mayor  George 
A.  Hibbard,  in  its  printed  report  of  January  31,  1910, 
signed  by  Messrs.  Bangs,  Goodnough,  Huddell,  Sedg¬ 
wick  and  Young,  declares  unreservedly  for  incineration 
of  refuse  by  destruction  under  high  temperature. 

The  system  of  proposal  as  devised  by  us  fulfills  all  the 
foregoing  conditions.  It  is  absolutely  sanitary  and 
inoffensive.  All  refuse  is  dumped  inside  of  the  receiv¬ 
ing  stations  into  large  iron  boxes,  which  are  then  covered 
with  canvas  and  are  removed  by  scows  to  the  inciner¬ 
ating  plant.  The  system  is  similar  to  the  one  used 
with  general  satisfaction  for  a  number  of  years  in 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  by  the  American  Railway  Traffic 
Company,  under  the  active  management  of  Capt.  A.  R. 
Piper,  Consulting  Engineer  of  our  company. 

The  adoption  of  our  system  will  permit  the  abandon¬ 
ment  by  the  City  of  the  use  of  Hecht’s  Wharf,  and  the 
saving  thereby  of  about  $20,000  per  annum. 

It  will  permit  considerable  economy  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  the  refuse  by  combining  the  collection  of  ashes 
and  garbage  in  one  mixture,  instead  of  having  separate 
collections  for  the  same.  At  the  same  time,  the  placing 
of  the  receiving  stations  at  various  points  of  the  City 
shortens  the  haul  to  the  City’s  carts,  with  a  propor¬ 
tionate  further  saving  to  the  City. 

The  incinerator  plant  to  be  located  at  Cow  Pasture, 
or  at  Deer  Island,  whichever  you  prefer,  will  generate 
a  large  amount  of  steam  which  can  be  utilized  at  the 
pumping  station  or  at  the  city  institutions  on  Deer 
Island. 

In  this  connection  we  would  also  suggest  that  valuable 
land  can  be  made  for  the  City  at  an  infinitesimal  cost  by 
filling  the  flats  at  Apple  Island  with  the  clean  ashes 
and  clinker  resulting  from  the  operation  of  the  incinerat- 
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ing  plant.  If  the  City  should  decide  to  do  such  filling 
we  offer  to  deliver  all  such  ashes  and  clinker,  free  of 
charge  to  the  City,  on  board  of  scows  alongside  of  the 

fill. 

The  operation  of  the  incinerating  plant  at  Cow  Pasture 
or  Deer  Island  will  be  absolutely  sanitary,  unobjection¬ 
able  and  inoffensive,  as  our  furnaces  are  equipped  with  a 
system  of  forced  draft,  the  air  being  taken  from  the 
vicinity  of  the  storage  bins  and  other  places  needing 
ventilation,  by  which  the  escape  of  unpleasant  odors  is 
prevented.  All  smoke  and  gases  from  the  grates  pass 
through  a  combustion  chamber,  where  they  are  com¬ 
pletely  consumed. 

The  two  incinerator  plants  at  Brooklyn  are  located 
in  the  midst  of  thickly  populated  sections  of  that  city. 
The  incinerator  plant  which  we  erected  on  Main  street, 
Cambridge,  Mass.,  is  likewise  located  in  the  dwelling 
section  of  that  city  and  close  to  built-up  resident  streets. 
It  has  been  operated  for  the  past  three  years  without 
the  slightest  objection  or  complaint  on  the  part  of  the 
adjoining  property  owners.  Destruction  of  garbage  is 
now  being  done  even  in  the  very  houses  where  it  origi¬ 
nates,  by  properly  constructed  incinerators.  You  may 
therefore  rest  assured  that  an  incinerator  plant  at 
Brighton  and  Cow  Pasture  or  Deer  Island  will  be 
entirely  unobjectionable  and  will  not  cause  the  slightest 
nuisance  of  any  kind. 

The  bond  which  we  will  furnish  the  City  in  case  our 
proposals  are  accepted  will  be  a  guarantee  that  we  will 
thoroughly  carry  out  all  that  we  promise  to  do. 

In  our  opinion  it  is  very  important  and  absolutely  to 
the  interest  of  the  City  to  own  a  complete  receiving 
and  disposal  plant,  as  it  thereby  makes  itself  entirely 
independent  of  any  contractor  and  is  in  a  position  to 
command  the  most  advantageous  terms  for  the  disposal 
of  its  refuse.  At  the  expiration  of  each  contract  term 
it  will  be  in  a  position  to  handle  its  own  material  if 
suitable  arrangements  cannot  be  made  with  contractors, 
while,  on  the  other  hand,  in  the  absence  of  its  own  facili¬ 
ties,  the  contractor  then  owning  a  plant  would  be  prac¬ 
tically  able  to  always  dictate  his  own  terms.

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Proposal  for  Contract  for  Disposal  of  Refuse  of  City  of 

Boston.

Dear  Sir, —  In  response  to  your  invitation  for  pro¬ 
posals  for  disposal  of  refuse  of  the  City  of  Boston,  dated 
Boston,  March  23,  1911,  we  beg  to  submit  the  following 
proposal,  viz. : 

We  herewith  agree,  if  this  proposal  is  accepted,  that  we 
will  contract  with  the  City  of  Boston,  in  such  form  of 
contract  as  will  be  agreed  upon,  to  provide  all  the  neces¬ 
sary  buildings,  the  installation  contained  therein,  and 
to  do  all  the  work  and  furnish  all  the  materials  required 
for  the  erection  and  operation  of  an  incinerator  plant  at 
Brighton,  and  an  incinerator  plant  at  Cow  Pasture  (or 
Deer  Island,  at  your  option),  or  either  one  of  the  two, 
which  will  handle,  screen  and  thoroughly  incinerate 
the  combustible  part  of  the  entire  collection  of  waste 
and  refuse  of  the  City  of  Boston,  comprising  ashes, 
garbage,  rubbish  and  street  sweepings,  collected  by  the 
Public  Works  Department,  with  the  exception  of  the 
West  Roxbury  and  East  Boston  districts. 

We  also  submit  a  further  proposal  to  receive  all  said 
waste  and  refuse  at  said  incinerator  plant  at  Brighton, 
and  at  receiving  stations  to  be  furnished  by  the  City 
at  or  near  Fort  Hill  Wharf,  on  the  waterfront  of  Free¬ 
port  street,  near  Park  street,  Dorchester,  and  on  the 
waterfront  on  one  of  the  City  properties  at  Albany 
street,  such  receiving  stations  to  have  convenient  access 
to  scows,  and  to  dispose  of  said  waste  or  refuse  in  a  sani¬ 
tary  and  inoffensive  manner,  satisfactory  to  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works. 

Proposal  No.  1. —  We  will  furnish  the  City  of  Boston 
one  entire  plant,  according  to  the  accompanying  plans 
and  descriptions,  consisting  of  building,  machinery  and 
incinerating  furnaces,  etc.,  to  be  erected  on  Western 
avenue,  near  Everett  street,  Brighton,  or  at  other  con¬ 
venient  location  on  property  owned  by  the  City,  to 
handle  the  collection  from  District  4,  consisting  of  about 
18,000  tons  per  annum,  and  over,  but  not  exceeding  the 
capacity  of  the  plant,  for  the  sum  of  seventy-two  thou- 
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sand  five  hundred  dollars  ($72,500),  only  ordinary  foun¬ 
dations  to  frost  line  being  included. 

Proposal  No.  2. —  We  propose  to  operate  the  said 
plant,  and  there  to  receive  the  refuse,  consisting  of 
paper,  ashes,  mixed  refuse,  garbage  and  dry  weather 
sweepings,  to  the  amount  of  about  18,000  tons  per  year, 
pass  the  same  through  a  grill  1J  inches  in  diameter, 
incinerate  all  the  combustible  refuse  which  will  not  pass 
through  a  lj-inch  grill,  and  dispose  of  the  ashes  and 
clinkers  in  a  sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner,  for  the 
sum  of  sixty-six  and  two  thirds  (66f)  cents  per  ton  of 
2,000  pounds. 

Proposal  No.  3. —  We  will  furnish  to  the  City  one 
entire  incinerating  plant,  according  to  the  accompanying 
plans  and  descriptions,  consisting  of  buildings,  machin¬ 
ery,  incinerating  furnaces,  etc.,  to  be  erected  on  property 
owned  by  the  City  at  Cow  Pasture  (or  at  Deer  Island, 
at  your  option),  of  a  capacity  to  handle  the  entire  col¬ 
lection  of  refuse  from  Districts  1,  6,  7,  8,  9  and  10,  con¬ 
sisting  of  about  304,000  tons  of  ashes,  garbage  and 
rubbish,  and  of  about  12,000  tons  of  street  sweepings,  a 
total  of  about  316,000  tons  per  annum,  for  the  sum  of 
two  hundred  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  ($276,000), 
only  ordinary  foundations  to  frost  line  being  included. 

Proposal  No.  4. — We  propose  to  receive  said  collec¬ 
tion  of  refuse  of  about  316,000  tons  per  annum  at  the 
above  mentioned  receiving  stations  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf, 
Albany  street,  and  Freeport  street,  transport  the  same 
to  the  incinerator  plant  at  Cow  Pasture  (or  at  Deer 
Island,  at  your  option),  receive  and  pass  the  same 
through  screens  of  1-inch  mesh,  destroy,  by  incineration, 
all  the  combustible  part  which  will  not  pass  through  a 
1-inch  mesh,  and  dispose  of  all  ashes  and  clinker  in  a 
sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner,  satisfactory  to  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  for  the  sum  of  sixty-six 
and  two-thirds  (66|)  cents  per  ton  of  2,000  pounds. 

Payments  under  Proposals  1  and  3  shall  be  made  by 
the  City  as  follows: 

The  City  is  to  estimate  every  two  weeks  the  amount 
of  all  material  and  labor  used  in  the  construction  of  or 
delivered  at  the  plant  or  plants  during  the  said  two 
weeks,  and  to  pay  seventy-five  per  cent  (75%)  of  the 
amount  of  such  estimate  promptly  in  cash.  The  bal¬ 
ance  of  twenty- five  per  cent  (25%)  is  to  be  held  by 
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the  City  until  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the 
plants  by  the  City,  when  such  balance  shall  be  paid  over 
to  us  promptly  in  cash. 

Payments  under  Proposals  2  and  4  shall  be  made  as 
follows,  viz.: 

The  basis  for  such  payments  by  the  City  shall  be  the 
amounts  determined  by  weighing  the  refuse  delivered 
in  the  first  full  week  of  six  days  in  each  month  of  each 
year,  and  the  total  amount  for  the  following  periods 
of  three  weeks  of  each  month  is  to  be  calculated  on  the 
basis  that  it  will  be  at  the  same  rate  for  all  weeks  in  said 
month.  The  weighing  shall  be  done  on  City  scales, 
wherever  practicable,  and  in  any  case  at  the  cost  of 
City  as  regards  weighing  fees.  The  quantity  of  material 
so  delivered  during  each  month  shall  be  computed  on 
the  first  day  of  the  following  month,  and  payment  shall 
be  made  by  the  City  promptly  thereafter. 

We  will  make,  free  of  cost  to  the  City,  all  repairs  to 
machinery  and  equipment  caused  by  ordinary  wear  and 
tear  while  we  are  operating  the  plants. 

We  will  agree  that  the  plants  shall  be  completed  and 
in  full  running  order  on  or  before  January  1,  1912. 
They  will  probably  be  completed  very  much  before 
said  date. 

The  construction  will  not  interfere  with  deliveiies 
of  garbage  to  the  present  Conti  act  oi. 

The  contract  on  Proposals  2  and  4  is  to  be  for  a  term 
of  ten  years. 

If  this  proposal  shall  be  accepted  by  the  Superin¬ 
tendent,  we  will  give  the  City  a  bond  in  such  sum  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon,  and  with  such  surety  or  sureties 
as  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  Superintendent,  within  ten 
days  (not  including  Sundays)  from  date  of  being  notified 
that  the  contract  is  ready  for  signature,  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  the  contract. 

The  City,  under  Proposals  1  and  3,  on  making  pay¬ 
ment  after  the  completion  of  the  work,  shall  be  released 
from  all  claims  or  liability  to  the  Contractor  for  any¬ 
thing  done  or  used,  or  for  any  loss  or  injury  sustained  in 
carrying  on  the  contract,  or  for  any  act,  omission  or 
mistake  of  the  City,  or  any  person  relating  to  or  affecting 
the  contract,  except  for  the  balance  of  any  sum  retained 
as  provided  in  the  contract. 

We  will  agree  to  pay  the  prevailing  rate  of  wages 
when  and  where  possible. 

Portions  of  the  refuse  having  a  commercial  value  shall 
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become  our  property.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to 
dispose  of  the  garbage  other  than  by  incineration,  in  a 
sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner. 

The  capacity  of  the  plants  will  .be  such  that  they 
will  receive  and  dispose  of  the  maximum  daily  quan¬ 
tities;  suitable  storage  space  will  be  provided  so  that 
the  respective  amounts  may  be  delivered  in  ten  hours, 
but  the  capacity  for  handling,  treating  and  disposing  of 
the  refuse  will  be  based  upon  a  day  of  twenty-four  hours. 

As  shown  in  the  descriptions,  all  the  dumping  will  be 
done  inside  of  the  buildings.  All  waste  will  be  dumped 
into  iron  boxes  and  will  be  handled  in  said  iron  boxes, 
tightly  covered  with  canvas  when  taken  out  of  the 
receiving  stations,  whereby  the  flying  of  ashes,  paper 
and  other  objectionable  material  is  entirely  avoided. 

The  ashes  and  clinkers,  after  passing  through  the 
incinerating  plant  at  Cow  Pasture  (or  at  Deer  Island, 
at  your  option),  will  be  towed  to  sea  or  may  be  deposited 
upon  dumps  in  or  about  the  city.  Such  ashes  and 
clinkers  will  be  clean  and  will  not  contain  any  paper  or 
putrescible  material.  If  the  City  shall  decide  to  do 
any  filling  at  Apple  Island,  or  other  place  equally  con¬ 
venient  to  our  scows,  we  agree  to  deliver  the  said  ashes 
and  clinkers  from  Cow  Pasture  (or  Deer  Island,  at  your 
option)  on  board  of  scows  alongside  of  the  said  location 
for  a  fill,  free  of  charge  to  the  City.  The  City,  in  such 
case,  shall  provide  suitable  means  for  removing  the 
ashes  and  clinkers  from  the  scows  with  all  possible 
dispatch. 

Such  part  of  the  steam  which  will  be  made  at  the 
Cow  Pasture  incinerator  (or  at  Deer  Island,  at  your 
option)  which  will  not  be  utilized  for  the  operation  of 
the  plant  may  be  utilized  at  the  pumping  station  at 
Cow  Pasture  or  at  the  city  institutions  on  Deer  Island. 

No  floating  material  and  no  garbage,  nor  any  solid 
refuse  or  garbage,  excepting  such  as  has  been  subjected 
to  incineration,  nor  any  offensive  liquid,  will  be  dumped 
or  discharged  into  the  water  within  the  city,  nor  into 
Boston  Harbor,  nor  into  the  water  west  of  a  line  drawn 
from  Minot’s  Light  to  Egg  Rock  Light. 

The  mixture  of  refuse  to  be  treated  at  the  stations 
shall  conform,  as  closely  as  possible,  to  the  ordinary 
working  conditions. 

A  positive  system  of  ventilation  will  be  provided  in 
the  incinerator  plant,  so  that  the  forced  draft  for  the 
destructor  furnaces  will  be  taken  from  the  vicinity  of 
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places  needing  ventilation  and  will  prevent  the  escape 
of  unpleasant  odors. 

All  work  and  material  shall  conform  to  the  laws,  rules 
and  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Our  engineers,  Capt.  A.  R.  Piper  and  Mr.  John  G. 
Walker,  are  recognized  experts  in  their  line,  and  have 
installed  incinerating  plants  at  Third  avenue  and  Third 
street,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  also  at  East  New  York,  Brook¬ 
lyn,  N.  Y.,  and  at  Cambridge,  Mass.

Dear  Sir, —  In  connection  with  our  proposals  for 
disposal  of  refuse  we  make  the  following  further  pro¬ 
posal  for  the  erection  and  installation  of  receiving 
stations.  We  will  furnish  the  City  of  Boston  receiving 
stations,  according  to  the  accompanying  plan  and 
description,  consisting  of  buildings,  machinery  and  elec¬ 
trical  installation,  to  be  erected  on  Fort  Hill  Wharf, 
Albany  street,  and  Freeport  street,  Dorchester,  or  at 
other  convenient  locations  accessible  to  scows,  on 
property  owned  by  the  City,  to  handle  the  collection  of 
rubbish,  ashes  and  garbage  from  Districts  1,  6,  7,  8,  9 
and  10,  consisting  of  about  304,000  tons  of  ashes,  gar¬ 
bage  and  rubbish,  and  about  12,000  tons  of  street 
sweepings,  a  total  of  about  316,000  tons  per  annum,  for 
the  total  sum  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-five  thousand 
dollars  ($135,000),  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as 
detailed  in  our  proposal  for  incinerator  plants  of  even 
date.  The  stations  will  be  provided  with  conveyer 
belts  for  dumping  and  picking  the  rubbish,  and  for 
dumping  the  ashes,  garbage  and  sweepings  into  steel 
cans,  also  electric  crane  and  derrick  for  handling  these 
cans,  covered  with  canvas,  to  scows  for  transportation. 
All  machinery  at  these  stations  will  be  electrically 
driven. 
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The  buildings  will  be  of  steel  frame  covered  with  cor¬ 
rugated  iron,  and  the  building  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf  will 
have  a  brick  front  where  facing  the  street.  The  fore¬ 
going  price  includes  ordinary  foundations  to  frost  line, 
but  does  not  provide  for  any  extraordinary  foundations 
below  frost  line.

Description  of  Plants. 

The  incinerator  plant  for  Brighton  will  consist  of  two 
Vulcan  Incinerator  furnaces,  inclosed  in  a  steel  frame 
building  covered  with  galvanized  iron.  The  building 
will  be  two  stories  in  height  and  the  refuse  will  be  deliv¬ 
ered  to  the  second  story  by  means  of  an  inclined  drive¬ 
way  or  ramp. 

The  furnaces  are  located  on  the  ground  floor,  and  the 
refuse  will  be  delivered  from  the  carts  onto  a  grill  on  the 
second  floor,  through  which  grill  the  fine  ash  will  pass 
directly  into  wagons  for  removal. 

The  first  story  contains  two  brick  furnaces  of  the 
Vulcan  Incinerator  type,  each  built  in  two  sections  and 
specially  designed  for  the  complete  and  rapid  destruction 
of  all  the  combustible  parts  of  ashes,  refuse  and  garbage. 
Each  section  has  three  chutes,  making  twelve  floor 
openings,  through  which  the  material  is  fed  from  the 
second  floor,  three  stoking  doors  and  three  ash  pits. 
Each  section  is  lined  throughout  with  the  highest  class 
of  refractory  brick,  and  is  fitted  with  specially  designed 
bridge  wall  and  deflecting  arch,  by  which  the  flame  and 
smoke  is  diverted  into  a  reverberatory  combustion 
chamber  where  complete  combustion  is  effected  at  a 
high  temperature,  assuring  the  destructions  of  all  noxious 
vapors  or  gases. 

There  will  be  two  steam  boilers  of  the  Stirling  type 
of  300  horse  power  each,  built  for  a  working  steam  pres¬ 
sure  of  150  pounds  per  square  inch.  From  there  the 
gases  will  be  carried  to  a  radial  brick  chimney  4  feet 
6  inches  in  diameter  and  130  feet  high.  Suitable  pumps 
and  the  forced  draft  installation  is  also  contained  on  the 
first  floor. 

All  dumping  will  be  done  on  the  second  floor,  which 
will  be  reached  by  an  inclined  driveway.  The  carts 
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will  dump  the  material  directly  onto  a  grill,  which  will 
separate  the  fine  ash  from  the  coarser  combustible  part 
of  the  refuse.  The  fine  ashes  fall  directly  into  carts  for 
removal  and  final  disposal.  That  part  of  the  refuse 
which  will  not  pass  through  the  grill  is  fed  through  the 
openings  in  the  floor  into  the  chutes  leading  to  the 
furnaces  below. 

It  is  expected  that  one  furnace  will  be  able  to  handle 
the  entire  daily  collection,  so  that  the  second  furnace 
may  be  held  in  reserve. 

The  accompanying  drawings,  A,  B  and  C,  will  illus¬ 
trate  the  type  of  the  furnaces  and  the  method  of  opera¬ 
tion. 

The  receiving  stations  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf,  Albany 
street  and  Dorchester  will  be  built  of  steel  frame, 
covered  with  galvanized  iron,  as  shown  on  the  accom¬ 
panying  drawings. 

The  drawing  submitted  is  designed  for  Fort  Hill 
Wharf,  and  is  typical  of  the  design  for  Albany  street 
and  Dorchester,  which,  however,  will  be  arranged  to  suit 
their  respective  locations.  The  front  of  the  building  at 
Fort  Hill  Wharf  facing  the  street  will  be  of  brick.  All 
rubbish  will  be  delivered  on  the  ground  floor  upon  a  belt 
conveyer,  from  which  material  of  value  may  be  picked, 
the  residue  being  baled  for  transportation  to  the  incin¬ 
erator.  The  carts  containing  mixed  ashes  and  garbage 
will  pass  up  a  ramp  to  the  second  floor  and  there  dump 
directly  into  removable  steel  cans  of  a  capacity  of  9 
cubic  yards.  These  cans,  when  filled,  are  covered  with 
tight  fitting  canvas,  and  by  means  of  a  crane  and  derrick 
are  placed  on  a  scow  for  transportation  to  the  incinerator 
plant. 

All  machinery  at  the  receiving  stations  will  be  elec¬ 
trically  driven. 

At  Cow  Pasture,  on  the  site  of  the  former  reduction 
plant  (or  at  Deer  Island,  at  your  option),  will  be  erected 
a  separate  incinerator  plant  capable  of  destroying  the 
combustible  material  which  will  be  delivered  there  by 
scows.  A  general  plan  is  hereto  attached.  A  dock  will 
be  built  parallel  to  the  sewage  tunnel,  so  that  two  scows 
may  be  unloaded  at  one  time.  A  double  gantry  crane 
will  be  erected  on  the  end  of  the  dock,  where  the  steel 
cans  are  removed  from  the  scows,  and  the  contents 
dumped  into  a  hopper  which  feeds  a  steel  belt  conveyer. 
This  conveys  the  material  to  a  double  set  of  revolving 
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screens,  where  the  fine  unburnable  ash  is  removed.  The 
fine  ash  is  deposited  directly  into  a  sea-going  dumping 
scow,  while  the  residue  from  the  screens  is  delivered  by 
conveyors  to  the  steel  platform  placed  over  the  furnaces, 
and  fed  through  suitable  openings  into  the  furnaces 
below,  where  it  is  thoroughly  burned.  The  ash  and 
clinker  is  conveyed  directly  into  the  sea-going  dumping 
scow  for  final  disposal  at  sea,  or  on  land  dumps. 

There  will  be  eight  double  furnaces,  with  accommo¬ 
dations  for  two  additional  furnaces  when  required. 
There  will  be  eight  Stirling  boilers  of  about  300  horse 
power  each,  at  a  steam  pressure  of  150  pounds,  which 
will  absorb  the  excess  of  heat  generated  by  the  combustion 
of  the  refuse.  The  steam  generated  by  these  boilers  will 
be  used  for  the  operation  of  the  plant,  and  the  excess  will 
be  available  for  use  at  some  city  institutions  or  at  the 
pumping  station  at  Deer  Island  respectively.  There  will 
be  two  stacks  of  radial  brick,  6  feet  diameter  and  130 
feet  high. 

It  is  understood  that  the  separate  collection  of  paper 
and  rubbish  will  continue  as  heretofore.

The  disposal  of  such 
refuse  is  to  be  done  in  a  sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner, 
satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

Inclosed  please  find  a  certified  check  for  $10,000,  pay¬ 
able  to  the  City  of  Boston  and  to  become  the  property 
of  the  City  if  this  proposal,  after  acceptance  by  the  City, 
is  not  carried  out. 

We  annex  hereto  form  of  contract  proposed  by  us,

showing  the  price  and  other  conditions  under  which  we 
are  willing  to  do  the  work,  and  we  also  submit  sketches 
for  stations  to  be  built  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  further  explanation  of  our  plans  and  proposed 
methods  we  would  say,  that 

First.  This  company  will  employ  the  most  advanced 
methods  extant,  under  a  closed  system  of  garbage  dis¬ 
posal,  insuring  the  inoffensive  reduction  of  the  garbage 
and  removing  any  possibility  of  criticism  which  may 
have  heretofore  existed  under  present  systems.  This 
company  has  the  control,  for  the  City  of  Boston,  of  the 
inventions  covering  these  methods. 

Second.  This  company  also  proposes  to  install  an 
incinerator  of  the  Heenan  &  Froude  type,  constructed 
by  the  Power  Specialty  Company  of  New  York,  which 
company  controls  the  American  lights  of  the  best  type 
of  modern  high  temperature  destructors.  The  company 
controlling  the  Heenan  &  Froude  destructors  is  the  most 
successful  in  this  line  of  business  in  the  world,  and  its 
engineers  and  designers  are  the  most  experienced  and 
competent  obtainable,  and  we  feel  that  in  presenting  to 
the  City  of  Boston  the  type  of  work  that  we  are  desirous 
of  doing,  we  are  offering  the  latest  and  best  methods  of 
scientific  disposal  that  obtain. 

Third.  Our  methods  of  transportation  embrace  plans 
in  which  special  care  is  taken  to  remove  the  material  in 
such  manner  as  will  insure  freedom  from  dust  and 
offence.  The  designs  for  the  stations  also  call  for  dust¬ 
preventing  devices,  and  the  stations  wherever  located 
will  be  operated  without  offence. 

Fourth.  The  permanency  of  the  methods  to  be  em¬ 
ployed  by  this  company  insure  a  daily  successful  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  disposal  of  the  City’s  wastes  without  the 
annoying  features  which  accompany  any  fill  proposition 
or  other  temporary  means  of  disposal. 

In  presenting  this  proposition  we  wish  to  emphazize 
the  advantage  of  the  concentration  of  all  the  disposal  at 
one  central  point  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  City, 
removed  from  populous  districts,  at  which  point  of  final 
disposition  everything  is  handled  in  a  sanitary  manner, 
and  the  City  is  free  from  any  future  possibility  of  annoy¬ 
ance  or  injunctions'  that  may  attend  transitory  methods.

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Proposal  for  Contract  for  Disposal  of  Refuse  of  the  City 

of  Boston. 

The  City  of  Boston,  a  municipal  corporation  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  and  the  Boston  Disposal  Company,  hereinafter 
called  Contractor,  a  business  corporation  of  Massachu¬ 
setts,  agree  for  the  term  of  ten  (10)  years  from  and 
including  January  1,  1912,  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  1.  The  word  “Officer”  means  the  present 
Commissioner  in  charge  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City,  and  the  person  hereafter  designated 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  to  supervise  for  the  time  being 
the  work  under  this  contract;  “scow”  means  any  con¬ 
veyance  for  moving  refuse  by  water;  “refuse”  means 
garbage,  ashes,  waste  paper,  street  sweepings,  house  dirt 
and  other  house  rubbish,  but  does  not  include  market 
waste,  bricks,  mortar,  tiling,  etc.,  or  rubbish  or  waste 
resulting  from  building  operations,  or  ashes  from  man¬ 
ufacturing  plants  or  office  buildings;  “garbage”  means 
refuse  of  an  organic  nature,  consisting  of  swill  or  accumu¬ 
lations  attending  the  preparation  or  decay  of  meats,  fish, 
fowl,  birds,  vegetables,  or  food  wastes  containing  not 
more  than  five  (5)  per  cent  in  weight  of  other  refuse  or 
waste,  but  does  not  include  market  waste  or  street 
sweepings;  “station”  means  a  place,  including  the  land 
on  which  it  stands  and  everything  appertaining  thereto, 
at  which  collections  of  refuse  made  by  the  City  are  to  be 
delivered,  and  all  thereof  are  to  be  provided  and  main¬ 
tained  in  good  repair  by  the  City  at  its  sole  expense; 
“terminal”  means  a  station  aforesaid  on  tide  water. 

ARTICLE  2.  The  City,  conforming  to  sketches 
.  thereof  furnished  by  the  Contractor  and  marked 
“Sketches  Accompanying  Boston  Disposal  Contract,” 
dated  February,  1911,  and  with  such  changes  therein  as 
shall  be  agreed  upon  by  the  President  of  the  Contractor 
and  the  Officer,  shall  furnish  ready  for  use  before  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1911,  terminal  at  Fort  Hill  Wharf;  terminal  at 
City  Yard,  Freeport  street,  Dorchester;  terminal  at 
City  Yard,  Albany  street;  station  at  Highland  City 
Yard,  and  station  at  City  Yard,  Western  avenue,  Brigh¬ 
ton;  and  shall,  without  compensation  therefor,  furnish 
the  Contractor  with  reasonable  access  to,  and  use  of, 
all  such  stations  and  terminals. 

ARTICLE  3.  The  City  shall  collect  from  all  parts 
of  the  city,  with  the  exception  of  what  are  now  known 
as  the  East  Boston  and  West  Roxbury  districts,  the 
refuse  aforesaid  from  dwelling  houses;  deliver  the  gar- 
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bage,  unmixed  with  any  other  refuse  not  herein  author¬ 
ized,  into  receptacles  at  the  stations,  or  into  scows  at 
the  terminals,  and  deliver  all  other  refuse  aforesaid  at 
the  nearest  station  or  terminal. 

ARTICLE  4.  The  Contractor,  without  compensa¬ 
tion  therefor,  shall  have  the  exclusive  use  of  the  sta¬ 
tions  and  terminals,  and  may  at  its  own  expense  at  any 
time  make  changes  therein  agreed  to  by  the  Officer,  and 
shall  keep  in  each  station  other  than  a  terminal,  during 
all  working  hours,  one  or  more  metallic  receptacles,  con¬ 
veniently  placed,  sufficient  to  hold  the  garbage  as  it  is 
brought  thereto  by  the  City;  shall  keep  at  each  terminal, 
so  far  as  reasonably  practicable,  during  the  hours  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Officer,  sufficient,  and  conveniently 
placed,  scows  so  that  the  refuse  as  it  is  brought  thereto 
can  be  placed  therein;  shall  maintain  on  Spectacle 
Island  in  Boston  Harbor  a  plant  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  reduce  all  refuse  delivered  by  the  City  at  the  stations 
and  terminals;  shall  keep  its  transportation  equipment 
plainly  marked  with  the  name  of  the  Contractor  and 
designating  numbers,  and  shall  require  its  employees  at 
the  stations  and  terminals  to  wear  identifying  uniforms 
approved  by  the  Officer. 

ARTICLE  5.  The  Contractor  may  at  the  stations, 
if  it  so  desires,  soit  out  such  parts  of  the  refuse,  other 
than  garbage,  as  can  be  sorted  out  and  disposed  of  in  a 
sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner;  shall  take  the  remain¬ 
der  from  the  stations  to  and  into  its  scows  and  carry  the 
same  to  its  plant;  shall  there  reduce  by  incineration  or 
otherwise  the  refuse;  shall  dispose  of  all  that  remains 
after  such  reduction;  shall  do  all  its  work  in  a  manner 
not  objectionable  to  the  public  health  and  comfort, 
and  without  spilling  or  dropping  refuse  or  putting  into 
tidal  waters  any  thereof  except  liquid  and  except  inor¬ 
ganic  matter,  inoffensive  and  nonfloating;  shall  use 
such  improved  methods  approved  by  the  Officer  for 
doing  its  work  as  the  Contractor  shall  from  time  to  time 
acquire;  provided ,  however ,  that  for  a  reasonable  time  in 
case  of  fire  or  extraordinary  snow  or  ice,  or  process  of 
law  or  other  extraordinary  conditions  interfering  with 
the  carrying  out  of  its  part  of  the  contract,  the  Contrac¬ 
tor  may  use  any  reasonable  methods  of  reduction  or  dis¬ 
posal  or  may  have  such  extension  of  time  as  shall  be 
agreed  upon  by  the  President  of  the  Contractor  and  the 
Officer.  The  Contractor  shall  receive  at  the  stations  and 
terminals  all  market  wastes,  ashes  and  refuse,  not 
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required  to  be  collected  and  delivered  by  the  City,  as 
aforesaid,  that  shall  be  delivered  and  paid  for  by  the 
party  making  delivery  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  (5) 
cents  per  barrel,  but  the  Contractor  shall  receive  free 
of  charge,  at  the  stations  and  terminals,  all  ashes  and 
wastes  from  the  City’s  buildings,  and  all  paper  and  wood 
from  office  buildings  and  shops. 

ARTICLE  6.  The  Contractor,  in  carrying  on  its 
work,  shall  give  preference  in  employment  on  any  work 
to  be  done  in  the  city,  first,  to  registered  voters  of  the 
city;  second,  to  other  citizens  of  the  city;  and,  third, 
to  other  citizens  of  the  United  States;  the  presentation 
by  an  applicant  for  such  employment  of  a  tax  bill  for 
the  last  year  in  which  annual  tax  bills  were  issued,  made 
out  to  him,  duly  receipted  and  stamped  by  the  Election 
Commissioners,  or  by  any  Registrar  or  assistant  Regis¬ 
trar  of  Voters,  to  be  sufficient  evidence  of  citizenship; 
unless  otherwise  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Officer, 
pay  all  employees  on  any  such  work  no  less  wages  than 
is  customary  in  said  city  in  their  several  employments; 
shall  not  request  or  require  any  laborer,  workman  or 
mechanic  working  within  this  Commonwealth  in  the 
employ  of  the  Contractor,  subcontractor,  or  other  per¬ 
son  contracting  to  do  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  work, 
to  work  more  than  eight  hours  in  any  one  calendar  day; 
allow  every  employee  full  liberty  to  lodge,  board  and 
trade  where  and  with  whom  he  may  choose,  and  not 
obstruct  any  other  person  in  doing  work  for  the  City; 
may  direct  how  refuse  shall  be  handled  within  the  sta¬ 
tions;  shall  take  out  all  permits  and  give  all  notices 
required  by  public  authorities;  shall  pay  all  charges  and 
fees  incident  to  doing  its  work;  shall,  when  required  by 
the  Officer  for  reasonable  cause,  dismiss  any  employee 
and  keep  him  away  from  its  work. 

ARTICLE  7.  If  the  Contractor  shall  fail  to  carry  on 
its  work  as  herein  required,  the  Officer  may  deliver  to 
its  President  or  Clerk  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  of  the  failure,  and  if  it  shall  continue 
for  more  than  forty-eight  (48)  hours  after  the  giving  of 
the  notice,  the  City  may  take  possession  of  the  plant, 
material  and  equipment  of  the  Contractor  or  so  much 
thereof  as  the  Officer  may  see  fit,  and  by  day  labor  or 
otherwise  may  do  the  work  which  the  Contractor  shall 
have  failed  to  do,  and  the  Contractor  shall  pay  to  the 
City  all  expenses,  losses  and  damages  incurred  by  the 
City  thereby. 
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ARTICLE  8.  The  Contractor  agrees  to  indemnify 
and  save  harmless  the  City,  its  agents  or  employees, 
of  and  from  all  claims,  demands  and  actions  arising 
from  any  act,  failure  or  neglect  of,  or  from  the  use 
of  any  patent,  patent  right,  material  or  implement 
by,  the  Contractor,  its  agents  or  employees  in  doing 
the  work. 

ARTICLE  9.  The  City  shall  pay  the  Contractor  as 
follows:

Seventh  year,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  increased

Eighth  year,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  increased 
2^  per  cent; 

Ninth  year,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  increased 
2  iV  Per  cent; 

Tenth  year,  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  increased 
2 yo  per  cent; 

in  monthly  installments  substantially  equal  on  the  first 
day  of  each  month  of  each  year  beginning  with  February 
1,  1912;  and  on  making  any  such  payment  shall  be 
thereby  released  from  all  claims  of,  or  liability  to,  the 
Contractor  for  any  act,  failure  or  neglect  of  the  City, 
its  agents  or  employees,  or  for  anything  resulting  to  the 
Contractor,  its  agents  or  employees,  prior  to  the  pay¬ 
ment,  except  for  any  installment  aforesaid  due  and 
unpaid;  and  the  Contractor,  on  accepting  any  such 
payment,  shall  be  thereby  released  from  all  claims  or 
liabilities  to  the  City  for  any  act,  failure  or  neglect  of 
the  Contractor,  its  agents  or  employees,  prior  to  such 
payment;  provided,  however,  that  no  liability  arising 
from  the  use  of  any  patent,  patent  right,  material 
or  implement  by  the  Contractor,  its  agents  or 
employees,  shall  be  discharged  or  affected  by  any  such 
payment. 

ARTICLE  10.  If  the  City  shall  in  any  year  make 
daily  collections  and  deliveries  of  garbage  (not  including 
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Sundays  and  holidays)  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  three 
successive  months,  the  City  may  make  deduction  from 
any  payment  by  it  thereafter  to  be  made  to  the  Con¬ 
tractor,  of  the  sum  of  $833.33  for  each  and  every  month 
during  which  such  daily  collections  and  deliveries  of 
garbage  shall  have  been  made  by  the  City  to  the  Con¬ 
tractor. 

ARTICLE  11.  The  City,  on  request  of  the  Contrac¬ 
tor  and  of  the  New  England  Sanitary  Product  Company, 
shall  allow  said  company  to  assign  its  contracts  with  the 
City  for  disposal  of  refuse  to  the  Contractor. 

ARTICLE  12.  The  City  shall  not  dispose  of  any  of 
the  refuse  to  be  collected  and  delivered  by  it  under  this 
contract,  nor  allow  any  thereof,  so  far  as  it  can  prevent, 
to  be  disposed  of,  other  than  as  herein  provided,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Contractor;  shall  cause  the  garbage 
that  is  to  be  so  collected  and  delivered  to  be  kept,  col¬ 
lected  and  delivered  free  from  all  other  refuse  and  wastes 
(except  the  five  (5)  per  cent  hereinbefore  specified  in  the 
definition  of  garbage),  and  shall,  by  ordinance  and  other¬ 
wise,  co-operate  with  the  Contractor  in  carrying  these 
provisions  into  effect;  if  any  employee  of  the  City  shall 
violate  any  of  the  provisions  he  shall  be  discharged  forth¬ 
with,  and  if  the  violation  is  done  wilfully  and  knowingly, 
the  City  shall  cause  the  employee  to  be  prosecuted. 

ARTICLE  13.  The  City  and  Contractor  shall  allow 
any  question  arising  under  the  contract  to  be  determined 
by  a  majority  of  three  persons,  one  selected  by  the 
President  of  the  Contractor,  one  by  the  Officer,  and  the 
third  by  the  two  so  selected,  and  all  such  determinations 
shall  be  conformed  to;  and  said  three  persons,  the 
Officer,  Contractor  and  any  person  designated  by  either, 
may  enter  upon  and  inspect  the  property  and  work  of 
the  City  or  Contractor  at  all  times  and  places,  and  shall 
be  provided  with  safe  and  proper  facilities  therefor.

Dear  Sir, —  In  response  to  your  call  for  proposals 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  dated  March  23,  1911,  and 
published  in  the  City  Record  for  April  1,  1911,  the 
Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Company  files  with 
you  herewith  its  certified  check  for  ten  thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  invitation  and 
submits  the  following  proposal  and  accompanying  plans : 

Proposal  No.  1  of  the  Boston  Development  and 
Sanitary  Company  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

First  Definitions. —  The  following  words  hereinafter  * 
used  shall  have  the  meanings  in  this  paragraph  set 
forth : 

(a)  “City”  means  the  City  of  Boston. 

( b )  “Officer”  means  the  present  Commissioner  in 
charge  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  or  his 
successor,  or  such  other  person  as  may  hereafter  be 
designated  from  time  to  time  to  supervise  the  work 
contemplated. 

( c )  “Company”  means  the  Boston  Development  and 
Sanitary  Company,  a  corporation  duly  organized  under 
the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

(d)  “Scow”  means  any  conveyance  for  removing 
refuse  by  water. 

(e)  “Station”  means  the  land,  buildings,  equipments 
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and  facilities  incidental  thereto  at  which  refuse  collected 
by  the  City  is  to  be  delivered  either  inland  or  at  the 
water  front. 

(/)  “Refuse”  means  garbage,  ashes,  waste  paper, 
street  sweepings,  house  dirt  and  other  house  refuse  and 
all  other  articles  included  within  the  terms  “all  ashes 
accumulated  from  the  burning  of  materials  for  heating 
habitations,  cooking  and  other  domestic  purposes,  house 
dirt  and  house  offal  and  all  noxious  and  refuse  sub¬ 
stances,”  as  these  words  are  used  in  section  1  of  chapter 
9  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston,  passed  in  the 
municipal  year  1910-11,  but  does  not  include  market 
waste,  brick,  mortar,  tiling,  etc.,  or  rubbish  or  wastings 
or  excavations  resulting  from  building  or  construction 
operations  or  ashes  from  manufacturing  plants  or  office 
buildings  or  “empty  boxes,  packages,  packing  and  other 
store  refuse  from  shops,  stores  and  warehouses,”  as  said 
words  are  used  in  the  section  aforesaid  as  amended  by 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
year  1911-12. 

(g)  “Store  waste”  means  “empty  boxes,  packages, 
packing  and  other  store  refuse  from  shops,  stores  and 
warehouses,”  as  said  words  are  used  in  said  section  as 
amended. 

(h)  “Garbage”  means  refuse  of  organic  nature  con¬ 
sisting  of  swill  or  accumulations  attending  the  prepara¬ 
tion  or  decay  of  meats,  fish,  fowl,  birds,  vegetable  or 
food  wastes  containing  not  more  than  5  per  cent  by 
weight  or  other  refuse  and  does  not  include  market 
waste  or  street  sweepings. 

(i)  “Receptacle”  means  scows,  cars,  tanks,  bins, 
trucks  or  vehicles  of  every  kind  in  which  such  materials 
may  be  dumped  by  the  City  at  the  stations. 

Second.  Construction. —  The  Company  shall  at  its 
own  expense  erect  before  January  1,  1912,  all  of  the 
buildings,  driveways,  facilities,  machinery,  appliances 
and  appurtenances  necessary  to  the  complete  and  satis¬ 
factory  operation  of  the  stations  and  shall  thereafter 
operate  and  maintain  the  same,  and  all  subject  to 
the  approval  and  direction  of  the  Officer;  but  so  far  as  the 
same  are  placed  upon  property  owned  by  the  City  the 
Company  shall  have  the  use  of  said  property  rent  free. 
If  the  City  prefers  to  do  the  erecting  aforesaid  at  its  own 
expense,  at  any  one  or  more  or  all  of  the  stations,  then 
the  City  may  do  said  erecting  at  its  own  expense  and 
shall  thereafter  maintain  said  structures  at  its  own 
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expense,  and  the  Company  shall  pay  to  the  City  for  the 
use  of  each  station  so  erected  and  maintained  in  repair 
the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  per  annum. 
Said  structures  and  appliances  shall  be  in  substantial 
conformity  to  the  plans  and  descriptions  submitted  here¬ 
with  except  as  modifications  thereof  may  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  Officer  and  the  Company. 

Third.  Purchase  of  Plants. —  The  City  may  purchase 
at  the  end  of  the  term  of  the  contract  any  or  all  of  the 
stations  erected  at  the  expense  of  the  Company,  provided 
it  gives  to  the  Company  one  year’s  prior  written  notice 
of  the  exercise  of  this  option.  The  purchase  price  under 
said  option  shall  be  the  fair  value  of  the  property  so 
purchased,  to  be  determined  by  agreement  between  the 
City  and  the  Company,  or  otherwise  by  arbitration  as 
hereinafter  set  forth;  such  valuation  shall  be  determined 
not  less  than  six  months  prior  to  the  termination  of  said 
term.  Any  property  erected  at  the  expense  of  the 
Company  on  the  land  of  the  City  and  not  purchased  as 
aforesaid  may  be  removed  by  the  Company  forthwith 
after  the  termination  of  this  contract  and  the  Company 
shall  have  a  reasonable  time  within  which  to  make  such 
removal. 

Fourth.  Description  of  Stations. —  All  of  the  stations 
are  to  be  constructed  of  steel  throughout  on  concrete 
foundations,  with  the  exception  of  the  floor  systems 
which,  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  horses  from 
slipping  when  backing,  are  to  be  of  wood  or  suitable 
pavement  approved  by  the  Officer.  Each  station  will 
be  provided  with  a  baling  press  operated  by  power  in 
which  the  marketable  paper,  etc.,  will  be  baled  for 
removal  as  rapidly  as  sorted.  Each  station  will  be 
provided  with  an  incinerator  for  the  consumption  of 
residue  paper  and  rubbish  left  after  picking,  and  this 
incinerator  shall  be  of  a  modern  design  and  sanitary 
type  to  be  approved  by  the  Officer.  In  the  event  that 
the  Company  elects  to  use  the  residue  paper  and  rubbish 
left  after  picking  for  the  generation  of  steam  at  its 
garbage  reduction  plant,  then  this  residue  material 
will  be  baled  and  loaded  on  scows  and  shipped  to  the 
reduction  works  for  incineration  instead  of  being  incin¬ 
erated  at  the  station  location.  A  rotary  fan  will  be 
operated  at  each  station  so  as  to  secure  an  inward 
draught  at  all  openings.  This  rotary  fan  will  discharge 
into  the  incinerator  underneath  the  grates  thereof  and 
the  air  discharged  by  it  will  pass  through  the  fire  and 
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combustion  chamber  of  the  incinerator  and  into  the 
stack,  so  that  particles  or  odors  will  be  consumed. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  stations,  hereinafter  men¬ 
tioned,  the  Company  will  furnish  land  dumps  in  the 
outlying  sections  of  such  districts  as  contain  property 
below  grade,  so  far  as  such  property  may  be  reasonably 
available  and  sufficiently  removed  from  thickly  settled 
districts  as  not  to  become  objectionable  or  create  a 
nuisance.  The  City  may  make  use  of  such  land  dumps 
at  its  option  and  in  so  far  as  it  may  find  them  to  be 
economical  and  desirable  for  dumping  ashes  and  street 
sweepings,  but  not  for  dumping  paper  or  garbage. 

Fifth.  Water  Front  Stations. —  Water  front  stations 
will  consist  of  a  covered  and  inclosed  dumping  board 
under  which  the  garbage  scows  may  pass  and  be  entirely 
inclosed,  and  this  dumping  board  shall  be  covered  over 
and  inclosed  in  a  steel  structure  substantially  as  shown 
on  the  typical  plans  submitted  herewith.  The  ash 
dump  at  each  water  front  station  shall  have  an  overhang 
so  proportioned  to  the  width  of  the  scows  that  the  City 
vehicles  will  dump  substantially  on  the  center  of  the 
scows  and  so  that  there  will  be  no  delays  or  loss  of  time 
due  to  the  scows  loading  to  one  side  with  a  list.  This 
dumping  board  shall  be  covered  over  with  a  steel  struc¬ 
ture  substantially  as  shown  in  the  typical  plans  submitted 
herewith.  The  paper  shed  shall,  where  possible,  be 
located  between  the  garbage  board  and  the  ash  board 
and  inclosed  with  a  steel  structure. 

Sixth.  Description  of  Railroad  Stations. —  The  rail¬ 
road  station  shall  consist  of  a  steel  building  of  two  stories 
on  concrete  foundation,  excepting  that  the  lower  floor 
may  be  paved  and  the  second  floor  may  be  either  of  wood 
or  such  paving  approved  by  the  Officer  as  will  prevent 
the  horses  from  slipping  in  backing.  The  cars  will 
enter  the  station  from  the  end  thereof  and  on  the  lower 
floor.  When  material  is  being  dumped  in  them  they 
will  be  entirely  inclosed  in  the  station  building.  The 
second  floor  will  have  an  overhang  so  proportioned  to 
the  width  of  the  car  that  the  carts  and  trucks  delivering 
material  for  the  City  may  dump  their  loads  substantially 
into  the  center  of  the  cars  and  thus  avoid  all  delays 
in  waiting  for  carts  to  be  dumped.  Cars  receiving 
ashes  will,  as  soon  as  loaded,  be  covered  over  with  tar¬ 
paulin  similar  to  the  best  practice  prevailing  elsewhere 
and  similar  to  the  tarpaulin  covering  used  over  the 
goods  wagons  operated  on  the  railroads  of  England.  The 
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ash  cars  will  be  standard,  of  the  high  side  gondola  type, 
with  specially  designed  side  doors.  The  cars  carrying 
garbage  will  contain  or  carry  steel  receptacles  or  tanks 
into  which  the  garbage  will  be  dumped,  and  each  recep¬ 
tacle  or  tank  as  soon  as  filled  will  have  a  gaskated  air¬ 
tight  cover  fastened  down  with  bolts  so  that  as  rapidly 
as  each  tank  is  loaded  it  will  be  to  all  intents  and  pur¬ 
poses  hermetically  sealed.  Each  station  shall  be  fully 
inclosed  except  the  openings  required  for  ventilation 
and  the  entrance  and  exit  of  vehicles. 

Seventh.  Description  of  Trucking  Stations. —  This 
class  of  station  will  be  used  only  in  cases  where  physical 
location  or  other  controlling  conditions  make  final 
transportation  by  scows  or  by  railroad  cars  impossible. 
Vehicles  of  transportation  at  trucking  stations  may  be 
either  horse  trucks  or  automobile  trucks  to  suit  local 
conditions.  The  trucks  hauling  ashes  will  have  steel 
bodies  and  be  covered  with  tarpaulin  and  the  trucks 
carrying  garbage  will  have  steel  bodies  and  be  covered 
with  steel  covers.  The  trucking  stations  will  consist 
of  a  two-story  building  built  on  concrete  footings  with 
a  steel  superstruction,  substantially  as  shown  on  the 
t}^pical  plans  submitted  herewith.  Around  one  or  more 
sides  of  the  building  will  be  constructed  bins.  The  top 
of  each  bin  will  be  at  the  floor  level  of  the  upper  floor 
with  a  dumping  log  so  placed  that  the  City’s  trucks 
may  discharge  their  load  directly  into  the  bins  without 
delay  or  hindrance.  Each  bin  will  hold  the  quantity  of 
material  necessary  to  fill  the  vehicle  used  to  transport 
it  away.  The  bottom  of  each  bin  will  be  opened  and 
closed  by  a  drop  door  actuated  with  worm  gear  and 
chains.  The  bins  used  for  garbage  will  be  of  steel 
and  the  bottom  doors  will  close  on  soft  gaskets  so  as  to 
keep  them  tight.  The  floor  of  the  upper  story  of  the 
station  will  be  of  wood,  and  the  bins  used  for  ashes  may 
be  either  steel  or  wood.  The  floor  of  the  lower  story  of 
the  trucking  stations  will  be  of  pavement  approved  by 
the  Officer. 

Eighth.  Method  of  Operation. —  The  refuse  will  be 
delivered  by  the  City  and  received  by  the  Company 
substantially  as  follows: 

The  ashes  and  street  sweepings  may  come  in  separate 
or  mixed  as  may  best  suit  the  convenience  of  the  City. 
They  will  be  dumped  by  the  City  vehicles  directly  into 
the  receptacles  set  apart  for  the  receipt  of  such  material, 
and  these  receptacles,  excepting  scows,  when  filled  shall 
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be  covered  over  and  transported  to  a  point  where  the 
Company  may  acquire  property  to  be  filled  in  or  acquire 
the  right  to  do  filling  for  other  owners  of  property,  or  to 
docks,  as  hereinafter  set  forth.  The  paper  and  light 
combustible  refuse  is  to  be  collected  and  delivered  to 
the  stations  separate  as  far  as  possible  from  the  ashes 
or  street  sweepings  or  garbage.  Each  class  is  to  be 
unloaded  by  the  City  at  the  place  in  each  station  set 
apart  for  that  purpose.  The  salable  products  may  be 
picked  out  at  the  stations  and  the  residue  baled  for 
transportation  to  a  general  incinerating  plant  or  incin¬ 
erated  at  a  local  incinerating  plant,  as  the  case  may  be. 
The  garbage  will  be  dumped  by  the  City  into  the  recepta¬ 
cles  provided  at  that  portion  of  the  station  set  apart  for 
the  receipt  of  garbage,  whence  it  will  be  removed  in 
scows,  cars  or  trucks,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  recepta¬ 
cles  sufficient  to  receive  all  materials  delivered  shall  be 
on  hand  at  all  stations  during  all  times  of  the  day  to 
fully  provide  for  the  maximum  demand  of  the  City  at 
all  times.  The  products  of  incineration  shall  be  removed 
and  used  for  filling  or  otherwise  disposed  of  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  the  ashes  delivered  by  the  City. 

The  Company  will  maintain  a  telephone  and  a  com¬ 
petent  foreman  in  charge  of  each  station,  who  shall  be 
present  at  all  working  hours  to  receive  and  carry  out 
such  orders  as  the  Officer  or  his  authorized  representative 
may  give. 

Ninth.  City  Filling  Option. — ■  In  the  event  that  the 
City  desires  to  have  the  ashes  and  other  waste  suitable 
for  filling  for  use  in  filling  on  or  about  islands,  flats  or 
marsh  lands  owned  by  the  City  or  by  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  and  shall  give  the  Company  sixty  days’  prior 
written  notice  to  that  effect,  then  the  Company  shall 
transport  said  ashes  or  other  filling  waste  so  far  as  the 
same  has  been  delivered  to  the  water-front  stations  to 
any  suitable  dock  extending  into  water  navigable  for 
ordinary  scows  and  tugboats  and  situated  within  a 
radius  of  five  miles  from  the  eastern  end  of  Castle  Island, 
said  ashes  or  other  filling  waste  to  be  unloaded  from  said 
scows  by  the  City  promptly  on  arrival  and  at  the  City’s 
expense. 

Tenth.  Reduction  and  Refining  of  Garbage. —  The 
garbage  will  be  removed  to  a  reduction  works  located 
on  Spectacle  Island  or  elsewhere,  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Officer.  Garbage  will  be  handled  from  the  barges 
or  scows  by  means  of  grab  buckets  and  conveyed  to  the 
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top  floor  of  the  digester  building.  Alongside  of  this 
conveyer  the  tin  cans,  glass,  etc.,  will  be  picked  out  and 
the  garbage  will  be  delivered  into  the  digesters. 

Cooking. —  The  garbage  will  be  cooked  in  the  conven¬ 
tional  type  of  digester,  which  digester  will  be  provided 
with  the  usual  attachments,  blow-off  valves,  vapor  con¬ 
densers,  drop  valves,  etc. 

A  large  gate  valve  will  be  provided  at  the  bottom  to 
deliver  the  material  when  finished  into  the  skimming 
vats. 

All  vapors  given  off  during  the  process  of  cooking  are 
carried  off  by  means  of  fans  through  spray  condensers 
and  into  sterilizing  tanks.  All  vapors  in  the  room  are 
treated  likewise  and  carried  off  by  means  of  fans  to  the 
sterilizing  tanks. 

Pressing. —  After  being  dumped  into  the  slush  or 
skimming  vats  the  material  will  be  drawn  diiectly  into 
presses  and  pressed.  All  spaces  are  so  connected  up 
that  the  vapors  will  be  carried  away  by  fans  into  the 
condensing  and  sterilizing  apparatus.  The  air  in  press 
room  and  the  air  in  the  cooking  room  will  be  con¬ 
tinuously  removed  and  blown  into  spray  condensers 
and  sterilizing  tanks. 

The  liquids  pressed  out  by  presses  will  be  caught  in 
catch-basins  and  skimmed.  The  remaining  water  will 
be  pumped  into  evaporators  and  made  into  commercial 
stick  which  will  be  handled  in  the  usual  manner. 

Drying. —  By  means  of  conveyers  the  pressed  garbage 
will  be  handled  quickly  to  the  dryer  room.  This  dryer 
room  is  equipped  with  spray  condensers  and  dust  collec¬ 
tors,  preventing  the  escape  of  all  dust  and  odors.  The 
condenser  for  this  will  be  made  amply  large  with  a  large 
supply  of  water  and  an  adequate  sterilizing  tank. 

Grease  Extraction. —  The  dry  material  will  be  carried 
by  conveyer  to  the  grease  extraction  plant,  where  it 
will  be  percolated  with  naphtha  in  modern  extraction 
apparatus.  The  grease  from  this  is  put  into  storage 
tanks.  The  solid  matter  remaining  will  be  conveyed 
into  the  final  dry  room  where  it  will  be  redried.  The 
vapors  will  be  taken  care  of  in  this  redrying  room  the 
same  as  in  the  preliminary  dry  room. 

Grinding  and  Storage. —  After  the  final  drying  a  con¬ 
veyer  takes  the  material  to  the  storage  mill  and  screen 
room  where  it  is  ground  and  screened  and  packed  or 
stored  in  bulk. 

Conveyers. —  All  the  conveyers  will  be  hermetically 
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sealed  and  connected  by  means  of  vapor  pipes  to  the 
vapor  condenser. 

By  this  means  from  the  time  the  material  is  placed 
into  the  digester  until  it  is  finally  turned  out  as  dry 
tankage  it  is  not  exposed  to  the  atmosphere  and  is  at  all 
times  under  either  pressure  or  vacuum;  the  pressure 
being  in  the  tanks  and  the  vacuum  is  furnished  by  the 
fans  used  to  convey  the  vapors  to  the  condensers. 

General . —  The  entire  arrangement  is  such  that  the 
material  will  be  very  quickly  handled,  passing  contin¬ 
uously  from  one  process  to  the  next.  The  buildings  will 
be  amply  large,  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The 
machinery  and  apparatus  will  be  of  the  latest,  most 
modern  and  sanitary,  and  of  the  best  type  known  for  the 
purposes  intended.  Ample  steam,  electricity,  vacuum 
circulation  and  water  will  be  provided  to  efficiently  take 
care  of  all  the  processes. 

Eleventh.  Spectacle  Island. —  The  City  will,  at  the 
request  of  the  Company,  after  first  being  properly 
indemnified  by  the  Company,  exercise  such  options  as 
the  City  may  have  for  the  leasing  or  purchasing  of  the 
existing  reducing  and  refining  plant  on  Spectacle  Island 
and  transfer  the  same  to  the  Company. 

Twelfth.  Sanitation. —  The  entire  plants,  equipments 
and  appurtenances  shall  be  each  of  its  kind  of  the  latest, 
most  modern  and  sanitary  type  and  shall  conform  in 
every  particular  to  the  best  and  most  modern  practices 
in  use.  The  greatest  possible  amount  of  care  will  be 
used  at  all  times  in  the  handling  of  all  materials.  No 
refuse  will  be  allowed  to  escape  from  vehicles.  The 
greatest  precaution  will  be  taken  and  the  most  modern 
appliances  used  to  prevent  the  escape  of  gases  and 
noxious  odors  and  to  protect  health  and  comfort.  Any 
refuse  inadvertently  dropped  will  be  forthwith  removed 
and  placed  in  the  proper  receptacle.  All  tanks,  bins, 
cars,  vehicles  or  other  receptacles  used  for  the  receipt 
or  transporting  of  garbage  from  railroad  stations  or 
trucking  stations  will  be  washed  out  and  sterilized  with 
steam  immediately  after  each  load  is  dumped  and 
before  the  receipt  of  another  load. 

Thirteenth.  Navigation. —  Nothing  except  liquids  will 
be  permitted  to  escape  into  navigable  waters  and  nothing 
except  liquids  will  be  placed  in  any  tidal  waters  except 
nonfloatable  filling  material  lawfully  dumped. 

Fourteenth.  Supervision. —  The  officer  and  his  repre¬ 
sentatives  may  at  all  times  have  access  to  the  various 
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plants  to  determine  the  manner  in  which  the  work  is 
being  carried  out.  The  Company  will  discharge  imme¬ 
diately  upon  demand  any  employee  who  is  objectionable 
to  the  Officer. 

Fifteenth.  Commercial  Waste. —  The  Company  shall 
receive  at  the  stations  all  market  waste  and  ashes,  empty 
boxes,  packages,  packing  and  other  store  waste  from 
shops,  stores  and  warehouses  not  required  now  under 
the  existing  ordinances  to  be  collected  and  delivered  free 
by  the  City,  upon  a  payment  to  be  made  by  the  party 
making  delivery  of  a  sum  equal  to  four  cents  per  flour 
barrel  for  each  barrel  of  material  delivered,  and  the  Com¬ 
pany  shall  further  receive  at  said  stations  all  such  waste 
collected  by  the  City  through  arrangements  made 
between  the  City  and  the  owners  of  such  waste,  provided 
that  the  City  will  pay  to  the  Company  a  sum  equal  to 
fifty-five  per  cent  (55%)  of  any  amounts  that  may  be 
charged  by  the  City  to  the  producer  of  such  refuse  for 
the  performing  of  such  service,  but  said  amount  so  paid 
by  the  City  to  the  Company  shall  in  any  event  be  not 
less  than  three  and  eighty-five  one-hundredths  (3.85) 
cents  per  flour  barrel. 

Sixteenth.  Building  W  aste. —  The  Company  shall 
receive  at  any  of  its  water  front  stations  earth  or  other 
excavated  material  or  debris  from  the  construction  or 
wrecking  of  buildings  or  works  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed 
thirty  (30)  cents  per  cubic  yard. 

Seventeenth.  Sorting. —  The  Company  may  at  the 
stations  sort  out  such  part  of  any  refuse  other  than 
garbage  as  can  be  sorted  and  disposed  of  in  a  sanitary 
manner.  It  shall  then  make  disposition  of  the  residue 
as  herein  described  and  in  a  manner  not  objectionable  to 
the  public  health  and  comfort. 

Eighteenth.  Extraordinary  Conditions. —  In  case  of 
extraordinary  snow  or  ice  or  fire  or  other  extraor¬ 
dinary  conditions  preventing  the  carrying  out  of  the 
disposal  of  refuse  as  herein  provided,  the  Company 
may,  for  a  reasonable  time,  temporarily  and  during 
the  period  of  such  emergency  use  any  reasonable 
method  of  reduction  or  disposal  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  Officer. 

Nineteenth.  Marking  of  Receptacles. —  The  Company 
will  keep  its  premises,  receptacles  and  appliances  at  all 
times  marked  with  the  name  of  the  Company. 

Twentieth.  Uniforms. —  The  Company  shall  require 
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its  employees  at  the  stations  to  wear  such  identifying 
uniforms  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Officer. 

Twenty-first.  Preference  in  Employment. —  The  Com¬ 
pany  in  carrying  on  its  work  will  give  preference  in  em¬ 
ployment  on  any  work  to  be  done  in  the  city,  first,  to 
registered  voters  of  the  city;  second,  to  other  citizens  of 
the  city;  and,  third,  to  other  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
The  presentation  by  an  applicant  for  such  employment 
of  a  tax  bill  for  the  last  year  in  which  annual  tax  bills 
were  issued,  made  out  to  him,,  duly  receipted  and  stamped 
by  the  Election  Commissioners  or  by  any  Registrar  or 
Assistant  Registrar  of  Voters,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  citizenship. 

Twenty -second.  Terms  of  Employment. —  Unless  other¬ 
wise  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Officer,  the  Company 
shall  pay  all  employees  on  any  such  work  no  less  wages 
than  are  customary  in  said  city  in  their  several  employ¬ 
ments  and  shall  not  request  or  require  any  laborers, 
workmen  and  mechanics  working  thereon  within  this 
Commonwealth  in  the  employ  of  the  Contractor,  sub¬ 
contractor  or  other  person  contracting  to  do  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  work,  to  work  more  than  eight  hours 
in  any  one  calendar  day  and  shall  allow  every  employee 
full  liberty  to  lodge,  board  and  trade  when  and  with 
whom  he  may  choose,  and  shall  not  obstruct  any  other 
person  in  doing  work  for  the  City. 

Twenty -third.  Permits  and  Notices. —  The  Company 
shall  take  out  all  permits  and  give  all  notices  required 
by  public  authorities  and  shall  pay  all  charges  and  fees 
incident  to  doing  its  work. 

Twenty -fourth.  Assignment. —  The  Company  will  not 
assign,  transfer,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  or  attempt 
to  dispose  of  the  contract  proposed,  or  its  right,  title  or 
interest  therein  or  to  the  same  without  the  previous 
written  consent  of  the  Officer,  and  will  not  assign  by 
power  of  attorney  or  otherwise  any  of  the  moneys  to 
become  due  and  payable  under  this  contract  unless  by 
and  with  the  like  consent  signified  in  like  manner.  If 
the  Company  shall,  without  such  previous  written 
consent,  assign,  transfer,  convey  or  otherwise  dispose  of 
said  contract  or  of  its  right,  title  or  interest  therein  or  any 
of  the  moneys  to  become  due  under  said  contract  to  any 
other  person,  company  or  corporation,  whether  said 
assignment  be  special  or  a  general  assignment  for  the 
benefit  of  creditors  or  otherwise,  or  in  case  said  Company 
shall  be  adjudicated  bankrupt,  then  this  contract  may, 
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at  the  option  of  the  Officer,  be  revoked  and  annulled,  and 
the  City  shall  thereupon  be  relieved  and  discharged 
from  any  and  all  liability  and  obligation  growing  out  of 
the  same  to  the  Company  and  to  its  assignee  or  transferee 
except  such  liability  as  the  City  may  be  under  for  serv¬ 
ices  theretofore  performed  under  the  contract  or  for 
the  payment  for  property  purchased  or  to  permit  the 
removal  of  that  not  purchased  and  no  right  under  this 
contract  or  to  any  money  to  become  due  hereunder  shall 
be  asserted  against  the  City  in  law  or  in  equity  by  reason 
of  any  so-called  assignment  of  this  contract  or  any  part 
thereof  or  to  any  moneys  to  grow  due  hereunder  unless 
authorized  as  aforesaid  by  the  written  consent  of  the 
Officer. 

Twenty-fifth.  Default. —  If  the  Company  shall  fail  to 
carry  on  its  work  as  herein  required  the  Officer  may 
deliver  to  the  President  or  Clerk  of  the  Company  notice 
in  writing  signed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city  of  the  said 
failure,  and  if  it  shall  continue  for  more  than  forty-eight 
(48)  hours  after  the  giving  of  the  notice,  the  City,  using 
any  part  of  the  labor,  material  or  equipment  of  the  Com¬ 
pany,  and  by  day  labor  or  otherwise,  may  do  the  work 
which  the  Company  shall  have  failed  to  do,  and  the 
Company  shall  pay  to  the  City  all  expenses,  losses  and 
damages  incurred  by  the  City  thereby. 

Twenty-sixth.  Indemnity. —  The  Company  agrees  to 
indemnify  and  save  harmless  said  City,  its  agents  or 
employees,  of  and  from  all  claims,  demands  or  actions 
against  the  city  or  its  agents  or  employees  arising  from 
any  failure  or  neglect  of  the  Company  or  from  the  use  of 
any  patent  right,  material  or  implement  by  the  Com¬ 
pany,  its  agents  or  employees,  in  doing  the  work,  and 
shall  pay  all  damages,  costs  and  expenses  of  the  City 
arising  from  any  such  claim  or  suit  or  from  any  injury 
to  the  property  of  the  City  by  said  persons  doing  said 
work  as  aforesaid. 

Twenty -seventh.  Collection. —  The  City  shall  collect 
the  refuse  from  all  parts  of  the  city  with  the  exception 
of  what  are  now  known  as  the  East  Boston  and  West 
Roxbury  districts  thereof,  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to 
the  Company  at  the  stations  and  dumps. 

Twenty -eighth.  Time  of  Payment. —  The  City  shall 
make  the  payments  under  this  contract  in  equal  monthly 
installments  on  the  tenth  day  of  each  month  of  each  year 
following  the  month  in  which  the  work  covered  by  said 
installment  was  done,  and  the  first  payment  shall  be 
made  on  the  tenth  day  of  February,  1912.

,  ORDINANCES  OF  1911,  CHAPTER  3, 

CONCERNING 

CONSUMPTIVES  HOSPITAL  DEPARTMENT. 


In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eleven. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  eighteen  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  By  insert¬ 
ing  in  line  thirteen,  section  one,  after  the  word  “ street/’ 
the  words  “and  of  the  hospitabfor  consumptives, ”  and 
by  adding  four  new  sections  as  follows: 

Sect.  5.  Said  board  shall  make  all  needful  and 
necessary  regulations  concerning  the  reception,  care, 
treatment  and  discharge  of  patients  in  the  hospitals 
under  its  charge;  shall  admit  to  the  consumptives’ 
hospital  only  persons  who  are  bona  fide  residents  of 
Boston  at  the  time  of  application  for  admission  to  said 
hospital.  The  charges  for  the  support  of  such  inmates 
of  said  hospitals  as  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay,  or 
who  have  persons  or  kindred  bound  by  law  to  maintain 
them,  shall  be  paid  by  such  inmates,  persons  or  kindred 
at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  said  Board,  and  all  amounts 
so  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  collector. 

Sect.  6.  Said  board  shall  in  its  annual  report  include 
a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  hospitals,  the  number 
of  inmates  in  each,  the  admissions  thereto  and  discharges 
therefrom  and  the  births  and  deaths  therein  during  the 
year. 
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Sect.  7.  All  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  consump¬ 
tives  hospital  trustees  by  statute  or  ordinance,  the 
employees  of  said  department,  and  the  appropriations 
for  said  department,  are  hereby  transferred  to  the 
board  of  health. 

Sect.  8.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1906  and 
chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1909,  and  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the 
day  of  1911.

CONSUMPTIVES  HOSPITAL  DEPARTMENT.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  That  an  ordinance  abolishing  the  con¬ 
sumptives  hospital  department  and  transferring  its 
powers  and  duties  to  the  board  of  health,  recommended 
in  a  message  of  his  honor  the  mayor,  dated  February 
13,  1911,  filed  with  the  city  clerk  on  that  date,  and 
rendered  operative  by  the  failure  of  the  city  council 
to  adopt  or  reject  it  within  the  prescribed  period  of 
sixty  days  thereafter,  be  and  hereby  is  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1906, 
and  chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1909,  if  repealed 
by  ordinance  filed  February  13,  1911,  are  hereby 
re-enacted.

THREE  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY-FIRST  LOCATION. 


City  of  Boston, 

In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  May  16,  1911. 

Ordered ,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  an  addition  to  its  existing  locations,  as  follows: 

On  Boylston  street,  west  of  Massachusetts  avenue, 
an  additional  cross  connection;  said  tracks  being  sub¬ 
stantially  as  shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by 
A.  L.  Plimpton,  dated  March  27,  1911,  and  deposited 
in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works; 
together  with  all  necessary  curves,  crossovers,  switches 
and  connections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
overhead  single  trolley  electric  system  of  motive  power 
in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and  to  erect, 
maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in 
height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots  or  circles  on  the 
aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places,  to  be  shown  by 
blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  to  place  on  said 
poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Wires  shall  approve. 
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The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order 
is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the 
same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and 
quality  of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks,  and  the 
kind  and  locations  of  poles  shall  be  under  the  direction 
and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  and  shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  con¬ 
dition  that  said  railway  company  shall  accept  this  order, 
and  shall  file  such  acceptance  with  the  Board  of  Street 
Commissioners  in  accordance  with  tine  provisions  of 
statute  law;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void. 

The  whole  work  authorized  to  be  done  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  order  shall  be  completed  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order.

NINETEENTH  LOCATION. 


In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  May  29,  1911.

September  27,  1910/’  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this 
order  is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying 
the  same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used  and  the  kind  and 
quality  of  material  used  in  the  paving  of  said  tracks 
shall  be  under  the  direction  and  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  shall  be  approved 
by  him. 

Also  upon  condition  that  said  railway  company  shall 
accept  this  order,  and  shall  file  such  acceptance  with 
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the  Bo,ard  of  Street  Commissioners  in  accordance  with 
statute  law;  otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void. 

The  whole  work  to  be  done  under  the  provisions  of 
this  order  shall  be  completed  within  six  months  from 
the  date  of  the  passage  of  this  order.

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OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL  RELA¬ 
TIVE  TO  AUTHORITY  OF  CITY  COUNCIL 
TO  APPROPRIATE  MONEY  FOR  SCHOOL 
PURPOSES. 


City  of  Boston, 

Law  Department,  June  27,  1911. 

To  the  Citij  Council  of  Boston: 

Gentlemen, — There  has  been  referred  to  me  for  my 
opinion  as  to  its  legality  the  following  order: 

“  Ordered,  That  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
chapter  261  of  the  Acts  of  1893  the  City  Auditor  be  and 
hereby  is  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor, 
to  transfer  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  ($13,000) 
from  the  appropriation  for  Reserve  Fund  to  an  appro¬ 
priation  for  Extended  Use  of  School  Buildings,  to  be 
expended  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings.” 

In  my  opinion  the  City  Council  has  no  right  under 
the  statutes  to  make  an  appropriation  of  this  kind,  and 
if  the  transfer  was  made  the  money  could  not  be  expended 
for  the  purposes  indicated  in  sundry  papers  which 
accompany  the  Mayor’s  recommendation. 

The  city  has  no  power  under  the  statutes  to  expend 
the  money  of  the  taxpayers  for  purposes  not  authorized 
by  law.  The  only  authority  for  towns  or  cities  to 
expend  money  for  such  purposes  would  be  that  the 
expenditures  were  made  for  school  purposes. 

Since  1898  the  City  Council  of  Boston  has  had  no 
authority  to  appropriate  money  for  school  purposes, 
and  in  the  phrase  “school  purposes”  is  included  by 
statute  the  care,  custody  and  control  of  buildings  used 
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by  the  public  schools,  the  compensation  of  janitors,  the 
fixing  of  their  compensation  and  duties. 

In  1898  the  School  Committee  were  given  the  sole 
authority  to  appropriate  money  for  school  purposes. 
Chapter  388  of  the  Acts  of  1909  provides  that  the  School 
Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  each  year  may  make 
such  appropriations  by  items  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools  as  it  deems  necessary.  The  total  amount 
to  be  thus  appropriated  for  the  public  schools  of  the 
city  and  their  support  in  addition  to  the  money  which 
may  be  given  therefor,  the  income  collected,  the  balance 
of  appropriations  of  years  preceding  such  year,  and  the 
money  which  may  be  authorized  by  acts  of  the  General 
Court,  shall  not  exceed  for  the  financial  year  ending  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  January  in  the  year  1911,  $3.60 
upon  each  one  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation  on 
which  the  appropriations  of  the  City  Council  are  based. 
This  act  and  an  amendment  thereto  provides  what  pro¬ 
portion  of  this  $3.60  shall  be  appropriated  solely  for 
new  school  buildings,  lands,  yards  and  furnishings  and 
for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings. 

I  am  informed  that  the  total  amount  which  can  be 
thus  appropriated  for  the  public  schools  of  this  city  and 
their  support,  including  the  care,  custody,  etc.,  of  school 
buildings,  has  been  appropriated  by  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee.  If  so,  no  more  money  can  be  expended  until 
the  Legislature  changes  this  limit. 

In  carrying  out  the  idea  of  preventing  the  City  Council 
or  any  officer  of  the  city  except  the  Schoolhouse  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  representatives  of  the  School  Com¬ 
mittee  from  having  anything  to  do  with  the  schools  or 
school  buildings,  sundry  statutes  have  been  passed,  and 
the  charter  amendments  of  1909  were  framed  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  statutes  and  this  idea. 

Section  2  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909  contains 
the  following:  “The  Mayor  from  time  to  time  may  make 
to  the  City  Council  in  the  form  of  an  ordinance  or  loan 
order  filed  with  the  city  clerk  such  recommendations 
other  than  for  school  purposes  as  he  may  deem  to  be  for 
the  welfare  of  the  city.’7 

Section  3  says:  “All  appropriations  other  than  for 
school  purposes  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans  shall  originate  with  the  mayor, 
who  within  thirty  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal 
year  shall  submit  to  the  City  Council  the  annual  budget 
of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and  county,  and  may 
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submit  thereafter  supplementary  budgets  until  such 
time  as  the  tax  rate  for  the  year  shall  have  been  fixed.” 

Before  the  city  charter  amendments  it  was  provided 
that  the  City  Council  should  have  authority  to  make 
appropriations  of  all  public  moneys  except  for  the 
support  of  the  public  schools. 

I  am  unable  to  say  how  the  laudable  object  of  the 
petitioners  in  the  papers  accompanying  the  recommen¬ 
dation  of  the  Mayor  can  be  carried  out  unless  the  Legis¬ 
lature  gives  authority  to  the  City  Council  to  appropriate 
money  for  this  purpose  or  the  School  Committee  makes 
an  appropriation  for  the  purpose  either  from  the  appro¬ 
priation  for  school  purposes  or  else  from  money  con¬ 
tributed  by  persons  desirous  of  accomplishing  the 
objects  set  forth  in  the  petition. 

Another  legal  objection  is  that  as  under  the  statutes 
the  School  Committee  has  the  care,  custody  and  control 
of  the  school  buildings,  the  appointment  of  the  janitors 
and  the  fixing  of  their  duties  and  compensation,  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  would  have  no  more 
right  than  any  other  citizen  to  enter  the  school  buildings, 
increase  the  compensation  of  the  janitors  and  their  duties  ' 
or  direct  them  when  to  open  and  close  the  schoolhouses 
during  the  summer.

Contract  Between  the  City  of  Boston  Acting  by 
the  Boston  Transit  Commission  and  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company  for  the  Use  of 
the  Subway. 

This  contract  made  this  seventh  day  of  Parties- 
December  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety-six  by  and  between  the  City 
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of  Boston  by  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
acting  by  a  majority  of  its  members  thereto 
duly  authorized  under  the  authority  vested  in 
it  by  the  acts  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts  chapter  478  of  the  year  1893  chapter 
548  of  the  year  1894  chapter  440  of  the  year 
1895  and  chapter  492  of  the  year  1896  and 
under  all  other  powers  it  hereto  enabling  party 
of  the  first  part  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
hereinafter  called  the  commission  also  acting 
by  a  majority  of  its  members  thereto  duly 
authorized  and  joining  in  the  grants  herein¬ 
after  made  in  its  own  behalf  in  exercise  of  the 
powers  conferred  upon  it  by  the  acts  afore¬ 
said  but  not  binding  its  members  in  their 
personal  capacity  by  any  agreement  herein 
contained  and  the  West  End  Street  Railway 
Company  party  of  the  second  part.  • 

Grant.  Witnesseth  The  party  of  the  first  part  in 

consideration  of  the  covenants  and  agreements 
of  the  party  of  the  second  part  herein  con¬ 
tained  hereby  grants  to  the  party  of  the 
second  part  for  the  term  hereinafter  stated 
and  subject  to  the  reservations  restrictions  and 
limitations  hereinafter  set  forth  the  entire  use 
and  occupation  of  the  subway  now  constructed 
or  hereafter  to  be  constructed  by  the  commis¬ 
sion  under  the  authority  of  the  aforesaid  acts 
the  same  to  be  used  however  only  for  locations 
of  the  railway  tracks  of  the  party  of  the  second 
part  for  the  operation  of  its  railway  and  for 
the  purposes  hereinafter  expressly  enumer¬ 
ated  including  in  such  uses  the  right  to  con¬ 
struct  maintain  renew  and  use  such  tracks 
together  with  switches  cross-overs  connec¬ 
tions  wires  appliances  fixtures  electrical  appa¬ 
ratus  and  all  other  machinery  and  equipment 
which  may  be  necessary  or  proper  from  time 
to  time  for  the  convenient  operation  of  the 
railway  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  the 
carrying  on  of  its  lawful  business  in  the  sub¬ 
way  and  the  performance  of  its  agreements 
hereinafter  contained. 

Definition  of  The  word  subway  as  used  above  and 

subway'  wherever  used  in  this  instrument  shall  include 
all  the  subway  subways  tunnels  entrances 
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approaches  connections  sidings  stations  and 
appurtenant  structures  and  fixtures  of  every 
kind  which  the  commission  has  constructed 
or  hereafter  may  construct  under  the  author¬ 
ity  of  the  aforesaid  acts  and  wherever  in  this 
instrument  a  portion  of  the  subway  is  referred 
to  there  shall  be  meant  a  continuous  and  con¬ 
nected  portion  of  the  subway  as  above  defined 
unless  a  different  signification  is  apparent. 

The  subway  is  to  be  constructed  substan¬ 
tially  according  to  the  route  and  with  the 
stations  indicated  on  the  plan  hereto  annexed 
and  marked  “  A  ’  ’  so  far  as  its  route  is  exhibited 
thereon  and  similar  to  the  portions  already 
completed.  Said  plan  is  entitled  “Boston 
Subway  —  Progress  to  August  15,  1896.” 

If  any  street  railway  company  is  now  using 
and  is  entitled  by  virtue  of  an  existing  con¬ 
tract  to  use  the  tracks  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part  in  any  portion  of  the  route  which 
is  or  hereafter  may  be  occupied  by  the  subway 
then  the  party  of  the  second  part  may  permit 
such  street  railway  company  to  use  during  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  the  term  of  this  grant  the 
tracks  which  may  be  laid  in  the  corresponding 
portion  of  the  subway  upon  such  terms  as  may 
be  agreed  upon  between  the  party  of  the 
second  part  and  such  other  street  railway 
company. 

If  any  corporation  having  the  right  to  carry 
passengers  in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  by 
authority  of  law  succeed  by  purchase  lease  or 
otherwise  to  all  the  property  rights  and  fran¬ 
chises  of  said  West  End  Street  Railway  Com¬ 
pany  the  said  railway  company  may  assign  to 
such  succeeding  corporation  all  the  rights 
privileges  and  powers  granted  and  conveyed 
by  this  contract  provided  however  and  on 
condition  that  said  succeeding  corporation 
shall  assume  all  the  duties  obligations  and 
undertakings  herein  imposed  upon  said  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company. 

The  use  of  the  subway  shall  begin  so  soon 
as  a  reasonable  time  after  its  completion  has 
been  allowed  the  party  of  the  second  part  for 
the  equipment  thereof.

Beginning  and 
length  of  term. 
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Compensation. 


The  commission  shall  determine  when  the 
use  shall  begin  and  shall  notify  the  party  of 
the  second  part  of  its  decision  and  if  in  the 
judgment  of  the  commission  any  portion  of 
the  subway  can  be  advantageously  used  before 
the  completion  of  the  whole  then  the  use  of 
such  portion  shall  begin  when  in  the  opinion 
of  the  commission  a  reasonable  time  after  the 
completion  of  such  portion  has  been  allowed 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  the  equip¬ 
ment  thereof  and  after  notice  to  that  effect 
has  been  given  to  the  party  of  the  second  part. 

The  rights  herein  granted  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  continue  for  the  term  of 
twenty  (20)  years  from  the  time  when  the 
right  to  use  the  subway  or  any  portion  thereof 
first  accrues. 

As  compensation  for  the  use  of  all  the  above 
premises  and  property  the  party  of  the  second 
part  agrees  to  pay  in  each  year  to  the  City  of 
Boston  a  sum  equal  to  four  and  seven-eighths 
(4|)  per  centum  of  seven  million  dollars 
($7,000,000)  or  four  and  seven-eighths  (4|) 
per  centum  of  the  net  cost  of  the  subway  if 
such  net  cost  be  less  than  seven  million  dollars 
($7,000,000),  said  net  cost  to  be  computed  in 
the  manner  below  provided.  Said  compensa¬ 
tion  is  to  begin  to  accrue  from  the  time  when 
the  use  of  the  said  premises  and  property 
begins  under  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this 
instrument  and  in  case  the  right  to  use  any 
portion  of  the  said  premises  and  property 
shall  begin  before  the  right  to  use  the  whole 
then  compensation  shall  be  paid  for  the  use 
of  such  portion  and  shall  begin  to  accrue  with 
its  use  and  shall  be  at  the  above  named  per¬ 
centage  of  the  net  cost  of  such  portion  to  be 
computed  as  below  set  forth. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees 
also  to  pay  in  each  year  after  it  shall  have 
acquired  the  use  of  all  portions  of  the  subway 
such  additional  compensation  if  any  as  may 
be  determined  by  a  computation  of  the  num¬ 
ber  of  passages  made  by  cars  in  and  through 
the  subway  as  hereinafter  provided  that  is 
to  say  in  case  the  amount  computed  as  below 
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provided  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of 
such  passages  exceeds  the  amount  determined 
by  a  percentage  of  the  net  cost  of  construction 
then  the  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  after 
so  acquiring  the  use  also  to  pay  as  compensa¬ 
tion  the  amount  of  such  excess.  It  is  therefore 
agreed  that  the  compensation  for  any  quarter 
of  a  year  after  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  have  acquired  the  use  of  all  portions  of 
the  subway  shall  not  be  less  than  a  sum  com¬ 
puted  by  charging  a  toll  of  five  cents  (SO. 05) 
for  each  passage  made  through  the  subway 
by  a  car  not  exceeding  twenty-five  (25)  feet 
in  body  length  and  at  a  proportionately  greater 
rate  for  each  car  of  greater  length  it  being 
understood  that  any  car  which  enters  or  passes 
through  the  subway  or  a  portion  thereof  in 
one  direction  and  then  reverses  its  direction 
within  the  subway  and  makes  a  return  trip 
shall  be  considered  as  making  two  passages 
but  otherwise  the  passing  through  the  subway 
shall  be  considered  as  a  single  passage  only 
and  it  being  also  understood  that  no  opening 
is  to  be  made  under  the  authority  of  existing 
statutes  by  which  cars  shall  enter  the  subway 
from  Washington  street  or  Devonshire  street. 
Cars  used  only  for  the  conveyance  of  the 
United  States  mails  or  for  construction  or 
repairs  or  as  motor  cars  only  and  carrying 
only  persons  necessary  for  such  purposes 
shall  not  be  included  in  computing  the  passages 
for  which  a  toll  is  to  be  charged.  The  party 
of  the  second  part  shall  keep  a  record  of  the 
passages  of  cars  for  which  payment  may  be 
charged  as  above  provided  and  shall  report 
the  same  quarterly  when  making  payment 
for  the  use  of  the  subway. 

In  determining  the  net  cost  of  the  premises 
and  property  or  of  any  portion  thereof  there 
shall  be  included  all  lawful  expenditures  of 
every  kind  incurred  by  the  commission  on 
account  of  the  acquisition  and  construction 
thereof  or  of  the  portion  to  be  used  as  the 
case  may  be  including  the  sums  paid  by  the 
commission  to  any  persons  by  way  of  damages 
for  property  taken  or  injured  or  for  personal 
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injuries  suffered  the  incidental  expenses  of 
the  commission  incurred  under  the  authority 
of  said  acts  the  sums  paid  to  the  commission 
for  salaries  of  its  members  and  also  such 
interest  at  the  rate  of  four  (4)  per  centum  per 
annum  as  shall  have  accrued  up  to  the  time 
when  the  use  by  the  party  of  the  second  part 
is  to  begin  on  any  debt  incurred  by  the  City 
of  Boston  at  the  request  or  in  behalf  of  the 
commission  in  acquiring  or  constructing  the 
said  premises  or  property  as  aforesaid  or 
the  portion  thereof  in  question  as  the  case 
may  be. 

From  the  gross  cost  so  ascertained  there 
shall  be  deducted  any  money  which  the  com¬ 
mission  may  then  have  received  from  the 
sales  or  other  disposition  of  any  property  or 
rights  which  may  have  been  included  in  esti¬ 
mating  the  gross  cost  and  there  shall  be  also 
deducted  at  a  fair  valuation  to  be  then  made 
by  the  commission  any  property  or  rights  so 
included  which  though  not  actually  sold  or 
otherwise  disposed  of  will  not  be  needed  in 
the  judgment  of  the  commission  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  for  which  the  premises  and  property 
are  to  be  used  by  the  party  of  the  second  part 
and  when  said  property  and  rights  have  been 
actually  sold  or  otherwise  finally  disposed  of 
an  adjustment  of  the  cost  of  the  subway  and 
its  additions  shall  be  made  upon  the  basis 
of  the  actual  proceeds  received  from  such 
final  disposition  for  the  purpose  of  determin¬ 
ing  the  amount  on  which  a  percentage  is  to  be 
subsequently  paid  as  compensation.  The 
right  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  commission 
and  after  the  expiration  of  the  commission 
to  the  City  of  Boston  to  dispose  of  any  prop¬ 
erty  or  rights  so  valued  as  aforesaid  but 
neither  this  reservation  nor  the  right  of  deduc¬ 
tion  above  provided  shall  apply  to  any  prop¬ 
erty  or  rights  within  the  subway. 

At  any  time  when  the  use  of  the  whole  or 
any  portion  of  the  premises  and  property  is 
to  begin  or  as  near  thereto  as  is  practicable 
the  commission  shall  make  out  and  submit 
to  the  party  of  the  second  part  a  statement  of 
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the  net  cost  computed  as  above  showing  with 
reasonable  detail  what  is  included  therein. 

If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the 
term  of  this  grant  the  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  be  deprived  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
the  use  of  the  premises  and  property  by  any 
cause  growing  out  of  the  'act  of  God  public 
enemies  mobs  riots  the  falling  or  settling  of 
buildings  bursting  of  pipes  outside  the  subway 
explosions  of  gas  or  works  or  excavations 
carried  on  or  permitted  by  said  city  or  other 
public  authority  or  the  filling  or  caving  in 
or  other  physical  obstruction  of  the  subway 
or  any  part  thereof  not  due  to  the  negligence 
of  the  party  of  the  second  part  or  by  the  loca¬ 
tion  maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or  other 
apparatus  which  the  city  is  hereinafter  author¬ 
ized  to  maintain  in  the  subway  then  the 
amount  above  fixed  as  compensation  or  a 
just  and  reasonable  part  thereof  shall  be  sus¬ 
pended  or  abated  during  such  deprivation. 

The  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  subway 
or  any  portion  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the 
city  of  Boston  in  quarterly  payments  on  the 
last  day  of  December  March  June  and 
September  in  each  year  and  at  the  rate  afore¬ 
said  for  any  uncompleted  quarter  of  a  year. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  suitably 
lay  and  maintain  in  first-class  condition  railway 
tracks  in  proper  places  in  the  subway  together 
with  the  appointments  and  apparatus  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  safe  and  convenient  operation  of 
the  same  and  shall  provide  and  maintain  all 
wires  electrical  or  other  apparatus  or  equip¬ 
ment  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  furnish¬ 
ing  of  power  and  light  therein  and  shall 
further  provide  requisite  pumps  fans  and 
ventilating  apparatus  and  in  general  shall 
completely  equip  and  furnish  the  subway 
with  all  machinery  piping  apparatus  and 
furniture  proper  and  adapted  thereto  and 
necessary  for  the  convenient  maintenance 
and  operation  of  a  railway  therein  and  for 
the  safety  and  accommodation  of  the  passen¬ 
gers  upon  said  railway. 

All  tracks  wires  appliances  fixtures  machin- 
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ery  equipment  furniture  and  apparatus  pro¬ 
vided  by  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
be  and  remain  the  property  of  said  party 
of  the  second  part  so  long  as  it  continues  to 
occupy  and  use  the  subway  under  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  thip  contract  and  upon  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  such  use  and  occupation  the  party  of 
the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  take  and  pay 
for  all  such  property  at  its  then  fair  value  to 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Railroad  Com¬ 
missioners  and  the  party  of  the  second  part 
hereby  agrees  to  deliver  to  the  party  of  the 
first  part  all  such  property  at  the  said  valua¬ 
tion. 

The  power  to  be  used  in  the  operation  of 
the  railway  in  the  subway  and  of  the  appara¬ 
tus  placed  therein  shall  be  either  electricity 
compressed  air  or  some  agent  the  use  of  which 
will  not  be  accompanied  by  smoke  steam  or 
any  noxious  products  which  might  impair  the 
purity  of  the  atmosphere  within  the  subway 
and  the  use  and  manner  of  use  of  any  motive 
power  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
commission  the  use  of  electricity  however  as 
a  motive  power  in  the  subway  being  hereby 
approved. 

Neither  ’  steam  nor  animals  shall  be  used 
within  the  subway  as  a  motive  power  except 
temporarily  in  cases  of  emergency. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  suitably 
and  adequately  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
commission  light  the  subway  and  the  cars 
running  therein  by  electricity  or  may  from 
time  to  time  in  whole  or  in  part  use  such 
other  illuminating  agents  as  may  be  approved 
by  the  commission  but  no  illuminating  gas 
of  any  description  shall  be  used  therein  nor 
any  illuminating  agent  which  is  explosive. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  maintain 
the  subway  except  as  to  repairs  below  excepted 
in  good  order  and  condition  as  a  complete 
structure  adapted  to  the  maintenance  and  use 
of  lines  of  railway  and  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  be  entitled  to  a  permit  to  open  the  streets 
and  other  public  grounds  of  said  city  for  the 
purpose  of  making  requisite  repairs  to  the 
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subway  and  when  the  right  to  use  the  subway 
shall  terminate  shall  restore  it  to  the  city  in 
good  condition  except  as  to  repairs  not  obliga¬ 
tory  upon  said  party  of  the  second  part. 

All  repairs  to  the  subway  shall  be  at  the 
sole  cost  and  expense  of  the  party  of  the 
second  part  except  such  repairs  as  are  made 
necessary  by  the  act  of  God  public  enemies, 
mobs  riots  the  falling  or  settling  of  buildings 
bursting  of  pipes  outside  the  subway  explo¬ 
sions  of  gas  or  works  or  excavations  carried 
on  or  permitted  by  said  city  or  other  public 
authority  or  by  the  location  maintenance  or 
use  of  the  wires  or  other  apparatus  which  the 
city  is  hereinafter  authorized  to  maintain  in 
the  subway  and  if  repairs  should  be  made 
necessary  by  any  of  said  excepted  causes  then 
such  repairs  may  be  made  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part  and  the  reasonable  cost  and 
expense  thereof  deducted  from  the  compensa¬ 
tion  subsequently  due  and  payable  herepnder. 

The  party  of  the  first  part  shall  not  be 
responsible  to  the  party  of  the  second  part  for 
damages  of  any  description  resulting  from  any 
defects  in  the  subway  whether  structural  or 
arising  out  of  want  of  repair  or  from  any  cause 
after  the  use  of  the  same  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part  has  begun  as  hereinbefore  pro¬ 
vided  unless  such  damage  result  from  the 
location  maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or 
other  apparatus  which  the  city  is  hereinafter 
authorized  to  maintain  in  the  subway  nor 
shall  it  be  responsible  for  any  damages  result¬ 
ing  to  persons  or  property  in  the  operation 
and  use  of  the  subway  including  all  parts 
thereof  whether  on  property  belonging  to  the 
party  of  the  first  part  or  upon  property  •  the 
fee  of  which  belongs  to  other  parties  and  the 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  hold  the  party 
of  the  first  part  harmless  and  indemnified 
therefrom  and  shall  at  its  own  expense  upon 
due  notice  from  said  party  of  the  first  part 
defend  all  suits  and  other  proceedings  of 
every  description  whether  at  law  or  in  equity 
which  may  be  brought  against  said  party  of 
the  first  part  its  officers  servants  or  agents 
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by  reason  of  any  liability  arising  out  of  the 
maintenance  operation  and  use  of  any  por¬ 
tion  of  the  subway  or  of  the  railway  s  machinery 
and  apparatus  therein  and  accruing  after 
the  right  to  use  such  portion  has  begun 
as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  satisfy  all 
final  judgments  of  legal  tribunals  rendered  in 
such  suits  and  proceedings  but  the  foregoing 
provisions  shall  not  apply  to  legal  proceedings 
to  recover  for  loss  or  injuries  growing  out  of 
the  act  of  God  public  enemies  mobs  riots 
the  falling  or  settling  of  buildings  bursting  of 
pipes  outside  the  subway  explosions  of  gas  or 
works  of  excavations  carried  on  or  permitted 
by  said  city  or  other  public  authority  or  the 
location  maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or 
other  apparatus  which  the  city  is  hereinafter 
authorized  to  maintain  in  the  subway. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  agrees  that  it 
will  make  no  claim  against  the  party  of  the 
first  part  for  any  damage  for  removing  upon 
the  order  of  the  commission  its  surface  tracks 
from  Tremont  street  between  Boylston  street 
and  Scollay  square  and  from  Boylston  street 
between  Park  square  and  Tremont  street  and 
such  other  tracks  as  the  commission  may  order 
to  be  removed  under  the  authority  of  the 
aforesaid  acts  provided  that  during  the  term 
of  this  contract  the  right  to  lay  maintain  and 
use  tracks  on  the  locations  from  which  the 
tracks  are  so  removed  be  not  granted  nor 
permitted  to  any  other  person  or  corporation 
for  street  railway  purposes  and  the  party  of 
the  second  part  agrees  at  its  own  expense  to 
restore  and  leave  in  good  condition  the  pave¬ 
ment  of  that  portion  of  the  streets  occupied 
by  the  tracks  so  removed. 

The  members  of  the  commission,  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  Board  of 
Railroad  Commissioners  and  their  respective 
engineers,  and  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Engi¬ 
neer  of  Boston,  shall  at  all  times  have  free 
entry  to  the  subway  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
specting  the  same. 

The  party  of  the  second  part  shall  keep  the 
subway  thoroughly  clean  and  in  good  order 
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and  condition  at  all  times,  except  as  herein 
excepted  shall  by  use  of  pumps  keep  the  same 
free  from  unnecessary  dampness  and  shall  by 
artificial  ventilation  when  needed  keep  the  air 
therein  pure  and  shall  keep  the  stations  and 
their  approaches  free  from  ice  and  snow  all 
which  service  shall  be  performed  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  commission. 

Said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  have  no 
right  to  make  substantial  alterations  or  addi¬ 
tions  in  the  subway  unless  with  the  approval 
of  the  commission  and  after  the  termination 
of  the  existence  of  the  commission  with  the

This  contract  made  this  twenty-fifth  day  of 
September  in  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  two  by  and  between  the  City  of 
Boston,  hereinafter  called  the  city,  acting  by 
the  Boston  Transit  Commission,  hereinafter 
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called  the  commission,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
an  act  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  entitled  “An  Act  to  Provide  for  the 
Construction  of  Additional  Tunnels  and  Sub¬ 
ways  in  the  City  of  Boston,  ”  being  chapter 
534  of  the  acts  of  the  year  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  two,  hereinafter  called  the  act, 
and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company, 
hereinafter  called  the  company,  witnesseth  as 
follows : 

The  city,  pursuant  to  the  act  and  in  consid¬ 
eration  of  the  rental  therein  provided  for, 
hereby  contracts  with  the  company  for  the  sole 
and  exclusive  use  of  the  system  of  tunnels, 
subways  and  appurtenances  which  may  be 
constructed  under  the  authority  of  the  act, 
which  system  and  appurtenances  are  herein¬ 
after  called  the  premises. 

The  term  is  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
years  from  the  beginning  of  the  use  of  the 
tunnel,  as  said  use  and  tunnel  are  in  the  act 
defined. 

The  rental  is  an  annual  rental  equal  to  4J 
per  cent  of  the  net  cost  of  the  tunnel  and  sub¬ 
way  respectively.  The  net  cost  of  the  tunnel 
and  subway  respectively  shall  be  deemed  to 
include  all  expenditures  incurred  in  acquisition 
and  construction,  including  damages,  expenses 
and  salaries  of  the  commission  and  interest 
at  3|  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  debt  incurred 
in  construction  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
use  of  such  tunnel  or  subway  respectively. 
Such  net  cost  shall  also  include  the  amount 
expended  for  preliminary  investigations  and 
otherwise  under  the  provisions  of  section  2  of

liability  arising  out  of  the  operation  and  use 
of  any  portion  of  the  premises  or  of  the  rail¬ 
ways,  machinery  and  apparatus  therein  and 
accruing  after  the  right  to  use  such  portion 
has  begun  as  herein  provided,  and  shall 
satisfy  all  final  judgments  of  legal  tribunals 
rendered  in  such  suits  and  proceedings.  The 
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foregoing  provisions  shall  not  be  construed 
to  impose  any  liability  or  obligation  upon  the 
company  for  any  cause  growing  out  of  the 
act  of  God,  of  public  enemies,  of  mobs  or  of 
riots;  or  growing  out  of  works  or  excavations 
carried  on  or  permitted  by  the  city  or  other 
public  authority;  or  growing  out  of  explosions 
or  the  bursting  of  pipes  outside  the  premises, 
the  falling  or  settling  of  buildings,  the  filling 
or  caving  in  or  other  physical  obstruction  of 
the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  not  due  to 
any  act  of  the  company,  or  its  agents,  servants 
or  licensees,  in  the  use  of  the  premises,  or  to 
any  negligence  on  its  or  their  part,  or  to  any 
failure  of  the  company  to  maintain  the  prem¬ 
ises  in  good  order  and  condition  as  herein 
provided;  or  growing  out  of  the  location, 
maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or  other 
apparatus  which  the  city  is  hereinafter  author¬ 
ized  to  maintain  in  the  premises. 

The  company  shall  keep  the  premises  thor-  Premises^0  be 
oughly  clean  and  free  from  unnecessary 
dampness,  and  the  approaches  to  station^ 
clean  and  free  from  ice  and  snow.  When  the 
premises  are  in  use  it  shall  suitably  light  the 
same  in  all  parts,  and  by  means  of  artificial 
ventilation  shall  keep  the  air  adequately  pure 
for  health  and  comfort. 

The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  offices. 
Mayor  and  engineer  of  the  city,  and  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Railroad  Commis¬ 
sioners,  hereinafter  called  the  Board  and  of 
the  commission,  and  their  respective  engineers 
shall  at  all  times  have  free  entry  to  the  prem¬ 
ises  for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  same.

act  may  make  such  alterations  m  or  additions 
to  the  premises  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
commission. 

To  the  extent  of  the  power  of  the  company  Additional  uses, 
so  to  do  and  the  power  of  the  commission  to 
contract  therefor,  the  company  may  place 
and  maintain  in  the  premises  booths  for  the 
sale  of  newspapers,  magazines,  periodicals  and  Newspaper 
books,  and  in  places  specially  adapted  therefor  advertisements, 
may  place  or  admit  unobjectionable  advertise- 
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ments,  and  may  make  such  other  uses  of  the 
premises,  not  impairing  the  use  for  transporta¬ 
tion  of  passengers,  as  the  Board  may  from 
time  to  time  approve;  provided  however  that 
such  booths  and  advertisements  shall  not  be 
so  placed  or  used  as  to  diminish  or  impair  the 
safety,  accommodation,  convenience  or  com¬ 
fort  of  passengers  using  the  premises;  and  the 
company  agrees  that  upon  receipt  of  notice 
in  writing  at  any  time  or  from  time  to  time 
from  the  Board  that  in  its  opinion  any  of  the 
uses  above  referred  to  or  approved,  either  in 
whole  or  in  part,  in  any  way  diminish  or 
impair  such  safety,  accommodation,  conven¬ 
ience  or  comfort  or  conflict  in  any  way  with 
the  best  interests  of  the  public,  it  will  forth¬ 
with  to  the  extent  specified  in  the  notice  dis¬ 
continue  ^uch  use. 

?ndetube°snduits  The  company,  upon  such  terms  as  it  may 
deem  expedient,  may  permit  any  person  or 
corporation  not  authorized  to  carry  on  a  rail¬ 
way  business,  but  authorized  to  use  and 
maintain  wires,  conduits,  tubes  or  similar 
structures  along  the  route  of  the  premises, 
to  place  such  wires,  conduits,  tubes  or  similar 
structures  within  a  corresponding  portion  of 
the  premises  used  by  the  company,  but  only 
to  such  extent  and  for  such  time  as  may  be 
practicable  without  interfering  with  the  safe 
and  convenient  operation  of  the  railway  and 
other  apparatus  which  the  company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  put  therein,  but  the  privilege 
shall  not  extend  to  gas  or  water  pipes. 

The  city  may  place  in  the  premises  such 
wires  and  apparatus  as  may  be  necessary  for 
its  police  and  fire-alarm  service,  to  be  used 
however  exclusively  for  such  service  and  to  be 
so  located  as  not  to  interfere  with  the  use  of 
the  premises  which  the  company  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make.  The  location,  construc¬ 
tion,  maintenance  and  repair  of  such  wires 
and  apparatus  shall  be  subject  to  such  reason¬ 
able  directions  and  regulations  as  the  company 
may  impose  or  in  case  of  any  disagreement 
as  the  Board  may  determine. 

Except  as  above  provided  the  company 
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shall  not  have  the  right  to  place  in  the  prem¬ 
ises  or  attach  thereto  any  structures,  machin¬ 
ery,  merchandise,  apparatus,  advertisements 
or  property  of  any  sort  which  are  not  necessary 
or  proper  for  the  operation  of  its  railway 
therein  and  the  performance  of  its  agreements 
herein  contained. 

In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  company 
or  its  assigns  to  pay  the  rental  for  three  months 
after  such  rental  shall  have  become  due,  or 
in  the  event  of  a  failure  to  maintain  and 
operate  a  railway  within  the  premises,  and 
if  such  failure  shall  have  continued  for  three 
months,  then  in  either  of  said  events  the  city 
upon  three  months7  notice,  such  default  still 
continuing,  shall  have  the  right  to  terminate 
this  contract  and  to  re-enter  upon  and  repos¬ 
sess  itself  of  the  premises,  unless  such  failure 
to  maintain  and  operate  grows  out  of  the  act 
of  God,  of  public  enemies,  of  mobs  or  of  riots; 
or  grows  out  of  works  or  excavations  carried 
on  or  permitted  by  the  city  or  other  public 
authority;  or  grows  out  of  explosions  or  the 
bursting  of  pipes  outside  the  premises,  the 
falling  or  settling  of  buildings,  the  filling  or 
caving  in  or  other  physical  obstruction  of  the 
premises  or  any  part  thereof  not  due  to  any 
act  of  the  company,  or  its  agents,  servants 
or  licensees,  in  the  use  of  the  premises,  or  to 
any  negligence  on  its  or  their  part,  or  to  any 
failure  of  the  company  to  maintain  the  prem¬ 
ises  in  good  order  and  condition  as  herein 
provided;  or  grows  out  of  the  location,  main¬ 
tenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or  other  apparatus 
which  the  city  is  herein  authorized  to  main¬ 
tain  in  the  premises.

The  company  shall  have  no  right  at  any 
time  to  remove  from  the  premises  any  tracks, 
wires,  apparatus,  equipment  or  other  property 
necessary  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the 
premises  and  the  operation  of  a  railway  therein, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  or  renewal  or 
for  the  substitution  of  equivalent  structures, 
property,  apparatus  or  equipment. 

In  case  of  disagreement  between  the  city 
acting  by  its  Mayor  and  the  company  as  to 
the  amount  due  for  rental,  or  as  to  the  sus¬ 
pension  or  abatement  thereof  as  herein  pro¬ 
vided,  or  as  to  the  valuation  of  the  property 
upon  the  termination  of  the  use  herein  con¬ 
tracted  for,  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  be  left 
to  the  decision  of  three  persons,  one  to  be 
selected  by  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  one  to  be 
selected  by  the  company  and  the  third  by  the 
two  thus  chosen.  The  reports  of  the  arbitra¬ 
tors  or  the  majority  of  them  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  parties  hereto. 

In  respect  of  all  matters  arising  under  this 
contract  where  provision  is  made  for  action 
by  the  commission  or  its  approval  of  acts  to 
be  done  by  the  company  is  required,  it  is  pro¬ 
vided  and  agreed  that  upon  the  termination 
of  the  existence  of  the  commission  the  author¬ 
ity  to  take  such  action  shall  vest  in  the  city, 
which  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties, 
restrictions  and  liabilities  herein  conferred  or 
imposedupon  the  commission  in  respect  thereof ; 
such  powers  to  be  exercised  by  the  Mayor, 
city  engineer  and  city  treasurer  in  place  of  the 
commission  or  by  such  other  officers  as  the  City 
Council  may  prescribe. 

With  respect  to  the  equipment,  use  and 
operation  of  the  railway  to  be  located  in  the 
premises  and  transportation  thereon,  the  com¬ 
pany  is  to  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  liabilities, 
restrictions  and  provisions  set  forth  in  general 
and  special  laws  which  now  are  or  hereafter 
may  be  in  force  applicable  to  it. 

The  recital  of  any  provision  of  the  act  in 
the  body  of  this  contract  shall  not  be  deemed 
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to  convey  any  implication  that  any  other  pro¬ 
vision  thereof  is  not  equally  a  part  of  the 
contract. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  act,  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  which,  in  so  far  as  they  declare, 
define  or  establish  the  terms  and  conditions 
for  the  construction,  tenure,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  the  tunnel,  subway  and  appur¬ 
tenances,  are  hereby  embodied  in  and  made 
part  of  this  contract. 


[Chapter  534,  Acts  of  1902.] 

An  Act  to  Provide  for  the  Construction  of  Additional 
Tunnels  and  Subways  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Be  it  enacted ,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  transit  commission,  herein¬ 
after  called  the  commission,  may  construct  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  hereinafter  called  the  city,  a  system  of  tun¬ 
nels  and  subways  so  designed  as  to  be  adapted  for  the 
accommodation  of  two  tracks  especially  for  use  by 
elevated  cars  or  trains  and  two  tracks  especially  for  use 
by  surface  cars,  from  a  point  or  points  near  the  junction 
of  Broadway  and  Washington  street  or  within  one  thou¬ 
sand  feet  therefrom,  through  and  under  public  streets, 
squares  or  places  and  public  or  private  lands,  between 
the  existing  subway  and  a  line  parallel  with  and  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  easterly  from  Washington  street 
to  the  line  of  Court  and  State  streets,  and  thence  north¬ 
erly  by  such  route  as  may  be  deemed  best,  to  a  point  or 
points  in  or  near  Adams  square,  Haymarket  square  or 
Causeway  street,  together  with  approaches,  sidings, 
entrances,  stations,  elevators,  inclines,  connections  and 
other  structures,  hereinafter  called  appurtenances,  which 
shall  also  include  connections  either  at  grade  or  other¬ 
wise  with  the  East  Boston  tunnel  and  the  existing 
subway. 

The  structure  for  the  two  tracks  especially  adapted 
for  elevated  cars  or  trains,  hereinafter  called  the  tunnel, 
shall  be  begun  immediately  after  the  acceptance  of  this 
act  by  a  majority  of  the  voters  of  the  city  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  structure  for  the  remaining  two  tracks, 
hereinafter  called  the  subway,  shall  be  begun  at  such  time 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year  from  the  completion  of 
the  tunnel  as  the  commission  and  the  Boston  Elevated 
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Railway  Company,  hereinafter  called  the  company,  may 
agree  upon,  or,  in  case  of  difference,  as  the  board  of  rail¬ 
road  commissioners,  hereinafter  called  the  board,  shall 
determine  that  the  public  interests  require.  The  struc¬ 
ture  or  structures  for  all  four  tracks,  with  the  appur¬ 
tenances,  or  any  part  or  parts  thereof,  may  be  begun  at 
any  time  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  a  majority 
of  the  voters  of  the  city  as  hereinafter  provided,  if  and 
so  far  as  the  commission  deems  it  expedient  and  if  the 
company  by  its  board  of  directors  consents  thereto. 

Sect.  2.  The  commission  shall  immediately  after  the 
passage  of  this  act  make  such  preliminary  investigations, 
surveys  and  plans  as  it  deems  expedient,  and  to  that  end 
may  enter  upon  any  lands  and  place  and  maintain  marks 
therein,  and  may  make  excavations,  borings  and  do  all 
other  acts  necessary  for  such  investigations  and  survey  s. 
The  commission  may  expend  such  sums  as  it  deems  neces¬ 
sary  therefor.  The  expenses  incurred  in  making  such 
preliminary  investigations,  surveys  and  plans  shall  be 
paid  from  the  loan  authorized  by  chapter  five  hundred 
and  forty -eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-four  and  acts  in  addition  thereto,  but  if  con¬ 
struction  is  begun  hereunder  the  amount  so  expended 
shall  be  transferred  and  charged  to  the  cost  of  such  con¬ 
struction. 

Sect.  3.  The  commission  shall  not  begin  the  work 
of  construction  until  it  has  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city 
engineer  a  plan  signed  by  the  commission  showing  the 
location  of  that  part  of  the  work  which  it  is  about  to 
construct.  Any  such  plan  so  filed  may  be  altered  at  any 
time  by  a  new  plan  signed  and  filed  in  like  manner. 

Sect.  4.  The  commission  may  make  contracts  in  the 
name  of  the  city  for  the  work  herein  authorized,  but  all 
contracts  involving  two  thousand  dollars  or  more  in 
amount  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  a  majority  of 
the  commission;  and  no  such  contract  shall  be  altered 
except  by  an  instrument  in  writing  signed  by  the  con¬ 
tractor  and  a  majority  of  the  commission,  and  also  by 
the  sureties,  if  any,  on  the  bond  given  by  the  contractor, 
for  the  completion  of  the  original  contract.  No  such 
contract  or  alteration  of  any  such  contract  shall  be  valid 
or  binding  on  the  city  unless  executed  in  the  manner 
aforesaid. 

Sect.  5.  All  work  done  under  this  act  under  or  near 
public  streets  and  places  shall  be  conducted,  so  far  as 
practicable,  in  such  manner  as  to  leave  such  streets  and 
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places,  or  a  reasonable  part  thereof,  open  for  traffic 
between  the  hours  of  eight  in  the  forenoon  and  six  in  the 
afternoon  of  each  secular  day  except  public  holidays. 

Sect.  6.  The  commission  may  for  the  purposes  of 
this  act  use  public  ways  and  lands  without  compensation 
therefor,  and  may  take  for  the  city,  by  purchase  or  other¬ 
wise,  lands  in  fee  and  easements,  estates,  and  lights  in 
land,  including  the  right  to  go  under  the  surface  thereof 
or  through  or  under  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  there¬ 
on,  and  such  takings  in  fee  or  otherwise  may  be  made 
whether  the  lands  taken  or  otherwise  affected  are  held 
under  or  by  title  derived  under  eminent  domain  or  other¬ 
wise.  A  taking  under  this  section  of  an  easementor  other 
estate  or  right  in  a  given  parcel  of  real  estate,  whether 
such  parcel  consists  of  unimproved  land  or  of  land  and 
buildings,  may  be  confined  to  a  portion  or  section  of 
such  parcel  fixed  by  horizontal  planes  of  division  below 
or  above  or  at  the  surface  of  the  soil,  and  in  such  case  no 
taking  need  be  made  of  upper  or  lower  portions  or  sec¬ 
tions,  except  of  such  easements  therein,  if  any,  as  the 
commission  may  deem  necessary.  The  commission,  to 
make  any  taking  by  right  of  eminent  domain,  shall  cause 
to  be  recorded  in  the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  of 
Suffolk  a  description  of  the  lands,  easements,  estates  or 
rights  to  be  taken,  as  certain  as  is  required  in  a  common 
conveyance  of  land,  with  the  statement  that  the  same 
are  taken  under  authority  of  this  act,  which  description 
and  statement  shall  be  signed  by  the  commission;  and 
the  lands,  easements,  estates  or  rights  therein  described 
shall  upon  such  recording  be  taken  for  and  shall  vest  in 
the  city.  The  commission  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  prac¬ 
ticable,  notify  all  known  owners  of  such  takings,  but  the 
validity  thereof  shall  not  be  affected  by  want  of  such 
notice. 

Sect.  7.  The  commission  may  sell  or  remove  the 
buildings  from  any  and  all  lands  taken  by  it,  and  shall 
sell,  if  a  sale  be  practicable,  or  if  not  shall  lease,  any  lands, 
or  rights  or  interests  in  land  or  other  property  so  taken, 
or  pui  chased  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  whenever  the 
same  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  cease  to  be 
needed  for  such  purposes.  The  proceeds  of  such  sales, 
and  the  fair  valuation  of  any  such  lands  or  other  property 
no  longer  needed  for  such  purposes  but  not  actually  sold, 
as  agreed  on  by  the  commission  and  the  company,  or  in 
case  of  difference  as  determined  by  the  board,  shall  be 
deducted  from  the  cost  of  the  tunnel  or  the  subway,  as 
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the  case  may  be,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the 
rental  thereof. 

Sect.  8.  The  commission  shall  determine  and  award 
the  damages  sustained  by  any  person  by  reason  of 
property  taken  or  injured  by  the  commission  under 
authority  of  this  act,  except  public  ways  or  lands,  and 
may  agree  with  any  person  as  to  the  amount  to  be  paid 
as  damages  sustained  by  him  for  any  property  so  taken 
or  injured,  which  damages  the  city  shall  be  liable  to  pay. 
If  such  person  is  dissatisfied  with  such  award,  or  cannot 
agree  with  the  commission  upon  his  damages,  the  same 
may  be  determined  by  a  jury  in  the  superior  court  for 
the  County  of  Suffolk,  on  petition  therefor  of  such  per¬ 
son  or  of  the  commission  against  the  city,  filed  in  the 
clerk’s  office  within  one  year  after  such  property  is  so 
taken  or  injured;  and  judgment  shall  be  entered  upon 
the  determination  of  such  jury  and  costs  shall  be 
taxed  -  and  execution  issued  in  favor  of  the  prevailing 
party  as  in  civil  cases.  The  members  of  the  commission 
shall  not  be  personally  liable  for  any  such  damage. 

Sect.  9.  The  commission  may  order  the  temporary 
removal  or  relocation  of  any  surface  tracks,  and  the 
temporary  or  permanent  removal  or  relocation  of  any 
conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles  or  other  property  of  any 
person  or  corporation,  which  it  deems  to  interfere  with 
the  construction  or  operation  of  the  tunnel  or  subway, 
and  shall  grant  new  locations  for  any  such  structures 
so  removed  or  relocated.  Such  orders,  to  the  extent 
specified  therein,  shall  be  deemed  a  revocation  of  the 
right  or  license  to  maintain  such  tracks,  conduits,  pipes, 
wires,  poles  or  other  property,  and  the  owner  of  any  such 
structures  in  public  ways  or  lands  shall  comply  with 
such  orders  without  expense  to  the  city.  If  such  owner 
shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  order  of  the  commission 
within  a  reasonable  time,  to  be  fixed  in  the  order,  the 
commission  may  discontinue  and  remove  such  tracks, 
conduits,  pipes,  wires,  poles  or  other  property,  and  may 
relocate  the  same,  and  the  cost  of  such  discontinuance, 
removal  or  relocation  shall  be  repaid  to  the  city  by  the 
owner.  No  such  discontinuance,  removal  or  relocation 
shall  entitle  the  owner  of  the  property  thus  affected 
any  damages  on  account  thereof.  Any  such  structure 
in  or  upon  private  lands  may  be  removed  and  relocated 
by  the  commission,  or  if  removed  and  relocated  by  the 
owner  thereof  the  reasonable  expense  shall  be  repaid 
him  by  the  commission.  Any  gas  company  may  shut 
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off  the  gas  from  any  pipes  affected  by  any  acts  done 
hereunder,  when  and  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  to 
avoid  danger  of  escape  or  explosion  of  gas. 

Sect.  10.  The  commission  shall  within  ninety  days 
after  the  passage  of  this  act  execute  with  the  company, 
in  the  name  of  the  city,  the  company  consenting  thereto, 
a  contract  in  writing  for  the  sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the 
tunnel  and  subway  and  appurtenances  for  the  period  of 
twenty-five  years  from  the  beginning  of  the  use  of  the 
tunnel,  at  an  annual  rental  equal  to  four  and  one-half 
per  cent  of  the  net  cost  of  the  tunnel  and  subway,  res¬ 
pectively,  for  the  running  of  trains  and  cars  therein,  and 
for  such  other  uses  and  upon  such  provisions  and  con¬ 
ditions,  not  affecting  the  term  or  rental,  as  the 
commission  and  the  company  may  agree  upon,  or  in 
case  of  difference,  as  the  board  may  determine.  The 
provisions  of  this  act,  in  so  far  as  they  declare,  define 
or  establish  the  terms  and  conditions  for  the  construction, 
tenure,  maintenance  and  operation  of  said  tunnel,  sub¬ 
way  and  appurtenances,  shall  be  embodied  in  and  made 
part  of  said  contract.  The  use  of  the  tunnel  or  subway 
respectively  shall  begin  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
commission,  a  reasonable  time  after  completion  has  been 
allowed  for  equipment.  The  net  cost  of  the  tunnel  and 
subway  respectively  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all 
expenditures  incurred  in  acquisition  and  construction, 
including  damages,  expenses  and  salaries  of  the  com¬ 
mission,  and  interest  at  three  and  one-fourth  per  cent  per 
annum  on  the  debt  incurred  in  construction  prior  to  the 
beginning  of  the  use.  If  the  contract  for  the  use  of 
the  tunnel  and  subway  is  executed  as  above  provided  the 
commission,  upon  the  acceptance  of  this  act  by  the  voters 
of  the  city  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  proceed  with 
the  work  of  construction. 

Sect.  11.  If  the  company  shall  execute  the  contract 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  company  may,  before  the 
completion  of  the  tunnel,  construct  lines  of  elevated 
railway  according  to  such  plans  as  the  board  may 
approve,  to  be  operated  by  electricity  or  by  such  other 
motive  power  except  steam,  as  may  be  approved  by  the 
board  in  respect  of  the  locations  heretofore  granted  to 
the  company,  upon  the  following  locations,  which  are 
hereby  granted  therefor,  and  may  equip,  maintain  and 
operate  engines,  motors,  trains  and  cars  thereon,  to 
wit: —  (a)  beginning  at  the  southerly  end  or  ends 
of  the  tunnel,  thence  upon  and  over  any  streets  and 
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public  or  private  lands  to  the  company’s  elevated  struc¬ 
ture  now  erected  on  or  near  Washington,  Motte  or 
Castle  street;  (b)  beginning  at  the  northerly  end  or  ends 
of  the  tunnel,  thence  upon  and  over  any  streets,  squares 
and  public  or  private  lands  to  the  company’s  elevated 
structure  now  erected  on  or  near  Causeway  street;  and 
(c),  such  other  locations  as  may  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board  be  necessary  or  convenient  to  connect  the  tunnel 
with  the  elevated  structures  of  the  company.  For 
the  purposes  of  this  act,  including  all  equipment  or  other 
expenditure  by  the  company  thereby  required  or  author¬ 
ized,  the  company  may  issue  such  amounts  of  its  stock 
or  bonds,  or  of  each,  as  may  be  necessary  therefor, 
subject  to  all  laws  applicable  to  such  issue;  and  it  shall 
have  all  the  rights  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
restrictions,  liabilities  and  obligations  conferred  or 
imposed  by  sections  eight,  nine,  eleven,  twelve  and  fifteen 
of  chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  sections 
seven,  eight,  nine  and  twenty-one  of  chapter  five  hun¬ 
dred  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven.  The  locations  granted  by  this  section  in, 
upon  or  over  public  ways  or  lands  shall  be  held  by  the 
company  or  its  assigns  so  long  as  it  or  they  have  the  use 
of  the  tunnel. 

Sect.  12.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  tunnel  and 
appurtenances  and  upon  notification  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  the  company  shall  remove  its  elevated  trains 
and  cars  from  the  existing  subway ;  and  thereupon  any 
alterations  therein  or  in  the  approaches  thereto  necessary 
to  re-adapt  it  to  the  use  of  surface  cars  shall  be  made  by 
the  commission,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  deemed 
part  of  the  cost  of  the  tunnel.  The  tunnel  during  the 
term  of  the  contract  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be 
and  be  considered  a  part  of  the  elevated  railway  operated 
by  the  company;  and  the  board,  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  contract,  shall  have  and  exercise  the  same 
power  and  control  over  the  same  in  all  respects  that  are 
conferred  upon  the  board  as  to  the  elevated  structure  by 
chapter  five  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  chapter  five 
hundred  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven  and  by  other  laws  in  addition  thereto.  The 
company,  upon  removal  of  its  elevated  trains  from  the 
existing  subway,  may  discontinue  the  use  of  its  elevated 
structures  and  locations  connecting  its  elevated  road 
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therewith,  and  may  sell  any  lands  or  other  property 
acquired  for  the  purposes  of  such  connection,  applying 
all  proceeds  thereof  to  proper  corporate  uses;  and  such 
discontinuance  or  sale  shal]  not  be  deemed  to  impair  the 
capital  of  the  company. 

Sect.  13.  Upon  the  determination  by  the  commission 
of  any  important  question  arising  in  the  course  of  the 
work  herein  provided  for,  upon  which  the  company  has 
previously  requested  a  hearing,  except  an  award  of  or 
agreement  upon  damages  as  provided  in  section  eight 
hereof,  the  company  may  within  three  days  after  notice 
of  such  determination  apply  to  the  board  for  a  revision 
of  the  same,  and  thereupon  the  board  may  consider  and 
finally  determine  such  question. 

Sect.  14.  At  any  time  after  the  expiration  of  one 
year  from  the  completion  of  the  subway  the  board  may 
order  such  surface  tracks,  together  with  the  poles  and 
wires  used  for  the  operation  of  cars  thereon,  to  be 
removed  from  any  part  of  Washington  street  between 
Broadway  and  Adams  square,  except  tracks  crossing 
said  street,  as  in  its  opinion  have  been  rendered  unneces¬ 
sary  by  the  construction  of  such  subway.  Such  order 
of  the  board  shall  be  deemed  a  revocation  of  all  rights  or 
locations  to  occupy  for  street  railway  purposes  the  street 
or  part  thereof  included  in  the  order;  and  surface  tracks 
shall  not  thereafter  be  laid  or  maintained  thereon. 
Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
affecting  any  existing  power  to  revoke  locations  on  said 
street  or  any  part  thereof  as  provided  by  law. 

Sect.  15.  The  use  and  control  of  the  subway,  if 
acquired  by  the  company,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rights, 
if  any,  which  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company 
may  have  under  the  provisions  of  article  two  of  its  lease 
to  the  company,  dated  December  ninth,  eighteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety -seven,  or  otheiwise. 

Sect.  16.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  shall  from  time 
to  time,  on  request  of  the  commission,  issue  and  sell  at 
public  or  private  sale,  the  bonds  of  the  city,  registered 
or  with  interest  coupons  attached,  as  he  may  deem  best, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  cost  of  the  tunnel  and 
subway  herein  provided  for.  Such  bonds  shall  be 
designated  on  their  face,  Boston  Tunnel  and  Subway 
Loan,  shall  be  for  such  terms,  not  exceeding  fifty  years, 
as  the  mayor  and  treasurer  of  said  city  may  determine, 
and  shall  bear  interest  payable  semi-annually  at  such 
rate  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum,  as  the 
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treasurer  shall  determine.  The  debts  incurred  by  the 
city  from  time  to  time  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit  of  indebted¬ 
ness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  and  the  proceeds 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  used  to  meet  all  damages,  costs 
and  expenses  incurred  by  the  commission  or  the  city  in 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  board  of 
commissioners  of  sinking  funds  shall  establish  a  sinking 
fund  for  the  payment  of  the  bonds  issued  under  this  act. 
.411  premiums  received  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid 
into  the  sinking  fund.  All  rents,  tolls,  percentages  or 
other  annual  compensation  received  by  the  city  for  any 
use  of  the  tunnel  or  subway  under  this  act,  or  for  any 
use  of  any  lands  or  rights  taken  under  authority  of  this 
act,  shall  annually  be  used  by  the  treasurer, —  first,  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  and  any  deficiency  in  the 
sinking  fund, —  second,  to  meet  the  interest  on  the 
bonds,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  as  a  part  of  the  general 
revenue  of  the  city.  The  proceeds  from  any  sale  of 
lands  or  rights  taken  by  purchase  or  otherwise  under 
authority  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the  sinking  fund, 
or  shall  be  used  for  construction,  as  the  commission  may 
determine. 

Sect.  17.  The  term  of  office  of  the  commission  is 
hereby  extended  to  the  first  day  of  July  in  the  year  nine¬ 
teen  hundred  and  six.  The  provisions  of  section  two  of 
chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy -five  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -nine  shall  remain 
in  force  during  said  extended  term.  If  the  term  of  the 
commission,  as  hereby  or  as  hereafter  extended,  expires 
before  the  completion  of  the  work  herein  provided  for, 
the  city  shall  have  all  the  rights,  powers  and  privileges, 
and  be  subject  to  all  the  duties,  restrictions  and  liabilities, 
hereby  conferred  or  imposed  upon  the  commission  in 
respect  thereof,  such  powers  to  be  exercised  by  the  mayor, 
city  engineer  and  city  treasurer  in  place  of  the  commis¬ 
sion,  or  by  such  other  officers  as  the  city  council  may 
prescribe.  If  this  act  is  not  accepted  by  a  majority  of 
the  voters  of  the  city,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  term 
of  office  of  the  commission  shall  be  extended  only  to  the 
first  day  of  July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four. 
The  members  of  the  commission  for  the  extended  term 
provided  for  in  this  act  shall  be  appointed  by  the  gov¬ 
ernor  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  in  the  manner  provided 
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in  section  twenty -three  of  chapter  five  hundred  and 
forty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-four.  Said  appointments  shall  be  for  the  term 
of  two  years. 

Sect.  18.  The  supreme  judicial  court  and  the 
superior  court,  upon  application  of  any  party  in  interest, 
including  the  city  or  any  ten  taxable  inhabitants  thereof, 
may  enforce  or  prevent  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act  by  any  appropriate  process. 

Sect.  19.  If  the  contract  for  the  use  of  the  tunnel  and 
subway  is  executed  by  the  commission  and  the  company 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  this  act  shall  be  submitted  for 
acceptance  to  the  voters  of  the  city  at  the  next  municipal 
election,  and  if  accepted  by  a  majority  of  those  voting 
thereon  at  such  election  it  shall  thereupon  take  full 
effect.  The  city  shall  have,  hold  and  enjoy  in  its  private 
or  proprietary  capacity,  for  its  own  property,  the  existing 
subway,  the  East  Boston  tunnel,  the  Cambridge  street 
subway  and  the  tunnel  and  subway  built  under  this  act, 
and  all  rents,  tolls,  income  and  profits  from  all  contracts 
heretofore  or  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  use  of  said 
subways  or  tunnels  or  any  part  thereof,  and  the  same 
shall  never  be  taken  by  the  Commonwealth  except  on 
payment  of  just  compensation:  provided,  however ,  that 
so  much  of  such  rents,  tolls,  income  and  profits  as  may 
be  necessary  therefor  shall  be  paid  into  the  respective 
sinking  funds  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds  and  used 
for  the  payment  of  the  interest  thereon. 

Sect.  20.  For  the  purposes  of  the  preliminary  work 
authorized  by  section  2  hereof,  the  payment  of  the 
expense  of  the  same,  the  extension  of  the  term  of  office 
of  the  commission  and  its  powers  to  the  first  day  of 
July  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  the  members  thereof,  and  execution  of  the 
contract  provided  for  by  section  ten,  and  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  this  act  to  the  voters  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
this  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Approved 
June  27,  1902. 

In  witness  whereof  the  parties  hereto  set  their  hands 
and  seals  the  day  and  year  first  above  mentioned,  the 
City  of  Boston  executing  this  contract  by  the  Boston 
Transit  Commission,  pursuant  to  a  vote  of  the  commis¬ 
sion,  its  members  not  being  bound  in  their  personal 
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capacity,  and  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company 
causing  its  name  and  corporate  seal  to  be  affixed  to  these 
presents  by  its  president  thereto  duly  authorized.

Definition  of  terms: 

City:  City  of  Boston. 

Commission:  Boston  Transit  Commission. 

Act:  Chapter  500,  Acts  of  1897. 

Company:  Boston  Elevated  Railway  Company.

Appurtenances:  approaches, entrances, sidings, stations 
and  connections  therefor  of  the  tunnel. 

Board :  Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners. 

The  Boston  Transit  Commission,  herein¬ 
after  called  the  commission,  acting  under  and 
by  virtue  of  an  act  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  entitled  “An  Act  to  Promote 
Rapid  Transit  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
Vicinity,”  being  chapter  500  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  hereinafter  called  the  act,  pursuant  to 
the  requirements  of  the  act  hereby  executes 
this  lease  to  the  Boston  Elevated  Railway 
Company,  hereinafter  called  the  company,  of 
the  tunnel  to  East  Boston  with  the  approaches, 
entrances,  sidings,  stations  and  connections 
therefor,  hereinafter  called  appurtenances,  con¬ 
structed  under  the  authority  of  the  act,  which 
tunnel  and  appurtenances  are  hereinafter  called 
the  premises. 

The  term  is  to  begin  when  the  use  begins  Term, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  and  expires,  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  act,  twenty-five  years  from  the 
tenth  day  of  June  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven. 

The  use  of  the  premises  is  to  begin  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  December,  1904. 

The  rental  fixed  by  the  act  and  hereby  Rental, 
reserved  is  an  annual  rental  equal  to  three- 
eighths  of  one  per  cent  of  the  gross  receipts  for 
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each  year,  ending  September  thirtieth,  of  all 
lines  owned,  leased  or  operated  by  the  company, 
to  be  paid  to  the  city  on  or  before  the  last  day 
of  November  in  each  year,  and  at  the  same 
rate  for  fractional  parts  of  a  year. 

The  rental,  as  prescribed  by  the  act,  shall 
be  in  full  compensation  .for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  premises  by  the  company,  its  sub-lessees, 
successors  or  assigns,  the  company  having,  the 
privilege  to  sub-let  the  premises,  as  therein 
prescribed. 

As  prescribed  by  the  act,  the  company,  as 
the  agent  of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter 
called  the  city,  shall  collect  from  each  person , 
passing  through  the  tunnel  in  either  direction 
a  toll  of  one  cent  or  such  reduced  toll  as  from 
time  to  time  may  lawfully  be  established,  until 
such  toll  may  lawfully  be  discontinued;  and 
if  such  toll  is  reduced  below  the  amount  of 
one  cent  the  company  shall  make  provision  for 
the  sale  of  tickets,  and  the  cash  toll  shall  con-  x 
tinuetobe  one  cent;  which  toll  shall  be  collected 
under  such  arrangements  as  shall  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  city  and  the  company,  or  in  case 
of  disagreement  as  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Railroad  Commissioners,  hereinafter 
called  the  board. 

If  at  any  time  during  the  continuance  of  the 
term  hereof  the  company  shall  be  deprived  in 
whole  or  in  part  of  the  use  of  the  premises  by 
any  cause  growing  out  of  the  act  of  God,  or 
public  enemies,  mobs  or  riots,  works  or  exca¬ 
vations  carried  on  or  permitted  by  the  city  or 
other  public  authority,  explosions  or  the  burst¬ 
ing  of  pipes  outside  the  premises,  or  the  falling 
or  settling  of  buildings;  or  growing  out  of  the 
filling,  caving  in  or  other  physical  obstruction 
of  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof  not  due 
to  any  unlawful  or  negligent  act  of  the  com¬ 
pany,  or  its  agents,  servants  or  licensees,  in 
the  use  of  the  premises,  or  to  any  failure  of 
the  company  to  maintain  the  premises  in  good 
order  and  condition  so  far  as  it  is  herein 
required  so  to  do;  or  growing  out  of  leakage, 
or  the  location,  maintenance  or  use  of  the 
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wires  or  other  apparatus  which  the  city  is 
herein  authorized  to  maintain  in  the  premises; 
then  during  such  deprivation  the  rental  or  a 
just  and  reasonable  part  thereof,  as  agreed 
upon  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  the  com¬ 
pany  or  in  case  of  difference  as  determined  as 
by  arbitration  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be 
abated. 

The  company  shall  suitably  lay  and  main-  Equipment, 
tain  in  first  class  condition  railway  tracks  in 
proper  places  in  the  premises,  together  with 
the  appointments  and  apparatus  necessary  for 
the  safe  and  convenient  operation  of  the  same 
and  shall  provide  and  maintain  all  wires,  ducts, 
electrical  or  other  apparatus  or  equipment 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  furnishing  of 
power  and  light  therein,  and  in  general  shall 
furnish  all  machinery,  apparatus  and  furni¬ 
ture  necessary  or  proper  for  the  convenient 
maintenance  and  operation  of  a  railway  therein 
and  for  the  safety  and  accommodation  of 
passengers,  elevators  and  ventilating  fans,  how¬ 
ever,  being  the  subject  of  separate  agreements 
of  the  parties;  all  of  which  so  furnished  shall 
remain  the  property  of  the  company  or  its 
assigns  so  long  as  it  or  they  continue  to  occupy 
and  use  the  premises,  and  upon  the  termina¬ 
tion  of  such  use  the  same  shall  become  the 
property  of  the  city,  which  hereby  agrees  to 
pay  for  the  same  at  its  then  fair  value  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  and  the 
company  or  its  assigns,  or  in  case  of  difference 
as  determined  by  arbitration  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  the  same  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  city  at  such  valuation. 

The  company  shall  maintain  the  premises,  Repairs, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  in  good 
order  and  condition  as  a  complete  structure 
adapted  to  the  maintenance  and  use  of  lines 
of  railway,  and  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be 
entitled  to  a  permit  to  open  the  streets  and 
other  public  grounds  of  the  city  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  such  repairs  as  it  is  under 
obligation  to  make,  and  when  the  right  of  the 
company  or  its  assigns  to  use  the  premises

shall  terminate,  they  shall  be  restored  to  the 
city  in  good  condition  except  as  to  repairs  not 
obligatory  upon  the  company  or  its  assigns. 

All  repairs  to  the  premises  shall  be  at  the 
sole  cost  and  expense  of  the  company  except 
such  repairs  as  are  made  necessary  by  any 
cause  growing  out  of  the  act  of  God,  or  public 
enemies,  mobs  or  riots,  works  or  excavations 
carried  on  or  permitted  by  the  city  or  other 
public  authority,  explosions  or  the  bursting  of 
pipes  outside  the  premises,  or  the  falling  or 
settling  of  buildings;  or  growing  out  of  the 
filling,  caving  in  or  other  physical  obstruction 
of  the  premises  or  any  part  thereof,  not  due  to 
any  unlawful  or  negligent  act  of  the  company, 
or  its  agents,  servants  or  licensees,  in  the  use 
of  the  premises,  or  to  any  failure  of  the  com¬ 
pany  to  maintain  the  premises  in  good  order 
and  condition  so  far  as  it  is  herein  required 
so  to  do;  or  growing  out  of  leakage,  or  the  loca¬ 
tion,  maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or  other 
apparatus  which  the  city  is  herein  authorized 
to  maintain  in  the  premises.  If  repairs  should 
be  made  necessary  by  any  of  said  excepted 
causes,  such  repairs  shall  be  made  by  the 
company  and  the  reasonable  cost  and  expense 
thereof  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  at  or  before 
the  time  when  the  next  payment  of  rental 
is  made. 

In  the  operation  and  use  of  the  premises, 
or  of  the  railways,  machinery  or  apparatus 
therein,  if  the  company  has  exercised  due  care, 
the  city  shall  hold  it  harmless  and  indemni¬ 
fied  for  such  injury  to  the  company’s  cor¬ 
poreal  property,  and  against  such  damages  for 
injuries  to  persons  or  to  the  property  of  others, 
as  may  result  from  leakage,  the  location, 
maintenance  or  use  of  the  wires  or  other 
apparatus  which  the  city  is  herein  authorized 
to  maintain  in  the  premises,  works  or  excava¬ 
tions  carried  on  or  permitted  by  the  city  or 
other  public  authority,  mobs  or  riots  to  the 
extent  of  the  city’s  legal  liability  therefor,  the 
falling  or  settling  of  buildings  in  consequence 
of  the  construction  or  use  hereunder  of  the 
premises,  the  collection  of  tolls,  which  is  the  sub- 
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ject  of  a  separate  agreement,  or  from  the 
bursting  or  leakage  of  the  city’s  pipes  outside 
•the  premises,  or  the  filling  or  caving  in  or 
other  physical  obstruction  of  the  premises  or 
any  part  thereof,  such  bursting  or  leakage  of 
the  city’s  pipes  outside  the  premises  or  such 
filling,  caving  in  or  obstruction  not  being  due 
to  the  act  of  God  or  public  enemies.  The 
company  shall  hold  the  city  harmless  and 
indemnified  against  all  other  injuries  or  dam¬ 
ages  for  injuries  resulting  to  persons  or  property 
in  such  operation  and  use,  except  such  as 
result  from  the  act  of  God,  public  enemies, 
mobs  or  riots  or  from  explosions  or  the  burst¬ 
ing  or  leakage  of  pipes  outside  the  premises. 

Each  party  shall  have  the  right,  without 
prejudice  to  any  other  rights,  to  participate 
in  the  defence  of  any  action  or  suit  for  any 
of  the  above  causes. 

The  company  shall  keep  the  premises  thor¬ 
oughly  clean  and  the  approaches  to  stations 
clean  and  free  from  ice  and  snow,  and  when 
the  premises  are  in  use  it  shall  suitably  light 
the  same  in  all  parts,  and  shall  keep  in  repair 
and  operate  to  the  best  of  its  ability  the  ven¬ 
tilating  apparatus. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act, 
the  city  agrees  that  the  premises  shall  be  kept 
water-tight  or,  in  case  of  leakage,  that  the 
water  shall  be  taken  care  of  by  it;  and  agrees 
to  install  and  maintain,  in  such  manner  as 
not  to  interfere  except  unavoidably  with  the 
use  of  the  premises  by  the  company,  or  its 
assigns,  all  pumps,  piping,  wires  and  other 
appliances  necessary  therefor;  and  the  com¬ 
pany  agrees  to  take  care  of  and  operate  such 
appliances,  as  the  agent  of  the  city,  to  the  best 
of  its  ability,  and  promptly  to  notify  the  city

The  governor  of  the  Commonwealth,  the 
Mayor  and  engineer  of  the  city,  and  the 
members  of  the  board  and  of  the  commission, 
and  their  respective  engineers  shall  at  all 
times  have  free  entry  to  the  premises  for  the 
purpose  of  inspecting  the  same. 

To  the  extent  of  its  lawful  powers  the  com¬ 
pany  may  make  other  incidental  uses  of  the 
premises  not  impairing  the  use  thereof  for 
transportation  of  passengers,  or  diminishing 
or  impairing  the  safety,  accommodation,  con¬ 
venience  or  comfort  of  passengers;  provided, 
however,  that  upon  notice  in  writing  at  any 
time  from  the  board  that  in  its  opinion  any  such 
incidental  use  impairs  the  use  for  transporta¬ 
tion,  or  diminishes  or  impairs  the  safety, 
accommodation,  convenience  or  comfort  of 
passengers,  it  will  forthwith,  to  the  extent 
specified  in  the  notice,  discontinue  such  inci¬ 
dental  use. 

If  the  company  permits  any  other  corpora¬ 
tion  or  person  to  place  or  maintain  wires, 
ducts  or  other  structures  within  the  premises, 
it  shall  be  only  to  such  extent  as  will  not 
interfere  with  the  safe  and  convenient  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  railway  and  other  apparatus  which 
the  company  or  the  city  is  authorized  to  put 
therein,  and  the  company  agrees  not  to  permit 
any  gas  pipes  to  be  placed  therein,  or  any 
water  pipes  except  such  as  may  be  needed  for 
fire  protection  and  other  uses  therein. 

Except  as  herein  above  provided  the  com¬ 
pany  shall  not  have  the  right  to  place  in  the 
premises  or  attach  thereto  any  structures, 
machinery,  merchandise,  apparatus,  adver¬ 
tisements  or  property  of  any  sort  which  are 
not  necessary  or  proper  for  the  operation  of 
its  railway  therein  and  the  performance  of  its 
agreements  herein  contained.

itself  of  the  premises,  unless  such  failure  to 
maintain  and  operate  grows  out  of  the  act  of 
God,  or  public  enemies,  mobs  or  riots,  works 
or  excavations  carried  on  or  permitted  by  the

THREE  HUNDRED  AND  FIFTY-SECOND  LOCATION. 


City  of  Boston, 

In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  June  20,  1911. 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  an  alteration  of  its  existing  locations  as  follows : 

On  Haverhill  street,  City  Proper,  from  Haymarket 
square  to  Causeway  street,  alteration  of  the  existing 
single  track  and  curves;  said  tracks  being  substantially  as 
shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by  A.  L.  Plimpton, 
dated  May  26,  1911,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  together  with  all  neces¬ 
sary  curves,  crossovers,  switches  and  connections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
overhead  single  trolley  electric  system  of  motive  power 
in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and  to  erect, 
maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in 
height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots  or  circles  on  the 
aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places,  to  be  shown  by 
blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  to  place  on  said 
poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Wires  shall  approve. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order 
is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the 
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same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and  quality 
of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks  and  the  kind  and 
locations  of  poles  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and 
shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  condition  that 
said  railway  company  shall  accept  this  order,  and  shall 
file  such  acceptance  with  the  Board  of  Street  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  statute  law; 
otherwise  it  shall  be  null  and  void.

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ORDINANCES  OF  1911,  CHAPTER  6, 

CONCERNING 

ROUTE  OF  PARADES. 


In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eleven. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston ,  as  follows: 

Chapter  six  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  year  1910  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows :  By  adding  in  the  third  line 
of  section  one,  after  the  words  “five  hundred  persons,” 
the  words  “or  more  than  two  bands  of  music”;  and  by 
striking  out  section  two  and  substituting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  “No  streets  except  those  named  in  the 
'foregoing  section  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  foregoing  section,  between  10  a.  m.  and  5 
p.  m.,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  proper  lying  east  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Southampton  street,  on  days 
other  than  Sundays  or  holidays,  except  by  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  City  Council.  ”

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THE  INDEPENDENCE  OF  1776  AND  THE 
DEPENDENCE  OF  1911. 

AN  ORATION  DELIVERED  AT 

FANEUIL  HALL,  JULY  4,  1911, 


CHARLES  W.  ELIOT. 


Mr.  Mayor  and  Fellow  Citizens: 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  was  adopted 
on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  1776,  in  the  Continental 
Congress  of  the  Colonies,  then  in  session  at  Phila¬ 
delphia,  by  the  unanimous  vote  not  only  of  all 
the  colonies  but  of  all  their  delegates.  The  signers 
called  themselves  “The  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America,”  and  declared  “that 
all  political  connection  between  them  and  the 
State  of  Great  Britain  is,  and  ought  to  be,  totally 
dissolved.”  The  day  soon  came  to  be  celebrated 
as  the  birthday  of  this  nation,  and  is  likely  'to  be 
so  celebrated  for  many  generations  to  come. 

The  anniversary  of  a  birthday  in  a  family,  how¬ 
ever,  becomes  with  the  lapse  of  time  less  and  less 
important  in  the  eyes  of  the  person  born,  who  gradu¬ 
ally  comes  to  regard  the  things  he  has  himself  done 
and  experienced  as  more  interesting  than  his  infan¬ 
tile  advent.  His  birthday  reminds  the  grown  man 
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of  his  parents  and  of  his  physical  and  moral  debt 
to  them,  of  all  they  gave  him,  not  only  at  his  birth 
and  during  his  long  infancy  but  through  precious 
inheritance  of  their  bodily  constitutions,  mental 
traits  and  moral  dispositions.  The  time  comes 
when  his  children  and  his  grandchildren  observe 
his  birthday,  rather  than  he  himself  or  any  of  his 
contemporaries.  The  course  of  his  life,  rather  than 
its  beginning,  becomes  the  subject  of  his  gratitude 
or  his  regrets  on  the  anniversary  of  his  birth. 

In  like  manner,  this  nation,  grown  up,  should  on 
its  birthday  think  first  with  reverence  and  gratitude 
of  its  mother,  England.  Out  of  English  struggles 
with  monarchical  and  ecclesiastical  absolutism  came 
American  liberties.  Our  Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence  declared  that  “all  men  are  endowed  by  their 
Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights/’  and  that 
“governments  are  instituted  among  men”  to  secure 
these  rights.  Many  of  those  precious  rights,  hard 
won  in  mortal  struggles  although  attributed  to 
divine  endowment,  such  as  the  right  of  petition,  of 
freedom  of  speech,  and  of  freedom  of  elections  to 
representative  assemblies,  were  clearly  set  forth 
in  the  English  statute  of  1689  called  the  “Bill  of 
Bights,”  which  was  enacted  at  the  accession  of 
William  and  Mary  to  the  throne,  as  the  issue  of  the 
long  resistance  of  the  English  people  to  the  royal 
Stuarts  and  all  grace-of-God  kingship.  Several 
clear  statements  of  particular  rights  made  in  that 
memorable  statute  were  adopted  directly  into  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  into  some 
of  the  state  constitutions.  But  while  this  nation 
recalls  on  its  birthday  its  robust  and  freedom- 
loving  mother,  it  naturally  takes  a  stronger  interest 
in  its  own  independent  career,  which  already  covers 
four  generations  of  men. 

The  Declaration  of  Independence  made  some 
general  affirmations  which  were  not  of  English 
origin,  and  have  never  been  universally  accepted 
by  political  philosophers,  but  which  nevertheless 
have  had  great  influence  on  the  policies  and  aspi¬ 
rations  of  the  people  of  the  United  States.  Of 
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this  character  are  the  following  sentences:  uWe 
hold  these  truths  to  be  self-evident;  that  all  men 
are  created  equal;  that  they  are  endowed  by  their 
Creator  with  certain  unalienable  rights;  that  among 
these  are  life,  liberty  and  the  pursuit  of  happi¬ 
ness;  that  to  secure  these  rights  governments  are 
instituted  among  men,  deriving  their  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed. ”  The  state¬ 
ment  that  all  men  are  created  equal  is  manifestly 
not  true  in  every  sense.  Men  are  not  born  equal 
in  capacities,  powers,  or  dispositions;  and  under 
a  regime  of  liberty  the  inborn  diversities  of  capacity 
and  character  in  different  individuals  increase  as 
life  goes  on,  and  inevitably  produce  great  inequal¬ 
ities  in  regard  to  property  and  general  conditions 
of  life.  Neither  have  all  men  any  “  unalienable 
rights”  to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happi¬ 
ness.  We  and  all  preceding  generations  have 
constantly  seen  men  deprived  of  liberty,  the  free 
pursuit  of  happiness  and  even  of  life.  Any 
rights  of  that  sort  with  which  men  have  been 
endowed  by  nature  are  clearly  alienable  in  prac¬ 
tice.  Moreover,  we  Americans  have  often  been 
in  doubt  whether  government  really  does  derive 
its  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed;  for 
we  have  seen  in  power  minority  governments  as 
results  of  elections,  and  also  governments  under 
elective  forms  which  were  really  governments  by 
force.  We  ourselves  at  this  moment  are  govern¬ 
ing  the  Filipinos  without  their  consent.  Further¬ 
more,  since  the  Declaration  of  Independence  was 
written  by  Thomas  Jefferson  —  a  political  phil¬ 
osopher  much  in  advance  of  his  times  —  a  new 
kind  of  government  has  arisen  in  states  politically 
free,  which  exercises  over  their  citizens  a  control 
quite  as  difficult  to  resist  as  was  the  control  of 
King  George  and  his  ministers  over  the  people  of 
the  colonies.  That  new  interference  with  the 
“ unalienable  rights”  of  man,  and  particularly  with 
his  liberty  and  his  pursuit  of  happiness,  is  industrial 
government,  which  now  affects  the  daily  lives  of 
men  and  women  more  immediately  and  intensely 
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than  political  government  does.  This  industrial 
government  is  an  outcome  of  the  factory  system 
and  of  the  freedom  of  association  secured  since 
the  middle  of  the  last  century  alike  for  employers 
and  employed.  It  is  a  strong  control  which  is  the 
result  of  a  new  sort  of  freedom.  Its  great  power  is 
derived  from  capital  amassed  in  amounts  which 
equal  the  capitalized  income  of  many  political 
governments,  such  as  the  American  states  and 
cities,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  few  managers 
or  rulers,  who  are  generally  able  and  experienced 
men  serving  for  long  terms.  The  Declaration  of 
Independence  of  1776  recounted  the  injuries  and 
usurpations  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and 
the  rights  and  liberties  it  demanded  were  political 
and  commercial  rights.  If  a  new  Declaration  of 
Independence  were  written  today,  it  would  deal 
chiefly  with  social  and  industrial  rights.  The 
public  men  of  the  thirteen  colonies  had  thought 
very  little  about  the  pppular  rights  now  held  in 
highest  esteem,  such  as  universal  suffrage,  uni¬ 
versal  education,  a  free  press,  and  freedom  of 
association.  The  suffrage  in  those  days  was  far 
from  being  universal;  and  an  influential  press  in 
the  modern  sense  was  impossible  with  the  then 
existing  means  of  communication.  Indeed,  slaves 
were  then  held,  or  had  recently  been  held,  in  all 
the  colonies.  In  most  of  the  colonies  public  schools 
were  few  and  far  between,  their  terms  were  short, 
and  their  teachers  in  great  part  untrained. 
Illiterates  abounded  in  every  community;  and 
associations  for  financial  or  industrial  purposes 
had  not  gone  beyond  partnerships  and  working  on 
shares.  There  was  but  one  corporation  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts,  namely,  the  President  and  Fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  who  were  generally  called  “The 
Corporation.” 

Whence,  then,  did  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
with  its  extraordinary  affirmations  about  equality, 
liberty,  and  unalienable  rights,  really  spring?  Some 
people  have  supposed  that  these  affirmations  were 
derived  from  the  recent  French  political  philoso- 
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phy  which  at  that  time  had  not  been  discredited 
by  the  atrocities  which  accompanied  the  French 
Revolution,  and,  indeed,  those  writings  were  un¬ 
doubtedly  well  known  to  a  few  of  the  American 
patriots;  but  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
had  its  abundant  sources  deeper  in  the  moral 
qualities  and  free  conditions  of  life  of  the  people 
of  the  thirteen  colonies.  They  were  by  inheri¬ 
tance  and  occupation,  and  through  such  public 
instructions  as  they  received,  an  independent  people. 
They  were  farmers,  mechanics,  fishermen,  and 
hunters.  Every  man  owned  his  own  means  of 
production.  Private  property  in  real  estate  or 
chattels  was  wellnigh  universal.  There  were,  to 
be  sure,  some  hired  men  and  women,  but  for  the 
most  part  they  ate,  at  least  in  New  England,  with 
the  families  that  employed  them.  If  a  few  men 
went  fishing  together  in  the  same  vessel,  they 
went  on  shares  or  each  “on  his  own  hook.’7  From 
the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth  in  1620  down  to  1776, 
every  able-bodied  man  had  borne  arms,  at  first 
for  defence  at  home  against  the  savages,  but  later 
for  occasional  service  at  a  distance  in  the  trained 
militia.  The  French  and  Indian  wars  had  made 
fighting  familiar  to  a  considerable  proportion  of 
the  population, — not,  to  be  sure,  in  the  machine¬ 
like  way  of  regular  armies,  but  in  the  independent, 
individualistic  way  of  a  volunteer  militia.  Ail 
along  the  Atlantic  coast  many  of  the  men-  followed 
the  sea,  a  great  training  place  for  adventurous, 
alert,  resourceful,  individualistic  leaders  and  re¬ 
sponsible  commanders.  Their  occupations  and 
modes  of  life  made  the  people  individualistic  and 
independent;  and  this  tendency  was  reinforced 
by  the  public  instruction  they  received  from  their 
courts,  legislatures,  and  churches.  The  legislatures 
and  local  courts  were  vigorous  teachers  of  sound 
practice  in  a  restrained  civil  liberty.  The  churches 
were  for  the  most  part  Protestant,  and  the  ministers 
were  the  chief  oral  teachers  alike  of  the  young 
people  and  the  adults.  From  Elder  Brewster  down, 
they  preached  steadily  the  fatherhood  of  God, 
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the  brotherhood  of  man,  the  right  of  private  judg¬ 
ment  in  religion,  and  denial  of  all  ecclesiastical 
authority  over  a  man’s  destiny,  either  in  this  world 
or  the  next.  The  isolation  of  each  family  and 
of  each  small  community  also  taught  independence 
and  self-reliance.  The  extraordinary  dependence 
of  each  individual  on  many  other  individuals, 
which  modern  means  of  transportation  have  de¬ 
veloped  throughout  society,  did  not  exist  in  1776; 
and  the  collective  action  of  the  community  which 
now  so  frequently  overrides  individual  rights  had 
not  yet  been  imagined.  The  fourth  of  July  should 
always  be  called  “  Independence  Day”;  for  it 
commemorates  a  bold  public  act  by  competent 
representatives  of  people  extraordinarily  independ¬ 
ent  in  their  habits  of  thought  and  life.  They 
never  indulged,  however,  in  the  foolish  rudeness 
which  later  has  often  found  expression  in  the  phrase 
“I’m  as  good  as  you.”  That  was  not  their  kind 
of  independence.  They  recognized  superiors,  and 
they  had  leading  classes  such  as  ministers,  ship¬ 
masters,  and  magistrates.  Their  lives  were  simple; 
their  forms  of  local  government  had  been  extremely 
democratic  for  two  centuries  and  a  half;  and  there 
existed  among  them  no  hereditary  titles  or  privi¬ 
leges.  Their  independence  was  founded  firmly  in 
their  climatic  and  industrial  conditions,  and  on 
the  fact  that  for  generations  they  had  been  creating 
a  new  sort  of  society  on  fresh  soil. 

How  different  is  the  situation  of  the  American 
people  to-day.  Dependence  on  wages  or  salaries 
is  the  rule,  instead  of  the  exception.  Every  large 
community  is  dependent  for  food,  clothing  and 
shelter,  and  even  for  water,  on  supplies  brought 
from  afar.  The  great  transportation  systems,  which 
are  absolutely  indispensable  to  the  well-being  of 
modern  society,  are  strong  collective  agencies,  con¬ 
trolling  hundreds  of  thousands  of  disciplined  wage- 
earners;  they  take  account,  indeed,  of  the  needs 
or  interests  of  large  groups  or  entire  communities, 
but  pay  scant  attention  to  the  individual  consumer 
or  producer.  In  the  factory  system,  which  neces- 
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sarily  prevails  in  the  most  of  the  important  indus¬ 
tries,  the  individual  workman  is  just  an  atom  in 
a  complex  machine,  partly  animate  and  partly  in¬ 
animate,  which  works  well  only  when  each  individ¬ 
ual  workman’s  will  is  subordinated  to  the  rate  and 
rhythm  of  the  complex  whole.  The  factory  system 
involves  for  the  individual  operative  monotony, 
incessant  repetition,  much  automatic  action,  and 
dependence  for  a  sure  livelihood  on  the  intelligence 
and  skill  of  the  manager.  The  huge  monopolistic 
industrial  combinations,  the  combinations  among 
financial  institutions  which  put  great  masses  of 
capital  within  the  control  of  a  few  persons,  and  the 
large-scale  retail  establishments,  in  which  captains 
are  few  and  subordinates  many,  all  tend  to  diminish 
the  personal  independence  of  the  average  man  or 
woman.  The  trades  unions  take  a  strong  hand  in 
reducing  the  personal  independence  and  practical 
liberty  of  the  journeymen  in  their  respective 
trades.  In  short,  it  is  impossible  that  the  clerks, 
operatives,  salesmen,  and  trades  unionists  of 
to-day  should  be  as  independent,  self-reliant,  and 
enterprising  as  the  pioneers,  farmers,  fishermen, 
and  uncontrolled  mechanics  of  1776  were. 

In  certain  other  respects  the  mode  of  life  of 
a  large  proportion  of  the  American  people  has 
changed  for  the  worse  since  the  Declaration  of 
Independence  was  written.  Every  family  used  to 
live  in  its  own  house,  and  even  in  towns  and  cities 
had  a  bit  of  ground  to  cultivate.  Now,  in  the 
older  states  a  majority  of  the  people  live  as  tenants 
in  narrow  quarters  with  no  use  of  any  ground, 
and  therefore  with  no  attachment  to  their  place 
of  residence, —  the  majority  of  the  people  having 
become  nomadic  by  the  month  or  year,  although 
they  live  in  fixed  dwellings  and  not  in  movable 
tents  or  lodges  like  pastoral  or  hunting  nomads. 
When  the  prudent  and  thoughtful  members  of  an 
American  urban  community  wish  to  lay  up  money 
against  sickness,  accident,  and  old  age,  they  must 
now  put  their  money  into  savings  banks,  insur¬ 
ance  companies,  or  the  stocks  or  bonds  of  sound 
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corporations,  instead  of  buying  more  land,  or 
improving  their  buildings,  vehicles,  or  vessels,  or 
adding  to  the  number  of  their  live  stock  or  their 
tools,  as  successful  Americans  invariably  did  for 
the  first  two  centuries  on  this  continent.  They 
cannot  avoid  being  for  the  most  part  dependent 
on  other  peoples’  honesty  and  skill  even  for  the 
security  of  their  savings.  Now,  to  own  land, 
buildings,  or  useful  chattels  and  to  transmit  them 
to  descendants  has  been  a  powerful  motive  for 
industry,  honesty,  and  frugality  during  the  whole 
rise  of  mankind  from  barbarism  to  civilization, 
and  an  indispensable  force  in  the  training  of  inde¬ 
pendent  and  responsible  freemen.  It  does  not 
seem  at  all  likely  that  this  motive  can  be  either 
spared  or  replaced.  The  eagerness  of  new  immi¬ 
grants  to-day  to  acquire  land  and  buildings  is 
one  of  the  best  signs  of  the  present  times;  their 
lingering  in  cities  as  crowded  renters  is  one  of 
the  worst. 

In  what  sense,  then,  are  such  dependent  people 
as  we  are  free?  What  are  their  “ unalienable 
rights?”  In  what  sense  have  they  been  “  endowed 
by  their  Creator”  with  the  right  to  pursue  freely 
their  own  happiness?  The  men  of  ’76  sought 
and  declared  their  political  independence,  because 
they  were  by  nature  and  training  morally  inde¬ 
pendent.  They  became  freemen  politically,  because 
they  had  long  been  freemen  socially  and  indus¬ 
trially.  Does  not  American  experience  in  the 
nineteenth  century  go  to  show  that  political  free¬ 
dom  is  of  limited  value  unless  it  is  accompanied 
by  genuine  social  and  industrial  freedom,  and 
that  social  and  industrial  freedom  are  essential 
to  the  maintenance  of  every  other  sort  of  desirable 
freedom? 

Verily,  the  varied  course  of  this  nation’s  life  thus 
far,  and  its  prospects  for  the  future,  may  well  be 
subjects  for  grave  reflection  on  its  birthday. 

In  regard  to  social  freedom,  the  loss  in  American 
society  since  1776  is  not  serious.  There  were 
inequalities  of  material  condition  and  even  an 
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elementary  social  scale  in  the  days  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  ;  and  such  inequalities  persist  to-day  under 
a  regime  of  political  freedom,  and,  indeed,  have 
become  more  extreme  through  the  free  development 
of  money-making  skill,  and  more  lasting  through 
the  careful  education  of  children  of  well-to  do 
people,  and  the  invention  of  better  securities  for 
the  transmission  of  property  to  descendents. 
Nevertheless,  the  social  classification  is  still  very 
mobile;  and  “ birds  of  a  feather”  have  full  liberty  to 
“flock  together,”  No  traces  of  the  feudal  system 
and  no  hereditary  rights  or  privileges  exist  among  us. 

It  is  in  regard  to  industrial  liberty  that  the 
people  as  a  whole  have  lost  ground.  Listening 
to  the  Declaration  of  1776,  which  so  wonderfully 
promoted  political  freedom,  sets  us  all  to  thinking 
how  industrial  freedom  can  be  promoted.  Some 
people  imagine  that  a  guaranteed  support,  meager 
but  sure,  to  each  worker  for  life  would  promote 
industrial  freedom;  but  when  we  reflect  that 
that  is  just  what  the  slaves  of  a  sensible  owner 
have  always  had, —  a  sure  support  for  life,  though 
a  poor  one, —  we  distrust  that  prescription.  Of 
one  thing  we  may  be  sure,  namely,  that  indus¬ 
trial  freedom  will  not  be  promoted  by  measures 
which  diminish  personal  self-reliance,  voluntary 
industry,  and  ambition  and  earnestness  in  work. 
Whatever  deprives  a  man  of  a  personal,  indi¬ 
vidual  motive  for  self-improvement  and  robust 
exertion  will  not  make  him  freer  but,  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  more  servile,  and  in  the  long  run,  less  intel¬ 
ligent,  industrious,  and  free;  for  freedom  is  a  matter 
of  character  and  will-power.  If  a  man  is  going  to 
have  his  will  and  wishes  subordinated  to  the  will 
of  another,  and  be  forced  to  accept  the  dictation 
of  another  in  regard  to  the  ways  and  means  of 
earning  his  own  livelihood  and  that  of  his  family, 
it  matters  little,  so  far  as  his  condition  of  freedom 
is  concerned,  whether  that  other  be  a  king,  a  finan¬ 
cier,  a  trades  union,  or  an  association  of  employers. 
There  is  such  a  thing  as  rational  submission  in 
matters  of  common  concern  to  the  will  of  the 
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majority;  but  submission  to  the  will  of  the  majority 
in  a  numerous  body  may  be  as  abject  a  thing  as 
submission  to  the  will  of  a  single  despot  or  small 
group  of  despots,  so  far  as  the  effect  on  character 
goes,  particularly  if  the  man  who  submits  has 
absented  himself  from  the  preliminary  discussions 
and  the  vote.  Untoward  circumstances  beyond 
his  control  may  force  a  stout-hearted  man  to  sub¬ 
ordinate  his  own  will  and  wishes,  and  accept  a 
control  external  to  himself;  but  that  only  means 
that  circumstances  prevent  him,  so  far  forth,  from 
being  a  freeman. 

Considering  how  times  have  changed  since  1776, 
is  it  not  interesting  to  observe  that  several  of  the 
complaints  made  against  King  George  III.  may 
still  be  made  against  the  democratic  government 
which  succeeded  that  of  the  king?  Thus,  in  many 
parts  of  our  country  the  people  voting  make  judges 
dependent  on  the  voters’  fluctuating  will  for  the 
tenure  of  their  offices  and  the  amount  of  their 
salaries,  just  as  King  George  III.  made  judges’ 
tenures  and  salaries  in  the  colonies  dependent 
on  his  will.  Still  the  spoils  system  creates  a 
multitude  of  unnecessary  offices,  just  as  the  king 
did.  Tariff  legislation  has  the  same  effect  as 
some  of  the  king’s  arbitrary  measures  to  cut  off 
much  trade  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  Still 
oppressive  and  unjust  methods  of  taxation  pre¬ 
vail;  and  still  intrenched  abuses  call  for  the  exer¬ 
cise  by  the  people  of  much  patient  sufferance. 
Still  it  remains  true  that  “all  experience  hath 
shown  that  mankind  are  more  disposed  to  suffer 
while  evils  are  sufferable,  than  they  are  to  right 
themselves  by  abolishing  the  forms  to  which  they 
are  accustomed.”  Democracy  has  proved  itself 
in  the  United  States  to  be  the  most  patient  and 
conservative  of  governmental  methods.  The 
people  of  the  United  States  are  still  looking  to 
political  action  for  the  remedying  of  the  evils 
from  which  they  suffer;  but  they  now  see  clearly 
that  political  liberty  is  not  the  only  kind  of  liberty 
they  desire  and  need. 
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If  we  should  suppose  that  another  Continental 
Congress  had  now  been  called  to  consider  the 
means  of  resisting  the  oppressive  effects  of  indus¬ 
trial  government,  can  we  imagine  any  of  the  fea¬ 
tures  of  their  fresh  Declaration  of  Independence? 
Possibly  we  can, —  at  least  we  can  try  to, —  but  we 
can  hardly  conceive  that  the  delegates  would  adopt 
unanimously  any  declaration, —  as  the  delegates  of 
1776  did, —  so  great  is  the  divergence  of  opinion 
about  present  industrial  problems. 

For  the  promotion  of  individual  freedom  against 
industrial  oppressions  under  democratic  forms  of 
government,  any  new  Declaration  of  Independence 
would  inevitably  address  one  exhortation  to  the 
mass  of  the  people,  namely:  resist  monopoly  in 
every  phase  or  form,  and  deal  alike  with  all  monop¬ 
olies,  of  credit,  or  money,  or  transportation,  or 
beef,  or  wheat,  or  of  some  manufactured  product, 
or  of  some  kind  of  labor.  We  are  all  consumers, 
and  we  all  dislike  extremely  to  find  that  there 
is  but  one  seller  of  an  article  we  must  have,  and 
that  we  must  pay  his  price.  Hence,  in  a  democ¬ 
racy  if  a  monopoly  be  natural  and  inevitable,  or 
in  other  words,  indispensable  to  efficiency,  it  must 
be  either  regulated  or  assumed  by  government. 
If  it  be  artificial  and  not  necessary  to  efficiency, 
it  must  be  destroyed.  A  corollary  to  the  propo¬ 
sition  resist  monopoly,  is  encourage  competition, 
not  the  competition  that  takes  advantage  of  the 
distress  which  frequently  accompanies  excessive 
congestion  of  population,  or  which  abandons  tem¬ 
porarily  the  legitimate  expectation  of  profit, 
but  the  competition  which  reveals  to  men  their 
own  powers,  stimulates  invention,  improves  man¬ 
agement  and  quickens  wholesome  energy. 

A  new  Declaration  of  Independence  would  give 
vigorous  expression  to  the  popular  conviction  that 
the  natural  resources  of  the  country,  including  the 
public  health,  are  not  to  be  sacrificed  to  secure 
immediate  profits  to  a  few  individuals  or  corpora¬ 
tions  to-day.  It  would  also  recognize  the  direct 
functions  of  government  in  preventing  evils  and  in 
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promoting  human  welfare.  Since  the  prodigious 
development  of  mechanical  and  electrical  power, 
the  invention  of  incorporation  with  limited  liabil¬ 
ity,  and  the  discoveries  of  preventive  medicine, 
the  functions  of  government  have  changed  very 
much  for  the  better.  The  collective  force  of  the 
community  for  bettering  human  conditions  is  ap¬ 
plied  nowadays  partly  through  private  corporations 
and  endowments,  but  largely  through  governments, 
national,  state,  and  municipal.  All  action  by 
government  which  clearly  prevents  industrial  evils, 
or  promotes  the  bodily  and  mental  welfare  of  in¬ 
dustrial  workers,  tends  to  increase  industrial  free¬ 
dom.  All  action  by  government  which  tends  to 
facilitate  the  voluntary  division  and  redistribution 
of  great  properties,  to  prevent  the  diseases  and  vices 
which  cause  most  of  the  degrading  poverty,  or  are 
caused  by  it,  and  to  maintain  between  the  extremes 
of  society  —  the  few  very  rich  and  the  few  miserably 
poor  —  a  host  of  propertied,  conservative  people 
very  various  in  occupations  and  conditions  of  life, 
but  united  in  hopes  and  aspirations,  will  improve 
industrial  conditions  and  commend  democracy  to 
the  confidence  of  the  world.  At  this  moment  the 
American  people  are  taking  a  strong  interest  in  the 
initiative,  referendum  and  recall,  and  in  the  direct 
election  of  senators,  all  of  which  are  efforts  to  give 
free  political  institutions  the  mastery  over  the 
powerful  industrial  and  financial  institutions  which 
have  come  into  power  within  the  past  thirty 
years. 

A  new  Declaration  of  Independence  would  exhort 
the  people  to  spend  more  money  on  public  edu¬ 
cation;  so  that  the  new  generations  may  become 
quick  to  detect  error,  to  accept  facts,  and  to  dis¬ 
criminate  between  the  plausible  and  the  sound, 
the  probable  and  the  improbable,  the  credible 
and  the  incredible,  the  guesses  of  a  roving  imagi¬ 
nation  and  the  results  of  actual  experiment.  Only 
by  increasing  the  general  intelligence  of  the 
people  can  such  errors  as  the  following  be  ban¬ 
ished:  Every  journeyman  in  one  and  the  same 
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trade  should  receive  the  same  wages;  the  hours 
of  labor  during  a  day  should  be  the  same  in  all 
occupations;  high  prices  for  the  necessaries  of 
life,  such  as  food,  clothing,  and  shelter,  are  more 
advantageous  to  the  community  than  low  ones; 
cheap  clothes  make  a  cheap  man.  It  is  for  lack 
of  power  in  large  masses  of  the  people  to  observe 
accurately  and  think  straight  that  such  ideas 
as  those  get  a  currency  which  affects  injuriously 
both  business  and  legislation.  Only  by  increas¬ 
ing  the  general  intelligence  of  the  people  through 
the  work  of  churches,  schools,  clubs,  lectures, 
theatres,  model  farms,  model  workshops,  and  the 
press,  not  for  children  only  but  for  grown  men 
and  women  already  at  work,  can  the  much-needed 
improvements  be  brought  to  pass  in  the  common 
modes  of  life,  and  in  the  varied  operations  through 
which  the  national  livelihood  is  earned.  Special 
intelligences  can  invent  the  improvements;  but 
only  the  general,  diffused  intelligence  can  bring 
them  into  effective  practice.  Some  people  seem 
to  think  that  if  a  new  Declaration  of  Independ¬ 
ence  were  now  to  be  written,  it  would  contain 
some  such  statements  as  these:  Every  citizen  in 
a  free  state  has  an  unalienable  right  to  that  amount 
of  employment  which  will  yield  for  him  and  his 
family  a  decent  livelihood;  every  worker  has  a 
right  to  be  insured  against  the  personal  losses 
due  to  acute  sickness,  chronic  invalidism,  injuries 
through  accident,  and  the  inevitable  disabilities 
of  old  age;  every  man  has  a  right  to  the  normal 
pleasures  and  enjoyments  of  life,  and  leisure  to 
enjoy  them;  all  the  instruments  of  production 
including  the  land,  and  all  the  means  of  distribu¬ 
ting  products  should  belong,  not  to  individuals, 
but  to  the  state,  or  to  society  as  a  whole,  so  that 
production  for  private  profit  and  competition 
among  producers  should  cease. 

Surely  it  is  an  interesting  question  on  Inde¬ 
pendence  Day  whether  these  principles  would  pro¬ 
mote  or  prevent  the  creation  and  development 
of  independent  human  beings.  The  Americans  of 
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1776  had  no  such  rights  of  employment,  guaranteed 
subsistence,  and  unearned  pleasure.  They  were 
genuinely  independent,  because  every  man  worked 
for  the  support  of  himself  and  his  family  without 
any  guarantee  from  the  state  or  anybody  else, 
owned  his  own  means  of  production,  and  depended 
for  his  success  not  on  his  neighbor  or  the  Common¬ 
wealth,  but  on  himself.  Each  family  ran  its  own 
risks,  bore  its  own  losses,  planned  its  own  ventures, 
and  made  its  own  accumulations.  This  is  a  sure 
road  to  personal  and  family  independence  of  body 
and  soul.  In  any  person  even  superficially  acquain¬ 
ted  with  the  history  of  civilization  it  would  require 
great  boldness  or  remarkable  self-confidence  to 
say  as  much  for  the  industrial  program  of  any 
labor  union  or  socialist  club.  Employment  guaran¬ 
teed  without  regard  to  the  merit  and  good  will  of 
the  worker,  compulsory  insurance,  and  old-age 
pensions  might  prevent  much  bodily  suffering 
from  misfortune  and  shiftlessness  and  the  resultant 
poverty,  but  they  cannot  be  expected  to  develop 
in  human  beings  by  the  million  the  freeman’s  self- 
reliance,  enterprise,  and  energy.  But  are  there 
not  already  existing  in  all  the  civilized  states  con¬ 
siderable  classes  of  persons  who  enjoy  long  tenures 
and  fair  wages  or  salaries  and  a  pension  on  retire¬ 
ment, —  such  as  judges,  officers  of  the  army  and 
navy,  some  professors  and  teachers,  firemen,  and 
policemen;  and  are  not  these  as  a  rule  respected 
citizens  who  render  excellent  service  to  the  com¬ 
munity?  Yes;  but  they  are  also  highly  exceptional 
classes,  who  are,  or  ought  to  be,  selected  originally 
for  merit  on  adequate  grounds,  and  who  then 
perform  their  duties  in  public,  or  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  superiors  in  the  same  or  a  similar  service  — 
their  employer  being  the  state,  or  other  undying  per¬ 
son  with  a  sure  income.  These  conditions  are  not 
attainable  in  most  industries  or  employments;  yet 
the  long  tenure  and  pension  system  will  work  well, 
in  respect  to  its  effect  on  human  character,  under 
no  other.  The  individual  who  accepts  such  a  service 
sacrifices  some  of  his  freedom  and  independence 
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and  all  chance  of  winning  a  great  money  prize,  in 
favor  of  security  for  himself  and  his  family,  exemp¬ 
tion  from  all  trading,  and  a  sure  serviceableness. 
These  securities  he  can  obtain  only  from  a  just 
employer,  who  can  neither  die  nor  fail.  The  day 
is  distant  when  any  considerable  proportion  of  human 
occupations  can  be  arranged  on  these  terms;  and  so 
far  as  we  can  foresee,  it  would  not  be  expedient  that 
they  should  be.  The  spirit  of  adventure  and  the 
hope  of  special  prizes  as  rewards  of  special  exertions 
strongly  stimulate  human  endeavor,  and  are  likely 
to  be  as  valuable  in  the  future  as  they  have  been 
in  the  past.  There  are  a  few  persons  who  will  work 
as  hard  without  these  stimulations  as  with  them; 
but  they  are  uncommon  specimens  of  humanity; 
and  it  would  be  unsafe  to  construct  on  their  excep¬ 
tional  qualities  a  universal  social  and  industrial 
order. 

The  next  measure  which  a  new  Declaration 
about  industrial  government  would  urge  in  defence 
of  liberty  would  be  the  large  development  of  the 
method  of  neighborhood  cooperation  in  both  buy¬ 
ing  and  selling.  In  less  than  forty  years  the  farmers 
of  Denmark,  by  applying  the  principles  of  cooper¬ 
ation  to  both  sides  of  the  dairy  business  and  the 
poultry  business,  changed  one  of  the  poorest  coun¬ 
tries  of  Europe  into  one  of  the  richest  per  capita, 
and  at  the  same  time  won  for  themselves  industrial 
liberty.  Cooperation  in  manufacturing  is  obviously 
a  more  difficult  problem,  but  one  which  should  be 
studied  sympathetically  and  unremittingly  by 
every  well-wisher  for  progress  in  industrial  liberty. 

Democracy  aims  naturally  and  rightfully  at  the 
greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number,  but  that 
greatest  good  is  not  merely  material,  but  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  material  good  with  moral  good,  of  physical 
comfort  with  noble  character.  Freedom  is  the 
native  air  of  all  the  virtues,  and  particularly  of 
truthfulness,  frankness,  and  courage.  An  oppressed 
or  subservient  race  is  in  great  danger  of  learning 
to  lie,  dissemble,  and  skulk.  Political,  social, 
and  industrial  arrangements  are  good  only  so  far 
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as  they  foster  freedom  and  promote  the  develop¬ 
ment  in  all  grades  of  society  of  honest,  independent, 
and  vigorous  men  and  women.  Democracy  is 
the  form  of  political  government  which  best  pro¬ 
motes  freedom  and  social  justice.  Hence  the 
importance  of  considering  together  on  this  Inde¬ 
pendence  Day  the  inroads  which  other  authori¬ 
ties  and  powers  have  made  since  1776  on  our 
democratic  liberties,  and  of  studying  the  means  of 
resisting  these  inroads.  We  shall  best  praise  the 
men  of  1776  by  trying  to  emulate  under  our  new 
conditions  their  foresight,  wisdom,  and,  courage.

ORDINANCES  OF  1911,  CHAPTER  7, 


CONCERNING 


THE  PUBLIC  GROUNDS  DEPARTMENT  AND 
THE  CARE  OF  SHADE  TREES. 


In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Eleven. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Public  Grounds  Department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Grounds,  who  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence 
of  all  the  public  grounds  and  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  over  all  trees,  plants  and  shrubs  growing, 
planted  and  to  be  planted  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of 
Boston  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute,  and 
except  those  in  the  public  parks,  including  the  right  to 
plant  new  trees  and  to  care  for  the  same.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds  to 
superintend,  regulate  and  encourage  the  preservation, 
culture  and  planting  of  shade  and  ornamental  trees, 
plants  and  shrubbery  in  the  streets;  to  trim  all  shade 
trees  standing  in  public  streets  so  they  will  not  interfere 
with  public  travel,  and  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  statutes;  to  prune,  spray,  cultivate  and  other¬ 
wise  maintain  such  trees,  plants  and  shrubbery,  and  to 
direct  the  time  and  method  of  trimming  the  same;  to 
advise,  without  charge,  owners  and  occupants  of  lots 
regarding  the  kind  of  trees,  plants  and  shrubbery  which 
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they  may  contemplate  planting  upon  the  street  or  upon 
private  property  for  the  purpose  of  ornamenting  and 
shading  the  street,  and  the  method  of  planting  best 
adapted  to  or  most  desirable  on  particular  streets;  and 
to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
the  control  and  extermination  of  insects  and  other  pests 
and  plant  diseases  which  may  injuriously  affect  trees, 
plants  and  shrubs  that  are  now  growing  or  may  be 
hereafter  growing  in  the  streets.  He  shall  cause  all 
statutes  and  ordinances  for  the  protection  of  trees,  plants 
and  shrubs  in  the  public  grounds  and  streets  to  be 
strictly  observed. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  plant  any  tree,  plant  or 
shrub  in  any  street  without  first  having  obtained  a 
written  permit  therefor  from  the  Street  Commissioners 
setting  forth  the  conditions  under  which  such  trees, 
plants  or  shrubs  may  be  planted,  including  the  kind 
and  variety  thereof,  and  until  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  has  designated  on  the  ground  the 
location  thereof,  and  without  in  all  respects  comply¬ 
ing  with  the  conditions  of  such  permit. 

Sect.  3.  No  person,  except  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  or  his  assistants,  shall  spray,  mulch, 
fertilize  or  otherwise  treat  or  climb,  remove,  destroy, 
break,  cut  or  trim  any  living  tree,  plant  or  shrub,  or 
any  part  thereof,  growing  in  any  street,  without  first 
having  obtained  a  written  permit  from  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Public  Grounds;  and  no  cutting  or  trimming 
of  any  tree  or  shrub  in  any  street  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  any  other  city  department  or  of  any  public 
service  corporation  or  other  person  having  a  right  to 
use  said  street  shall  be  done  except  in  such  manner  as 
directed  by  said  superintendent. 

Sect.  4.  h^o  person  shall  fasten  any  horse  or  other 
animal  to  any  tree  or  shrub,  or  to  any  device  intended 
to  protect  any  tree  or  shrub,  in  any  street;  nor  shall 
any  person  cause  or  permit  any  horse  or  other  animal 
to  stand  or  be  near  enough  to  any  tree,  plant  or  shrub 
to  bite  or  rub  against  pr  in  any  manner  injure  or  deface 
the  same;  nor  shall  any  person  attach  or  place  any  rope, 
wire,  sign,  poster,  handbill  or  other  thing  or  substance 
on  any  tree  or  shrub  in  any  street,  or  on  any  guard  or 
protection  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  person  remove, 
injure  or  misuse  any  guard  or  device  placed  or  intended 
to  protect  any  tree,  plant  or  shrub  now  or  hereafter 
growing  in  any  street. 


Care  of  Shade  Trees. 
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Sect.  5.  No  person  shall,  without  first  having- 
obtained  a  written  permit  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Grounds  and  the  Wire  Commissioner,  attach  any 
electric  wire,  insulator  or  any  other  device  for  holding- 
electric  wire  to  any  tree  now  or  hereafter  growing  in  any 
street;  and  every  person  or  corporation  having  any  wire 
or  wires  charged  with  electricity  shall  securely  fasten 
or  change  the  location  of  same  so  that  such  wire  or  wires 
shall  not  injure  any  tree  in  any  street. 

Sect.  6.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning, 
maintaining  or  operating  any  gas  pipes  or  mains  laid 
beneath  the  surface  of  any  street  or  private  land  in  the 
City  of  Boston  shall  permit  any  leak  to  occur  in  such 
pipes  or  mains  within  a  radius  of  forty  feet  of  any  tree 
now  or  hereafter  growing*  in  any  street  in  said  city,  and 
in  the  event  that  a  leak  exists  or  occurs  in  any  such 
pipe  or  m^in,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation  owning  or  operating  such  defective  pipe  or 
main  to  repair  the  same  immediately  and  stop  such  leak 
in  a  manner  so  as  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  same 
after  receiving  a  notice  in  writing  from  the  Superin¬ 
tendent  of  Public  Grounds  calling  the  attention  of  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  to  the  fact  that  such  leak 
exists  or  has  occurred,  and  if  such  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  fails  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice  to  stop  such  leak  in  a  manner  so  as  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  thereof,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and  a  separate  offence 
shall  be  regarded  as  committed  after  each  day  during 
which  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  continue 
such  violation. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall,  without  first  having- 
obtained  a  written  permit  from  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Grounds,  place  or  hereafter  maintain,  upon 
the  ground  in  a  street,  stone,  cement  or  other  substance 
which  shall  impede  the  free  entrance  of  water  and  air 
to  the  roots  of  any  tree  in  such  street,  without  leaving 
an  open  space  of  ground  outside  the  trunk  of  said  tree 
in  area  not  less  than  four  square  feet. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  interfere,  or 
cause  or  permit  any  person  to  interfere,  with  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Grounds  or  his  assistants,  in  and 
about  the  planting,  mulching,  pruning,  spraying  or 
removing  of  any  tree  in  any  street,  or  in  the  removing 
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of  stone,  cement  or  other  sidewalk,  or  stone,  cement  or 
other  substance,  about  the  trunk  of  any  tree  in  any  such 
street. 

Sect.  9.  In  the  erection,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
building  or  structure  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  accordance  with  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  the  superintendent  such  guards  around  all  nearby 
trees  in  the  street  as  shall  effectually  prevent  injury  to 
such  trees. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  moving  a  building  in  a  street 
under  a  permit  therefor  shall  remove,  cut  or  injure  any 
tree  in  a  street,  or  any  branch  thereof,  except  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  an  order  of  the  Street  Commissioners  and 
after  obtaining  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Public  Grounds  describing  in  detail  the 
removal  or  cutting  permitted  thereby. 

Sect.  11.  Every  permit  granted  by  the  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Public  Grounds  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  not 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sect.  12.  The  word  “  trees”  as  used  in  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  construed  to  include  shrubs  which  do  not 
grow  higher  than  fifteen  feet,  and  the  word  “  person” 
whenever  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
include  individuals,  firms  and  corporations.

City  of  Boston, 

In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  August  1,  1911. 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  an  alteration  of  its  existing  locations  as  follows: 

On  Centre  street,  West  Roxbury  district,  from  Green 
street  to  south  of  Seaverns  avenue,  a  relocation  of  the 
existing  double  tracks;  said  tracks  being  substantially  as 
shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by  A.  L.  Plimpton, 
dated  June  24,  1911,  and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  together  with  all  neces¬ 
sary  curves,  crossovers,  switches  and  connections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
overhead  single  trolley  electric  system  of  motive  power 
in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and  to  erect, 
maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in 
height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots  or  circles  on  the 
aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places,  to  be  shown  by 
blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  to  place  on  said 
poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Wires  shall  approve. 

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this  order 
is  upon  condition  that  the  whole  work  of  laying  the 
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same,  the  form  of  rail  to  be  used,  and  the  kind  and  quality 
of  material  used  in  paving  said  tracks  and  the  kind  and 
locations  of  poles  shall  be  under  the  direction  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and 
shall  be  approved  by  him.  Also  upon  condition  that 
said  railway  company  shall  accept  this  order,  and  shall 
file  such  acceptance  with  the  Board  of  Street  Commis¬ 
sioners  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  statute  law;

sums  of  money  hereinafter  specified  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  appro¬ 
priated  for  the  several  departments,  and  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
hereinafter  stated. 

Ordered,  That  the  appropriations  for  Water  Service,  current  expenses, 
and  the  payments  to  the  state  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  488  of  the 
Acts  of  1895  and  acts  in  addition  or  amendment  thereto,  and  for  the 
interest  requirement  for  loans  issued  for  water  purposes,  be  met  by  the 
income  from  said  works  and  any  excess  over  income  from  taxes;  that 
the  other  appropriations  hereinafter  specified  or  heretofore  may  be  met  out 
of  the  money  remaining  in  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  business  on  January 
31,  1911,  exclusive  of  tire  money  raised  by  loan  or  needed  to  carry  out  the 
requirements  of  any  statute,  gift,  trust,  or  special  appropriation,  and  by 
the  income  of  the  financial  year,  beginning  February  1,  1911,  and  by 
taxes  to  the  amount  of  $14,559,667.62,*  and  that  said  amount  be  raised 
by  taxation  on  the  polls  and  estates  taxable  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Ordered,  That  all  sums  of  money  which  form  no  part  of  the  income  of 
the  city,  but  shall  be  paid  for  services  rendered  or  work  done  by  any  depart¬ 
ment  or  division  for  any  other  department  or  division,  or  for  any  person 
or  corporation  other  than  the  City  of  Boston,  be  paid  into  the  general 
treasury  and  then  credited  to  the  appropriation  of  the  department  or 
division  rendering  such  service  or  doing  such  work,  and  that  all  contribu¬ 
tions  made  to  any  appropriation  be  expended  for  the  objects  and  purposes 
directed  by  the  several  contributors  thereof. 

Ordered,  That  to  provide  temporarily  money  to  meet  the  appropriations 
aforesaid,  the  City  Treasurer  issue  and  sell,  at  such  times  and  in  such

and  bear  interest  from  their  date  until  the  same  are  made  payable  at  such 
rate  as  said  treasurer  shall  deem  proper.

In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  August  22,  1911. 

Ordered,  That  in  addition  to  the  'rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  Whst  End  Street  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  an  alteration  of  its  existing  locations,  as  follows: 

On  Talbot  avenue,  Dorchester  district,  from  Blue  Hill 
avenue  to  Washington  street,*  the  rails  of  the  existing 
double  tracks  to  be  removed  from  the  respective  positions 
in  which  they  are  now  laid  and  maintained  under 
Location  No.  172,  dated  July  13,  1899,  to  positions 
parallel  thereto,  and  three  inches  farther  out  from  the 
line  half  way  between  the  existing  tracks,  so  that  the 
space  between  said  tracks  on  the  portion  of  the  said 
street  specified,  shall  be  substantially  five  feet  instead 
of  four  feet  six  inches  as  at  present ;  said  tracks  being 
substantially  as  shown  by  red  lines  on  a  plan  made  by 
A.  L.  Plimpton,  dated  May  22,  1899,  and  deposited  in 
the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  together 
with  all  necessary  curves,  crossovers,  switches  and 
connections. 

And  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners 
is  granted  to  said  company  to  establish  and  maintain  the 
overhead  single  trolley  electric  system  of  motive  power 
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in  the  operation  of  its  cars  on  said  location,  and  to  erect, 
maintain  and  use  iron  poles,  not  less  than  twenty  feet  in 
height,  at  places  indicated  by  red  dots  or  circles  on  the 
aforesaid  plan,  or  at  such  other  places,  to  be  shown  by 
blue  dots  or  circles  on  said  plan,  as  may  be  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  and  to  place  on  said 
poles  such  wires  and  other  appliances  as  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Wires  shall  approve.

MESSAGE  OF  THE  MAYOR  RELATIVE  TO 
THE  PROPOSED  WIDENING  OF  PLEASANT 
STREET. 


City  of  Boston, 

Office  of  the  Mayor,  September  29,  1911. 

To  the  City  Council: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  petition  signed  by  many  lead¬ 
ing  merchants  and  representatives  of  business  houses, 
asking  that  the  city  accept  chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of 
1911,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  herewith,  which  pro¬ 
vides  for  the  widening  of  Pleasant  street  from  Wash¬ 
ington  street  to  Eliot  street  at  Park  square.  This 
measure  seems  to  me  to  make  possible  one  of  the  most 
important  street  improvements  that  have  been  urged 
in  recent  years.  With  Pleasant  street,  now  a  narrow 
and  crooked  thoroughfare,  widened  to  a  width  of  60 
feet,  easy  connections  could  be  made  between  South 
Boston  and  the  business  district  through  the  subway, 
as  well  as  with  the  West  End,  Cambridge  and  the  Back 
Bay.  It  is  one  of  those  street  improvements  which 
seem  predestined  and  as  the  buildings  along  the  route 
are  now  old  and  the  damages  to  be  paid  would  in  con¬ 
sequence  be  comparatively  light,  there  is  little  wisdom 
in  postponing  it  to  a  time  when  the  benefits  will  be  no 
greater  or  more  obvious,  while  the  cost  will  certainly 
be  increased. 

In  bringing  before  your  honorable  body  this  impor¬ 
tant  act  of  the  Legislature  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  notify 
you  that  a  small  parcel  of  real  estate  which  would  be 
taken  in  the  course  of  the  improvement  is  owned  by 
one  of  my  brothers.  I  have  considered  this  feature 
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carefully,  but  the  profit,  if  any,  to  a  member  of  my 
family  is  so  small  and  the  improvement  is  so  necessary 
that  I  do  not  feel  that  such  a  personal  consideration 
should  deter  me  from  following  what  seems  to  be  the  _ 
plain  path  of  duty.  The  improvement  is  one  of  wide 
and  far-reaching  influence  upon  the  prosperity  of  the 
city.  It  involves  the  careful  consideration  of  many 
financial  factors  and  I  recommend  that  your  honorable 
body  take  up  the  study  of  the  question  with  a  view  to 
appropriate  action  at  the  proper  time.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

The  undersigned,  citizens  and  taxpayers  of  the  city 
of  Boston,  having  in  mind  the  improvement  of  transit 
facilities  between  South  Boston  and  the  northerly  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  city,  the  relief  of  congestion  on  Washington 
street,  and  the  general  increase  in  values  of  the  real 
estate  affected  by  this  development,  most  respectfully 
petition  your  honor  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  procure  the  acceptance  by  the  city  council  of 
chapter  591  of  the  Acts  of  1911.  Believing  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  city  require  early  completion  of  this 
much  desired  improvement,  we  urge  upon  your  honor, 
as  well  as  the  city  council,  prompt  and  favorable  action. 

In  connection  with  the  accompanying  petition  which 
refers  to  an  Act  authorizing  the  widening  and  extension 
of  Pleasant  street,  from  Washington  street  to  Park 
square,  we  quote  from  page  36  of  the  Report  of  Joint 
Board  on  Metropolitan  Improvements  Commission 
made  to  the  Legislature  in  January,  1911,  the  following: 

“  (c.)  Pleasant  Street  Improvement. 

“  Pleasant  street  makes  connection  with  Broadway 
at  Washington  street  and  with  Charles  street  at  Park 
square.  In  its  present  narrow  and  crooked  form  it 
is  a  barrier  to  communication  between  Broadway  and 
Charles  street.  If  improved  by  widening  and  straighten¬ 
ing,  it  would  form,  with  other  streets  and  the  extension 
recommended  between  the  Charles  River  Dam  and 
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Lowell  street,  a  circumferential  highway  close  to  the 
business  center  of  Boston  which  would  cross  every 
radial  highway  from  that  business  center  to  all  parts  of 
the  metropolitan  district,  and  give  relief,  at'  a  relatively 
small  cost,  to  the  highways  within  the  business  center, 
and  increase  the  availability  and  value  for  business 
purposes  of  much  property  now  difficult  of  access  and 
consequently  of  low  valuation.  Many  other  benefits 
would  result  from  an  improvement  of  Pleasant  street, 
not  the  least  of  which  would  be  that  of  making  it  possible 
to  extend  the  South  Boston  cars  to  a  connection  with

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  widening  of  pleasant 

STREET  IN  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  board  of  street  commissioners  of  the 
city  of  Boston,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  widen  and  construct  Pleasant 
street  from  Washington  street  to  Eliot  street  at  Park 
square. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  widening  and  construction  and 
the  assessment  of  the  betterments  therefor  shall  be  made 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  three  hun¬ 
dred  and  ninety-three  of  the  acts  of  the  year  nineteen 
hundred  and  six,  with  the  following  exception : —  If  a 
street  railway  location  is  applied  for  within  six  months 
after  this  act  takes  effect,  as  hereinafter  provided,  the 
said  location  shall  be  granted  to  the  street  railway 
company  applying  for  the  same  only  upon  condition 
that  said  company  shall  pay  to  the  city  toward  the 
expense  of  the  aforesaid  street  construction  that  part 
of  the  total  cost  of  said  construction  which  is  due  to 
the  extra  width  of  said  street  required  for  two  railway 
tracks;  and  the  remainder  of  the  cost  of  said  widening 
and  construction,  beyond  that  paid  by  said  company 
shall  be  regarded  as  the  assessable  cost  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  to  be  assessed  upon  the  estates  benefited  to  the 
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extent  specified  in,  and  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of,  said  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-three.  If 
the  street  commissioners,  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  cannot  agree  with  the  company  as  to  the  amount 
to  be  paid  by  it  toward  the  cost  of  said  improvement, 
the  city  of  Boston  or  the  company  may  petition  the 
supreme  judicial  court,  sitting  in  equity,  to  appoint 
a  commission  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  by 
the  company,  and  the  said  court  may  confirm  or  modify 
the  award  of  the  commissioners  and  may  make  such 
order  or  decree  as  it  may  deem  proper  in  the  premises 
to  enforce  the  payment  of  the  award  of  the  said  com¬ 
mission  as  confirmed  or  modified  by  the  court. 

Sect.  3.  If  a  location  is  not  applied  for  and  granted 
within  six  months  after  this  act  takes  effect,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  no  location  on  said  street  shall  be 
granted  until  after  the  assessment  of  the  betterments 
on  the  estates  benefited  by  said  widening,  and  then 
only  on  the  payment  by  said  company  to  the  city  of  a 
sum  which  bears  the  same  proportion  to  the  whole 
cost  of  said  construction  that  is  borne  by  the  width 
of  the  location  to  the  total  width  of  the  street  as  widened. 

Sect.  4.  If  no  application  is  made  for  a  location 
within  six  months  after  the  acceptance  of  this  act,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  the  street  commissioners,  after 
the  expiration  of  said  six  months,  shall  determine  the 
width  of  the  street,  and  shall  lay  out  and  construct 
the  same.  If  the  width  so  determined  shall  include 
space  for  one  or  more  tracks  of  a  street  railway  com¬ 
pany,  that  fact  shall  be  entered  upon  the  records  of 
the  street  commissioners,  together  with  their  estimate 
of  the  cost  to  the  city  of  the  construction  of  that  part 
of  the  said  widened  street  which  provided  space  for  the 
said  track  or  tracks. 

Sect.  5.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Boston,  to 
pay  the  expenses  incurred  for  said  widening  and  con¬ 
struction,  shall  from  time  to  time  issue  and  sell  negoti¬ 
able  bonds  of  the  said  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
nine  hundred  thousand  dollars ;  and  shall  hold  the 
proceeds  of  said  bonds  in  the  treasury  of  the.  city  and 
pay  therefrom  the  expenses  aforesaid.  Said  bonds 
shall  not  be  reckoned  in  determining  the  statutory 
limit  of  indebtedness  of  the  city. 

Sect.  6.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  acceptance 
by  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  the  city  of  Boston. 
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{The  foregoing  was  laid  before  the  Governor  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  June,  1911,  and  after  five  days  it  had 
‘‘  the  force  of  a  law, n  as  prescribed  by  the  Constitution,  as 
it  was  not  returned  by  him  with  his  objections  thereto 
within  that  time.)

Sections  30,  33,  35,  36,  37,  44,  46,  53, 
55,  57,  60,  88  and  104  of  chapter  47  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898  are  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  “ Superintendent  of  Streets’"  wherever 
the  same  occur  in  said  sections,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “ Commissioner  of  Public  Works.”

The  undersigned,  Ernest  Acker,  Robert  W.  Harding, 
Philip  J.  Myer,  Bruno  Hartung  and  Andrew  A.  Casassa, 
Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Revere;  and  Walter  L.  Collins 
and  Walter  Ballantyne,  Councilors,  Frank  0.  Whitney, 
authorized  substitute  for  the  City  Clerk,  and  James  H. 
Sullivan,  authorized  substitute  for  the  Commissioner  of

unmarked  point  in  the  channel  of  Mystic  river  south¬

The  undersigned,  John  E.  Fisher  and  Richard  A. 
Mandeville,  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Dedham;  and 
Walter  L.  Collins  and  Walter  Ballantyne,  Councilors, 
Frank  0.  Whitney,  authorized  substitute  for  the  City 
Clerk,  and  James  H.  Sullivan,  authorized  substitute 
for  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  severally  thereto 
duly  authorized  by  the  City  Council  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  met  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  November, 
1911,  and  examined  the  lines  and  established  the  bound¬ 
ary  marks  between  said  town  and  city,  which  are 
described  as  follows:

HYDE  PARK. 

The  undersigned,  Janies  D.  Grant,  John  Alden,  Guy 
C.  Lamson,  and  Benjamin  Clough,  Selectmen  of  the 
Town  of  Hyde  Park;  and  Walter  L.  Collins  and  Walter 
Ballantyne,  Councilors,  Frank  O.  Whitney,  authorized 
substitute  for  the  City  Clerk,  and  James  H.  Sullivan, 
authorized  substitute  for  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works,  severally  thereto  duly  authorized  by  the  City 
Council  of  the  City  of  Boston,  met  on  the  twenty-fourth 
day  of  November,  1911,  and  examined  the  lines  and 
established  the  boundary  marks  between  said  town 
and  city,  which  are  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  centre  of  the  channel  of 
Neponset  river,  in  the  boundary  line  between  the  Towns 
of  Hyde  Park  and  Milton,  where  the  boundary  line

Sir, —  This  commission  was  appointed  by  you  to 
examine  into  the  needs  of  the  Fire  Department  and  to 
study  the  general  subject  of  the  fire  hazard  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  We  organized  on  August  31  and  from  that 
time  until  the  date  of  this  report  have  devoted  a  large 
amount  of  time  to  the  work. 

We  have  inspected  in  detail  the  various  functions 
of  the  Fire  Department,  have  familiarized  ourselves 
with  its  workings,  have  visited  a  number  of  the  apparatus 
houses,  and  have  examined  into  the  two  principal 
auxiliary  branches  of  the  department,  the  fire-alarm 
office  and  the  repair  shop.  We  have  carefully  studied 
and  analyzed  the  reports  of  other  investigators,  and 
have  been  in  communication  with  recognized  experts 
both  here  and  in  other  cities.  We  have  been  aided  by 
the  various  reports  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  and  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce. 
We  also  held  several  public  hearings. 

One  of  our  members,  Mr.  Decrow,  representing  the 
commission,  visited  the  exhibition  of  fire  apparatus 
recently  held  in  Milwaukee  and  examined  into  the 
workings  of  the  fire  departments  in  that  city,  Chicago 
and  Detroit.  The  commission  as  a  body  visited  Spring- 
field,  Mass.,  where  every  opportunity  was  given  to  wit¬ 
ness  the  operation  of  the  automobile  apparatus  in  service 
there. 

In  making  our  report  we  have  endeavored  to  hold 
to  existing  conditions  and  to  realize  that  any  corrective 
measures  which  may  be  adopted  by  law  or  ordinance 
to  reduce  and  prevent  the  hazard  from  inflammable 
construction  cannot  for  many  years  have  any  marked 
effect  on  Boston  as  it  stands  to-day.  Fires  must 
necessarily  be  of  frequent  occurrence  and  the  great 
problem  to-day  is  to  keep  them  as  small  as  possible. 
The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.,  in  a 
recent  booklet  on  fire  prevention  and  protection,  printed 
at  the  top  and  bottom  of  each  page  the  words,  “  Every 
fire  is  the  same  size  at  the  start.”  These  words  repre- 
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sent  very  nearly  the  whole  truth.  To  this  it  may  be 
added  with  equal  truth  that  the  size  after  ten  minutes 
depends  on  the  discovery  of  the  fire,  the  expedition  of 
the  .  discoverer  in*  giving  the  alarm,  the  construction 
and  contents  of  the  building,  the  expedition  of  the  fire 
department  in  responding  and  in  the  efficiency  of  its 
men  and  apparatus. 

The  city  and  its  citizens  have  control  over  every  one 
of  these  elements. 

We  have  the  honor  to  respectfully  submit  the  follow¬ 
ing  recommendations  : 

To  Decrease  the  Time  Between  the  Discovery  of  a  Fire 

and  the  Giving  of  an  Alarm. 

(a.)  The  institution  of  a  campaign  of  education  on 
the  location  of  the  nearest  alarm  box  and  the  method 
of  operating  same. 

(h.)  The  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
alarm  boxes  and  the  relocation  of  many  of  those  now  in 
service. 

To  Increase  the  Certainty  of  Uninterrupted  Operation  of 

the  Fire-Alarm  Service. 

(a.)  The  relocation  of  the  fire-alarm  operating  office 
in  a  building  of  absolute  fireproof  construction,  free 
fiom  any  present  or  reasonably  possible  future  exposure 
hazard,  and  the  installation  of  the  most  modern  and 
approved  operating  machinery  and  devices. 

(b.)  Until  this  is  done  the  maintenance  of  an  auxiliary 
cable  station  where,  in  the  event  of  disaster  to  the  pres¬ 
ent  plant,  temporary  operating  facilities  could  at  once 
be  connected  in,  and  the  extension  of  the  present  depart¬ 
ment  telephone  circuits  to  an  exchange  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company. 

. (c*)  .  The  replacement  of  present  overhead  bare  wires 
with  either  overhead  or  underground  cables,  as  the  case 
may  require. 

To  Hasten  the  Response  of  Apparatus  to  the  Scene  of  an 

Alarm  of  Fire. 

( a •)  The  gradual  replacement  of  the  present  horse- 
drawn  apparatus  with  motor-propelled  apparatus. 

(6.)  The  relocation  of  certain  of  the  apparatus 
houses. 
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To  Increase  the  Numerical  Efficiency  of  the  Fire-Fighting 

Force . 

(a.)  The  redistribution  of  the  present  fire-fighting 
force  and  a  closer  equalization  of  the  force  on  duty, 
so  that  the  variation  between  the  number  on  duty  day 
and  night  will  be  reduced. 

(b.)  '  The  employment  of  a  reserve  force  so  that  the 
force  on  duty  may  be  always  kept  up  to  a  definite 

standard.  . 

(c.)  The  abolition  of  the  practice  of  detailing  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  fire-fighting  force  for  repair  work  or  work 
in  auxiliary  branches,  whereby  their  services  are  lost 
to  the  fire-fighting  force. 

To  Reduce  the  Conflagration  Hazard. 

(a.)  The  enactment  of  laws  which  shall  prohibit 
the  construction  of  any  third-class  building  within  a 
certain  area  of  the  so-called  metropolitan  district. 

(6.)  The  enactment  of  city  ordinances  which  shall 
prohibit  the  construction  of  any  third-class  building 
within  the  city  limits. 

(c.)  The  enactment  of  a  law  prohibiting  the  con¬ 
struction  of  any  but  fireproof  buildings  within  the  con¬ 
gested  business  district  of  the  city. 

(d.)  The  passage  of  a  law  requiring  all  second  or 
third  class  buildings  now  existing  within  the  congested 
business  district  of  the  city  to  be  equipped  with  sprinkler 
service,  except  that  houses  for  habitation  not  used  in 
any  portion  for  any  other  purpose  need  not  be  so  equipped 
and  that  hotels  and  lodging  houses  need  be  so  equipped 
only  in  the  basement,  first  story  and  public  halls,  dining 
rooms  or  assembly  rooms. 

To  Decrease  the  Possibility  of  Fires  from  Carelessness  or 
Evasion  of  the  Laws  and  Ordinances. 

(a.)  The  immediate  codification  of  all  laws  and  ordi¬ 
nances  relating  to  the  prevention  of  and  protection 
from  fire  and  the  protection  of  human  life  from  fire 
and  explosives  with  a  view  to  the  amendment  of  such 
laws  that  the  enforcing  power  shall  lie  in  one  central 

body.  .  ,. 

( b .)  The  enactment  of  laws  imposing  fees  for  licenses 

for  carrying  on  certain  trades  likely  to  cause  fires. 
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Reasons  and  Arguments  for  Recommendations. 

Public  Cooperation  and  the  Notification  Service. 

The  principal  auxiliary  to  an  efficient  fire  department 
is  the  prompt  notification  of  the  existence  of  a  fire.  We 
believe  that  as  a  rule  our  department  is  not  given  the 
benefit  of  prompt  notification.  This  results  from  two 
causes: 

First. —  The  ignorance  of  the  average  citizen  of  the 
location  of  the  nearest  alarm  box,  and  means  of  opera¬ 
ting  it,  and 

Second. —  An  insufficient  number  of  alarm  boxes 
and  improper  location  of  many  of  those  now  in  service. 

Better  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  public  will  do 
much  to  strengthen  the  work  of  the  department.  It  is 
of  little  use  to  cut  down  the  number  of  seconds  required 
for  a  “hitch'’  after  an  alarm  is  given  if  minutes  are  to 
be  wasted  by  the  public  before  the  department  is  notified. 

In  Appendix  1  we  outline  some  methods  that  may 
easily  be  adopted  to  correct  this  weakness  in  the  noti¬ 
fication  service. 

A  substantial  relocation  of  the  alarm  boxes  of  the 
city  and  a  substantial  increase  in  their  number,  especially 
in  the  southern  suburbs,  is  an  imperative  need.  When 
many  of  the  boxes  were  put  in  service  in  their  present 
locations,  some  nearly  forty  years  ago,  conditions  as  to 
number  and  extent  of  buildings  were  entirely  different 
from  those  of  to-day.  Many  areas  have  since  been  built 
up  for  which  adequate  alarm  service  has  not  been  pro¬ 
vided.  Many  of  the  existing  boxes  are  in  inconspicuous 
places,  set  in  from  10  to  25  feet  from  the  junction  of 
intersecting  streets  so  as  to  be  visible  from  one  street 
only.  These  boxes  should  be  located  on  the  corner  if 
possible,  so  as  to  be  visible  from  all  directions.  All 
boxes  should  also  be  kept  conspicuous  by  frequent  coats 
of  bright  red  paint,  and  wherever  possible  should  be 
lamp-post  boxes. 

We  believe  that  the  expense  of  relocation  and  the 
addition  of  many  new  boxes  would  be  far  more  than 
offset  by  the  results  in  quicker  notification  service. 

There  are  to-day  in  the  city  about  forty  schoolhouses 
which  are  not  supplied  with  a  fire-alarm  box  connected 
with  the  fire-alarm  circuits.  These  should  be  installed 
at  once.  The  amount  of  money  needed  for  this  improve¬ 
ment  is  small  in  comparison  with  the  resulting  protection 
to  the  thousands  of  children  in  our  schoolhouses. 
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We  therefore  recommend  that  a  sufficient  appro¬ 
priation  be  made  to  enable  the  Fire-Alarm  Branch  to 
install  one  hundred  new  street  boxes,  and  to  relocate 
properly  many  of  the  existing  boxes,  and  that  a  sufficient 
appropriation  be  made  to  enable  the  Schoolhouse 
Department  to  equip  all  schoolhouses  with  an  auxiliarized 
box  and  auxiliary  equipment  of  the  latest  type,  and  also 
to  remove  such  of  the  remaining  inside  boxes  as  may 
properly  be  so  removed  to  the  outside  of  the  buildings. 


The  Fire-Alarm  Operating  Office. 

The  uninterrupted  operation  of  this  department  is  a 
very  vital  part  of  the  fire  organization.  The  building 
in  which  the  central  office  apparatus  is  located  and  in 
which  is  centered  all  the  department’s  electrical  means 
of  communication  is  the  headquarters  building  on 
Bristol  street.  This  building  is  of  general  fireproof  con¬ 
struction,  but  is  wrongly  placed,  is  on  a  narrow  street, 
has  an  excessive  exposure  hazard,  and  contains  much 
unnecessary  woodwork.  Should  this  building  be  gutted 
by  fire  the  city  would  be  entirely  without  fire-alarm 
service,  all  the  incoming  box  circuits,  the  outgoing 
tapper  and  gong  circuits  and  the  department  telephone 
system  centering  there. 

A  still  further  danger  lies  in  the  fact  that  all  the 
cables  of  the  fire  alarm  and  telephone  circuits  are 
brought  into  the  building  at  one  point.  Within  the 
past  year  a  slight  fire  in  or  near  the  manhole  dangerously 
threatened  to  disrupt  all  arteries  of  communication. 

The  general  set-up  and  construction  of  the  operating 
office  is  out  of  date  and  seriously  at  fault.  Some  of  the 
operating  apparatus  is  obsolete  and  should  be  removed. 
Some  should  be  replaced  by  more  modern  machinery. 
The  defects  are  being  remedied  to  a  certain  extent,  but 
we  believe  that  the  plant  can  never  be  brought  up  to 
the  best  modern  practice  without  a  removal  to  another 

building.  . 

We  are  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  as  soon  as  it  is 

possible  to  do  so  a  one-story  and  basement  structure  of 
absolutely  fireproof  construction,  for  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  fire-alarm  operating  service,  should  be  built  on 
a  location  where  freedom  from  future  exposure  hazard 
is  assured.  The  Charles  street  side  of  the  Common 
offers  an  ideal  location.  The  requirements  of  the  public 
safety  should  override  any  remonstrance  to  placing 
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another  building  on  the  Common.  The  building  need 
not  be  a  large  one  and  could  be  of  an  ornamental 
character. 

Until  this  is  done  we  believe  that  an  auxiliary  cable 
station  should  be  placed  in  the  basement  of  the  new 
City  Hall  Annex,  so  that  in  the  event  of  disaster  to  the 
headquarters  building  the  cables  could  be  picked  up  at 
this  auxiliary  station  and  attached  to  temporary  operat¬ 
ing  apparatus. 

Some  arrangement  should  be  made,  while  present 
conditions  exist,  whereby  the  department  telephone 
circuits  may  be  immediately  cut  in  on  to  one  of  the  New 
England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company’s  switch 
boards  in  case  of  accident  to  the  operating  plant.  Such 
an  arrangement,  while  crude,  would,  with  the  public 
telephone  system  as  a  substitute  for  alarm  boxes,  afford 
reasonable  notification  service  during  any  period  of 
disaster. 

The  department  telephone  system  itself  while  fairly 
efficient  is  not  up  to  modern  standards.  It  would  gain 
in  efficiency  if  equipped  and  maintained  by  the  local 
commercial  company. 

Much  of  the  wiring  of  alarm  circuits,  especially  in 
the  southern  suburbs,  is  old.  In  many  cases  bare 
wires  are  carried  on  poles  with  high  tension  circuits. 
This  condition  should  be  remedied  as  soon  as  possible 
in  order  that  a  repetition  of  the  consequences  of  the 
Christmas  storm  of  1909  may  not  recur.  At  that  time 
considerable  portions  of  Roxbury,  West  Roxbury  and 
Dorchester  were  without  fire-alarm  service  for  many  days. 

The  Fire-Alarm  Branch  should  be  furnished  with 
suitable  automobiles.  Many  of  the  outlying  box  cir¬ 
cuits  carry  a  large  number  of  boxes,  covering  a  con¬ 
siderable  area,  so  that  any  interruption  of  the  circuit 
cuts  off  a  large  section  from  alarm  service.  It  is  impor¬ 
tant  that  the  department  have  means  for  quickly  reaching 
and  locating  the  scene  of  circuit  troubles.  As  it  is 
to-day  the  efficiency  of  this  branch  is  reduced  through 
the  enormous  amount  of  time  taken  to  reach  the  out¬ 
lying  circuits.  Far  more  time  is  often  spent  on  the 
road  than  is  required  to  make  the  actual  repairs. 

Motor-Propelled  Apparatus. 

Motor-propelled  apparatus  has  reached  a  stage  in 
its  development  where  it  is  an  assured  factor  in  a  city 
fire  department.  This  is  especially  true  as  regards  hose 
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wagons  and  chemical  engines,  where  the  proposition  is 
not  far  different  from  the  commercial  trucking  field, 
the  chief  difference  being  in  the  added  speed  and  in  the 
construction  necessary  to  withstand  this  added  speed. 
In  order  that  the  best  results  may  follow  we  do  not 
advise  that  any  large  proportion  be  changed  at  once, 
but  rather  that  the  installation  be  made  gradually. 

In  Appendix  2  we  outline  a  plan  with  reasons  for 
the  gradual  installation  of  motor-propelled  appaiatus, 
and  °we  advise  the  immediate  appropriation  of  the 
money  necessary  to  purchase  and  install  such  apparatus. 


Relocation  of  Apparatus  Houses. 

Boston,  outside  of  the  city  proper,  is  made  up  of  cities 
or  towns  which  have  been  annexed  and  many  of  which 
before  annexation  had  fire  departments  of  their  own. 
Some  of  the  houses  of  these  departments  are  in  use 
to-day.  Under  conditions  which  were  in  existence  then, 
these  houses  were  properly  located.  Take  for  example 
the  house  of  Engine  19  of  Mattapan.  AT  hen  this  house 
was  built  Mattapan  was  a  detached  village  considerably 
removed  from  any  other  center  of  habitation.  The 
engine  company  located  there  did  not  have  nearly  the 
territory  to  cover  which  it  could  have  covered,  but 
still  it  was  necessary.  To-day  the  territory  between 
Grove  Hall  and  Mattapan  is  largely  built  up  and  Engine 
19’s  location  is  now  far  “off  center” — its  circle  of 
activity  is  cut  almost  in  halves  by  its  location  close  to 
the  Neponset  river,  the  boundary  line  between  Boston 
and  Milton.  Moved  to  the  north  about  three-quarters 
of  a  mile  on  Blue  Hill  avenue,  it  would  still  be  in  a 
position  to  quickly  reach  Mattapan  square,  and  at  the 
same  time  to  reach  quickly  the  rapidly  building  A  elling- 
ton  Hill  district  and  the  territory  to  the  south  of  Frank¬ 
lin  Field.  Other  similar  instances  of*  “off  center” 
locations  are  Engine  16  and  Ladder  6  on  River  street 
at  Milton  Lower  Mills  and  Engine  37  and  Ladder  25  at 
Longwood.  This  latter  apparatus  might  very  piofitably 
be  moved  to  the  southeast,  near  the  junction  of  Hunting- 
ton  avenue  and  Tremont  street.  Before  any  extensive 
repairs  or  alterations  are  made  on  any  of  these  houses 
we  advise  that  the  question  of  relocation  be  carefully 
considered.

Effect  of  High  Pressure  System  and  Motor-Propelled 
Apparatus  on  Number  of  Firemen. 

The  effect  of  the  installation  of  the  high-pressure 
water  system  in  the  down  town  section  on  the  number 
of  firemen  required  presents  an  interesting  problem, 
but  one  which  in  our  judgment  can  be  answered  correctly 
only  after  the  test  of  experience.  We  believe  that  it 
is  impracticable  to  consider  this  factor  in  determining 
the  necessary  number  of  firemen  for  to-day  and  indeed 
for  several  years  to  come,  for  the  decrease  in  the  neces¬ 
sary  number,  if  a  decrease  is  possible,  will  be  so  small 
that  it  can  be  taken  care  of  more  or  less  automatically 
by  pensions  and  resignations  as  they  occur. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
installation  of  motor-propelled  apparatus  will  in  the 
long  run  have  a  considerable  effect  on  the  number  of 
men  required.  One  man  released  from  the  care  of  his 
horses  and  thus  available  for  actual  fire  duty  added  to 
some  of  the  companies  on  a  meal  period  at  the  present 
time  would  make  the  difference  between  efficiency  and 
inefficiency. 

We  are  convinced  that  not  only  will  motor-propelled 
apparatus  eventually  have  a  very  considerable  effect 
on  the  number  of  men  required,  but  that  it  will  further 
have  a  considerable  effect  on  the  number  of  pieces  of 
apparatus  required.  While  there  cannot  be  any  mate¬ 
rial  decrease  from  the  present  amount  of  apparatus  for 
several  years  to  come,  we  believe  that  with  the  growth 
of  the  city  only  small  periodic  increases  should  here¬ 
after  be  necessary. 


Size  of  Fire-Fighting  Force. 

The  city  is  carrying  on  its  pay  rolls  to-day  as  a  nomi¬ 
nal  fire-fighting  force  something  over  nine  hundred  men 
out  of  a  total  enrollment  of  about  1,018  in  the  Fire 
Department.  A  reduction  in  this  nominal  number  is 
caused  by  detachments  from  various  companies  of  men 
for  duty  in  the  auxiliary  branches,  the  fire-alarm 
service  and  the  repair  shop.  The  result  is  that  the 
repair  shop  is  so  efficiently  manned  that  it  not  only 
fills  its  auxiliary  duty  of  keeping  the  apparatus  in  shape 
but  finds  time  to  build  new  apparatus,  and  the  fire- 
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alarm  office  has  on  duty  a  number  in  excess  of  that 
required  in  other  cities  where  the  amount  of  work  is 
about  the  same.  Various  other  more  or  less  temporary 
details  for  repair  work  further  reduce  the  efficient 
strength  of  the  fire-fighting  force.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  with  a  very  few  exceptions  these  detailed  men 
should  be  returned  to  duty  with  the  fire-fighting  force, 
and  that  as  men  are  required  for  the  efficient  working 
of  the  fire  alarm  and  repair  shop  they  should  be 
employed  as  such,  without  drawing  from  the  fire-fighting 

force. 

The  Fire  Department  should  be  relieved  of  certain 
duties  now  imposed  upon  it  which  have  no  connection 
with  the  fire  service.  Among  these  are  the  winding 
and  the  care  of  thirty  odd  public  clocks,  the  painting 
of  hydrants  and  the  flushing  of  streets.  These  duties 

decrease  the  efficiency  of  the  force. 

Each  engine  company  should  have  one  engineer 
and  two  assistants,  each  competent  and  licensed  to 
take  charge  of  the  engine.  This  would  not  entail  any 
expense  upon  the  city,  as  assistant  engineers  receive 
the  same  salary  as  laddermen  and  hosemen,  while  it 
would  greatly  relieve  the  practice  of  detailing  men 
from  one  company  to  another. 

The  problem  of  efficiently  manning  the  appara¬ 
tus  necessary  to  protect  the  city  may  be  solved  by 
properly  distributing  and  equalizing  the  present  force 
without  any  substantial  increase.  Indeed,  it  is  con¬ 
ceivable  that  100,  or  even  150,  men  could  be  added 
to  the  department  without  making  their  presence 
conspicuous  and  without  adding  greatly  to  its  efficiency 
as  at  present  organized. 

An  ideal  department  would  have  an  equal  and  con¬ 
stant  number  of  mien  on  duty  during  each  hour  of  the 
twenty-four.  Such  a  result  can  be  obtained  only  by 
maintaining  two  equal  shifts.  While  we  hold  to  the 
present  system  the  number  of  men  on  duty  at  night 
will  always  surpass  the  number  of  men  on  duty  at  meal 
hours  during  the  daytime.  The  problem  is  to  keep 
the  apparatus  efficiently  manned  at  the  time  of  the 
greatest  weakness  without  unduly  enlarging  the  number 
of  men,  as  at  present  organized  many  of  the  com¬ 
panies  are  undermanned  at  one  period  and  over¬ 
manned  at  another. 

The  plan  we  suggest  involves  some  possible  sacrifice 
on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  department.  We 
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believe  they  will  cheerfully  give  their  cooperation  and 
willingly  assume  the  sacrifice  where  the  result  will 
show  such  a  manifest  advantage  to  the  department 
itself  in  whose  welfare  the  men  justly  take  the  deepest 
pride.  Indeed,  with  the  adoption  of  the  plan  outlined 
it  will  be  possible  to  allow  each  man  additional  time  to 
be  spent  with  his  family  without  detriment  to  the 
service. 

The  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  in  its  last 
report  on  Boston’s  department  made  recommendations 
as  to  what  it  believed  to  be  an  efficient  minimum  to 
man  the  various  pieces  of  apparatus.  As  an  alternative 
for  the  maintenance  of  this  minimum  the  Board  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  present  chemical  companies  be  enlarged 
in  numbers  and  be  equipped  with  automobile  appa¬ 
ratus  for  service  as  auxiliary  companies. 

We  believe  that  both  recommendations  may  be 
profitably  adopted  and  without  increasing  substan¬ 
tially  the  present  force.  At  present  eleven  and  one- 
quarter  hours  of  each  day  are  given  over  to  meals.  The 
meal  periods  of  one  and  one-fourth  hours  each  are 
coupled  in  groups  so  that  each  group  consumes  three 
and  three-quarter  hours.  By  spreading  the  groups 
into  five  hours  each,  or  a  total  of  fifteen  hours  per  day, 
the  minimum  of  men  on  service  during  the  meal  hours 
will  be  increased  so  that  every  company  will  be  at  all 
times  efficiently  manned.  The  change  will  require 
the  men  to  begin  their  meal  periods  at  6  a.  m.  and 
continue  them  until  9  p.  m.,  as  against  the  present 
method  of  beginning  at  6.45  a.  m.  and  ending  at 
8.30  p.  m.  Any  inconvenience  that  this  early  breakfast 
hour  may  cause  may  be  minimized  by  a  rotation  of 
meal  periods  so  that  one  group  of  men  will  go  on  that 
period  for  one  month  and  another  group  another  month, 
with  the  result  that  no  one  group  will  have  this  early 
hour  more  than  one  month  out  of  every  four  or  five. 
The  inconvenience  of  the  last  evening  period  may  be 
very  properly  offset  without  loss  of  efficiency  by  a 
daily  change  and  allowing  the  men  to  remain  away 
from  quarters  from  7.45  until  10.30  or  11  p.  m.  This 
would  give  every  man  one  evening  at  home  between 
days  off. 

Furthermore,  the  saving  to  the  city  of  the  salaries, 
of  extra  men  to  do  the  same  work  will  go  a  long  way 
toward  providing  an  increase  to  the  present  salary  rate 
which  has  remained  unchanged  for  nearly  twenty-five

years.  In  fact  it  is  not  inconceivable  that  even  with 
a  salary  increase  it  would  be  cheaper  for  the  city  when 
the  matter  of  pensions  is  taken  into  account. 

Coupled  with  the  change  in  meal  hours  is  the  pro¬ 
posed  change  in  the  distribution  and  character  of 
apparatus.  The  proper  protection  of  the  city  requires 
the  maintenance  of  a  large  number  of  apparatus  units, 
so  distributed  that  a  small  number  of  these  units  can 
reach  any  point  within  a  short  time  and  a  larger  number 
within  a  reasonably  short  time  thereafter.  It  is  also 
necessary  that  each  of  these  units  should  be  manned 
at  all  times  by  a  force  sufficient  for  independent  action. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  it  is  seldom  that  any  consider¬ 
able  number  of  the  units  are  in  operation  at  one  and 
the  same  time  it  is  only  necessary  that  each  unit  have 
constantly  on  duty  the  force  necessary  for  independent 
action  at  a  large  majority  of  fires.  In  order  to  provide 
against  the  extraordinary  fires  certain  additional  units 
may  be  created,  each  capable  in  itself  of  either  inde¬ 
pendent  action,  or  of  cooperation  with  an  augmentation 
of  the  efficient  minimum  manning  the  other  apparatus. 
Each  of  these  additional  units  will  cover  a  territory 
considerably  greater  than  that  covered  by  any  of  the 
present  apparatus. 

Every  engine  and  ladder  company  will  then  be  at 
all  times  efficiently  manned  for  independent  action 
and  from  six  to  twelve  men  as  a  minimum  will  in  addi¬ 
tion  be  available  at  every  first  alarm  fire  for  either 
independent  or  auxiliary  duty. 

This  plan  includes  both  recommendations  of  the 
National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  and  is  with  the 
proposed  changes  in  apparatus  worked  out  in  detail 
in  Appendix  3. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  we  do  not  advise  any  increase 
in  the  number  of  the  present  fire-fighting  force  other 
than  the  filling  of  existing  vacancies  and  the  employ¬ 
ment  of  such  reserve  force  as  may  be  found  necessary 
to  keep  filled  temporary  vacancies  caused  by  injury, 
sickness  or  special  leave. 

Reserve  Force. 

It  is  desirable  that  a  reserve  force  be  maintained 
against  disaster  that  may  incapacitate  a  large  number 
of  men  or  to  fill  vacancies  at  times  of  vacations  or  illness 
that  may  lower  the  numbers  beyond  the  point  of 
efficiency. 
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Such  reserve  force  may  be  made  up  from  the  civil  serv¬ 
ice  list  of  eligibles  in  a  manner  analogous  to  the  practice 
followed  by  the  postmaster  of  Boston  in  providing  for 
reserves  during  vacations  and  the  holiday  season. 
From  such  reserve  men  regular  men  should  be  appointed 
as  vacancies  occur.  Gains  to  the  department  follow  not 
only  in  having  such  a  force  to  call  upon  in  time  of  need, 
but  from  the  fact  that  regular  men  may  thus  be  drawn 
from  those  who  have  already  had  some  experience  as 
firemen.  The  size  of  such  a  reserve  force  should  be 
determined  by  the  Fire  Commissioner  after  the  working 
out  of  a  plan  such  as  has  been  tested  in  the  post  office. 
See  Appendix  4. 

Changes  in  Types  of  Apparatus. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  without  loss  of  effective¬ 
ness  the  present  ladder  companies  8  and  14  located  in 
Fort  Hill  square  may  be  combined  into  one  company. 
Each  covers  practically  the  same  territory.  A  motor- 
propelled  85-foot  aerial  truck,  equipped  with  proper 
and  sufficient  ground  ladders,  similar  to  the  motor-pro¬ 
pelled  aerial  truck  at  Springfield,  would  fulfill  all  the 
requirements  of  the  two  companies  and  the  location  of 
a  motor-propelled  combination  chemical  in  the  same 
quarters  would  add  largely  to  the  efficiency  of  the 
in-town  department.  Other  changes  in  apparatus  recom¬ 
mended  appear  in  Appendix  2. 

Conflagration  Hazard. 

We  can  add  but  little  to  the  excellent  recommenda¬ 
tions  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce  report  on 
this  matter  except  that  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  con¬ 
struction  of  third-class  buildings  should  be  prohibited 
not  only  within  this  city  but  also  within  adjacent  terri¬ 
tory  in  the  metropolitan  district.  We  also  believe  that  * 
the  conflagration  hazard  in  the  present  built-up  sub¬ 
urban  sections  would  be  minimized  by  the  requirement 
that  all  roofs  be  of  some  noninflammable  material. 

Carelessness  and  Evasion  of  the  Laws. 

At  the  present  time  the  enforcement  of  laws  and 
ordinances  relating  to  the  protection  of  life  and  property 
from  fire  and  explosives  is  scattered  through  many 
departments  of  the  state  and  city.  Permits  for  the 
transportation,  sale,  use  or  storage  of  one  kind  of  explo- 
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sives  are  issued  from  one  office,  for  another  kind  from 
another  office,  while  licenses  to  operate  under  the  per¬ 
mits  come  from  still  other  offices. 

In  the  last  analysis  the  Fire  Department  is  better 
qualified  to  pass  on  these  matters  and  the  most  inter¬ 
ested  in  the  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordinances  relating 
to  them.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  all  such  laws  and 
ordinances  should  be  codified  and  amended  to  the  end 
that  the  Fire  Department  have  entire  control  over  the 
permits  and  licenses  and  the  making  of  reasonable  regu¬ 
lations  for  the  transportation,  sale,  use  or  storage  of 
explosives  or  highly  inflammable  substances  and  initia¬ 
tory  power  in  the  enforcement  of  laws,  ordinances  and 
regulations. 

Reasonable  fees  may  be  charged  for  such  licenses  or 
permits  and  similar  licenses  or  permits  should  be  required 
for  the  use  or  operation  of  certain  other  trades  likely  to 
cause  fire.  " 

These  fees  and  the  moneys  accruing  from  fines  from 
violations  of  ordinances  relating  to  them  might  well  go 
to  a  pension  fund  for  the  Fire  Department.  New  York 
has  some  such  system. 

The  entire  work  of  revising,  redrafting,  codification, 
fees,  etc.,  is  so  great  as  to  warrant  a  special  commission 
which  should  draft  suitable  laws. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  valuable  assistance  rendered  the  commission  by  the 
Secretary,  Mr.  Harry  A.  Gilman.

The  question  of  the  extension  of  the  fire  limits  to 
include  the  whole  city  is  now  a  subject  of  earnest,  serious 
discussion  on  the  part  of  trade  unions,  various  com¬ 
mercial  and  other  organizations,  and  is  also  being  debated 
before  the  City  Council.  It  involves  a  complete  revolu- 
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tion  of  the  whole  building  question  with  as  sincere  and 
earnest  men  in  opposition  to  the  drastic  measure  pro¬ 
posed  as  are  found  advocating  the  change.  I  cannot 
approve  at  this  time  the  remedy  proposed  with  the 
uncertainty  as  to  the  actual  increased  cost,  which  must 
of  necessity  all  come  upon  the  rent  payer,  without  a 
thorough  and  exhaustive  discussion  of  every  phase  of 
the  matter.  Until  this  period  of  hysteria  has  passed 
and  the  atmosphere  is  somewhat  clearer  upon  this  sub¬ 
ject,  I  cannot  subscribe  to  any  recommendation  except 
one  which  would  cover  the  question  of  noninflammable 
roofs. 

With  this  single  exception,  I  am  in  hearty  accord  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  commission.

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APPENDIX  1. 


Outline  of  Plan  for  Campaign  of  Education  on 

Location  and  Operation  of  Fire-Alarm  Boxes. 

1.  At  least  once  in  every  school  year  have  every 
school  class  in  the  city,  excepting  elementary  grades, 
visited  by  a  fireman  in  uniform,  with  a  fire-alarm  box. 
The  method  of  opening  the  box  and  of  giving  the  alarm 
to  be  explained  and  illustrated  and  then  each  pupil 
caused  actually  to  open  the  box  and  pull  the  hook.  This 
should  be  followed  by  a  brief  talk  on  the  necessity  of 
the  pupil’s  family  being  familiar  with  the  location  of  the 
nearest  box  to  their  homes. 

2.  Place  a  dummy  fire-alarm  box  (not  connected 
in  circuit)  in  each  of  the  various  apparatus  houses  in 
the  suburban  districts.  Invite  citizens  to  visit  at  any 
reasonable  hour  the  apparatus  houses  to  operate  a  fire- 
alarm  box. 

3.  District  chiefs  or  other  officers  may,  upon  request, 
attend  meetings  of  the  local  improvement  societies  or 
similar  organizations,  exhibit  and  explain  the  fire-alarm 
box,  as  in  the  schools,  and  give  brief  talks  on  location  of 
boxes  and  the  prevention  of  and  protection  from  fire. 

4.  Have  the  members  of  the  various  companies  in 
the  residential  districts  fill  out  cards  similar  to  the  form 
attached  hereto.  Leave  cards  with  each  family  request¬ 
ing  that  the  card  be  hung  upon  the  telephone  or  posted 
in  a  conspicuous  place. 
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APPENDIX  2. 


Motor-Propelled  Apparatus. 

We  advise  the  immediate  purchase  of: 

Ten  motor-propelled  combination  chemicals. 

Six  motor-propelled  hose  wagons. 

One  motor-propelled  aerial  ladder  truck. 

Three  motor-propelled  ordinary  ladder  trucks. 

Seven  automobiles  for  district  chiefs. 

Two  suitable  automobiles  for  Fire-Alarm  Branch. 

One  suitable  automobile  for  repair  shop. 

One  motor  tractor  for  steam  fire  engine. 

One  power  boat  for  marine  district  chief. 

Combination  chemicals  should  carry  from  500  to  800 
feet  of  leading  hose,  a  double  chemical  tank  equipment, 
with  the  necessary  chemical  hose,  one  or  two  short 
extension  ladders  and  the  usual  equipment  of  tolls,  etc. 

Of  the  ten  combination  chemicals  advised  nine  should 
be  put  in  service  in  the  locations  outlined  in  Appendix 
3,  while  the  tenth  should  be  used  as  a  relief  for  the  com¬ 
bination  chemicals  and  the  hose  wagons. 

While  we  advise  the  immediate  purchase  of  only  six 
motor-propelled  hose  wagons,  we  believe  that  all  wagons 
should  eventually  be  motor-propelled,  and  would  recom¬ 
mend  that  after  the  initial  purchase  they  be  installed 
at  the  rate  of  ten  a  year.  This  would  give  ample 
opportunity  to  develop  the  necessary  chauffeurs  and 
would  give  the  department  a  chance  to  gradually 
accustom  itself  to  the  change.  At  the  same  time  the 
city  would  have  the  opportunity  to  take  advantage  in 
its  later  purchases  of  any  improvements  in  apparatus 
or  types.  Of  the  first  six  wagons  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  one  should  be  installed  with  either  Engine  13,  14  or 
37  in  order  to  give  Parker  Hill  the  protection  of  one  of 
these  wagons.  Another  might  well  be  placed  with 
Engine  46  at  Peabody  square,  Dorchester,  and  another 
with  Engine  45  at  Roslindale.  Each  of  the  last  two 
companies  covers  a  large  radius  with  long  runs  in  all 
directions.  As  a  general  rule  companies  covering  large 
areas  and  where  the  hydrant  pressure  is  generally  ample 
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without  an  engine,  should  be  supplied  with  these  wagons 
before  any  of  the  in-town  companies  are  changed. 

We  have  advised  only  a  small  initial  purchase  of 
ladder  trucks  as  we  believe  they  are  not  yet  such  an 
assured  success  as  are  hose  wagons.  Springfield,  how¬ 
ever,  has  had  most  excellent  results  with  the  electric 
aerial  ladder  truck,  and  we  advise  the  location  of  a 
truck  of  this  type  at  Fort  Hill  square  as  explained  in 
another  part  of  this  report.  We  also  advise  the  location 
of  a  motor-propelled  truck  in  the  present  quarters  of 
Chemical  11  in  Dorchester  in  place  of  that  piece  of 
apparatus.  The  two  other .  trucks  advised  may  be 
located  where  they  will  receive  good  tests. 

If  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  above  trucks  warrant 
it,  after  a  fair  trial,  we  advise  that  other  motor- 
propelled  ladder  trucks  be  purchased  and  installed  yearly, 
in  about  the  same  proportion  as  hose  wagons. 

For  chiefs  vehicles  automobiles  are  highly  desirable, 
and  if  funds  permit,  all  chiefs  might  well  be  supplied 
with  them.  We  do  not  believe  that  they  are  an  abso¬ 
lute  necessity  in  all  the  districts.  Districts  7,  8,  9,  10, 
11,  12  and  14  are  the  districts  most  in  need  of  such 
vehicles.  Each  of  these  districts  have  runs  which  it 
is  impossible  for  a  district  chief  to  cover  with  best 
results  with  a  horse.  It  is  required  that  district  chiefs 
visit  daily  all  quarters  under  their  command,  and  this 
entails  a  very  considerable  mileage  and  loss  of  time  on 
the  road.  The  duties  of  a  district  chief  are  now  so 
numerous,  in  addition  to  command  at  fires,  that  all 
reasonable  means  should  be  taken  to  conserve  their 
time.  We  therefore  advise  the  purchase  of  automo¬ 
biles  for  the  above  districts,  and  we  recommend  that 
the  remaining  districts  be  similarly  supplied  as  funds 
permit.  fVe  also  recommend  that  the  chief  of  the 
marine  district  be  provided  a  suitable  power  launch. 
A  large  and  valuable  part  of  his  duties  is  to  familiarize 
'himself  with  wharf  and  dock  property  and  its  con¬ 
struction.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that  without  the  aid 
of  such  a  craft  during  his  inspection  he  may  be  separated 
from  his  command  at  a  time  of  need. 

In  this  connection  we  may  mention  the  desirability 
of  dredging  the  approaches  to  any  point  on  the  water 
front  where  a  fireboat  could  be  of  service. 

For  the  reasons  stated  in  the  body  of  our  report,  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  not  less  than  two  suitable  auto- 
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mobiles  are  a  necessity  for  the  Fire-Alarm  Branch 
from  the  point  of  view  of  both  efficiency  and  economy. 

The  same  reasons  support  the  purchase  of  an  auto¬ 
mobile  for  the  use  of  the  superintendent  of  the  repair 
shop. 

Gasolene  pumping,  engines  do  not  appear  to  have 
reached  a  sufficiently  assured  development  to  warrant 
their  purchase  by  this  city  except  in  the  nature  of 
an  experiment.  There  are  engines  on  the  market  to¬ 
day  which  would  probably  stand  the  test  of  suburban 
service,  but  we  cannot  feel  assured  of  this.  Extreme 
speed  in  an  engine  is  not  ordinarily  necessary  in  the 
suburbs,  and  reliability  is,  for  the  engine  may  be  called 
upon  for  heavy  service  in  the  congested  districts. 

There  are  on  the  market  to-day  several  so-called 
tractors,  by  the  use  of  which  a  steamer  can  be  converted 
into  a  motor-propelled  vehicle.  These  are  of  two 
types ;  one  of  a  detachable  nature  requiring  little  change 
in  a  horse-drawn  steamer,  excepting  the  removal  of 
the  front  wheels,  and  the  other  requiring  a  complete 
rebuilding  of  the  steamer  from  the  pumps  forward. 
New  York  City  has  one  of  the  latter  type  now  in  serv¬ 
ice,  and  we  advise  watching  for  a  time  the  work  of 
this  New  York  engine  before  purchasing  such  apparatus. 
The  detachable  tractor  appears  to  be  efficient  and 
practical.  The  average  cost  of  these  tractors,  which 
are  gasolene,  gasolene-electric  and  pure  electric-driven, 
is  about  $5,000. 

We  believe  that  for  the  purpose  of  test  and  expe¬ 
rience  one  of  these  tractors  should  be  purchased  and 
placed  in  service  with  a  motor-propelled  hose  wagon. 
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APPENDIX  3. 


Distribution  of  Force. 

The  distribution  of  the  members  of  the  department 
given  below  is  based  on  the  plan  of  having  the  depart¬ 
ment  go  to  meals  in  four  periods  instead  of  three,  as 
is  the  practice  to-day.  We  believe,  however,  that  this 
will  not  operate  to  prevent  such  men  as  may  reasonably 
desire  so  to  do  having  two  meal  periods  of  two  hours 
each  every  day. 

The  number  of  members  assigned  to  each  piece  of 
apparatus  includes  both  officers  and  men  and  provides 
for  only  the  regular  stated  absences  on  days  off  and 
meal  hours.  We  are  aware  that  a  certain  amount  of 
outside  work  (such  as  inspection  of  buildings,  salting 
hydrants  and  testing  fire-alarm  -boxes)  is  necessary, 
but  believe  that  except  in  the  case  of  inspection  of 
buildings  in  the  down-town  districts,  the  time  required 
for  this  work  is  so  small  that  it  may  be  carried  on  with 
the  companies  at  the  strength  indicated.  The  com¬ 
panies  in  the  down-town  districts  are  large  enough  not 
to  be  interfered  with  by  the  necessary  inspection  work. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  accompanying  plan  involves 
the  creation  of  nine  new  crews  with  combination  chem¬ 
icals  and  the  manning  of  the  remaining  ladder,  engine 
and  chemical  companies  without  the  addition  of  men 
to  the  department.  Under  a  three-shift  meal  period 
this  arrangement  would  leave  all  companies  practically 
as  well  manned  as  they  are  at  present.  With  a  four- 
shift  meal  arrangement  the  proposed  plan  shows  that 
in  a  large  majority  of  cases  companies  will  be  stronger 
during  the  meal  hours,  from  6  a.  m.  to  9  p.  m.,  than 
they  are  to-day.  In  addition  to  the  present  strength 
the  department  will  have  the  crews  of  the  combination 
chemicals  with  apparatus  sufficient  to  handle  a  large 
majority  of  the  fires. 

The  running  cards  of  the  combination  chemicals 
should  be  so  arranged  that  at  least  one  will  respond 
on  a  first  alarm  to  every  box  in  the  city.  For  the 
most  beneficial  results  the  equipment  of  these  com- 
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panies  should  not  be  used  except  when  first  to  reach  a 
fire.  They  should  also  be  the  first  pieces  of  apparatus 
to  be  returned  to  quarters. 

Approximately  885  officers  and  men  are  required  to 
man  the  various  pieces  of  apparatus.  This  leaves  as 
a  surplus  twenty  or  more  men  from  the  present  force. 
These  may  be  so  placed  that  they  fill  the  vacancies 
caused  by  a  captain  acting  as  district  chief,  etc.,  and 
other  temporary  vacancies  as  far  as  possible. 

Vacancies  caused  by  the  vacation  season  and  by 
sickness,  injury  or  special  leave  may  be  filled  from  the 
reserve  force.  Experience  may  show  that  many  of  the 
companies,  operated  in  conjunction  with  the  combi¬ 
nation  chemicals,  can  for  short  periods  stand  single 
vacancies  and  that  only  a  small  reserve  force  may  be 
necessary  to  supply  such  emergencies. 

In  addition  to  the  various  chiefs  and  their  aids, 
chauffeurs,  or  drivers,  we  believe  that  the  apparatus, 
with  the  changes,  additions  and  substitutions  which 
we  have  advised,  should  be  named  as  follows:

Reserve  Force. 

This  force  will  be  drawn  from  the  eligible  civil  serv¬ 
ice  list  Such  men  as  are  thought  necessary  may  be 
maintained  at  the  drill  school  where  their  temporary 
service  will  afford  preparation  for  their  later  work  as 
regular  men.  The  size  of  the  reserve  force  and  the 
manner  in  which  it  may  be  kept  available  may  be 
estimated  by  following  the  analogous  situation  m  the 

Boston  post  office.  .  .  . 

In  the  post  office  the  reserve  men  assist  m  maintain¬ 
ing  an  auxiliary  force  from  which  men  are  drawn  as 
they  are  needed  in  the  service.  This  involves  no 
expense  to  that  department  except  when  a  man  is 
actually  filling  a  temporary  vacancy.  A  number  of 
such  reserves  will  always  be  on  duty  m  the  nie  depait- 
ment  as  the  regular  force  is  certain  to  be  reduced  below 
its  efficient  minimum  from  illness  or  injury.  During 
the  vacation  period  a  larger  number  of  reserve  men 
may  be  drawn  upon  to  keep  the  companies  up  to  the 
standard  outlined  in  Appendix  3.  This  elastic  arrange¬ 
ment  will  prevent  overmanning,  and  insure  against 
undermanning  of  the  department.

Sir,— I  respectfully  submit  my  report  of  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Randidge  Excursions  for  the  season 


of  1911.  .  .  „  .  . 

In  the  early  part  of  June  last  I  was  appointed  official 

in  charge  by  his  Honor  the  Mayor,  through  you,  and 
immediately  started  •  to  arrange  matters,  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  which  the  excursions  began  on  Thursday, 

July  6.  ..ill 

Prior  to  1909  the  Penal  Commissioner  had  charge 

of  the  Randidge  Excursions.  In  1909  the  late  Mayor 
Hibbard  was  requested  to  place  the  School  Committee 
in  charge  of  the  excursions,  and  after  a  meeting  of  sev¬ 
eral  people  interested  in  matters  of  this  kind,  the  change 


was  made.  .  , 

The  director  of  vacation  schools,  who  was  selected 

to  arrange  for  and  take  charge  of  the  excursions,  w~as 
obliged  to  abandon  the  Long  Island  picnic  grounds 
because  it  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  use  the  Penal 
Institutions  Department  steamboat  for  transportation. 
Consequently  arrangements  were  made  whereby  the 
use  of  Short  Beach,  Nahant,  was  secured  and  special 
rates  for  transportation  on  the  Nahant  steamboats. 
Seventy-two  hundred  eighty-six  (7,286)  children  were 
provided  for  and  $2,229.67  expended,  a  per  capita 
cost  of  $0,306  for  each  child.  Of  the  above  amount 
$982  was  paid  for  transportation. 

In  1910  his  Honor  the  Mayor  appointed  a  committee 
of  thirteen  to  take  charge  of  the  excursions,  and  on 
June  18,  1910,  they  organized  as  the  Boston  Children’s 


Outing  Committee.  .. 

Because  of  the  cost  of  transportation  to  Short 
Beach,  Nahant,  and  its  unsuitability  as  a  picnic  ground 
that  place  was  not  considered  by  the  committee.  The 
old  picnic  grounds  at  Long  Island  were  unavailable  for 
picnic  purposes  and  finally  the  committee,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor,  secured  the  use  of  Bumpkin 
Island,  where  the  Burrage  Hospital  for  Crippled  Chil¬ 
dren  is  located.  This  establishment,  which  had  not 
been  in  use  for  three  years,  was  generously  given  by 
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Mr.  A.  C.  Burrage.  The  island  is  located  in  Hull 
Harbor,  between  Pemberton  and  Nantasket  Point,  the 
distance  from  Boston  being  about  ten  miles.  It  covers 
forty-eight  acres  of  ground,  the  size  of  Boston  Common, 
and  while  there  are  no  trees  on  the  island  yet  the  lower 
part  of  the  hospital  building  afforded  ample  protection 
from  sun  and  rain. 

Through  your  cooperation  with  the  committee  they 
secured  the  use  of  the  steamboat  “  Monitor  ”  to  bring  the 
children  to  and  from  Bumpkin  Island,  the  preparation 
of  food  for  luncheons,  the  erection  of  swings  and  tilting 
boards  and  labor  necessary  to  make  the  island  suitable 
for  picnic  use. 

Thirteen  thousand  three  hundred  fifty-nine  (13,359) 
children  were  cared  for  during  the  season,  an  average  of 
two  hundred  eighty-four  (284)  each  day.  One  thousand 
nine  hundred  sixty-five  and  t4q3q-  (1,965.43)  dollars  was 
expended,  a  per  capita  cost  of  $0,147  for  each  child. 

.  This  year  Bumpkin  Island  was  secured  again,  through 
his  Honor  the  Mayor.  We  had  the  use  of  the  entire 
lower  part  of  the  hospital  building  where  every  facility 
for  serving  lunches,  recreation  rooms  and  sanitary 
accommodations  were  at  hand.  Additional  water  ser¬ 
vice  was  extended  to  the  outside  of  the  building  so  that 
the  children  could  have  drinking  water  on  the  play¬ 
grounds,  thus  keeping  them  from  continually  running 
in  and  out  of  the  building,  which  had  been  repainted 
and  put  in  perfect  order.  The  swing  posts  and  tilts 
were  all  painted  and  furnished  with  new  hooks  and 
bolts  in  order  to  make  them  safe  and  secure,  and  they 
were  constantly  in  use.  A  ball  field  with  regulation 
diamond  was  laid  out  and  constructed  and  steps  were 
built  leading  down  to  the  bathing  beach.  A  space  for 
quoit  games  was  also  laid  out  and  a  double  set  of  games 
provided  for.  These  additional  features  were  greatly 
enjoyed  by  the  children. 

Miss  Bertha  Carvel,  formerly  head  nurse  at  the 
Burrage  Hospital,  was  engaged  to  look  after  the  needs 
of  the  children  and  during  the  season  115  cases  were  cared 
for,  but  I  am  pleased  to  state  that  no  serious  accident 
occurred. 

Daily  Program. 

The  steamboat  “ Monitor”  sailed  daily,  except  Sun¬ 
day,  at  9  a.  m.  and  arrived  at  Bumpkin  Island  at 
10.45  a.  m. 
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Bathing  from  11  a.  m.  until  noon. 

Luncheon  at  12.30  p.  m. 

Baseball,  quoits,  running  races  and  various  lands  ot 
games  conducted  by  attendants  from  the  time  of  arrival 

until  departure  from  the  island.  ,  K 

Boat  left  at  3.40  p.  m.  and  arrived  m  Boston  at  5 
p.  m.  Sometimes  the  department  business  delayed  us 
on  our  return,  but  usually  we  made  schedule  time.  . 

One  feature  of  the  daily  trips,  appreciated  veiy  much, 
was  the  sail  up  and  down  the  harbor,  which  consumed 

about  three  hours  of  the  outing.  .  . 

For  luncheon  each  child  was  given  a  bag  containing  six 
cookies  (assorted),  two  bananas,  one  pint  of  peanuts, 
cake  of  ice  cream  and  a  mug  of  lemonade.  During  the 
afternoon  lemonade  was  served  to  the  children  who 
wanted  it.  Formerly  ice  cream  was  served  at  2  p.  m., 
but  we  found  that  it  was  better  for  the  children  to  have 
all  their  refreshments  at  one  serving,  thus,  saving  time 
and  labor  and  giving  the  children  the  entire  afternoon 

for  recreation. 

Forty-nine  (49)  outings  were  scheduled  and  four 
were  abandoned  because  of  rain  and  fog.  The  total 
number  of  children  carried  upon  the  excursions  this 
year  was  14,454,  an  average  of  321  each  day. 
thousand  seven  hundred  eighty-one  and  yo~o  (1,781.35) 
dollars  was  expended,  a  per  capita  cost  of  80.123  for  each 

child.  .  ,  ,  , 

All  applications  for  an  excursion  were  taken  care  ot, 

although  in  many  cases  it  was  impossible  to  grant  the 
number  of  tickets  requested  as  arrangements  had  been 
made  to  care  for  only  300  children  each  day..  From 
careful  observation  it  seems  to  me  that  this  situation 
could  be  easily  overcome  by  making  a  change  in  the 
refreshments.  I  noticed  that  many  of  the  children, 
fully  90  per  cent,  carried  lunches,  so  that  our  serving 
of  luncheons  was  unnecessary  and  in  some  instances 
a  waste  of  food.  By  eliminating  this  feature,  of  the 
outings  twice  the  number  of  children,  approximately 
30,000,  could  be  given  a  day’s  outing  without  any 
increase  of  cost.  Ice  cream  and  lemonade  could  be 
supplied  for  all,  and  with  the  other  features  obtainable, 
I  believe  that  a  much  larger  number  of  the  children  of 
Boston  would  be  benefited  and  enjoy  a  satisfactory  day’s 
pleasure.

City  of  Boston, 

In  Board  of  Street  Commissioners,  October  10,  1911. 

Ordered ,  That  in  addition  to  the  rights  heretofore 
granted  to  the  West  End  Street  Railway  Company  for 
locations  for  tracks  in  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  construct,  maintain 
and  use  an  alteration  of  its  existing  locations  as  follows: 

On  Main  street,  Charlestown,  from  the  incline  to  the 
elevated  to  Beacham  street;  the  rails  of  the  existing 
double  tracks  to  be  removed  from  the  respective  positions 
in  which  they  are  now  laid  and  maintained  under 
locations  No.  67,  granted  March  12,  1892,  and  No.  192, 
granted  May  9,  1900,  to  positions  parallel  thereto,  and 
three  inches  farther  out  from  the  line  half  way  between  the 
existing  tracks,  so  that  the  space  between  said  tracks  on 
the  portion  of  said  streets  specified  shall  be  substantially 
five  feet,  instead  of  four  feet  six  inches,  as  at  present; 
said  tracks  being  substantially  as  shown  by  red  lines 
on  a  plan  made  by  A.  L.  Plimpton,  dated  December  15, 
1891,  and  December  9,  1899,  and  deposited  in  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works;  together  with  all 
necessary  curves,  crossovers,  switches  and  connections.

The  right  to  lay  down  the  tracks  located  by  this

The  purpose  of  the  contract  and  specifications  is  to 
secure  the  disposal  of  collections  of  City  wastes,  com¬ 
prising  ashes,  garbage,  paper,  rubbish  and  street  sweep¬ 
ings,  in  a  sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner. 

The  refuse  to  be  dealt  with  is  that  collected  by  the 
City  in  the  Public  Works  Department  Collection 
Districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  as  shown  on  plans  to 
be  obtained  by  bidders  at  the  office  of  the  Commissioner. 


Disposal  of  Refuse. 
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The  City  shall  provide  receiving  stations  at  which  the 
refuse  will  be  delivered  to  the  Contractor  by  the  City, 
for  removal,  approximately  as  follows: 

W  aterfront: 

Fort  Hill  Wharf,  Atlantic  avenue. 

Commercial  street,  near  Keany  square. 

Albany  street,  at  City’s  sanitary  yard. 

Freeport  street,  on  lot  owned  by  City. 

Inland : 

Codman  street,  on  lot  owned  by  City,  adjoining 
railroad. 

Corner  Columbus  avenue  and  Ritchie  street,  in  Rox- 
bury. 

The  City  does  not  represent  itself  to  be  the  owner  of 
the  refuse,  and  it  is  understood  that  any  independent 
disposal  of  refuse  by  the  producers  thereof  shall  neither 
make  the  City  liable  to  the  Contractor  nor  be  held  to 
justify  his  default  in  fulfilling  any  of  the  requirements 
of  the  contract. 

Information  as  to  the  quantity  and  composition  of 
the  refuse  collected  for  the  respective  districts  during 
the  year  ending  January  31,  1911,  is  given  in  the  speci¬ 
fications  as  a  guide  to  bidders,  but  the  City  undertakes 
no  liability  in  regard  to  even  the  approximate  correct¬ 
ness  of  these  figures.  Attention  is  called  to  the  fact 
that  the  City  has  stopped  the  free  collection  of  store 
refuse, .  seven  (7)  cents  per  barrel  now  being  charged, 
which  includes  collection  and  disposal. 

Bidders  must  satisfy  themselves,  by  personal  examina¬ 
tion,  of  the  locations  to  be  used  and  materials  to  be 
received  and  disposed  of,  and  by  such  other  means  as  they 
may  adopt,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the  information  given, 
and  shall  not  at  any  time  after  the  submission  of  their 
proposals  dispute  or  complain  of  any  details  or  data  made 
or  given  in  the  specifications  or  otherwise,  nor  assert  that 
there  is  any  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  amount 
of  work  to  be  performed. 

Bidders  must  submit  a  lump  sum  price  per  year 
for  which  they  will  receive,  treat  and  dispose  of  the 
total  amount  of  refuse  delivered  by  the  City. 

Monthly  payments  will  be  made  by  the  City  to  the 
Contractor. 
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Plant  and  equipment  for  final  disposition  must  be 
completed  and  ready  to  receive  and  dispose  of  ret  use, 
as  hereinafter  specified,  not  later  than  July  l,  IJlZ. 

The  contract  is  to  be  for  a  term  of  ten  (10)  years, 
with  the  right  on  the  part  of  the  City  to  purchase  the 
plant  upon  the  expiration  of  the  contract. 

The  City  reserves  the  right  at  any  time  during  the 
life  of  the  contract  to  discontinue  stations  or  to  provide 
other  or  additional  stations.  The  City  also  reserves 
the  right  to  deliver  the  garbage  to  the  Contractor,  in. 
whole  or  in  part,  in  sealed  metal  receptacles,  provided 
by  the  City,  said  receptacles  to  be  taken  to  the  disposa 
plant  by  the  Contractor  without  opening  until  their 
arrival  at  the  plant.  These  receptacles  must  be  cleaned 
by  the  Contractor  and  returned  promptly  to  the  City.

Specifications  for  the  Erection,  Equipment, 
Maintenance  and  Operation  of  Plant  to 
Dispose  of  City  Refuse. 

The  purpose  of  these  specifications  and  the  contract 
of  which  they  are  a  part  is  to  secure  the  disposal  of  City 
refuse  in  a  sanitary  and  inoffensive  manner. 

The  portion  of  the  City  to  be  included  in  the  contract 

is  bounded  as  follows:  .  , 

Beginning  on  the  shore  of  the  Mystic  river  at  the 
boundary  between  Charlestown  and  the  City  of  Somer- 
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ville,  by  the  boundary  line  between  Charlestown  and 
Somerville  and  Charlestown  and  Cambridge  to  the 
Charles  river;  thence  by  Charles  river  to  St.  Mary’s 
street;  thence  by  St.  Mary’s  street  and  the  boundary 
line  between  Boston  and  the  town  of  Brookline  to  Rock- 
wood  street;  thence  by  Rockwood  street,  Arborway, 
Morton  street  and  Harvard  street  to  the  boundary  line 
between  the  town  of  Hyde  Park  and  the  City  of  Boston, 
to  the  Neponset  river;  thence  by  the  Neponset  river, 
Dorchester  bay,  Boston  Harbor  and  the  Mystic  river 
to  point  of  beginning;  these  boundaries  including  the 
territory  comprising  Public  Works  Department  Col¬ 
lection  Districts  1,  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  as  shown  on  plans  on 
file  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works.

Such  information  as  is  available  in  reference  to  the 
general  character  of  the  refuse  and  the  amounts  to  be 
handled  will  be  found  in  a  later  section  of  the  specifica¬ 
tions.  Bidders  are  expected,  however,  to  satisfy  them¬ 
selves  by  personal  examination,  and  by  such  other 
means  as  they  may  adopt,  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  the 
information. 

The  method  of  refuse  collection  now  followed  includes 
two  separate  collections  throughout  the  City,  except  in 
small  portions  of  Districts  1  and  3 ;  that  is  to  say,  general 
refuse,  consisting  mainly  of  ashes  and  paper,  is  placed 
in  one  receptacle,  and  garbage,  consisting  mainly  of 
kitchen  swill,  in  another.  In  addition,  a  third  sepa¬ 
ration  of  paper,  wooden  and  paper  boxes,  excelsior 
and  other  light  materials  is  made  in  District  3  and  in 
parts  of  Districts  1  and  6.  The  City  contemplates  a 
continuance  of  collections  on  these  lines,  and  will  secure 
as  complete  a  separation  of  materials  as  it  may  find  to  be 
practicable,  but  any  failure  on  the  part  of  householders 
or  others  to  separate  refuse,  from  whatever  cause  arising, 
shall  not  be  held  to  justify  the  Contractor’s  default  in 
fulfilling  any  of  the  requirements  of  the  contract. 
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Receiving  Stations. 

(a.)  Number  and  Location. —  Four  waterfront  sta¬ 
tions  and  two  inland  stations  will  be  built  by  the 
City  and  furnished  to  the  Contractor  for  his  use  on 
locations  approximately  as  follows: 

W  aterfront: 

Fort  Hill  Wharf,  Atlantic  avenue. 

Commercial  street,  near  Keany  square. 

Albany  street,  at  City’s  sanitary  yard. 

Freeport  street,  on  lot  owned  by  City. 


Inland : 

Codman  street,  on  lot  owned  by  City,  adjoining 
railroad. 

Corner  Columbus  avenue  and  Ritchie  street,  in  the 
Roxbury  district. 

(. b .)  Use. —  The  Contractor  is  to  have  free  the 
exclusive  use  of  these  stations,  except  that  he  shall 
give  facilities  to  the  City  for  the  dumping  of  snow  during 
the  winter  season  at  the  waterfront  stations,  and  he 
shall  arrange  his  work  so  as  to  allow  the  City  teams 
full  facilities  for  such  dumping  without  delay.

—  The  general  construction 
will  be  in  accordance  with  plans  on  file  at  the  office  of 
the  Commissioner,  but  such  necessary  changes  to  adapt 
the  structures  to  the  installation  of  such  plant  as  the 
Contractor  may  find  necessary  to  install  will  be  made 
by  the  City. 

(/.)  Interior  Fittings.—  All  interior  fittings  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Contractor. 

(g.)  Removal  of  Material. —  No  putrescible  material 
shall  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  stations  beyond  seven 
o’clock  a.  m.  of  the  day  succeeding  its  delivery,  and  all 
refuse  of  any  sort  shall  be  removed  from  the  stations  as 
soon  as  possible.  In  no  case  shall  the  stations  be  used 
for  storage  of  salable  material  by  the  Contractor,  nor 
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shall  such  material  be  allowed  to  collect  so  as  to  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  operation  of  the  City  teams. 

(h.)  Contractor  May  Build  Stations . —  If  the  Con¬ 
tractor  chooses  to  transport  material  by  steam  or  elec¬ 
tric  railroads  or  street  railways  he  may  build  additional 
receiving  stations  upon  land  secured  by  him.  Such 
stations  must  be  approved  as  to  locations  and  plans 
by  the  Commissioner. 

(i.)  Work  at  Receiving  Stations. —  No  sorting  of  mate¬ 
rials  or  any  operation  of  final  disposal  shall  be  conducted 
at  any  receiving  station. 

Transportation. 

(a.)  Transportation  from  Inland  Stations. — Trans¬ 
portation  from  inland  stations  may  be  effected  by  the 
Contractor  by  any  of  the  following  methods  that  he 
may  elect :  By  ordinary  carts,  by  automobile  trucks,  by 
steam  railroads  or  by  street,  railways.  In  any  case 
the  garbage  shall  be  transported  in  sealed  metallic 
vessels.  Other  refuse  may  be  transported  in  covered 
vehicles,  so  secured  as  to  prevent  all  danger  from  flying 
material  or  the  escape  of  disagreeable  odors. 

( b .)  Transportation  from,  Waterfront  Statio?is. — 
Transportation  from  waterfront  stations  shall  be  by 
scows  of  a  design  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner. 
They  shall  be  of  modern  construction  and  so  conform 
with  the  slips  at  the  docks,  to  be  constructed  by  the 
City,  as  to  insure  sanitary  and  economical  loading. 
Each  scow  shall  be  numbered  and  marked  and  bear  the 
Contractor’s  name.  The  loads  shall  be  so  inclosed 
and  protected  as  to  prevent  the  escape  of  disagreeable 
odors  during  transit  and  the  dropping  of  any  portion  of 
the  loads  into  the  waters  of  Boston  Harbor.  The  Con¬ 
tractor  shall  at  all  hours  during  the  day  and  night 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  keep  at  each  water¬ 
front  station  at  least  one  scow,  so  placed  and  of  such 
capacity  that  all  refuse  brought  thereto  can  easily  and 
immediately  be  placed  thereon.  The  Contractor  shall 
construct  all  plants,  buildings,  wharves  and  other 
structures  necessary  for  the  complete  carrying  out  of 
the  contract,  except  as  hereinbefore  specified. 

(c.)  Wharfage. —  The  Contractor  shall  dredge  and 
maintain  a  channel  approach  to  the  site  of  the  disposal 
plant,  of  such  width  and  depth  as  will  accommodate 
the  draft  of  vessels  to  be  employed.  Said  channel  shall 
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be  connected  with  slips  or  wharves  constructed  in  a 
substantial  and  durable  manner  and  forming  a  basin 
in  which  unloading  and  loading  will  not  be  interfered 
with  by  weather  conditions. 

*  Final  Disposal. 

(a.)  Land  for  Plant  —  If  the  Contractor  so  desires, 
the  City  will  furnish,  free  of  cost  to  the  Contractor,  a 
lot  at  Spectacle  Island  in  location  and  area  as  shown  on 
plan  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Commissioner,  and  of  suf¬ 
ficient  area  for  the  location  and  operation  of  his  plants) 
and  will  furnish  City  wafer  to  the  Contractor  at  meter 
rates.  Any  plants  or  structures  erected  by  the  Con¬ 
tractor  must  be  in  locations  satisfactory  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  and  the  health  authorities  having  jurisdiction 
over  the  proposed  location. 

(6.)  Methods  of  Disposal—  Bids  may  be  based  on 
any  of  the  following  methods  for  the  final  disposal  of 
refuse,  or  on  combinations  of  the  same. 

For  garbage:  (a.)  by  incineration  or  ( b .)  by  reduction. 

For  ashes  and  miscellaneous  refuse  mixed:  (a.)  by 
incineration;  ( b .)  by  filling  of  marsh  lands  or  flats  along 
the  harbor  front,  or  on  islands  in  the  harbor,  when 
properly  bulkheaded  to  prevent  the  escape  of  refuse. 

For  clean  ashes:  (a.)  by  dumping  at  sea;  (b.)  for  filling. 


Incineration. 

If  incineration  of  the  refuse  be  adopted,  in  whole,  or 
in  part,  the  process  shall  be  subject  to  the  following 
conditions: 

(a.)  Destructors. —  The  Contractor  shall  erect,  .main¬ 
tain  and  operate  destructors  of  sufficient  capacity  to 
handle  50  per  cent  more  refuse  than  the  conditions  as 
shown  by  the  past  year’s  collections  call  for.  He  shall 
determine  the  capacity  required  and  submit  with  his 
proposal  complete  detailed  specifications  for  the  plants. 

(h.)  Destructor  Capacity. —  The  destructor  capacity 
as  guaranteed  by  the  Contractor  shall  be  based  upon  a 
specified  mixture  of  refuse.  This  mixture  shall  be 
stated  by  him  in  his  guaranty  and  shall  conform  as 
closely  as  possible  to  the  ordinary  working  conditions. 
It  is  to  be  understood  that  this  specified  mixture  is 
simply  to  establish  a  basis  for  making  the  tests  and  in  no 
way  lessens  the  Contractor’s  responsibility  to  provide  a 
complete  plant  of  sufficient  capacity  to  handle  the  refuse 
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as  delivered  to  him  under  the  varying  conditions  per¬ 
taining  to  different  seasons  of  the  year. 

(c.)  Tests. —  The  guaranteed  capacity  must  be  devel¬ 
oped,  before  acceptance,  by  four  tests  of  at  least  eight 
hours  each.  When  making  the  test  the  furnaces  are  to 
be  brought  to  the  normal  working  conditions  before 
starting,  and  on  ending,  the  pressure  temperatures  and 
furnace  conditions  are  to  be  brought  to  the  same  con¬ 
ditions  as  when  starting.  The  destructor  plant  is  to  be 
equipped  with  suitable  thermometers  and  pyrometers 
for  recording  the  temperatures  in  the  combustion  cham¬ 
bers,  boiler  up-takes,  chimney,  air  supply,  etc.  Appara¬ 
tus  for  analyzing  the  chimney  gases  is  also  to  be  provided. 
All  expenses  of  the  tests  shall  be  borne  by  the  Contractor. 
Under  ordinary  running  conditions,  either  when  testing 
or  at  other  times,  no  auxiliary  fuel  is  to  be  used  in  the 
destructors. 

(d.)  Ventilation. —  A  positive  system  of  ventilation 
must  be  provided,  so  that  the  forced  draft  for  the  de¬ 
structor  furnaces  shall  be  taken  from  the  vicinity  of  the 
storage  bins  and  other  places  needing  ventilation  and 
prevent  the  escape  of  unpleasant  odors.  The  design  of 
the  destructors  must  provide  settling  chambers  of  such 
size  that  the  velocity  of  the  gases  will  be  adequately 
reduced  and  the  dust  deposited  so  as  not  to  escape  from 
the  chimney.  At  no  time  during  the  continuous  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  plant  shall  the  minimum  temperature  in  the 
combustion  chamber  be  less  than  1,250  degrees  and  the 
average  must  be  at  least  1,600  degrees,  Fahrenheit. 

(e.)  Cleaning. —  Ample  room  must  be  provided  for 
the  cleaning  of  all  flues,  dust-settling  chambers,  boiler 
tubes,  etc.,  so  that  the  plants  may  be  operated  continu¬ 
ously  six  days  each  week,  one  day  (Sunday)  being 
allowed  for  cleaning.  The  dust  chambers,  flues,  etc., 
shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  allow  of  dust  being  withdrawn 
after  one  day’s  cooling. 

(/.)  Guaranty. —  The  Contractor  shall  state  and 
guarantee  the  rate  of  evaporation  per  pound  of  refuse 
burned. 

Reduction. 

(a.)  Location. —  The  Contractor  may  establish  a 
plant  for  the  reduction  of  garbage  in  a  location  satis¬ 
factory  to  the  Commissioner  and  the  health  authorities 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  proposed  location,  but  such 
location  shall  not  be  upon  the  mainland  within  the  City 
limits. 
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(b.)  Construction. —  The  Contractor  shall  erect  for 
the  operation  of  his  reduction  process  a  fireproof  build¬ 
ing  of  brick,  stone  or  concrete,  or  a  combination  of  the 
same,  of  a  design  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioner  and 
architecturally  in  harmony  with  its  surroundings.  The 
structure  shall  be  of  ample  size  for  the  processes  and  so 
designed  as  to  admit  of  extension  in  all  departments 
without  unnecessary  reconstruction. 

(c.)  Ventilation. —  The  buildings  shall  be  so  con¬ 
structed  as  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  the  escape  of 
disagreeable  odors.  The  arrangement  of  conveyors, 
tanks,  presses,  etc.,  shall  be  such  that  after  the  delivery 
of  the  garbage  to  the  conveyor  at  the  wharf  the  process 
shall  be  continuous  and  the  apparatus  so  inclosed  that 
the  material  shall  be  at  no  time  exposed  to  the  outside  air. 
Ventilation  shall  be  furnished  by  an  approved  plant  of 
ample  capacity  on  the  vacuum  system,  and  all  air  re¬ 
moved  from  the  building  shall  be  passed  through  the 
furnaces  at  a  sufficiently  high  temperature  to  destroy 
all  offensive  odors. 

(d.)  Poisonous  or  Explosive  Material.  If  the  Con¬ 
tractor  shall  use  in  any  part  of  his  process  any  volatile, 
poisonous  or  explosive  material,  such  portion  of  the 
process  shall  be  conducted  in  a  fireproof  apartment 
entirely  separated  from  the  remainder  of  the  plant. 


General. 

(a.)  Sanitary  Conditions. —  Sanitary  conditions  must 
be  preserved  in  all  details  of  the  plants,  and  the  Con¬ 
tractor  is  to  be  responsible  for  carrying  on  the  work  so 
that  it  shall  in  no  respect  become  a  nuisance. 

(b.)  Claims,  Damages ,  etc  —  The  Contractor  shall  be 
responsible  for  any  claims  made  against  the  City  for 
any  infringement  of  patents  by  the  use  of  patented 
articles  in  the  construction  and  completion  of  the  work, 
and  shall  save  harmless  and  indemnify  the  City  for  all 
costs,  expenses  and  damages  which  the  City  shall  be 
obliged  to  pay  by  reason  of  any  infringement  of  patents 

so  used.  . 

(c.)  Permits.—  The  Contractor  shall  obtain  and  pay 

for  all  building  and  other  permits  and  privileges  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  prosecution  of  his  work,  including  all 
charges  for  water. 

(d.)  Disposal  of  Residue  —  No  floating  material  and 
no  garbage,  nor  any  solid  refuse  of  garbage  after  being 
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subjected  to  treatment,  except  by  incineration  as  herein 
specified,  nor  any  offensive  liquid,  shall  be  dumped  or 
discharged  by  the  Contractor  into  waters  within  the 
City,  nor  into  Boston  Harbor,  nor  into  the  water  within, 
that  is  to  say  west  of,  a  line  drawn  from  Minot’s  Light 
to  Egg  Rock  Light. 

(e.)  Fire  Protection. —  Ample  apparatus  for  fire  pro¬ 
tection  of  all  plants  shall  be  installed  and  kept  at  all 
times  in  good  working  condition. 

Fitting  Marsh  Lands  or  Flats. 

(a.)  Only  such  locations  as  have  been  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  shall  be  used  for  dumping  ashes  and 
mixed  refuse.  Suitable  precautions  shall  be  taken  to 
protect  neighboring  premises  from  flying  paper  and 
from  all  danger  of  fire  on  account  of  such  dumps. 

(b.)  Contracts  for  Dumps. —  No  contract  for  such  dis¬ 
posal  will  be  approved  until  the  Contractor  has  furnished 
to  the  Commissioner  a  plan  showing  the  location  of  his 
proposed  dumps,  together  with  the  evidence  of  his  title 
to  the  same  and  calculations  showing  the  sufficiency  of 
such  locations  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  during  the  term 
of  the  contract. 

(c.)  Dumping  of  Garbage,  etc. —  In  no  case  will  the 
dumping  of  garbage  or  refuse  containing  any  mixture  of 
garbage  be  allowed. 


Dumping  at  Sea. 

The  Contractor  may  dispose  of  clean  ashes  and  similar 
material  by  dumping  at  sea  in  such  locations  as  the  Com¬ 
missioner  may  designate  and  under  such  regulations  as 
may  be  imposed  by  the  United  States  authorities  having- 
charge  of  harbor  regulation.  The  dumping  of  paper, 
garbage  or  other  floating  material  will  not  be  allowed, 
except  in  cases  of  extreme  emergency,  as  hereinafter 
provided.  w 

Failure  to  Carry  Out  Contract. 

(a.)  Proceedings  on  Contractor' s  Default. —  All  refuse 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  herein  specified,  except  that  in 
case  of  emergencies,  such  as  fire,  flood,  etc.,  or  extraor¬ 
dinary  ice  preventing  access  to  his  plant  with  the 
scows,  the  Contractor  may,  without  additional  cost  to 
the  City,  use  such  methods  for  disposing  of  refuse  as 
may  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner,  and  for  such 
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time  as  the  Commissioner  may  specify  or  allow;  but  if 
in  any  other  case  the  Contractor  shall  fail  to  dispose  of 
the  whole  or  any  portion  of  the  refuse  as  required  by 
the  contract,  the  Commissioner  may  give  notice  thereof 
in  writing  to  the  Contractor;  and  if  such  failure  shall 
continue  after  such  notice  for  more  than  forty-eight 
hours,  the  City,  using  any  labor  or  materials  and,  at 
its  option,  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  equipment  and 
plant  of  the  Contractor,  may  do  the  work  which  the 
Contractor  fails  to  do,  and  the  City  may  deduct  from 
any  sums  due  or  to  become  due  to  the  Contractor  under 
the  contract  the  amount  expended  by  it  in  performing 
such  work,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Commissioner,  and 
such  certificate  shall  be  conclusive  as  to  all  facts  stated 
therein.  The  foregoing  provisions  shall  not  exclude 
other  remedies  for  breach  of  the  contract.  If  the  Con¬ 
tractor  from  any  cause,  except  fire,  flood  or  extraordinary 
ice  in  the  water  surrounding  the  City  or  in  Boston 
Harbor,  or  process  of  law,  or  other  extraordinary  and 
unavoidable  cause  as  aforesaid,  shall  fail  for  more  than 
five  successive  days  to  remove  or  to  cremate  or  reduce 
said  refuse  as  required  in  the  contract,  or  to  dispose 
of  the  residue  or  other  waste  as  required,  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  acting  for  the  City,  by  notice  in  writing  to  that 
effect,  signed  by  him  and  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Health  of  said  City  and  the  Mayor,  given  to  the  Con¬ 
tractor  or  mailed  to  him  at  the  business  address  given 
by  him  to  the  Commissioner,  may  cancel  this  contract; 
and  in  case  of  such  cancellation,  or  the  taking  posses¬ 
sion  of  property  and  doing  things  as  aforesaid,  any 
expenses,  losses  and  damages  incurred  by  the  City  in 
each  and  every  month  of  said  term  of  ten  years  in 
removing  and  disposing  of  the  garbage  to  be  removed 
by  the  Contractor  under  this  contract,  over  and  above 
the  amount  which  would  have  been  payable  to  the 
Contractor  under  the  contract,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
City  by  the  Contractor. 

( b .)  Alternative  Proceedings. —  If  the  Contractor  shall 
fail  to  do  any  of  the  work  required  of  him  as  aforesaid, 
whether  for  said  five  days  or  for  more  or  less  than  five 
days,  the  Commissioner,  acting  for  the  City,  instead  of 
canceling  this  contract  or  taking  possession  of  the  plant 
as  aforesaid,  may,  at  any  time  while  such  failure  con¬ 
tinues,  do  the  work  which  the  Contractor  so  fails  to  do, 
or  dispose  of  said  garbage  as  he  deems  best,  and  the 
Contractor  shall  pay  to  the  City  all  expenses,  losses 
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and  damages  incurred  by  the  City  thereby;  or,  if  the 
Commissioner  shall  not  do  the  work  as  aforesaid,  or 
cancel  the  contract  or  take  possession  of  the  plant  as 
aforesaid,  the  Contractor  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the 
City  as  expenses,  losses  and  damages  incurred  by  the 
City  through  the  Contractor  failing  to  do  work  as  afore¬ 
said,  a  reasonable  proportion  of  the  payment  for  the 
work  for  the  month  in  which  such  failure  occurs,  as 
determined  by  the  Commissioner. 

Bidders  to  Submit  Plans. 

Plans  of  the  proposed  disposal  plants  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  with  the  bids,  such  plans  showing  the  style  of 
the  buildings  and  including  ground  plans  with  inside 
elevations,  showing  the  position  of  the  apparatus,  so 
lettered  as  to  correspond  with  a  description  accompany¬ 
ing  the  same,  giving  types  and  capacity  of  apparatus. 
All  buildings  erected  by  the  Contractor  must  be  of 
fireproof  construction  throughout  and  in  all  respects 
conform  to  the  building  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  City. 

General  Conditions. 

Inspection. —  The  Commissioner,  or  an  officer  ap¬ 
pointed  by  him  or  by  the  Mayor,  shall  have  the  right  at 
all  times  to  enter  the  premises  and  inspect  the  condition 
of  the  disposal  plant  and  to  examine  the  books  of  the 
Contractor. 

Uniforms,  etc. —  The  Contractor’s  employees,  engaged 
within  the  City  limits,  shall  be  provided  by  him  with 
suitable  uniforms  of  such  distinctive  character,  approved 
by  the  Commissioner,  as  will  enable  the  wearers  to  be 
readily  identified.  Sufficient  changes  of  uniform  must 
be  provided,  so  that  the  employees  shall  maintain  a 
neat  and  satisfactory  appearance  at  all  times. 

Employees. —  The  Contractor  shall  employ  competent 
workmen  for  their  respective  services  and  shall,  when  so 
required  by  the  Commissioner,  discharge  any  disorderly, 
insubordinate  or  incompetent  employee.  None  but 
skilled  workmen  shall  be  employed  on  work  requiring 
special  qualifications. 

Foremen. —  The  Contractor  shall  employ  competent 
foremen  in  sufficient  numbers  to  supervise  the  work. 

Sanitation. —  Suitable  regulations  for  insuring  the 
sanitary  well-being  of  employees  shall  be  adopted  and 
enforced  by  the  Contractor. 
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Housing ,  Clothing,  etc. —  Housing  and  boarding 
accommodations  provided  by  the  Contractor  for  his 
employees  shall  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  City 
in  regard  to  structural  fitness,  minimum  air  space  per 
capita  and  maintenance  in  a  sanitary  condition.  Facili¬ 
ties  for  bathing,  including  an  ample  supply  of  hot 
water,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Contractor  for  his 
workmen,  and  suitable  regulations  for  insuring  the 
cleaning  of  workmen  engaged  in  specially  dirty  work  and 
the  washing  and  drying  of  their  clothes  shall  be  made 
and  enforced  by  the  Contractor. 

Contractor  Not  to  Assign  or  Let. —  Except  as  the  Com¬ 
missioner  shall  authorize  in  writing,  the  Contractor 
shall  not  assign  or  let  any  part  of  the  contract  or  of 
anything  to  be  done  thereunder. 

Arbitration. —  In  case  of  any  difference  of  opinion 
between  the  Contractor  and  the  City,  not  affecting 
matters  left  in  the  contract  to  the  decision  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  or  expressly  excluded  from  consideration, 
such  difference  shall  be  left  to  arbitrators;  “one  named 
by  the  City,  one  by  the  Contractor,  and  one  by  the  two 
so  named/’  and  the  reasonable  expense  of  any  arbitra¬ 
tion  shall  be  placed  by  the  arbitrators  upon  both  or 
either  of  the  parties  to  the  contract  as  shall  appear  to 
the  arbitrators  to  be  just. 

Right  to  Purchase. —  The  City  shall  have  the  right  to 
purchase  the  complete  disposal  plant  and  all  licenses  and 
rights  which  may  be  required  to  operate  the  same  after 
the  expiration  of  the  contract.  The  City  shall  give  the 
Contractor  at  least  six  months’  prior  written  notice  of 
its  intention  so  to  purchase,  and  if  the  purchase  price 
cannot  be  agreed  upon,  such  price  shall  be  determined  by 
arbitration,  and  thereupon  the  purchase  price  shall  be 
paid  and  such  licenses  and  rights  transferred  to  said 
City. 

Omissions. —  In  case  anything  is  omitted  that  is 
requisite  and  necessary  for  carrying  out  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  these  specifications,  it  shall  be  per¬ 
formed  or  furnished  by  the  Contractor  the  same  as  if 
particularly  mentioned  and  described. 

The  Commissioner  to  be  Arbitrator. —  These  specifica¬ 
tions  and  contract  are  intended  to  be  explanatory  of 
each  other,  but  in  case  of  any  discrepancy  between  the 
contract  and  specifications,  or  in  case  of  any  dispute  as 
to  the  proper  interpretation  of  either  contract  or  speci¬ 
fications,  the  Commissioner  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of 
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the  meaning  and  intent  and  his  decision  shall  be  final 
and  binding  upon  the  Contractor. 

Statistical  Matter. —  The  information  in  the  following 
table,  though  not  complete,  is  given  the  Contractor  to 
enable  him  to  judge  somewhat  of  the  character  and 
amounts  of  the  refuse:

To  the  City  of  Boston,  Mass.: 

(a.)  The  undersigned  represents  that  this  proposal 
is  made  in  good  faith,  without  fraud,  collusion  or  con¬ 
nection  of  any  kind  with  any  other  bidder  for  the  same 
work ;  that  he  is  competing  in  his  own  interest  and  in 
his  own  behalf,  without  connection  with  or  obligation 
to  any  undisclosed  person,  and  that  no  other  person 
has  any  interest  in  the  profits  of  the  contract;  that  he 
has  informed  himself  fully  in  regard  to  all  conditions 
pertaining  to  the  work  and  the  place  where  it  is  done, 
made  his  own  examinations  and  estimates,  and  from 
them  makes  this  proposal. 

(6.)  The  undersigned  proposes  to  furnish-  all  labor 
and  materials  required  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  in 
accordance  with  the  accompanying  specifications  and 
plans. 

(c.)  The  undersigned  agrees  that  if,  within  twenty 
days  after  the  day  named  in  the  notice  for  leaving  the 
proposals,  notice  that  this  proposal  will  be  accepted 
by  the  Commissioner  shall  be  mailed  to  him  at  the 
business  address  given  below,  or  shall  be  delivered  to 
him,  he  will,  at  12  m.  of  some  day  of  the  six  week  days 
next  after  such  mailing  or  delivery,  appear  at  the  office 
of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works,  hereinafter  des¬ 
ignated  as  Commissioner,  and  deliver  to  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  for  the  City,  a  contract  and  bond  properly 
executed  in  the  forms  annexed;  the  contract  to  be  in 
triplicate  and  the  bond  of  a  surety  company  satisfac¬ 
tory  to  the  Commissioner,  and  said  contract  and  bond 
to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Corporation  Counsel 
and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  City 
Council. 

(d.)  The  undersigned  further  agrees  that  the  certi¬ 
fied  check  payable  to  the  City  of  Boston,  left  herewith, 
is  the  property  of  said  City,  and  the  amount  thereof  is 
the  amount  of  damages  which  the  City  will  sustain  by 
his  failure  to  carry  out  this  proposal;  but  if  this  proposal 
is  not  accepted,  or  if  the  undersigned  executes  and 
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delivers  said  contract  and  bond,  the  check,  or  its 
amount,  is  to  be  paid  to  him  on  receipt  therefor.

Dear  Sir, —  In  response  to  your  call  for  proposals 
for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  dated  October  26,  1911,  the 
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Boston  Development  and  Sanitary  Company  files  with 
you  herewith  its  certified  check  for  ten  thousand  dollars 
(SI  0  000),  upon  the  terms  set  forth  in  said  invitation, 
and  submits  herewith,  in  the  printed  form  provided  by 
you,  its  proposal  for  such  disposal  and  the  detailed 
plans  of  its  disposal  plants  and  appliances,  and  submits 
as  specifications  accompanying  its  proposal  the  following: 

General. —  The  proposal  is  to  be  carried  out  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  printed  form  of  contract  and  specifica¬ 
tions  attached  to  the  proposal,  and  the  provisions  of 
said  contract  and  specifications  are  not  to  be  deemed  to 
be  over-ridden  by  any  of  the  provisions  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  specifications.  .  , 

General  Sanitation  —  The  entire  plants,  equipment 
and  appurtenances  to  be  furnished  by  the  contractor 
shall  be  each  of  its  kind  of  the  latest  and  most  modern 
and  sanitary  type,  and  shall  conform  in  every  partic¬ 
ular  to  the  best  and  most  modern  practices  in  use. 
The  greatest  possible  amount  of  care  will  be  used  at  all 
times  in  the  handling  of  all  materials,  and  the  greatest 
precautions  will  be  taken  and  the  most  modern  appli¬ 
ances  used  to  prevent  the  escape  of  gases  and  noxious 
odors  and  to  protect  public  health  and  comfort. 

Odors. —  The  construction  of  the  plants  and  apparatus 
will  be  such  as  to  retain  and  consume  within  them¬ 
selves  all  odors  of  the  material  and  process  from  the 
receipt  of  the  garbage  in  the  reduction  plant  to  the 
delivery  of  the  finished  commercial  product,  namely, 

dry  tankage  and  oil.  ,  ,  „ 

Buildings. —  The  buildings  to  be  erected  by  the  Con¬ 
tractor  shall  be  of  brick,  concrete  and  stone  construc¬ 
tion  throughout,  with  concrete  floors  throughout  with 
beams  and  trusses  of  steel,  and  will  be  fireproof  and 
amply  provided  with  fire  apparatus  and  architecture  y 
and  ornamentally  equal  or  superior  to  the  buildings  in 
the  surrounding  locality,  and  in  all  respects  to  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner. 

Unloading  Towers  and  Wharves  —  The  unloading 
towers  and  wharves  shall  be  of  the  most  modern  type 
and  of  timber  and  steel  construction  as  best  adapted 
to  their  requirements. 

Station  Uses  —  The  stations  are  to  be  used  merely 
as  points  of  transfer  of  the  refuse  from  the  City  s  vehicles 
to  the  Company’s  receptacles,  and  there  shall  be  no 
incinerators  at  the  stations,  no  sorting  shall  take  place 
there,  and  there  shall  be  no  processes  of  final  disposition 

carried  on. 
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Capacity .  All  buildings,  facilities,  apparatus  and 
appliances  shall  be  of  amply  sufficient  capacity  to 
handle  50  per  cent  more  refuse  than  called  for  by  the 
conditions  as  shown  by  the  past  year’s  collections,  and 
they  shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  for  future 

enlargements  without  the  necessity  of  unnecessary  recon¬ 
struction. 

T  e nidation.  The  buildings  to  be  constructed  by 
the  Contractor  shall  be  ventilated  with  the  inward 
draft  system,  with  air  ducts  having  frequent  intakes, 
and  so  connected  by  flues  to  fans  that  the  air  may  be 
discharged  into  any  or  all  fire  boxes. 

Modifications.  The  specifications  of  this  proposal 
may  be  varied  in  substance  and  in  form  at  the  request 
of  the  City  or  of  the  Commissioner  and  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  the  Company  and  the 
Commissioner. 

Changes  in  Plans.—  Such  changes  of  plans  and 
methods  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  as  may  be 
approved  by  the  Commissioner  to  provide  for  the  most 
sanitary  and  efficient  method  of  refuse  disposal. 

Transportation  from  Inland  Stations.—  The  refuse  is 
to  be  transported  from  the  inland  stations  in  metallic 
receptacles  which  may  be  hauled  by  horses  or  auto¬ 
mobile.  The  vehicles  carrying  garbage  will  contain 
or  carry  steel  leceptacles  or  tanks  into  which  the  gar¬ 
bage  will  be  dumped  and  each  receptacle  or  tank  as 
soon  as  filled  will  have  an  air-tight  cover  fastened  down 
with  swing  bolts  so  that  as  rapidly  as  each  receptacle  is 
loaded  it  will  be,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  hermetically 
sealed.  The  garbage  will  be  discharged  through  an 
opening  in  the  receptacle  similarly  fastened  and  sealed. 
A  t}  pi  cal  design  of  an  air-tight  steel  truck  for  garbage 
will  be  found  in  the  accompanying  plans.  The  design 
of  the  receptacles  transporting  the  refuse,  other  than 
garbage,  will  be  modified  so  as  to  facilitate  instan¬ 
taneous  loading  and  discharge  of  that  character  of 
refuse,  and  so  covered  and  secured  as  to  prevent  all 

danger  from  flying  material  or  the  escape  of  disagreeable 
odors. 

Transportation  from  Waterfront  Stations.—  The  refuse 
shall  be  received  and  transported  from  waterfront 
stations  m  scows  specially  designed  for  this  particular 
work.  .  Each  scow  is  to  be  divided  into  water-tight 
and  air-tight  compartments  so  as  to  carry  as  much 
of  the  refuse  as  possible  below  the  water  line  and  thus 
prevent  the  danger  that  is  found  with  the  ordinary 
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deck  scows  engaged  in  this  business  from  overturning 
or  spilling  their  loads  and  filling  up  slips  or  contamina¬ 
ting  surrounding  waters.  This  design  of  scow  will  also 
tend  to  reduce  the  elevation  of  the  dumping  platform 
in  the  type  of  inclosed  stations  proposed  by  the  City 
and  require  less  length  of  approach  or  giade  than  t  e 
ordinary  scows  heretofore  used  in  similar  work.  Heavy 
coamings  will  be  carried  around  the  outside  of  the 
hold  space  of  the  scow  to  sufficient  height  to  prevent 
any  material  from  spilling  overboard.  The  clear  space 
on'  the  deck  of  the  scow  running  fore  and  aft  over  the 
water-tight  compartments  and  outside  of  the  hold 
coamings  shall  be  wide  enough  for  men  to  pass  safely 
on  either  side  and  entirely  around  the  scow  without 
being  obliged  to  cross  over  the  hold  space.  The  usual 
pumps,  capstans,  winches  and  all  modern  appliances 
will  be  provided.  A  typical  design  of  the  scows  will 
be  found  in  the  accompanying  plans.  , 

Unloading  Plant. —  The  refuse  will  be  unloaded  at 
the  point  of  final  disposition  by  unloading  towers 
operating  grab  buckets,  discharging  in  the  case  of 
garbage  through  a.  hopper  onto  a  conveyor  from  which 
the  foreign  materials  will  be  removed,  ihis  con¬ 
veyor  discharges  directly  into  the  inclosed  system 
reduction  plant,  elsewhere  described.  In  the  case  of 
paper  and  light  refuse  the  buckets  will  discharge  onto  a 
conveyor  which  passes  into  the  destructor  plant  and 
feeds '  the  destructors.  The  valuable  materials  will 
be  separated  on  this  conveyor  as  it  passes  along,  an 
the  residue  incinerated.  In  the  case  of  ashes  and  street 
sweepings  the  grab  buckets  will  discharge  directly 
into  a  hopper  and  from  thence  into  dump  cars,  by  which 
it  will  be  eventually  transported  for  filling  purposes 
and  the  reclamation  of  waste  swamp  lands  at  the  water¬ 
front  or  for  the  filling  in  of  islands  as  provided  in  the 
contract.  The  sorting  of  materials  and  the  elimina¬ 
tion  of  objectionable  materials  will  be  carried  on  either 
by  hand  or  by  mechanical  means  and  processes  or  by  a 
combination  of  both.  But  this  work  shall  not  be  done 
at  any  receiving  station  and  only  as  provided  in  the 

City’s  specifications.  ...  .  ,  ,, 

Reduction  of  Garbage. —  The  Company  will  install  a 

reduction  plant  with  all  necessary  dredging,  docks, 
buildings  and  appliances  for  the  handling  and  reduc¬ 
tion  of  garbage.  The  plant  is  to  be  installed  on  property 
to  be  furnished  by  the  City  at  Spectacle  Island.  I  e 
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entire  arrangement  is  such  that  the  material  will  be 
very  quickly  handled,  passing  continuously  from  one 
process  to  the  next.  The  buildings  will  be  amply 
large,  well  lighted  and  ventilated.  The  machinery 
and  apparatus  will  be  of  the  latest,  most  modern  and 
sanitary  type  known  for  the  purposes  intended,  and 
everything  will  be  provided  to  efficiently  take  care  of 
all  the  processes.  The  Company  proposes  to  use  the 
dry  heat  system  of  garbage  reduction  because  of  its 
greater  simplicity,  efficiency  and  sanitary  advantages. 
The  dry  heat  process  will  be  carried  on  under  vacuum 
throughout  and  there  is  no  possibility  of  the  escape  of 
vapors  highly  charged  with  the  disagreeable  odors 
inseparable  from  steam  digestion  under  pressure.  It 
also  eliminates  all  danger  of  disagreeable  odors  from 
the  liquors  and  settling  tanks  under  the  system  of 
steam  digestion.  Under  the  dry  heat  system  there  is 
no  effluence  whatever  to  be  disposed  of.  The  Com- 
pany,.  while  believing  that  the  dry  heat  process  is 
superior,  is  willing,  if  the  City  requires,  to  substitute 
the  steam  cooking  process,  and  it  therefore  includes  a 
description  of  both  processes  together  with  their  re¬ 
spective  plans,’  as  follows: 

{Exhibit  A.)  Description  of '  the  Odorless  Dry  Heat 
Process. —  Conveyor  “A,”  delivering  garbage  to  mill 
“A— 1.”  Conveyor  No.  2,  delivering  through  swivel 
spouts  “  A-3”  and  feed  pipes  “A— 4”  into  dryers  UB.” 

The  dried  material  passes  out  of  dryers  “B”  through 
opening  “B-l”  to  conveyor  “B-2,”  through  swivel 
spouts  “B— 3,”  into  percolators  “C,”  by  conveyor 
“C-l,”  cross  conveyor  “C— 2”  and  swivel  spouts 
“C-3,”  through  dryer  “D”  to  conveyor  “D—l” — 
thence  to  mill  and  screen  room. 

The  hot  air  from  fire  boxes  passes  around  dryers 
aB,”  out  of  arch  through  flue  “E,”  into  rear  of  dryer 
proper, —  out  of  front  head  of  dryer,  through  flue 
“E— 1  ”  to  flue  “E— 2,”  to  fan  “E— 3,”  into  boiler  fires. 

The  hot  air  from  fire  boxes  passes  through  dryer 
“D”  into  dust  room  “D-2,”  through  outlet  “F,”  into 
coke  tower  “F-l,”  through  flue  “F-2”  to  fan  “F-3,”  — 
then  into  fire  boxes. 

Description  of  Apparatus. —  “  A-l ”  —  Disintegrating 
mill,  having  closed  connections  to  conveyors  “A”  and 
“A— 2”  —  capacity,  300  tons  per  day. 

“B.”  Revolving  steel  dryers,  set  in  brickwork  — 
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six  in  a  battery,—  five  batteries  —  having  capacity  of 

300  tons  per  day.  .  1 

“C”  Percolators  —  four,  upright  —  capacity,  00 

tons  of  dry  tankage  per  day. 

“DA  Two  revolving  steel  redryers  —  capacity, 

60  tons  of  dry  tankage  per  day. 

Conveyors  and  all  apparatus  to  be  inclosed  and  to 
have  inclosed  connections;  to  be  operated  under  vacuum 
system  throughout,  with  connections  through  flues  and 
fans  so  that  all  air  is  passed  through  the  furnace  fires 
and  odors  consumed. 

(. Exhibit  B.)  Description  of  Improved  Steam  Cooking 
Process. —  Conveyor  “A”  delivers  garbage  through 
swivel  spout  “  A-l  ”  into  digesters  “B. 

After  cooking,  material  is  discharged  into  receiving 
vat  “B-l,”  from  which  it  is  delivered  to  press  “C” 
by  conveyor  “B-2A  After  pressing,  conveyor  “C-l’ 
and  cross  conveyor  “C-2”  carry  the  product  to  dryers 
“DA  Conveyor  “D— 1A  and  swivel  spout  *D— 2 
carry  the  material  from  dryers  “D”  to  percolator  E.  ^ 
After  percolation,  it  is  carried  by  conveyor  “E-l” 
and  cross  conveyor  “E-2”  to  dryers  “G,”  from  which 
it  goes  by  conveyor  “G-l”  to  the  mill  afld  screen  room, 
where  it  is  screened,  ground  and  made  ready  for  ship¬ 
ment. 

The  liquids  removed  by  press  “C”  are  conveyed  to 
inclosed  settling  tanks,  from  which  the  grease  is 
removed,  and  together  with  the  grease  that  has  been 
removed  from  the  closed  vats  “B— 1,”  is  made  ready  for 
shipment. 

The  remaining  liquor  is  then  pumped  to  evaporators 
and  made  into  commercial  stock. 

All  vapors  driven  off  during  the  cooking  are  carried 
away  by  means  of  fans,  through  spray  condensers  and 
through  the  furnace  fires.  The  air  and  vapors  from  all 
conveyors,  apparatus  and  rooms  will  be  carried  by 
*  means  of  fans  and  vapor  pipes  through  condensers  and 
through  the  furnace  fires. 

All  conveyors  and  apparatus  will  be  sealed  tight, 
and  from  the  time  the  material  is  placed  in  the  digesters 
until  it  is  turned  out  as  dry  tankage,  it  is  not  exposed 
to  the  outside  air  and  is  at  all  times  under  either  pres¬ 
sure  or  vacuum.  The  air  from  the  vapor  condensers 
is  carried  by  means  of  fans  to  the  engine  room  and 
passes  through  the  furnace  fires. 
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Description  of  Apparatus. —  “B.”  Digesters  are  of 
standard  type,  having  all  the  modern  improvements 
and  sanitary  appliances. 

“B-l”  (Receiving  vat),  uB-2”  (Conveyor  between 
vat  and  press)  and  “ C ”  (Press)  are  tightly  inclosed 
and  of  the  latest  and  most  modern  design. 

“D”  and  UG.”  The  standard  type  of  steel  dryers 
will  be  used,  including  all  of  the  latest  improvements. 

“E.”  An  upright  percolator,  with  all  of  the  latest 
improvements. 

All  of  the  above  apparatus  and  equipment  shall  be 
of  the  most  modern  and  sanitary  type  in  every  detail 
and  shall  have  a  total  capacity  sufficient  to  reduce 
300  tons  of  garbage  per  day. 

Incineration. —  Incineration  will  be  carried  on  in 
Sterling  refuse  destructors  of  the  English  type,  as  fur¬ 
nished  by  the  Hughes  &  Sterling  Company  of  London, 
through  their  American  agents,  the  Griscom  Spencer 
Company. 

We  propose  to  incinerate  the  paper  and  rubbish  after 
the  valuable  portions  have  been  removed  by  hand 
picking  or  mechanical  separation,  and  as  many  units 
will  be  furnished  as  are  required  to  efficiently  do  the  work. 
Each  destructor  unit  shall  be  designed  and  constructed 
so  that  any  class  of  refuse  may  be  destroyed.  Each 
unit  shall  be  competent  to  destroy  a  specified  mixture 
in  the  proportions  of  40%  garbage,  20%  rubbish,  and 
40%  mixed  household  ashes, —  this  percentage  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  basis  for  making  the  tests  required  by  the  City 
at  the  rate  of  forty  tons  of  miscellaneous  refuse  per  day 
of  twenty-four  hours.  The  destructor  and  destructor 
building  will  be  provided  with  a  ventilating  system  (“A”) 
so  that  the  forced  draft  for  the  destructor  furnaces  shall 
be  taken  from  all  places  needing  ventilating  through 
the  regenerator  system  (“B”)  to  the  fires,  thus  pre¬ 
venting  the  escape  of  odors. 

The  destructor  shall  have  settling  chambers  (“C”)  of 
such  size  that  the  velocity  of  the  gases  will  be  adequately 
reduced  and  the  dust  deposited  so  as  not  to  escape  from 
the  chimney. 

The  average  temperature  of  the  combustion  chamber 
(“D”)  will  be  not  less  than  1600  degrees  Fahrenheit 
nor  the  minimum  less  than  1250  degrees  with  the 
destructor  working  at  its  normal  capacity.  There  will 
be  ample  room  for  the  cleaning  of  all  flues,  dust  settling 
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chambers,  boiler  tubes,  etc.,  so  that  the  plant  may  be 
operated  continuously  for  six  days  in  each  week,  and  the 
dust  chambers,  flues,  etc.,  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to 
allow  dust  to  be  withdrawn  after  one  day’s  cooling. 
The  rate  of  evaporation  per  pound  of  refuse  destroyed 
shall  not  fall  below  one  and  one  half  pounds  of  water. 

In  detail  each  Sterling  destructor  unit  will  contain 
two  grates  or  cells  (“E”),  each  of  twenty  tons  capacity. 
These  two  cells  are  placed  side  by  side  connected  with 
the  common  combustion  chamber  in  such  a  manner 
that  all  the  gases  of  combustion  may  meet  in  this  com¬ 
bustion  chamber  and  be  taken  therefrom  to  the  boiler. 
The  cells  will  have  closed  ashpits,  with  cast-iron  fronts 
and  machined  doors  of  hinged  pattern,  fitted  with  suit¬ 
able  wrought-iron  catches.  The  fire  grates  will  be 
formed  of  special  cast-iron  firebars  of  Sterling  standard 
pattern,  supported  upon  rolled-steel  bearers.  The 
whole  of  the  grate  will  be  surrounded  with  Sterling 
cast-iron  side  and  end  protection  troughs  (“F”),  per¬ 
forated  to  admit  of  the  passage  of  air,  the  whole  arranged 
so  as  to  prevent  damage  to  the  firebrick  lining  of  the  fur¬ 
naces  from  the  clinkering  tools.  . 

Between  the  two  cells  on  either  side  of  the  grates 
a  special  perforated  division  of  double  pattern  will  be 
provided.  These  troughs  divide  the  clinker,  and  mini¬ 
mize  the  risk  of  drawing  out  green  refuse  from  an 
adjoining  fire  when  clinkering. 

The  clinkering  openings  will  be  formed  in  accordance 
with  the  Sterling  standard  arrangement  of  a  massive 
cast-iron  arch  bar  and  massive  cast-iron  jamb  blocks. 
The  front  of  the  arch  bar  and  the  front  of  the  jamb 
blocks,  where  the  clinkering  doors  will  come  into  contact 
with  them,  will  be  machined,  and  the  whole  will  form 
an  opening  which  it  is  almost  impossible  to  damage 
by  the  clinkering  tools.  Over  the  arch  bars  suitable 
rings  of  firebrick  arch  will  be  thrown,  so  that  the  front 
of  the  furnace  will  be  entirely  independent  and  self- 
supporting,  quite  apart  from  the  arch  bar  itself.  Over 
the  arch  bar  a  special  steel  protection  plate  will  be 
placed  so  as  to  form  a  face  on  which  the  clinker  doors 
will  slide.  The  clinker  doors  will  be  of  heavy  cast  iron 
lined  with  firebricks,  and  being  fitted  with  sight  hole 
having  a  wrought-iron  swivelled  cover. 

A  suitable  combustion  chamber  door  and  frame 
(“G”)  will  be  supplied,  the  frame  formed  of  massive 
cast  iron  with  projecting  lugs  to  be  clipped  by  the 
buck-stays.  The  door  will  be  formed  of  steel  plate 
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of  a  thickness  of  \  inch  stiffened  by  channel  irons 
completely  surrounding  it,  the  whole  being  riveted 
together.  The  doors  will  be  completely  lined  with 
firebricks  and  fitted  with  a  sight  hole.  Upon  the 
door  suitable  angle  iron  cleats  will  be  fixed  engaging 
in  cast-iron  lugs  on  the  frame,  so  that  the  weight  of 
the  door  will  keep  it  always  against  the  face  of  the 
frame. 

The  balancing  of  the  clinker  doors  will  be  provided 
for  by  means  of  suitable  wire  ropes,  shackles,  sheaves 
and  pulleys.  The  balance  weights  will  be  suitably 
fitted  between  buck-stay  guised  so  as  to  prevent  damage 
to  the  firebrick  of  the  furnace,  and  the  center  sheaves 
and  pulleys  will  be  fixed  to  suitable  cast-iron  name¬ 
plates  of  neat  design  of  girder  pattern,  spanning  the 
space  between  the  adjacent  buck-stays. 

The  hanging  of  the  combustion  chamber  door  will 
be  by  means  of  suitable  half-ton  worm  gear  tackle, 
supported  from  an  angle  bow  carried  by  the  adjacent 
buck-stays,  thus  permitting  of  the  raising  or  lowering 
of  this  door  to  any  desired  height. 

In  order  to  keep  the  clinker  doors  up  against  the 
machined  faces  of  the  arch  bars  and  jamb  blocks,  and 
to  make  a  good  joint  therewith,  the  face  of  the  clinker 
door  will  be  machined  throughout.  Also  two  special 
eccentrics  will  be  supplied  for  each  door  carried  by 
suitable  bearings  attached  to  the  buck-stays,  thus 
enabling  the  doors  to  be  clamped  up  against  the  face 
of  the  furnace. 

The  whole  of  the  furnace  and  combustion  chamber 
will  be  strongly  tied  together  by  means  of  5-inch  by 
3-inch  rolled  steel  joist  buck-stays,  fixed  in  pairs  around 
the  outside  of  the  brickwork.  These  buck-stays  will 
be  concreted  in  at  their  feet,  and  at  the  upper  ends 
suitable  buck-stay  dogs  will  be  provided  formed  of 
two  pieces  of  channel  iron  with  cast-iron  distance 
pieces,  so  that  the  tie  bolt  may  pass  between.  The 
tie  bolts  throughout  the  whole  of  the  furnaces  and 
combustion  chamber  will  be  of  lj-inch  Siemens  Martin 
steel,  screwed  at  both  ends  and  fitted  with  nuts,  lock 
nuts  and  washers. 

The  steel  dead  plates  will  be  supplied  of  1  inch 
thickness,  each  supported  upon  two  rolled  steel  joists, 
one  4  inches  by  3  inches  and  one  5  inches  by  3  inches, 
the  latter  having  riveted  to  it  a  suitable  angle  iron 
to  act  as  a  bearer  for  the  front  of  the  fire  bars. 

The  whole  of  the  internal  lining  of  the  furnace  and 
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combustion  chamber  will  be  of  9-inch  thickness  fire¬ 
brick.  All  arches  will  be  in  purpose  made  bricks,  that 
for  the  crowns  of  the  furnaces  and  combustion  chamber 
being  of  9-inch  bullheads  throughout.  The  whole  of 
the  common  bricks  used  will  be  of  good  sound  make, 
and  the  whole  of  the  furnaces,  boiler  setting,  regenerator 
setting,  flue,  chimney  and  buildings  will  be  faced  ex¬ 
ternally  with  pressed  bricks.  The  corners  of  the  furnace 
will  be  formed  of  bullnose  bricks. 

Forced  draft  will  be  provided  by  means  of  a  fan  of 
suitable  design  (“Ft”),  capacity  10,000  cubic  feet  of 
air  per  minute  against  a  pressure  of  6-inch  water  gauge. 
The  fan  will  be  connected  to  a  regenerator. 

There  is  a  by-pass  (“I”)  from  the  combustion 
chamber,  passing  beneath  the  regenerator  to  connect 
with  the  flue  to  the  chimney.  This  by-pass  is  provided 
with  a  suitable  damper  (“J”)  by  means  of  which  it 
can  be  cut  off  from  the  chimney.  At  any  time  when 
the  boiler  may  not  be  required,  the  combustion  of  the 
refuse  may  be  carried  on  by  natural  chimney  draft  from 
the  destructor  direct. to  the  chimney. 

Connected  with  the  intake  of  the  fan,  ventilation  ducts 
(“A”)  are  provided  leading  from  the  space  over  the 
destructor  and  other  points  needing  ventilation,  by 
means  of  which  all  escaping  dust  may  be  drawn  through 
the  fan  and  passed  under  the  fire  bars  of  the  destructor. 

The  top  of  the  destructor  is  provided  with  two  charg¬ 
ing  holes  24  inches  diameter  (“K”),  closed  with  sliding 
covers  of  heavy  cast  iron  carrying  a  firebrick  .  slab 
27  inches  diameter  and  3  inches  thick.  These  sliding 
covers  are  withdrawn  at  a  time  when  the  destructor  is 
to  be  charged,  by  means  of  which  each  cell  of  the 
destructor  may  be  alternately  charged  as  required  by 
the  progress  of  the  work. 

There  will  be  established  over  the  front  of  the  destruc¬ 
tor  a  framework  of  angle  iron  and  I-beam  construction, 
carrying  a  receiving  hopper  (“L”)  into  which  the  refuse 
will  discharge.  From  this  hopper  are  two  short  station¬ 
ary  inclined  charging  chutes  (“M”),  terminating  im¬ 
mediately  over  the  charging  holes  of  each  cell.  Access 
to  each  of  these  chutes  is  controlled  by  butterfly  damper 
(“N”)  placed  at  their  intersection  in  such  a  manner 
that  the  refuse  may  be  directed  alternately  into  one 
or  the  other  of  the  charging  holes  of  the  destructor  as 
desired.  This  may  be  operated  from  the  front  of  the 
destructor  by  the  fireman  in  charge. 

From  the  regenerator  there  is  a  large,  cast-iron  pipe 
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(“0”)  passing  underneath  the  footing  of  the  boiler 
below  the  combustion  chamber  hearth,  and  termin¬ 
ating  in  two  branches  behind  the  rear  of  each  ash-pit 
cell.  The  hot  air  from  the  regenerator  driven  by  the 
fan  is  brought  through  this  air  duct  into  a  position  at 
the  rear  of  the  ash  pit  of  each  cell,  and  each  branch  is 
controlled  by  a  separate  valve,  so  that  the  air  supply 
may  be  regulated  at  the  will  of  the  operator.

Dear  Sir, —  We  submit  an  option  for  the  purchase 
of  lands  at  Neponset  containing  approximately  100 
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acres;  various  options  for  the  purchase  of  lands  at 
Quincy  covering  approximately  seventy,  acres  and 
including,  with  lands  under  water,  an  estimated  total 
of  100  acres;  permission  to  fill  on  the  Blood  flats  at 
Lynn,  an  amount  of  land  estimated  at  sixty  acres.

Dear  Sir, —  Our  proposed  methods  for  disposal  of 
City  refuse  are  as  follows : 

(a.)  For  Garbage. — By  reduction  at  Spectacle  Island. 

(b.)  For  Rubbish  and  Miscellaneous  Refuse,  including 
all  refuse  not  reduced  and  from  which  all  organic  matter 
has  not  been  removed.— By  incinerator  at  East  Boston 

(c.)  For  Clean  Ashes  and  Clinkers. —  Land  nil  at 

East  Boston  and  Spectacle  Island. 

The  details  of  our  methods  are  shown  on  plans  hiecl 
herewith  in  accordance  with  the  Notice  to  Bidders  and 
Specifications. 

In  explanation  of  our  maps  and  plans,  and  m  pursu¬ 
ance  of  the  terms  of  the  Notice  to  Bidders  and  bpecifica- 
tions,  we  furnish  the  following  details: 

We  propose,  in  all  respects,  to  conform  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Contract  and  Specifications  referred  to 
in  our  proposal. 

A  careful  analysis  of  the  Specifications  convinces  us 
of  the  impossibility  of  conforming  to  the  same  without 
the  use  of  a  high  temperature  incinerator.  The  par¬ 
ticular  provision  in  the  Specifications  which  renders 

this  necessary  is  as  follows :  , 

“In  no  case  will  the  dumping  of  garbage  or  refuse 

containing  any  mixture  of  garbage  be  allowed.” 

It  is  admitted  by  the  City,  and  well  known  to  every 
person  familiar  with  the  situation,  that,  for  the  present 
at  least,  no  Contractor  can  hope  to  receive  from  the 
City  refuse  so  separated  as  to  be  free  Rom  organic 
matter, —  published  statements  by  the  City  of  the 
mixture  in  some  districts  show  the  garbage  to  amount 
to  as  much  as  35  per  cent  of  the  total  mass. 

Stations.—  Under  the  plans  of  this  Company  it  is 
proposed  to  operate  and  maintain  at  each  station 
ventilating  devices,  in  accordance  with  the  specifica¬ 
tions,  that  will  prevent  any  annoyance  from  dust  or 
odors  arising  from  the  dumping  of  the  .material  as 
delivered  by  the  City’s  teams.  This  work  is  along  well 
known  lines  of  ventilating  engineering,  and  does  not 
call  for  special  plans  or  designs.  .  ,  . 

Land  Transportation Transportation  from  the  in¬ 
land  stations  to  the  waterfront  stations  will  be  by 
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automobile  trucks  of  modern  design  and  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  do  the  work  expeditiously,  and  with  the 
least  possible  occupation  of  the  City  streets. 

Water  Transportation. —  The  scows  this  Company 
propose  to  use  to  transport  the  refuse  from  the  water¬ 
front  stations  to  the  point  of  final  disposal  are  designed 
with  a  view  of  carrying  the  refuse  below  deck,  and 
insure  the  minimum  height  of  load  above  free-board, 
and  thereby  they  are  enabled  to  enter  the  slips  at  the 
lowest  possible  grade,  the  grade  that  we  would  require 
for  this  purpose  not  exceeding  twenty-eight  (28). 

The  design  of  these  scows  necessitates  a  large  expense 
and  we  have  employed  this  design  in  the  interest  of 
the  City  with  the  view  to  securing  the  minimum  grade 
of  ramp. 

Site  of  Garbage  Disposal  Plant. —  We  are  prepared  to 
furnish  a  site  at  Spectacle  Island  without  expense  or 
inconvenience  to  the  City,  and  to  erect  a  plant  there 
in  connection  with  the  present  one  (maps  and  plans  of 
wffiich  are  filed  herewith),  and  to  undertake  the  work 
at  the  time  specified,  July  1,  1912. 

The  fact  that  this  land  is  subject  to  taxation  is  an 
added  benefit  to  the  City. 

Ashes  and  Other  Refuse. — This  material  will  be  handled 
at  a  point  in  East  Boston,  with  modern  handling 
machinery  of  ample  design  and  capacity  to  cover  any 
fluctuation  in  quantity  that  may  be  delivered,  insur¬ 
ing  freedom  from  delays.  The  plans  submitted  will 
give  a  comprehensive  idea  of  the  location  and  of  the 
methods  to  be  employed. 

The  scows  carrying  the  refuse  and  ashes,  on  arrival 
at  the  proposed  site  at  East  Boston,  will  be  unloaded 
by  mechanically  operated  grab  bucket  travelers,  which 
will  deposit  the  refuse  on  belt  conveyors.  From  the 
belt  conveyors  the  refuse  will  be  deliverd  into  screens, 
and  the  fine  ash  from  the  screens  will  be  dumped  upon 
adjacent  low-lying  land,  and  the  residue  will  go  forward 
to  the  incinerator.  The  equipment  for  accomplishing 
the  above  results  is  shown  by  our  drawing  submitted 
herewith.  After  the  material  has  been  screened  and  the 
fine  ash  sifted  out,  the  balance  of  the  material  will  be 
delivered  into  the  storage  hopper  of  the  Heenan  high 
temperature  destructor,  from  which  it  will  be  picked  up 
by  electrically  operated  grab  bucket,  transported  and 
deposited  in  the  furnaces.  The  furnaces  will  be  in¬ 
stalled  by  the  Destructor  Company,  and  the  general 
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design  of  the  furnace  and  the  arrangement  of  the  build¬ 
ing  and  power  plant  will  be  as  shown  on  the  Power

Specifications  and  Description  of  Incinerating  Plant 
Having  a  Capacity  of  600  Tons  of  Refuse  in  Twenty- 
four  Hours  Designed  for  The  Boston  Disposal  Com¬ 
pany. 

General  Description. 

Drawing  D.  W.  1908  shows  in  plan  and  elevation  the 
arrangement  of  the  plant. 

The  equipment  consists  of  six  units,  each  capable 
of  destroying  100  tons  of  refuse  in  twenty-four  hours. 

Each  unit  consists  of  a  high  temperature  furnace  of 
the  well  known  English  type,  as  built  by  Messrs.  Heenan 
&  Froude  of  Manchester,  England,  connected  to  a  com¬ 
bustion  chamber  and  boiler,  equipped  with  regenerator 
and  forced  draft  apparatus  for  supplying  the  necessary 
heated  air  supply  under  pressure.  The  different  parts 
of  each  unit  will  be  described  in  detail  in  the  specifica¬ 
tions  to  follow. 

The  six  units  are  arranged  in  a  building  approximately 
105  feet  wide  by  210  feet  long,  three  on  each  side  of  the 
building,  so  that  the  feed  openings  (of  which  there  are 
six  to  a  unit)  are  in  line  for  each  set  of  three  furnaces. 
The  three  boilers  belonging  to  the  three  units  on  each 
side  of  the  building  are  connected  by  independent  flues 
to  chimneys,  the  chimneys  being  located  on  opposite 
sides  of  the  building. 
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Description  in  Detail  of  Each  Unit. 

The  airangement  of  each  of  the  100  ton  units  is  shown 
on  drawing  D.  W.  1909.  Each  unit  is  equipped  with 
six  burning  grates  divided  into  two  groups  of  three  each; 
each  group  is  provided  with  its  own  combustion  chamber 
and  is  in  communication  by  means  of  the  flue,  with  a 
boiler  sufficiently  large  to  take  care  of  all  six  grates. 

Directly  above  each  grate  is  a  feed  opening  closed  by 
an  hydraulically  operated  door.  Immediately  above 
this  door  is  a  fixed  container,  the  bottom  of  which  is 
formed  by  the  hydraulically  operated  feed  door,  so  that 
when  this  door  is  opened  the  contents  of  the  container 

fall  onto  the  grate  below.  . 

Each  of  the  six  burning  grates  is  of  the  sliding  ty  pe, 
operated  by  an  hydraulic  ram,  so  that  when  all  of  the 
combustible  is  burned  out  of  the  material  on  the  grate, 
and  the  resulting  clinker  has  assumed  sufficient  pro¬ 
portions,  the  grate  is  withdrawn  by .  means  of  the 
hydraulic  ram  —  and  the  hot  clinker  falls  into  the  clinker 
cooling  chamber  below,  the  grate  being  returned  (also 
by  means  of  an  hydraulic  ram)  ready  for  a  fresh  charge 
from  the  container  above.  The  hot  clinker  just  de¬ 
posited  in  the  chamber  below  the  grate  rests  on  the  fixed 
grate  of  the  clinker  cooling  chamber,  through  which 
the  hot  air  supplied  for  combustion  must  pass  on  its 
way  to  the  burning  grate.  The  hot  air  passing  through 
the  hot  clinker  absorbs  the  heat  of  the  clinker,  gradua  y 
increasing  its  temperature  and  thereby  increasing  its 
effectiveness  for  staiting  combustion  on  the  fresh 
charge  of  refuse  which  is  deposited  on  the  burning 
grate  above.  After  all  of  the  heat  has  been  absorbed 
from  the  clinker  in  the  clinker  cooling  chamber,  a 
large  door  in  the  front  of  the  clinker  cooling  chamber  is 
opened  and  the  clinker  is  pushed  out  onto  a  continuous 
clinker  conveyor,  by  means  of  a  clinker  pusher  operated 
by  an  hydraulic  ram.  As  soon  as  the  clinker  has  been 
pushed  out  of  the  clinker  cooling  chamber,  the  clinker 
pusher  is  drawn  in  and  the  door  closed,  ready  for  a  fiesh 

charge  of  clinker.  . 

The  fires  on  the  grates  are  so  regulated  that  they  are 

at  different  stages  of  combustion,  only  one  of  them 
being  fed  a  fresh  charge  of  refuse  at  a  time.  I  fie  clinker 
cooling  chamber  and  ash  pit  below  each  grate  is  inde¬ 
pendent  of  the  others,  so  that  the  air  supply  (and  con¬ 
sequently  the  rate  of  combustion)  of  each  grate  can  be 
regulated  independently  of  any  other  grate. 
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The  furnace  chamber  above  each  group  of  three 
grates  is  continuous,  so  that  the  gases  of  combustion 
II  om  the  three  grates  pass  into  the  same  furnace  chamber 
and  are  thoroughly  mixed.  In  order  to  insure  their 
complete  combustion,  the  gases  from  these  three  grates 
are  carried  over  one  bridge  wall  and  into  a  single  com¬ 
bustion  chamber,  so  proportioned  as  to  insure  the 
thorough  mixing  and  complete  combustion  of  the  gases. 
A  flue  is  provided  connecting  the  combustion  chambers 
serving  each  group  of  three  grates,  and  from  this  con¬ 
necting  flue  a  larger  flue  is  provided  through  which  the 
gases  pass  to  the  boiler  setting. 

The  boiler  is  of  the  horizontal  water  tube  type 
arranged  with  two  passes  for  the  gases,  and  is  of  suffi¬ 
cient  surface  to  absorb  the  useful  heat  from  the  gases 
of  combustion.  Special  care  is  taken  in  designing  the 
flues  leading  from  the  combustion  chambers  and  the 
flue  into  the  boiler  setting,  and  also  the  first  and  second 
pass  of  the  boiler  setting,  to  provide  large  areas  for  the 

purpose  of  catching  the  dust  settling  out  of  the  gases  of 
combustion. 

Arranged  immediately  under  the  second  pass  of  the 
boiler  setting  is  the  air  heater,  and  the  gases  after  leaving 
the  boiler  pass  through  the  tubes  of  the  air  heater. 
The  air  for  combustion,  which  has  been  collected  by 
means  of  ventilating  ducts  inside  of  the  building  and 
supplied  to  a  centrifugal  fan,  power  driven,  and  having 
sufficient  capacity  to  supply  the  requisite  amount  of 
air  to  each  unit  at  a  pressure  of  4  to  6  inches  of  water, 
is  forced  by  these  fans  around  the  tubes  of  the  air  heater 
and  increased  in  temperature  to  about  350  degrees 
Fahrenheit.  After  leaving  the  air  heater  the  gases 
enter  a  flue  which  is  in  direct  communication  with  the 
chimney,  the  intensity  of  the  draft  being  regulated  by 
means  of  a  guillotine  damper. 

Operation  of  Plant. 

The  material  to  be  incinerated  will  be  brought  to  the 
plant  on  a  refuse  conveyor,  as  indicated  on  drawing 
D.  W.  1908.  The  material  will  be  removed  from  this 
conveyor  by  means  of  deflector  plates  and  deposited 
m  storage  pits,  one  of  which  is  arranged  on  each  side  of 
the  conveyor.  These  storage  pits,  of  the  size  as  indi¬ 
cated  on  the  above  drawing,  will  hold  600  tons  of  refuse. 
These  storage  pits  are  arranged  on  the  same  center 
line  as  the  feed  openings  into  the  tops  of  the  furnaces, 
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and  directly  over  the  feed  openings  (and  over  the  stor¬ 
age  hoppers)  provision  is  made  for  an  electrically  driven 
transporter  carrying  a  grab  bucket.  This  grab  bucket 
is  of  sufficient  capacity  to  provide  a  charge  for  each 
grate  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  operator  of  the  trans¬ 
porter  to  keep  the  fixed  containers  over  the  feed  openings 
full  so  that  the  operator  in  charge  of  the  furnace  can 
secure  a  charge  for  his  furnace  at  any  time  he  desires 
by  throwing  an  hydraulic  valve  and  opening  and  closing 
the  hvdraulically  operated  top  feed  door. 

The  man  in  charge  will  operate  the  furnace  from  a 
platform  directly  above  the  hydraulic  ram,  where  he 
can  watch  the  condition  of  his  fire  through  stoking 
doors  provided  opposite  each  grate,  and  supply  a  res 
charge  when  necessary.  The  air  supply  to  each  inde¬ 
pendent  ash  pit  is  brought  up  so  as  to  be  within  reach 

The  chnkering  is  also  accomplished  from  this  same 
platform  and  when  a  sufficient  number  of  _  charges 
have  been  completely  burned  to  form  the  desired  size 
of  clinker,  the  man  in  charge  operates  the  sliding  gra  e 
by  means  of  opening  and  shutting  an  hydraulic  valve 
depositing  the  hot  clinker  in  the  clinker  cooling  chamber 

'*e  Between  each  row  of  three  furnaces  a  clinker  con¬ 
venor  is  located,  and  when  the  heat  from  the  clinker 
has  been  absorbed  by  the  air  passing  through  it  to  the 
burning  grate  above,  the  air  supply  is  momentarily 
shut  off  by  an  operator  at  the  level  of  the  clinker  con¬ 
veyor,  who  opens  the  door  in  front  of  the  clinker  cooling 

chamber  and  operates  the  clinker  pusher ^^Shing 
of  opening  and  shutting  an  hydraulic  valve,  pusl  g 
the  contents  of  the  chamber  onto  the  clinker  conveyor, 
closes  the  clinker  cooling  chamber  door  and  turns  on 
the  air  supply.  The  clinker  conveyor  deposits  the 
clinker  in  the  clinker  dumping  house,  where  it  can  be 

disposed  of  as  desired.  . 

The  steam  generated  by  the  boilers  is  col  e 
into  a  main  steam  header  and  delivered  to  the  tur 
bines  located  in  the  adjacent  generating  station. 

Specifications . 

Furnace  and  Combustion  Camber.— The  furnaces 
will  be  built  of  brick,  securely  bonded.  The  interior 
will  be  lined  with  firebrick  at  least  9  inches  thick,  and 
carefully  selected  with  a  view  to  the  service  to  which 
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R  will  be  subjected.  The  design  of  the  brickwork 
will  be  such  as  to  prevent  distortion  or  fracture  of  the 
brickwork  due  to  heat,  and  the  individual  firebricks 
will  be  selected  with  great  care  to  insure  their  having 
flat  surfaces  and  sharp  corners,  and  will  be  laid  as 
closely  as  possible,  brick  to  brick,  without  joints.  The 
outside  of  the  furnaces  will  be  neatly  built  of  red  brick. 
A  substantial  bond  will  be  provided  between  the  red 
brick,  and  the  firebrick,  but  sufficient  elasticity  will 
be  permitted  to  provide  for  difference  in  expansion. 
All  arches  will  be  supported  on  skewbacks  of  special 
shape  and  supported  in  the  steel  Avork  independents 
of  the  brick  side  walls. 

Steel  W  ork.  The  furnaces  and  combustion  cham¬ 
bers  will  be  securely  bonded  with  rolled  steel  beams, 
tied  together  with  substantial  through  tie  bolts,  for 
the  purpose  of  supporting  the  brickwork  and  preventing 
its  cracking.  The  skewbacks  carrying  the  arches  will 
be  supported  on  this  steel  work  independent  of  the 
brickA\rork.  The  grates  and  all  doors  closing  openings 
into  the  furnace  will  be  supported  on  the  steel  work 
independent  of  the  brickwork. 

Doors  and  Door  Frames. —  All  openings  into  the 
furnaces  or  combustion  chambers  will  be  closed  by 
means  of  brick-lined  iron  doors,  closing  against  cast- 
iron  frames  supported  on  the  steel  work,  independ¬ 
ently  of  the  brickwork.  All  doors  will  be  arranged 
to  clamp  tightly  against  their  frames  so  as  to  prevent 
air  leakage,  excepting  the  top  feed  door,  which  will 
be  held  tightly  in  place  by  reason  of  the  weight  of 
refuse  resting  on  it. 

Burning  Grate: —  This  grate  will  be  of  the  sliding 
tyPe>  consisting  of  a  frame  containing  a  system  of 
perforated  grate  bars,  so  arranged  as  to  expand  without 
distortion  when  heated.  This  frame  is  arranged  to 
slide  on  rollers  held  in  a  cast-iron  frame  supported 
independently  of  the  brickwork. 

An  opening  is  provided  in  the  side  of  the  furnace, 
coveied  by  a  hood,  so  that  the  grate  can  be  withdrawn 
into  this  hood,  permitting  the  charge  of  clinker  to  fall 
into  the  clinker  cooling  chamber  without  opening  the 

furnace.  The  grate  will  be  operated  by  an  hydraulic 

ram. 

Clinker  Cooling  Grate. —  The  clinker  cooling  grate 
\vill  consist  of  a  number  of  grate  bars  securely  supported 
direct  from  the  foundations,  and  substantial  enough  to 
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withstand  the  impact  of  the  falling  clinker  from  the 
grate  above  without  injury.  Sufficient  area  will  be 
provided  through  these  grates  for  the  passage  of  the 

air  for  combustion.  „  .  ..  , 

Boiler  and  Air-Heater  Setting. —  The  boiler  and  air- 

heater  setting  will  conform  to  the  foregoing  specifica¬ 
tions  for  the  furnace  and  combustion  chamber,  exce] 
that  the  firebrick  lining  will  be  9  inches  thick  m  the 

first  pass  and  4|  inches  thick  elsewhere. 

Boiler  —  The  boiler  will  be  of  the  horizontal  water- 
tube  type,  having  7,500  square  feet  heating  surface 
and  will  be  built  for  a  working  pressure  of  180  pounds 
per  square  inch.  The  boilers  will  be  furnished  with  a 
complete  equipment  of  water  and  steam  gauges  and 
feed  and  blow-off  piping  and  valves.  The  boiler  will 
be  suspended  from  overhead  supports,  independently 

of  the  brickwork  of  the  setting.  ,  , 

Air  Heater  — The  air  heater  will  be  built  of  tubes 

and  plates,  and  will  have  sufficient  surface  to  heat  the 
air  necessary  for  combustion  to  a  temperature  of  3o0 
degrees  Fahrenheit.  The  air  heater  will  be  supported 
in  the  brickwork  of  the  air-heater  setting,  and  will  be 
arranged  with  vertical  tubes  so  that  the  soot,  whic 
can  be  readily  cleaned  from  them,  will  accumulate  m 

the  chamber  provided  underneath 

Forced  Draft  —  The  air  for  combustion  will  be  taken 
from  inside  of  the  building  by  means  of  a  system  ot 
ventilating  ducts.  These  ducts  will  lead  this  air  to  six 
centrifugal  fans,  one  for  each  unit.  Each  of  these 
centrifugal  fans  will  be  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply 
the  air  for  combustion  required  by  each  unit,  and  will 
deliver  this  air  at  4  to  6  inches  water  pressure  through 
flues  or  air  ducts  provided  from  the  fan  outlet  to  the 
air  heater,  and  from  the  air  heater  to  the  ash  pits  undei 

the  grates.  ,  •  . 

Clinker  Conveyor .—  A  clinker  conveyor  of  sufficient 

capacity  to  easily  remove  all  of  the  clinker  supplied  by 

all  six  furnaces  will  be  provided  and  arranged  so  as  to 

pick  up  the  clinker  conveniently  from  the  doors  ot  the 

clinker  cooling  chambers  and  deliver  it  into  the  clinker 

dumping  house.  .  .  ,  £ 

Flues. —  Brick-lined  flues  will  be  provided  for  carry¬ 
ing  the  gases  of  combustion  from  each  unit  to  t  e 
chimneys.  These  flues  will  be  of  sufficient  capacity 
to  provide  for  a  low  velocity  in  the  gases,  permitting 
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the  settlement  of  dust.  Doors  will  be  provided  for 
cleaning  the  soot  from  the  flues  and  all  dust  settling 
chambers. 

Chimneys  —  Two  chimneys  will  be  provided,  each  of 
sufficient  capacity  to  serve  three  units.  The  chimneys 
will  be  of  the  radial  brick  type,  supported  on  substantial 
concrete  foundations.

The  city,  for  purposes  of  assessing  real  estate  is 
at  present  divided  into  about  sixty-five  districts.  The 
dividing  of  the  city  into  districts  is  entirely  within  the 
power  of  the  Board  of  Tax  Commissioners,  and  from 
time  to  time  the  number  of  districts  is  increased  as  the 
city  grows.  On  the  average  to-day  a  real  estate 
assessor  -  called,  as  I  have'said,  a  deputy  tax  com! 
missioner  —  has  a  district  with  about  seven  thousand 
to  eight  thousand  parcels  of  real  estate.  In  some  few 
cases  the  number  foots  up  to  ten  thousand,  which  is 
rather  too  many;  and  in  some  cases  there  are  less 
than  seven  thousand,  because  of  the  large  area  he  has 
to  cover.  Our  city  contains  329  square  miles,  with  129 
square  miles,  I  think,  in  the  borough  of  Queens,  where  we 
have  farms  to  value.  There  are  country  districts  in 
Queens  and  a  man  can  cover  a  very  much  larger  area 
there  than  he  could  in  the  settled  part  of  the  borouo-h 
of  Brooklyn  or  in  Manhattan,  and  yet  he  will  not  have

does  not  do  executive  work. 

Having  so  large  a  department,  we  have  deputy  tax 
commissioners  who  do  executive  work.  There  is  a 
chief  of  the  Real  Estate  Bureau  of  the  entire  city  who 
is  paid  $7,000.  He  has  an  assistant,  paid  $4,500,  and 
there  is  a  deputy  in  charge  of  each  of  the  outlying 
boroughs  —  the  main  office  being  in  Manhattan 
who  ’  receive  $4,000;  then  a  chief  of  the  Personal 
Bureau  and  a  chief  of  the  Bureau  that  assesses  the 
personal  property  of  corporations. 

Mr.  Daily.  How  much  do  they  get? 

Mr.  Purdy.  $4,000,  these  chiefs.  The  personal 
assessing  is  done  by  a  force  that  does  nothing  else  but 
make  personal  assessments.  Our  personal  propeity 
assessments  do  not  in  one  way  amount  to  very  much, 
because  of  the  fact  that  you  can  deduct  debts  from 
all  personal  property,  both  tangible  and  intangible,  and 
because  we  have  segregated  various  classes  of  personal 
property  and  subjected  them  to  forms  of  taxation 
different  from  the  general  property  tax.  So  we  have 
left  to  value  under  the  general  property  tax  scarcely 
anything  more  than  ordinary  mercantile  credit,  notes, 
stocks  of  goods,  household  furniture  and  bank  accounts; 
and,  as  I  have  stated,  against  those  forms  of  personal 
property  debts  may  be  offset.  The  result  is  that  men 
of  large  means  need  not  be  liable  to  personal  assess¬ 
ment  unless  they  prefer  to  be.  A  man  may  be  very 
rich  indeed  in  stocks,  or  he  may  own  bonds  secured  by 
mortgage  on  real  estate  property  in  the  State  of  Xew 
York,  the  mortgage  having  paid  half  of  one  per  cent  at 
the  time  of  record,  and  debts  secured  for  such  mortgage 
are  not  taxable  further.  He  may  own  bonds  of  rail¬ 
roads  outside  of  the  State  of  Xew  York,  or  bonds  issued 
by  corporations,  secured  or  unsecured.  Such  securities 
may  be  registered  by  the  comptroller  by  paying  half  of 
one  per  cent  and  they  are  thereafter  exempt  from 
further  taxation. 

So  much  for  the  personal  side,  which  does  not  amount 
to  a  great  deal.  The  real  property  is  our  serious  problem. 
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\\  e  assess  about  eight  billion  dollars  of  real  property, 
and  do  it  at  a  cost  of  about  44  cents  a  parcel,  not  includ¬ 
ing  the  expense  for  the  personal  side  of  the  work.  Your 
rolls  for  real  and  personal  estate  are  kept  in  one  book. 
Y  e  have  separate  rolls.  There  is  a  roll  for  real  estate, 
a  loll  for  personal  property,  and  we  divide  our  personal 
Property  besides.  I  think  really  we  have  about  six 
different  kinds  of  rolls;  but  the  main  thing,  it  seems  to 
me,  is  that  we  keep  our  real  estate  in  a  roll  separate  and 
apart  from  our  personal  rolls.  Our  real  estate  deputies 
have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  personal  property. 
They  have  just  their  own  duty  to  perform  and  are  not 
distracted  from  the  performance  of  that  duty  by  any 
extraneous  duties.  They  are  on  the  job  all  the  year 
round.  A  man  is  assigned  to  a  district  and  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  that  district.  He  is  responsible  for  making 
the  assessment,  in  the  first  place,  and  the  time  allowed 
for  that  is  six  months,  but  really  he  is  on  the  job  all  the 
year.  He  is  directed  and  required  to  keep  track  of 
transactions  in  his  district,  to  get  all  evidence  concern¬ 
ing  values  he  possibly  can,  and  to  cultivate  the  acquaint¬ 
ance  of  men  who  know  values  in  the  district  and  who 
will  tell  him  the  result  of  sales  and  the  like  that  are 
not  matters  of  record,  that  is,  as  to  the  consideration. 
And,  by  the  Way,  we  are  trying  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  and  have  been  trying  for  the  last  four  years,  to 
procure  the  enactment  of  a  law  which  will  require 
an  affidavit  to  be  made  setting  forth  the  actual  con¬ 
sideration  for  every  transfer  of  real  estate,  and  the 
filing  of  that  affidavit  with  the  tax  department.  The 
modus ,  operandi  of  the  bill  is  for  the  affidavits  to  be 
made  in  the  form  required  by  the  bill  and  filed  with  the 
Recorder  of  Deeds  at  the  time  the  deed  is  offered  for 
record,  and  the  Recorder  of  Deeds  cannot  take  the 
deed  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  the  affidavit.  Then 
it  is  his  duty  once  a  week  to  turn  over  these  affidavits 
to  the  Assessing  Department.  There  is  opposition  to 
it  on  the  part  of  those  who  desire  to  sell  property  to 
those  who  do  not  know  the  value  of  the*  property  for 
more  than  it  is  worth.  There  is  also  opposition  from 
the  ignorant,  who  think  it  may  hurt  them  in  ways  they 
do  not  understand.  We  have  obtained  the  support  of 
a  few  of  the  best  known  and  ablest  men,  those  of  the 
best  reputation  in  the  real  estate  world  in  the  city  of 
New  \ork,  for  that  measure.  We  have  now  got  it 
indorsed  by  two  state  tax  conferences,  at  which  the 
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State  Grange  has  been  represented,  and  the  State 
Grange  is  back  of  it,  and  we  hope  to  procure  it  in  the 
wmrse  of  time.  If  you  like  it,  I  wish  you  would  try  it, 
too,  because  wherever  it  is  tried  it  will  be  of  help  to 
everybody  else  who  is  trying  to  do  the  same  thing. 

Keeping  your  rolls  as  one  roll  facilitates  inspection 
of  the  rolls,  facilitates  examination  and  criticism.  I  an 
a  great  believer  in  the  value  of  publicity  in  public  affairs 
in°order  to  bring  about  good  results.  It  spurs  on  the 
men  who  are  doing  the  work.  They  feel  that  their  work 
is  going  to  be  open  to  the  closest  scrutiny;  and  it  helps 
the  public  to  find  out  errors  and  complain  about  them, 
bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  commissioners,  so 

that  they  may  be  corrected. 

We  try,  just  as  you  do,  to  assess  real  property  at 
full  value.  Prior  to  1903  assessments  of  real  estate 
in  the  city  of  New  York  were  made  at  60  to  65  per  cent. 
The  result,  I  believe,  was  very  bad.  I  do  not  need  to 
say  that  to  you,  because  you,  of  course,  have  been  for  a 
long  time  trying  to  assess  real  property  at  its  real  va  . 

I  believe  in 'that  most  thoroughly,  both  from  my  study 
before  I  became  connected  with  the  department  and 
during  my  five  years’  connection  with  the  department. 
It  makes  harder  work  for  the  department  In  trying 
to  assess  at  100  per  cent,  you  are  bound  to  have  a  good 
many  cases  of  overvaluation.  These  attract  atten 
tion,  cause  criticism,  keep  the  department  stimulated 
If  you  assess  at  60  per  cent,  you  might  assess  a  man  at 
80  per  cent  without  knowing  it  was  wrong;  and  yet,  in 
that  case,  if  the  average  were  60  per  cent,  he  is  paying 
331  per  cent  more  than  his  share.  If  you  assess  a  man 
on3120  per  cent,  where  the  average  is  100  per  cent,  he  is 
only  penalized  20  per  cent  instead  of  33,  per  cent 
and  yet  he  will  yell  murder, —  which  is  useful,  attracts 
attention  to  a  wrong,  and  puts  it  in  the  way  of  being 

I  believe  if  you  saw  fit  to  make  the  statutory  change 
required  in  order  to  keep  your  real  estate  rolls  separate 
and  apart  from  your  personal  rolls,  and  designate  certain 
men  to  do  the  personal  work  and  certain  men  to  do  the 
real  estate  work,  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  you.  in 
the  bill  which  was  enacted  in  1903,  requiring  a  separate 
statement  of  the  value  of  land,  in  the  assessment  of  real 
estate,  we  did  a  little  differently  from  your  practice  ancll 
think  it  is  a  little  advantage,  a  little  trifling  advantage, 
not  enough  to  cause  you  to  change,  even  if  you  thought 
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it  was  an  advantage,  perhaps.  We  keep,  however,  two 
columns  of  figures,  a  land  column  and  a  total  column. 
It  saves  a  little  clerical  labor,  and  in  addition  to  that 
has  a  little  psychological  value.  A  man  tends  some¬ 
what  to  overvalue  a  building  if  you  assess  land  so 
much,  building  so  much,  total  so  much.  Old  buildings 
are  very  apt  to  be  overvalued  everywhere.  We  are 
apt  to  overvalue  old  buildings  in  spite  of  this  change  I 
have  told  you  about.  Prior  to  1903  I  think  they  were 
very  much  overvalued.  Each  year,  I  believe,  we  have 
been  cutting  down  on  those  old  buildings  and  getting 
our  land  up  where  it  belongs.  I  remember  certain 
property  in  which  I  had  an  interest,  as  to  the  assess¬ 
ment  of  which  I  complained  —  oh,  about  1905,  before 
I  became  connected  with  the  department.  I  said,  “  You 
are  away  too  high  on  the  building  and  you  are  much  too 
low  on  the  land,  and  your  total  is  a  little  too  high.” 
And  it  was  true,  and  that  condition  has  continued  to 
some  degree  down  to  the  present  time.  That  particular 
case  was  an  apartment  house  no  longer  suited  to  the 
location.  It  would  last,  if  left  alone,  perhaps  fifty  to 
one  hundred  years  yet;  but  it  will  not  last  that  time, 
because  it  will  be  torn  down  to  give  place  to  something 
else.  The  neighborhood  is  changing.  To-day  it  really 
hasn  t  any  value  at  all.  And  yet  it  has  a  value  on  the 
rolls.  I  have  not  looked  at  it  recently,  but  probably  the 
building  is  valued  at  $30,000  or  $40,000,  and  it  is  not 
worth  five  cents.  There  is  a  tendency  to  overvalue 
buildings  everywhere,  old  buildings  particularly,  and 
not  get  the  land  values  high  enough.  So  I  think  the 
two-column  roll  has  a  little  advantage,  both  in  saving 
clerical  labor  and  on  the  other  points. 

In  that  bill  we  require  that  every  year  the  assessment 
lolls  of  real  estate  shall  be  published  as  a  supplement  to 
our  city  paper,  called  the  City  Record.  This  (showing 
paper)  is  one  of  the  supplements.  That  is  Section  3  of 
the  borough  of  Manhattan.  In  order  that  we  might 
preserve  the  size  of  the  City  Record  and  not  reduce  the 
type  to  too  small  a  size,  we  had  to  cut  out  two  columns 
from  our  regular  roll,  as  we  keep  it  in  our  office.  There 
is  a  page  of  our  New  York  Record  showing  assessed 
valuation  of  real  estate, —  quite  a  little  bit  larger  than 
your  book  (showing  page).  Here  is  the  name  of  the 
owner  or  occupant,  size  of  lot,  size  of  house,  number  of 
stories  high,  number  of  houses  on  the  land,  street  num¬ 
ber,  lot  number,  land  value,  total  value,  aggregate 
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amount.  If  the  commissioners  cut  down  the  valuation 
the  aggregate  amount  is  carried  over  here,  h  e  had  to 
cut  out  the  number  of  houses  on  the  iot,  the  size  of  t  e 
house  in  order  to  accommodate  the  print  of  the  City 
Record.  But  those  seem  to  be  the  two  columns  of  least

Anybody  interested  in  studying  assessments  can,  tor 
twenty-five  cents,  buy  any  section  of  the  whole  city,  and 
the  section  will  generally  contain  twenty  to  thiity 
thousand  parcels  of  real  estate.  There  we  have  got  e 
name  of  the  owner,  if  known,  the  size  of  the  lot  the  num¬ 
ber  of  stories  in  height,  the  street  number,  lot  number,

Coun.  Hale.  What  do  you  mean  by  the  name  of  the 

owner,  if  known?  Don’t  you  always  know  the  name. 
Mr  Purdy.  No,  and  you  don’t,  either. 

Coun.  Hale.  Well,  we  have  some  name  down  in

Mr  Purdy.  There  are  plenty  of  parcels  m  t 

borough  of  Manhattan  of  which  you  can  find  no  record 
for  seventy-five  years.  For  instance  you  will  not  find 
anything  except  that  John  Jones  died  m  1835,  and  left 
property.  Let  us  say  that  he  died  intestate  and  '  * 
his  personal  estate  was  administered  in  1835.  How  can 
you  find  out  who  owns  a  lot  of  land  he  died  seized  •

Mr.  Purdy.  We  don’t  send  the  tax  bill.  He  sends

Coun.  Hale.  So  if  I  wanted  to  find  out  the  party 
who  owns  110  Broadway,  I  couldn’t  find  out. 

Mr.  Purdy.  If  you  wanted  to  find  who  owns  it,  you 
couldn’t  find  out  from  us.  That  is,  you  might.  In  that 
record  you  might  find  the  name.  In  a  great  many  cases 
She  names  are  there.  But  the  law  does  not  impose  an 
obligation  on  us  to  get  them  right.  The  assessment 
you  see,  is  in  rem,  just  the  same  as  yours,  -  has  to  be 
in  a  large  city.  If  the  tax  isn’t  paid,  there  is  a  fore¬ 
closure,  just  the  same  as  you  foreclose  a  mortgage,  and 
if  we  cannot  find  the  people  we  get  an  order  to  sene 
them  by  publication.  You  see?

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  We  haven’t  been  able  to  find 
people  owning  property  in  many  cases,  you  know, — 
have  lost  millions  in  the  last  twenty-five  years. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  don’t  lose  anything,  because  we 
get  after  the  land.  A  few  years  ago  I  began  seriously 
to  study  how  we  could  get  publicity  for  our  land  assess¬ 
ments.  I  was  familiar  with  work  which  Mr.  Somers 
had  done  in  St.  Paul  in  1896  —  very  valuable  work  it 
was,  too.  There,  in  a  small  city,  he  had  put  up  a  large 
map  of  the  city  in  a  public  place.  I  understand  that  a 
representative  of  the  corporation  that  is  trying  to 
popularize  this  is  going  to  be  here  soon,  and  he  will  tell 
you  a  great  deal  better  than  I  can  about  it.  But  I  shall 
refer  to  it.  He  put  up  a  large  map  and  invited  every¬ 
body  to  come  in  and  see  the  map.  He  found  out  what 
he  could  about  the  values  and  he  put  down  the  values 
on  the  basis  per  front  foot  of  100  feet  deep,  and  he  put 
the  values  high  enough  so  that  he  knew  people  would 
come  in  and  want  them  reduced.  That  was  the  way  to 
get  them  to  come  —  and  they  came ;  and  then  they 
discussed  the  matter,  and  one  man  would  say,  “No, 
that  is  not  worth  $1,600,  it  is  not  worth  more  than 
$1,000.”  Some  other  fellow  would  say,  “You  know 
better  than  that;  it  is  worth  $1,200.”  By  and  by,  by 
discussion  about  land  and  buildings,  sales  and  so  on, 
they  got  the  map  to  suit  everybody  substantially,  and 
it  was  then  reproduced  and  the  job  was  done.  Then 
they  took  another  section  of  the  city. 

That  seemed  to  me  impracticable  under  present  con¬ 
ditions  in  the  city  of  New  York.  I  wanted  to  get  the 
land  values  before  the  public  and  to  get  them  interested. 
So  we  devised  the  scheme  of  preparing  a  map  and 
reproducing  it  in  print.  The  first  year  was  1909,  and 
we  did  it  in  the  form  of  a  report  to  the  mayor,  which 
the  City  Record  has  to  publish  for  us,  and  we  can  have 
2,000  copies  printed.  You  see,  there  was  no  provision 
of  law  for  doing  the  thing.  So  we  did  it  in  that  way, 
and  we  got  our  2,000  copies  and  gave  them  away  to  the 
people  to  whom  we  thought  it  would  be  most  useful  to 
give  them.  It  aroused  a  good  deal  of  discussion,  and 
next  year  we  got  the  City  Record  to  print  them  and  sell 
them,  and  that  did  not  work.  We  could  not  advertise 
them  enough.  The  city  is  not  in  any  position  to  do  it. 
The  newspapers  will  do  a  little  publicity  work  for  you, 
but  not  constant  advertising,  and  we  could  not  get  the 
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circulation.  So  it  was  not  very  satisfactory.  Then  the 
Record  and  Guide ,  an  old  real  estate  paper  of  excellent 
reputation  in  the  city  of  New  York,  suggested  to  us  that 
if  we  would  give  them  our  maps  they  would  reproduce 
them  and  would  give  a  copy  of  the  land  value  maps  of 
the  whole  city  to  every  one  of  their  subscribers  without 
extra  charge.  That  insured  the  circulation  to  all  the 
real  estate  people  who  took  the  Record  and  Guide.  I 
don’t  know  how  many  there  are.  Probably  it  has  a 
small  circulation,  because  it  is  a  very  exclusive  paper. 
It  costs  $8  a  year  and  has  a  weekly  issue,  but  it  has  the 
cream  of  the  real  estate  men  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
So  it  insured  that  circulation.  Then  the  city  gets  free 
250  copies,  and  they  would  sell  the  book  to  anyone 
who  wanted  it  for  $1.  And  there  it  is. 

Last  year,  1911,  was  the  first  time  we  did  that.  That 
book  has  been  of  inestimable  value  to  us.  It  is  valu¬ 
able,  first,  because  we  require  every  deputy  tax  com¬ 
missioner  to  make  his  land  value  map.  When  we  first 
made  that  request  four  years  ago  we  found  that  there 
were  a  good  many  men  who  corrected  their  figures 
themselves  when  they  saw  their  whole  district  spread 
out  before  them.  For  instance,  a  man  travels  down 
this  street  and  he  has  got  his  record  of  rentals,  sales, 
mortgages  and  other  evidences  of  value,  and  he  comes 
to  a  conclusion  about  it.  He  says,  “The  land  on  this 
street  is  worth  $1,000  a  foot  100  feet  deep.”  Then  he 
goes  along  to  the  next  street  and  forgets  about  this 
other  street,  more  or  less.  I  am  not  saying  that  every¬ 
body  does  this,  but  this  is  one  of  the  things  that  a  man 
is  liable  to  do.  He  finds  out  that  his  evidence  there 
gives  him  $800  per  front  foot,  and  he  puts  it  down. 
Then  he  goes  to  another  street  and  gets  up  to  $1,000. 
And  so  it  goes.  That  is  the  record  that  would  stand, 
and  did  stand.  He  put  it  on  his  map,  and  he  said,  when 
he  came  to  look  at  it  in  a  broad  way,  “$1,000,  $800, 
$1,000,”  and  then  he  said,  “No,  that  is  not  right;  if 
that  street  is  worth  $1,000  and  the  third  street  is  worth 
$1,000,  the  one  that  lies  between  them  is  worth  $1,000. 
I  must  have  been  mistaken.”  That  led  to  changes  of 
that  kind.  When  the  men  themselves  made  out  their 
maps  they  found  that  they  had  previously  been  misled 
by  evidences  of  value.  When  they  came  to  get  the 
real  relation  of  things  they  saw  that  certain  streets 
were  of  equal  value,  or  that  a  certain  street  had  a 
greater  percentage  of  value  over  another  than  they  had 
previously  marked  it. 
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Coun.  Smith.  That  would  not  be  as  valuable  unless 
you  gauged  your  value  by  the  front  foot,  would  it? 

All.  Purdy.  Tou  must  have  comparable  units,  of 
course.  Tou  can  say  so  much  a  lot,  if  when  you  say 
“lot,”  ^  always  means  the  same  thing;  but  you  cannot 
compare  peaches  and  apples.  A  ou  cannot  compare 
the  front  foot  value  of  land  on  one  street  with  that  on 
another  street  if  in  the  first  instance  the  lot  is  50  feet 
deep  and  in  the  other  instance  the  lot  is  100  feet  deep. 
But  if  you  are  always  talking  about  a  unit  that  has  the 
same  meaning  everywhere,  it  does  not  make  any  differ¬ 
ence  what  you  call  it.  You  must,  however,  compare  the 
comparable,  and  we  have  used  the  front  foot  as  being 
the  most  convenient.  We  are  inclined  to  think  that  it 
is.  It  does  not  make  any  particular  difference,  though, 
lou  can  say  “lot,”  if  you  like.  But  in  our  case,  let  us 
know  whether  it  is  in  Manhattan,  25  by  100  or  in 
Brooklyn,  20  by  100.  We  have  inherited  Brooklyn 
with  various  peculiarities. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  Why  adopt  the  front  foot  as 
against  the  square  foot? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Because  a  square  foot  of  land  near  the 
street  is  worth  a  great  deal  more  than  a  square  foot  of 
land  75  feet  distant  from  the  street. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  But  the  Boston  assessors  have 
that  difficulty  to  meet,  and  they  regulate  it  by  assessing 
the  rear  portion  of  the  lot  for  a  smaller  price. 

Purdy,  exactly.  But  the  Boston  assessors 
would  have  difficulty,  on  the  basis  of  square  foot  values, 
on  a  street  on  which  the  lots  ran  to  an  irregular  depth 
say  70  feet,  40  feet,  90  feet.  They  are  not  comparable, 
because  each  one  refers  to  a  different  thing,  and  what 
we  sought  to  get  was  a  figure  which  would  mean  the 
same  thing  on  one  street  that  it  meant  on  another 
street,  that  would  mean  the  same  thing  in  one  section 
that  it  meant  in  another  section, —  and  so,  to  add  to 
that  comparability  we  say  that  that  is  the  value  of  land 
per  front  foot,  25  by  100,  lying  normally  with  reference 
to  the  grade.  Of  course,  if  we  made  a  difference  because 
of  rock  on  it,  that  wouldn’t  show  on  the  map  and  would 
not  be  comparable  with  something  else.  Once  in  awhile 
a  man  reads  the  book  without  looking  at  the  preface, 
and  says,  “  You  are  wrong.”  We  say,  “  There  is  rock  on 
that.  I  remember  getting  such  a  letter,  and  I  said, 
Head  the  preface.  You  see  that  it  is  not  assessed  for 
as  much  because  there  is  rock,  and  it  would  cost  a  good 
deal  of  money  to  remove  it.” 
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The  first  advantage  is  to  the  man  who  does  the  work. 
The  next  advantage  is  that  the  commissioners,  while  he 
does  it,  consult  with  him.  They  are  able  to  look  over 
the  whole  territory  conveniently  and  easily,  and  see 
what  is  being  done  here  and  what  here,  always  looking 
at  comparable  figures.  After  the  work  is  done,  that 
helps  the  man  who  is  making  the  complaint  as  to  his 
assessment,  also.  He  can  examine  the  map  and  see 
what  he  thinks  of  it,  and  if  the  commissioners  desire 
to  make  changes  in  the  assessed  valuation  during  their 
review  of  the  matter,  then  is  the  time  when  the  map 
is  almost  absolutely  essential. 

It  happened  that  this  year  in  Brooklyn  we  tried  to 
get  up  to  100  per  cent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  the 
valuation  at  more  than  100  per  cent  in  some  parts.  In 
1910,  when  we  made  an  attempt  to  get  up  to  100  per 
cent,  we  had  the  evidence  of  the  sales  of  1906  and  1907, 
which  was  a  boom  period.  There  were  not  many  sales 
after  that.  People  bought  then  and  hung  on  because 
they  couldn’t  get  out  at  the  values  they  paid;  and  so 
our  evidence  was  of  a  pretty  high  valuation,  and  to-day 
in  many  cases  they  could  not  sell  the  land  at  80  per 
cent,  or  in  some  cases  75  per  cent,  of  what  they  paid  for 
it.  The  result  was  that  we  had  to  cut  down.  We  took 
this  map,  and  people  who  had  knowledge  of  the  facts 
complained.  We  said,  “Here,  take  those  maps  and 
put  on  them  the  values  that  you  think  ought  to  be 
there  —  not  just  your  particular  lots,  or  one  street 
where  you  own  some  property,  but  it  is  up  to  you  to 
say  what  the  next  street  ought  to  be.”  We  got  quite 
a  little  help  in  that  way.  One  concern  in  particular 
owns  a  great  deal  of  property  in  Brooklyn,  and  it 
worked  over  several  of  these  maps.  On  one  particular 
page  here  we  practically  adopted  its  figures,  and  went 
a  little  farther  and  made  reductions  a  little  farther  on. 
We  marked  the  map,  ordered  the  deputy  to  change  his 
units  in  that  territory  in  accordance  with  the  map.  It 
took  4,000  changes.  You  could  hardly  have  done  that 
if  you  had  gone  over  every  parcel.  It  would  have  been 
almost  impossible.  It  was  a  pretty  hard  job,  as  it  was, 
for  the  deputies,  not  so  hard  for  the  commissioners. 
They  had  the  evidence  before  them  and  it  did  not  take 
long  to  determine  what  the  unit  values  were  in  that 
territory.  Then  the  man  who  is  interested  in  real 
property  in  New  York  gets  one  of  these  maps  and  can 
study  it  at  his  leisure,  can  make  criticisms  at  his  con- 
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venience.  A  good  many  men  use  these  maps  practically 
in  their  business.  We  are  glad  to  have  them  do  it, 
because  it  is  likely  to  call  attention  to  errors  that  can  be 
discovered.  There  are  men  who  make  their  appraisals 
for  loans  right  on  that  land-value  map.  That  is  a 
good  condition  of  affairs;  it  tends  to  standardize  values. 
If  you  see  merit  in  that  proposition,  that  does  not 
require  any  law  to  produce. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  While  you  are  on  that  point,  Mr. 
Purdy,  I  would  like  to  ask  what  objection  other  perhaps 
than  on  the  ground  of  expense,  the  Assessing  Board 
would  have  to  that  proposition,  Air.  Daily? 

Mr.  Daily.  I  would  answer  that  by  saying  that  that 
could  be  done  if  we  had  the  same  or  parallel  conditions. 
As  Mr.  Purdy  very  well  says,  if  you  get  a  certain  unit  of 
value,  with  uniformity  of  property,  with  lots  say  25  feet 
by  100,  that  could  very  well  be  done.  But  where  you 
find  the  conditions  so  irregular  that  that  will  not  apply, 
you  have  to  rely  on  the  expert  judgment  of  the  assessor. 
Of  course,  as  far  as  conditions  in  our  downtown  section 
are  concerned,  we  are  an  old  city  and  there  is  little  uni¬ 
formity  in  the  areas  of  land,  and  in  sections  of  that  sort 
the  matter  would  have  to  be  given  a  good  deal  of  study. 
The  conditions  he  refers  to  may  be  a  little  better  condi¬ 
tions  to  work  with  than  the  conditions  we  have  here. 
But  he  has  made  very  many  useful  suggestions  which 
may  have  a  very  good  effect  in  opening  the  eyes  of  our 
people  to  certain  things.  What  he  has  said  about  the 
great  value  of  having  assessors  in  office  for  a  long  term, 
so  that  they  may  be  better  judges  of  property  values 
as  they  run  along  from  time  to  time,  is  exactly  true. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  Well,  aren’t  conditions  in  New 
York,  in  certain  downtown  sections  of  the  city,  as  lack¬ 
ing  in  uniformity  as  are  certain  of  the  downtown  areas 
in  Boston? 

Air.  Purdy.  I  should  think  that  conditions  were 
pretty  nearly  as  bad  below  Chambers  street  as  they 
are  in  Boston  (showing  map).  There  is  the  map  of 
the  downtown  territory,  and  where  we  have  lots 
going  back  even  less  than  100  feet,  we  still  stick  to 
our  unit  of  so  much  per  front  foot,  based  on  lots  100 
feet  deep.  The  lot  in  question  may  or  may  not  be  100 
feet  deep.  We  simply  keep  that  unit,  reducing  the 
value  of  a  particular  lot  in  question  to  the  common  basis, 
according  to  what  the  depth  may  be.  Of  course,  any 
man  will  say,  “Why,  the  land  at  the  corner  of  Wall  and 
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Nassau  streets  is  worth  more  than  on  Exchange  place. ” 
But  how  are  you  going  to  compare  the  two  without 
reducing  them  to  a  common  basis?  The  depth  of  the 
two,  for  instance,  may  be  entirely  different.” 

Mr.  Daily.  You  get  it  as  nearly  as  you  can. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  can  reduce  it  to  a  common  factor. 
We  take  the  basis  of  a  front  foot  100  feet  deep,  although 
the  particular  lot  in  question  may  not  be  100  feet  deep. 
It  may,  for  instance,  be  only  60  feet  deep.  The  rule 
for  the  value  of  short  lots  gives  the  percentage  of  what  the 
value  would  be  if  it  were  100  feet  deep.  Now,  is  the 
rule  correct  in  this  case?  Then  comes  in  the  judgment 
of  your  experienced  man,  who  knows  whether  the  rule 
should  be  followed  in  that  case  exactly  as  it  is  laid  down, 
or  whether  we  should  give  a  little  more  or  a  little  less 
value  to  the  front. 

Mr.  Daily.  The  expert  comes  in? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Yes,  the  expert  comes  in.  But  the  rule 
helps  him,  as  you  very  well  know.  Of  course,  you  have 
your  way.  The  ordinary  thing  in  Manhattan  is  to 
say  that  the  first  50  feet  back  is  worth  66f  per  cent 
of  the  100  feet.  But  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn  the 
lots  are  narrower,  and  we  applied  a  different  rule 
because  of  the  conditions  in  Brooklyn.  Take  Fulton 
street,  for  instance, —  a  very  experienced  man  went 
through  there  and  established  the  rule  that  the  first 
50  feet  in  that  territory  was  worth  80  per  cent  of  the 
100  feet,  and  I  think  he  was  right.  Then,  of  course, 
we  have  a  wholesale  district  to  deal  with,  where  people 
need  the  back  part  of  the  lot  just  as  much  as  they  do 
the  front,  and  a  short  lot  may  be  worth  considerably 
less  in  proportion.  But  it  is  a  great  thing  to  have  a 
rule  to  start  with,  to  say,  11  There  is  your  normal  condi¬ 
tion, —  now,  how  much  have  we  got  to  depart  from  it  in 
this  particular  case?”  Taking  that  method,  they  apply 
the  per  front  foot  100  feet  deep  value  to  the  particular 
lots  they  are  valuing  at  the  time,  making  also  a  proper 
allowance  for  corners. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  On  that  point  can  you  tell  me 
from  observation  and  study,  Mr.  Purdy,  what  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  big  cities  of  the  country  and  the  world 
assess  by  the  front  foot  method  as  against  the  square 
foot  method,  as  we  assess  here? 

Mr.  Purdy.  There  are  comparatively  few  cities, 
Mr.  Mayor,  in  my  experience  that  assess  at  all. 

Mr.  Daily.  That  is  right. 
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Mr.  Purdy.  The  State  of  Ohio  until  two  years  ago 
had  a  law  providing  for  a  decennial  appraisal.  Now, 
the  Boston  assessors  and  the  New  York  assessors  do 
not  call  that  assessing. 

Mr.  Daily.  No;  that  is  right. 

Mr.  Purdy.  In  several  of  the  states  they  appraise 
once  in  four  years.  In  Chicago  it  is  once  in  four  years, — 
they  take  the  fellows  who  collect  the  taxes  out  of  the 
receiver  s  office  and  dump  them  into  the  Assessing 
Board,  and  think  they  are  assessing  Chicago.  We 
don’t  regard  that  as  assessing. 

Air.  Daily.  No,  we  do  not. 

Alayor  Fitzgerald.  I  am  glad  the  members  of  the 
Finance  Commission  are  here,  because  they  can  see 
how  cheap  a  thing  it  naturally  would  be  to  assess  prop¬ 
erty  in  some  other  parts  of  the  country  when  the  work 
is  done  only  once  in  ten  years.  I  have  said,  in  answer 
to  criticisms  made  of  the  cost  of  the  Assessing  Depart¬ 
ment,  that  it  was  unfair  to  make  the  charges  that 
have  been  made  against  our  Assessing  Department  — 
just  because  of  what  Mr.  Purdy  has  said  here,  that  there 
are  so  few  cities. in  the  country  that  do  the  work  once  a 
year,  as  is  done  in  the  cities  of  Boston  and  New  York. 

Air.  Purdy.  Comparatively  few;  and  then  you  can¬ 
not  compare  the  Boston  cost  with  that  in  most  of  the 
other  cities.  You  cannot  compare  it  with  any  of  the 
New  York  cities,  because  the  Boston  men  have  at 
least  four  times  —  oh,  my,  I  don’t  know  but  ten  times 

as  much  work  to  do  in  the  assessment  of  personal 
property  and  polls.  Why,  Air.  Mayor,  if  we  had  to 
assess  polls  in  the  city  of  New  York  I  think  we  would 
all  quit. 

Now,  you  ask  me  what  cities  do  this?  In  New  Jersey 
they  have  made  some  progress.  In  Newark  they  have 
a  fine  system  and  Trenton  is  doing  good  work.  Then, 
there  is  Philadelphia.  Well,  they  are  a  little  old- 
fpgyish,  according  to  my  notions,  and  their  organiza¬ 
tion  is  not  very  good  —  it  is  Philadelphia!  But  they 
assess;  they  really  do  assess.  They  have  got  men  in 
the  Philadelphia  office  who  have  been  doing  the  work 
for  many  years,  and  they  do  it  substantially  as  we  do, 
or  you  do,  -I  mean  in  the  matter  of  computing  the 
values  of  their  irregularly  shaped  lots,  corners  and  the 
like.  They  do  good  work;  but  I  don’t  think  they  are 
as  much  up  to  date,  by  any  means,  as  Newark,  for 
instance. 
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I  have  been  asked  to  say  a  word  as  to  what  is  exempt 
in  the  way  of  charitable,  religious  and  educational 
property  with  us.  In  the  city  of  New  York,  of  course, 
to  begin  with,  the  property  of  the  United  States  is 
exempt  and  the  property  of  the  state ;  also  the  property 
of  the  city,  —  and  those  exemptions  are  by  far  the 
largest  in  amount.  The  United  States  is  exempt  to  the 
extent  of  $74,000,000  in  1911;  the  State  of  New  York 
only  $3,248,000;  the  city  of  New  York  to  the  extent 
of  $1,142,000,000. 

Coun.  Hale.  That  is  the  property - 

Mr.  Purdy.  Owned  by  the  city.  Then  we  have  the 
churches,  asylums,  homes,  hospitals,  Christian,  social, 
moral  and  benevolent  associations,  aid  societies,  nurses’ 
settlements,  lodging  houses  and  Salvation  Army  prop¬ 
erty,  colleges,  schools,  academies,  cemeteries,  libraries, 
parsonages,  and  so  on, — and  those  all  aggregate 
$356,000,000  out  of  $8,000,000,000. 

Coun.  Hale.  On  what  basis  do  you  assess  the  city 

property? 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  try  to  value  city  property  as  care¬ 
fully  as  we  value  the  property  that  is  taxable. 

Mr.  Daily.  The  same  as  we  do. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Of  course  we  have  our  land  value 
units.  Where  the  city  owns  property  for  a  schoolhouse, 
for  example,  in  the  middle  of  a  block,  we  will  say  that 
the  deputy  who  assesses  that  property  fixes  the  value  at 
$1,000  a  front  foot.  If  the  city  owns  100  front  feet, 
that  would  be  $100,000,  taking  also  into  consideration 
a  small  amount  for  plottage.  That,  when  the  city  owns 
such  a  lot,  is  bound  to  come  in,  so  that  you  could  get 
from  one  point  to  the  other.  In  order  to  compare  one 
lot  with  the  next  one  you  want  to  be  able  to  say  that 
the  city’s  property  would  be  plotted  in  this  way.  When 
you  come  to  parks  that  is  a  different  proposition.  We 
get  at  that  from  the  value  of  the  neighborhood,  the 

value  of  the  neighboring  property - 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  Take  Central  Park,  for  instance. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Yes.  We  would  take  the  value  from 
Fifth  avenue  and  carry  it  half  way  across  Central  Park 
west,  and  then  carry  it  the  other  way. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  I  think  your  exemption  there 
is  astonishingly  small  for  a  city  like  New  York. 

Mr.  Purdy.  I  don’t  think  it  is  very  serious.  People 
sometimes  get  excited  about  the  exemptions.  When 
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you  look  at  them  by  items,  sometimes  they  look  large 

but  when  you  compare  them  with  our  total  valuation 
they  are  not  large. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  Could  you  say  offhand  how 
much  the  public  property  has  appreciated  in  New  York 
the  last  twenty-five  years? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Probably  trebled. 

.  Mayor  Fitzgerald.  I  don’t  suppose  ours  has 
mci  eased  more  than  25  per  cent,  our  public  property. 

Coun.  Hale.  Do  you  make  a  special  report  to  some 
other  city  official  on  public  property, —  to  a  comptroller 
or  whatever  he  is  called? 

Air.  Purdy.  There  is  a  state  law  requiring  assessors 
throughout  the  state  to  list  all  exempt  property  and 
report  it.  That  is  done,  and  it  is  published. 

Coun.  Hale.  I  didn’t  mean  so  much  exempt  prop¬ 
erty  as  the  city  property,  as  a  city  asset? 

Mr.  Purdy.  That  is  not  so  much  our  duty.  We 
keep  track  of  it  very  carefully,  but  it  is  more  the  duty 
of  the  comptroller.  He  has  recently  published  some 
very  interesting  books  giving  the  value  of  property  by 
departments,  and  in  some  cases  pictures.  For  instance, 
in  the  case  of  schoolhouse  property  there  may  be  a 
picture  of  the  schoolhouse  and  a  statement  about  land 
acquired  in  such  a  year, —  acquired  so  much,  cost  so 
much,  and  so  forth. 

Coun.  Hale.  You  could  get  his  report  by  writing? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Undoubtedly.  He  has  been  at  it  some 
time,  and  he  has  reports  now  of  most  of  the  big  depart¬ 
ments  finished.  The  subject  of  short  lots,  half  lots  and 
corners,  has  been  referred  to.  I  have  mentioned  the 
name  of  Mr.  Somers,  who  was  with  us  two  years  and 
whom  I  like  and  respect  very  much.  Air.  Somers,  I 
think,  goes  wrong  a  little  as  to  corners.  He  has  an 
absolute  rule  for  corners,  taking  100  feet  square  at  the 
corner,  with  the  theory  that  the  effect  of  proximity  to 
the  corner  is  felt  by  the  adjoining  property  to  a  distance 
of  100  feet.  My  own  belief  is  that  rules  for  valuing 
corners  based  on  actual  experience  are  admirable  things, 
helpful,  but  that  no  rule  can  fit  all  cases,  and  that  the 
best  educated  appraiser  is  the  man  who  best  under¬ 
stands  the  best  rules  and  then  does  not  follow  them 
blindly,  but  uses  his  judgment  on  the  particular  case 
that  is  before  him.  You  cannot  say  that  under  the 
law  the  corner  value  influences  property  100  feet,  when, 
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as  often  happens,  there  will  be  50  feet  occupied  by  a 
building  so  permanent  in  character  that  it  is  never 
likely  in  fifty  years  to  be  torn  down.  The  next  50 
feet  are  not  going  to  be  influenced  very  much  by  prox¬ 
imity  to  that  corner,  because  the  probability  of  that 
50  feet  being  tied  up  with  the  corner  50  feet  is  remote. 
You  will  all  think  of  such  cases.  There  may  be  a  build¬ 
ing  25  feet  wide  next  to  the  corner,  so  that  the  property 
25  feet  away  will  never  be  joined  to  the  corner.  Those 
things  have  to  be  taken  into  consideration.  .  Of  couise, 
if  the  lot  is  entirely  vacant  for  100  feet,  the  influence  of 
the  corner  would  probably  extend  over  the  whole  plot, 
if  it  is  in  a  neighborhood  where  a  100-foot  plot  is  a 
proper  development  unit.  But  in  some  places  the 
proper  development  unit  would  be  only  about  lb  feet 
8  inches,  we  will  say.  It  might  be  that  three  houses 
would  be  built  on  a  50-foot  frontage,  six  houses  on  100 
feet.  In  that  case  the  land  under  the  house  next  to 
the  corner  house  would  not  feel  that  value  of  the  coiner. 
Those  things  all  have  to  be  taken  into  account  by  the 
man  of  experience,  having  in  mind  the  best  rules  he  can 
devise,  and  I  have  studied  these  corner  lules  a  good  deal. 
I  do  not  pretend  at  all  to  be  able  to  say  that  any  rule 
will  work  everywhere.  We  have  certain  rules  that  we 
start  out  with,  that  we  use  a  good  deal.  Mr.  Somers 
bases  his  rule  on  the  relative  value  of  the  intersecting 
streets,  and  that  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  it.  Any 
man  familiar  with  real  estate  knows  that  if  he  gets  a 
corner  where  two  shopping  streets  come  together, 
and  those  streets  have  equal  value,  are  equally  good 
shopping  streets,  a  small  bit  of  ground  at  the  corner 
will  have  a  greater  value  proportionately  over  an  inside 
lot  one  away  from  the  corner.  Then,  if  you  go  out 
into  your  suburbs  here,  Brookline,  for  instance,  where 
the  appropriate  development  is  on  a  lot  at  least  50  or 
60  feet  wide,  a  corner  will  sell  very  little  better  than 
an  inside,  in  all  probability.  In  that  case,  you  see, 
the  corner  man  has  to  keep  up  a  sidewalk  much  longer 
than  that  of  the  inside  man,  —  perhaps  twice  as  long, 
or  more.  That  is,  m  some  cases  he  has  twice  as  much, 
and  often  three  times  as  much,  sidewalk  to  look  after, 
and  he  doesn't  get  appreciably  more  light  or  air  and 
does  get  more  dust.  In  the  suburbs  a  corner  does  not 
have  a  great  influence. 

I  have  been  asked  to  say  something  about  restrictions. 
I  shall  be  able  in  about  two  months,  I  hope,  to  speak 
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with  more  confidence  about  the  matter.  We  have  been 
troubled  with  restrictions.  We  have  always  held  to  the 
theory  that  we  assessed  the  fee,  whole  and  entire,  and 
if  people  saw  fit  to  split  that  fee  up  in  any  old  way  it 
made  no  difference  to  us.  But  we  have  had  a  decision 
lat  has  bothered  us,  and  we  are  proposing  to  amend 
the  charter  now  so  as  to  make  it  dead  sure  that  what  we 
assess  is  the  whole  and  entire  fee.  There  are  people  in 
being  always  who  own  the  whole  fee.  You  may  not 
be  able  to  know  who  they  are  and  may  not  be  able  to 
isciaige  the  restrictions,  but  we  are  not  concerned 
with  that.  Moreover,  restrictions  are  imposed  on 
property  for  the  purpose  of  making  it  more  valuable. 

Mr.  Daily.  Well,  suppose  the  conditions  prevent  the 
owner  from  erecting  a  building  above  a  certain  height? 

L  ^rSRDY*  I  was  thinking  of  general  restric- 

101n^L1  they  are  imposed  to  make  property  more 
valuable. 

Mr.  Daily.  That  is  right. 

Mr.  Purdy.  If  they  fail  to  make  it  more  valuable, 
alter  awhile  the  courts  will  generally  relieve  from  the 
lestnctions,  and  they  ought  to  do  it  promptly,  because 
no  restrictions  ought  to  continue  that  hamper  the  best 
use  to  which  property  can  be  put.  Our  decisions  have 
generally  been  along  that  line;  I  have  never  studied 
yours  We  had  property  on  Sixth  avenue  in  New  York 
I  he  block  from  Sixth  avenue  to  Fifth  was  restricted  to 
private  dwellings  of  a  certain  kind.  Along  comes  the 
hixth  avenue  elevated  railroad.  Sixth  avenue  is  no 
longer  a  suitable  place  for  private  dwellings  but  is 
suitable  for  stores.  A  man  put  up  a  store  on  a  corner 
and  a  temporary  injunction  was  obtained  to  prevent  his 
erecting  it.  He  won  out.  The  court  said  that  the 
purpose  of  the  restriction  had  gone,  that  the  character 
oi  the  neighborhood  had  entirely  changed;  and  the 
courts  generally  in  New  York  will  relieve  after  a  time 
under  such  circumstances.  We  do,  however,  have 
considerable  trouble  about  restrictions. 

Mr.  Daily.  I  have  two  cases  in  mind  where  the 
court  construed  the  law  in  the  same  way,  one  on  Park 
street  and  one  on  Beacon  street,  where  they  tried  to 
enforce  old  restrictions  which  would  prevent  the  owners 
rom  erecting  buildings  above  a  certain  height.  Our 
courts  decided  the  same  way,  that  the  time  for  the 

restrictions  had  gone  by,  that  the  conditions  had 
changed. 
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Street  Commissioner  Charles.  I  am  glad  Mr.  Daily 
is  getting  so  much  information,  but  I  happen  to  be 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  that 
has  to  do  with  special  assessments  and  special  taxes. 
Would  you  be  kind  enough  to  just  say  a  word  about 
that  matter,  also  in  regard  to  that  100-foot  corner  lot 
business  that  you  spoke  about?  I  would  like  to  have 
you  say  a  word  as  to  how  you  make  your  special  assess¬ 
ments  for  your  street  improvements  on  new  streets? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Our  assessment  for  local  improvements, 
as  we  call  them,  is,  I  think,  pretty  good,  as  compared 
with  other  cities.  I  have  had  your  system  described  to 
me  to-day,  and  knew  a  little  about  it  before.  I  do  not 
pretend  to  state  it  accurately,  but  I  understand  that 
the  rule  here  is  that  you  may  assess  the  cost  of  a  local 
improvement  to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent 
Mr.  Charles.  Correct. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Upon  the  property  benefited. 

Mr.  Charles.  Back  to  a  limit  of  125  feet. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  in  New  York  may  impose  all  or 
part  of  the  cost  upon  the  city.  You  may  impose  upon 
the  property  owners  up  to  50  per  cent;  we  ordinarily 
charge  the  whole  cost  to  the  property  owners,  —  and  we 
never  do  impose  any  part  of  the  cost  of  a  local  impro\  e- 
ment  on  the  city  unless  it  is  regarded  as  much  more  than 
a  really  local  benefit. 

Mr.  Charles.  If  I  understand  it,  supposing  we 
should  repave  Washington  street,  with  new  blocks  and 
everything,  would  you  assess  any  part  of  that  cost  on 
the  abutters? 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  do  not  assess  for  repaving.  Our 
charter  provides  that  repavings  are  a  general  city 
expense.  Our  Board  of  Assessors,  —  which  has  nothing 
to  do  with  my  department  at  all,  although  personally, 
as  president  of  the  Tax  Department,  I  am  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Revision  of  Assessments;  we  are  a  high 
court  of  appeals  from  the  Board  of  Assessors,  — the 
Board  of  Assessors  levies  assessments  for  all  local 
improvements  where  the  city  does  not  exercise  the 
power  of  eminent  domain.  4  hat  is  a  broad  definition. 
The  charter  says  that  they  shall  make  all  assessments 
not  made  by  the  commissioners  appointed  by  a  Court  of 
Record  and  that  the  different  Boards  of  Commissioners 
may  make  all  assessments  not  made  by  the  Board  of 
Assessors.  So  you  see  the  charter  does  not  help  you 
much  to  define  their  jurisdiction. 
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Mr.  Charles.  Do  you  have  any  limit  to  which  you 
can  go  in  your  assessments? 

Air.  Purdy.  No,*  the  Board  of  Assessors,  however, 
practically  always  makes  assessments  with  reference  to 
something  that  is  done  in  a  street,  and  rules  have  grown 
up  in  that  Board  through  the  experience  of  many  years 
which  lead  them  always  to  make  their  assessment  area 
half  the  distance  to  the  next  street  or  location  of  a  pro¬ 
jected  sheet.  The  land  map  will  show  where  the  street 
is  going  to  be,  and  even  if  there  be  no  street  there,  and 
this  distance  is  200  feet,  and  they  are  assessing  for  a 
sewer  in  this  street,  they  will  carry  it  over  100  feet, 
half  way  to  the  next  street  or  projected  street. 

Air.  Charles.  You  say  that  is  the  custom? 

Air.  Purdy.  Universal  custom  of  the  Board  of 
Assessors  with  reference  to  these  assessments  for  some¬ 
thing  done  in  the  street. 

Air.  Charles.  How  can  a  purchaser,  then,  ever 
consider  himself  safe  in  taking  land  under  such  condi¬ 
tions  as  that?  He  doesn’t  know  whether  he  is  to  have 
an  assessment  on  his  land  or  not. 

Air.  Purdy.  He  can  tell  pretty  well.  There  are 
certain  things  the  cost  of  which  is  always  assessed.  In 
the  first  place,  the  cost  of  the  opening  of  a  street  is 
imposed  entirely  on  the  benefited  property.  That  is 
not  done  by  the  Board  of  Assessors;  that  is  done  by  three 
commissioners  appointed  by  a  Court  of  Record. 

Air.  Charles.  That  is,  I  understand  you  to  say  that 
you  assess  your  entire  cost? 

Air.  Purdy.  The  entire  cost,  practically  all  of  it. 

Mr.  Charles.  Do  you  assess  it  as  cost  or  benefit? 

Air.  Purdy.  Cost.  That  is,  we  take  the  cost  and 
assume  that' that  is  the  measure  of  the  benefit.  We 
don’t  need  to  assess  any  more. 

Air.  Charles.  Has  your  Supreme  Court  decided 
that  question? 

Air.  Purdy.  Oh,  yes,  again  and  again. 

Air.  Charles.  Our  Supreme  Court  here  has  decided 
that  all  we  can  get  is  benefit. 

Air.  Purdy.  I  don’t  mean  to  say  that  we  can  assess 
all  the  cost,  if  the  cost  exceeds  the  benefit,  but  it  is 
rarely  that  that  happens.  It  does  sometimes,  and 
our  charter  limits  us  so  that  we  cannot  impose  an 
assessment  on  any  piece  of  property  which  exceeds 
one-half  its  fair  value.  If  a  lot  is  worth  $1,000,  fail- 
value,  we  cannot  put  an  assessment  of  over  $500  on  it.

Mr.  Charles.  And  you  have  no  limit  to  the  distance 
you  can  go  back  for  an  improvement  ? 

Mr.  Purdy.  The  Board  of  Assessors  never  goes 
more  than  half  way  to  the  next  street  for  street  opening 
work.  That  is  for  something  done  in  that  street, 
and  the  people  served  by  that  street  must  pay  for  it. 
They  pay  to  open  it.  Then  they  pay  for  its  regulating 
and  grading.  Then  they  pay  for  its  sewerage  — or, 
properly,  they  ought  to  pay  for  the  sewer.  But  they 
pay  for  the  regulating,  the  grading,  and  ought  to  pay 
for  the  sewering.  Then  they  are  assessed  for  paving, 
curbing,  sidewalks,  and  they  are  through.  No  more 
assessments  are  likely  to  be  laid  there,  ever. 

Mr.  Charles.  How  would  it  be  supposing  you  are 
going  to  run  a  street  through  and  take  land  by  eminent 
domain,  and  run  through  land  in  the  nature  of  farm 
land,  as  we  do  in  our  suburbs?  Would  that  go  half 
way  to  the  next  street? 

Air.  Purdy.  That  is  not  done  by  the  Board  of  Asses¬ 
sors.  What  I  have  said  is  limited  to  the  Board  of 
Assessors.  Where  the  power  of  eminent  domain  is 
exercised  it  generally  is  for  an  improvement  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  assessment  area  might  properly  be 
much  wider,  and  sometimes  that  area  goes  half  a  mile 
both  ways  from  a  new  street.  For  example,  we  ran 
through  the  borough  of  Bronx  an  avenue  called  the 
Grand  Boulevard.  It  is  a  big  avenue,  120  feet  wide, 
and  it  was  regarded  as  a  benefit  for  the  city  as  a  whole, 
and  the  city  bore  part  of  the  expense. 

Alayor  Fitzgerald.  How  much  would  you  say? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Well,  it  is  my  impression  that  the  city 
in  that  case  bore  half  the  expense.  I  am  not  quite 
positive. 

Alayor  Fitzgerald.  That  was  looked  upon  as  other 
than  a  local  improvement? 

Air.  Purdy.  Yes.  It  was  regarded  as  benefiting 
property  some  distance  away.  This  street  went  along 
a  ridge.  The  Bronx  borough  is  a  place  that  rolls  like 
that,  with  north  and  south  ridges,  and  this  improve¬ 
ment  was  regarded  as  especially  benefiting  property 
over  to  the  top  of  the  next  ridge.  So  they  carried  that 
over  half  a  mile  both  ways.  But  they  did  it  by  zones, 
and  that  is  their  usual  way  of  spreading  such  an  assess¬ 
ment  as  that.  Theoretically  you  ought  to  graduate 
that  off  all  the  way;  practically  you  have  to  do  it  by 
steps,  and  they  make  three  steps. 
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Mr.  Charles.  That  is  the  way  here. 

Mr.  Purdy.  The  first  zone  was  the  one  especially 
benefited,  and  would  be  assessed  accordingly;  the 
next  perhaps  one-third  of  that,  and  the  next  perhaps 
only  10  per  cent.  It  would  go  on  in  that  way. 

Mr.  Charles.  Suppose  you  should  put  a  street 
through  lower  New  York,  the  most  valuable  land  in 
the  city,  how  would  you  assess  such  property  as  that? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Why,  the  practice  would  be  for  the 
Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  to  adopt  a  rule 
as  to  what  part  of  the  expense  the  city  would  bear. 
They  probably  would  charge  the  city  their  part  of  it. 

Mr.  Daily.  It  is  elastic. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Yes.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and 
Apportionment  can  put  what  it  deems  proper  on 
the  city ;  might  put  a  part  on  the  whole  borough 
of  Manhattan  if  it  saw  fit.  Then  the  engineer  of  the 
Board  of  Estimate  would  lay  out  a  territory  that  he 
would  deem  to  be  benefited  by  that,  and  it  would  be 
done  by  the  zone  system.  We  have  very  wide  local 
powers. 

Mr.  Charles.  Tou  see,  the  whole  trouble  with  us 
is  in  the  125-foot  line.  I  understand  the  reason  why 
that  125-foot  line  was  put  on  us  was  that  it  became 
necessary  to  establish  some  limit,  for  the  convenience  of 
property  owners,  so  that  they  could  say,  between  the 
laying  out  of  the  street  and  the  completion,  whether 
particular  land  would  be  subject  to  an  assessment. 
Of  course,  we  have  that  thing  remedied  here  now,  as 
far  as  people  understanding  about  it  is  concerned,  by 
the  requirement  that  at  the  time  we  lay  out  a  street 
an  order  of  estimated  benefit  covering  the  particular 
zone  be  filed. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Well,  that  is  done  with  us.  Those 
cases  are  the  least  usual.  The  great  amount  of  assess¬ 
ing  work  is  done  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  in  the  way 
I  have  described,  and  a  man  who  buys  a  vacant  lot  or 
house,  for  that  matter,  can  see  physically  that  certain 
street  improvements  are  not  finished  and  that,  there¬ 
fore,  there  have  got  to  be  assessments  there,  and  from 
experience  of  the  people  he  can  find  out  how  much 
those  assessments  are  likely  to  be. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  Mr.  Babson,  could  you  state 
at  this  time  why  the  125  feet  was  agreed  upon  at  that 
time?  I  suppose  it  was  settled  upon  right  in  the  midst 
of  it,  as  a  compromise? 
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Corporation  Counsel  Babson.  I  don’t  know,  but  I 
would  say,  under  our  Constitution  as  interpreted  by  our 
Supreme  Court,  that  no  such  assessing  as  the  gentle¬ 
man  is  talking  about  would  be  constitutional  in  the 
State  of  Massachusetts;  that  it  has  been  decided  by 
our  Supreme  Court  that  the  assessment  shall  not 
exceed  the  amount  of  betterment  to  the  estate,  and 
that  every  man  has  an  opportunity  to  go  to  court 
and  have  it  determined  whether  the  assessment  does 
exceed  actually  the  amount  of  betterment  to  his  estate. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Our  statute  is  to  the  same  effect.  We 
cannot  assess  more  than  the  benefit. 

Mr.  Babson.  I  know,  but  every  man  has  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  here  to  go  to  the  Supreme  Court,  so  that  if  a 
local  improvement  costs,  we  will  say,  $100,000,  and  the 
increase  in  market  value  of  the  estate  assessed  only 
amounted  to  $25,000,  only  $25,000,  if  the  jury  so 
found,  could  be  collected,  and  as  a  consequence  the 
city  would  have  to  pay  the  $75,000,  although  there 
was  not  anything  in  the  act  which  contemplated  that 
the  city  should  pay  a  cent. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Our  law  is  the  same. 

Mr.  Babson.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  a  large  number  of 
these  betterments  have  to  be  reduced.  Not  only  are 
the  courts  appealed  to,  but  our  Legislature  is  appealed 
to,  two  or  three  times  a  year,  to  authorize  the  taking 
off  of  what  little  betterments  have  been  sustained  by  a 
jury.  That  is  a  practical  difficulty  with  betterments 
here, —  at  first  they  are  subject  to  review  of  the  court, 
and  secondly  they  are  subject  to  the  review  of  the 
Legislature  from  time  to  time. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  And  the  City  Council. 

Mr.  Babson.  Well,  only  when  the  Legislature  gives 
the  City  Council  some  authority.  The  City  Council 
has  no  authority  except  when  the  Legislature  gives  it. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  We  have  had  the  experience, 
for  example,  with  the  Columbia  road  assessments. 

Mr.  Babson.  In  theory  it  is  all  right.  The  125 
feet  was  put  on  for  this  reason,  that  that  was  supposed 
to  be  a  fair  depth  for  a  house  lot  in  a  city  street,  the 
house  lots  running  generally  from  100  to  125  feet,  and 
125  feet  being  taken  as  a  fair  average  depth  for  a  house 
lot.  That  is  the  reason  why  that  was  taken,  because 
house  lots  in  the  city  were  mostly  125  feet  deep. 

Mr.  Purdy.  I  am  afraid  I  did  not  make  myself  very 
clear,  because  our  law  is  just  the  same. 
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Mr.  Charles.  I  understood  you,  Mr.  Purdy. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  cannot  assess  more  than  the  better¬ 
ment,  but  it  is  very,  very  rarely  that  anybody  goes  to 

court  with  the  contention  that  the  assessment  exceeds 
the  benefit. 

Air.  Babson.  Perhaps  the  people  in  New  York  are 
less  litigious  than  we  are  here.  I  think  we  must  have 
three  hundred  to  five  hundred  applications  to  the 
Supreme  Court  for  abatements,  and  in  some  cases 
where  the  jury  has  sustained  the  betterments,  as  on 
Columbia  road,  they  go  to  the  Legislature  to  have 
something  done  about  it. 

Mr.  Purdy.  They  run  to  the  Legislature  with  us 
quite  a  little,  but  our  Mayor  has  the  veto  power,  and 
the  Legislature  has  to  pass  a  bill  over  his  veto. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  I  can  buy  land  cheaper  to-day 
m  Dorchester  than  I  could  fifteen  years  ago.  That 
situation,  of  course,  is  paralyzing  to  Mr.  Purdy,  from 
A  ew  York,  because  in  that  same  distance  from  the  City 
Hall  in  New  York  I  understand  that  property  has 
trebled  m  value  in  that  time. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Almost  trebled. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  I  think  90  per  cent  of  the 
vacant  land  within  six  or  seven  miles  of  the  City  Hall 
P1  New  York  has  trebled  in  value  in  fifteen  years. 

I  don  t  think  you  can  find  any  place  in  Boston  where 
it  has  trebled,  and  in  90  per  cent  of  the  cases  of  land 
m  Boston  outside  the  business  district  it  has  probably 
not.  advanced  or  has  gone  back.  Even  some  land  in 
business  districts  has  not  appreciated.  Mr.  Jackson, 
who  was  City  Engineer,  died  several  years  ago  land-poor’ 

I  have  a  case  in  mind  of  land  on  Codman  Hill,  five  and 
one-half  miles  from  City  Hall,  in  a  fine  situation,  that  can 
be  bought  cheaper  to-day  than  it  could  have  been 
bought  twelve  years  ago;  and  land  on  Talbot  avenue, 
opposite  Franklin  Field  and  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
high  school  in  Dorchester,  the  very  center  of  the  Dor¬ 
chester  district,  has  been  bought  within  a  year  for  less 
than  15  cents  a  foot,  while  property  in  New  York 
within  that  same  radius  and  in  that  same  position  would 
have  trebled  in  value.  Therefore,  the  people  in  Boston 
object  to  the  assessments  of  betterments  because  they 

leen  •  no  increase-  This  Columbia  road  case 
which  has  just  been  referred  to,  the  act  having  gone 
through  the  Legislature  and  having  been  accepted  by 
the  City  Council,  is  a  case  in  point.  It  is  one  of  the 
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sad  facts  we  have  to  deal  with  that  even  in  the  business 
district  of  the  city,  in  East  Boston  and  certain  other 
sections  of  the  city,  land  has  shown  no  appreciation. 
In  fact,  it  is  a  well-known  fact,  as  Mr.  Balch  knows  as 
a  real  estate  man,  that  Boston  real  estate  men,  such  as 
Mr.  Arthur  Lyman  and  others,  have  gone  over  and  put 
millions  of  dollars  into  land  in  New  York  because 
things  were  not  better  here. 

Mr.  Balch.  I  think  that  is  true,  but  in  New  York  a 
real  estate  expert  forwarded  me  last  fall  clippings  show¬ 
ing  that  some  New  York  downtown  real  estate,  sup¬ 
posed  to  bring  the  full  market  value,  as  set  forth  in  the 
assessment,  sold  for  70  per  cent  of  that  value. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  That  must  have  been  in  a 
peculiar  place,  Mr.  Balch.  It  must  have  been  in  a  part 
of  New  York  where  there  was  a  little  stagnation. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Yes. 

Mayor  Fitzgerald.  But  90  per  cent  of  the  property 
in  New  York  has  increased  in  the  way  I  have  stated, 
as  against  10  per  cent  decrease,  while  90  per  cent  of 
the  property  in  Boston  has  run  the  other  way,  outside 
of  the  business  district.  If  we  put  a  street  through  in 
Boston,  a  new  street,  and  attempt  to  charge  50  per  cent 
in  the  way  of  betterment,  in  the  suburban  district,  Mr. 
Babson  and  Mr.  Balch  know  that  if  we  should  ask  the 
property  owners  there  to  pay  for  that  much  of  the 
improvement,  as  is  done  in  almost  every  city  in  New 
England,  they  would  cry  murder. 

Mr.  Balch.  I  am  wondering  if  this  plan  referred  to 
is  not  working  especially  well  in  New  York  because  of 
this  extensive  zone  system,  the  charge  being  spread 
over  such  a  large  district  and  dwindling  down,  so  that 
a  great  many  of  the  property  owners  have  to  pay  a  very 
small  amount,  almost  negligible.  Under  this  zone  sys¬ 
tem  in  New  York  places  will  pay  as  little  as  $5,  $7  and 
$8  a  lot,  so  that,  as  I  say,  it  is  really  negligible,  and 
nobody  will  go  to  the  Supreme  Court  about  it.  For 
instance,  take  such  a  great  improvement  as  the  putting 
through  of  South  Huntington  avenue  has  been  here.  It  is 
something  that  has  benefited  the  whole  Jamaica  Plain 
community,  for  instance.  Probably  the  focus  would  be 
where  South  Huntington  avenue  joined  the  existing 
through  route,  Centre  street,  and,  looking  upon  it  as  a 
great  improvement  that  unquestionably  benefited  the 
whole  community,  starting  from  that  focus  a  series  of 
zones  might  be  run  out,  spreading  out  along  those  streets,

lessening,  decreasing  with  distance,  like  the  rings  that 
spread  out  and  gradually  diminish  when  a  stone  is 
thrown  into  a  puddle.  A  plan  like  that  would  unques¬ 
tionably  reduce  the  individual  payment  to  a  small 
amount,  and  nobody  would  bother  to  take  the  matter 
to  the  bupi eme  Court.  I  wonder  whether  that  would 
not  be  a  step  in  advance  in  this  city. 

Mr.  Charles.  I  have  always  advocated  it,  Mr. 
Balch,  always. 

Mr.  Daily.  I  would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Purdy  a  question, 
it  is  rather  hypothetical,  but  I  think  he  can  answer  it. 
It  is  this.  What  effect  has  the  taking  and  public  owner¬ 
ship  of  the  docks  had  upon  assessing  problems  in  the 
city  of  New  York?  The  reason  why  I  ask  the  question 
is  this.  As  an  assessor,  I  see  that  at  one  time  these 
docks  were  all  taxed  to  individuals  or  corporations,  or 
most  of  them,  and  paid  their  taxes  directly  into  the 
city  treasury,  or,  in  the  form  of  a  corporation  tax,  to 
the  state,  if  the  law  so  regulates  that  there,  and  I  think 
it  does.  Now,  what  effect  has  the  taking  by  the  docks 
m  New  York  had  on  the  tax  levy  in  the  city  of  New 
York?  In  other  words,  there  is  a  direct  taking  of 
property  for  a  public  purpose  or  betterment.  Now, 
what  public  benefit  has  come  to  New  York  from  the 
taking  of  the  public  docks?  I  think  you  can  give  us 
a  little  insight  into  that,  one  that  would  be  of  assistance 
to  us,  because  it  is  a  pregnant  issue  with  us.  We  have 
a  big  dock  commission  appointed  that  recommends  the 
spending  of  $100,000,000,  and  the  question  arises,  what 
is  the  result  going  to  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  when  its 
plans  are  put  in  operation?  Y  e  now  have  these  docks 
under  private  ownership,  taxed  and  paying  to  the  city 
treasury  a  certain  amount  every  year,  and  it  is  pro¬ 
posed  to  take  that  out  of  the  tax  levy.  While  we  are 
going  to  gain  in  one  way,  through  the  contemplated 
improvements  in  connection  with  our  commerce  in  the 
port  of  Boston,  the  question  arises,  how  much  are  we 
going  to  lose  in  that  way  by  the  taking  directly  away 
of  that  property  as  a  means  of  income  to  the  city 
treasui  y  .  I  don  t  know  how  much  the  New  York 
docks  are  worth,  but  I  have  a  very  good  idea  of  what 
the  Boston  docks  are  worth.  I  think  this  thing  is  going 
to  be  a  kind  of  two-edged  sword,  and  I  don’t  know 
where  we  are  going  to  land. 

(Mayor  Fitzgerald  had  to  leave  at  this  point  because 
of  other  engagements.) 
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Mr.  Purdy.  I  think  that  depends  a  good  deal  on 
whether  there  is  a  good  probability  of  the  dock  property 
enhancing  in  value.  The  docks  in  New  York  were  in 
large  part  acquired  by  the  city  so  long  ago  and  at  so 
small  a  price  compared  with  their  present  value  that 
they  have  paid  for  themselves  several  times  over,  and 
in  some  cases  their  present  income  is  an  absolutely  clear 
net  gain.  They  have  paid  enough  to  take  care  of  the 
taxes  that  would  have  been  paid  by  them,  amortized 
the  bonds  issued  for  their  purchase,  and  now  we  have 
a  clear  net  asset  there  that  is  paying  us  per  cent  on 
the  value  instead  of  1.75  per  cent  on  their  value,  as 
would  be  the  case  if  they  were  privately  owned.  But 
if  we  had  taken  them  and  paid  for  them  the  price  that 
they  are  worth  to-day,  then  we  would  be  losers,  except 
that  sometimes  the  question  arises  whether  the  city 
cannot  manage  the  whole  dock  problem  to  better  advan¬ 
tage  in  the  interests  of  the  whole  city  than  it  will  be 
managed  if  the  docks  are  owned  by  numerous  private 
individuals. 

Mr.  Daily.  Separate  owners. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  have  a  very  remarkable  develop¬ 
ment  at  South  Brooklyn.  The  Busch  Terminal  Com¬ 
pany  has  taken  there  a  long  stretch  of  waterfront  and 
has  improved  it  to  the  limit,  so  far  as  one  can  judge. 
It  has  the  finest  kind  of  development  there.  I  don’t 
see  how  the  city  could  have  done  it  any  better  than 
that  company  has  done  it,  and  perhaps  not  so  well. 
Perhaps  if  a  corporation  will  develop  waterfronts  in 
that  fashion,  it  might  be  better  to  let  it  do  so.  At  the 
same  time,  in  New  York  we  have  very  far,  wide-reaching 
plans  for  the  development  of  our  waterfront,  which 
could  not  be  put  through  by  private  enterprise,  and 
the  city,  if  it  carries  out  the  plans  of  to-day,  will  con¬ 
nect  all  this  waterfront  in  Brooklyn  with  the  Marginal 
Railway.  This  Marginal  Railway  will  connect  both  by 
water  and  by  land,— by  land  with  the  Pennsylvania 
and  New  York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford,  so  that 
a  car  can  go  from  Boston  or  New  England  right  down 
to  those  docks,  and  vice  versa.  It  is  proposed  to  serve 
the  whole  waterfront  in  that  way.  Private  enterprise 
could  hardly  do  that.  It  might  perhaps  pay  under 
those  circumstances  to  bear  a  loss  in  revenue  for  the 
sake  of  a  large  public  economic  advantage. 

Mr.  Daily.  And  you  believe  it  is  a  large  public 
economic  advantage? 
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Mr.  Purdy.  Where  the  development  is  of  such  a 
character  that  you  cannot  make  it  by  private  enter¬ 
prise,  I  should  say  it  would  be.  Of  course,  that  is 
dependent  upon  time,  place  and  circumstances.  One 
cannot  lay  down  a  general  rule.  I  don't  know  whether 
that  would  be  the  case  here. 

Mr.  Daily,  ^ou  have  been  down  our  harbor? 

Purdi  .  Only  very  casually.  I  don’t  know 
enough  about  it  to  have  an  opinion. 

Coun.  Collins  (presiding  in  the  absence  of  Mayor 
Fitzgerald) .  As  a  practical  man,  taking  the  illustration 
you  gave  us  about  three-quarters  of  an  hour  ago,  you 
believe  the  basic  idea  in  taxation  should  be  the  value 
of  the  land,  and  you  gave  us  the  example  of  an  apart¬ 
ment  house.  Assume  that  that  apartment  house  has 
next  to  it  vacant  land.  How  would  you  arrive  at  the 
valuation? 

Mr.  Purdy.  The  apartment  house  isn’t  of  any  value 
at  all,  this  particular  house  which  does  not  pay  rental 
enough  now  to  pay  operating  expenses  and  taxes.  That 
is  no  guide  to  the  value  of  the  property.  We  have  to 
determine  the  value  of  the  property  there,  and  can  do  it, 
by  sales  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  which  will 
determine  pretty  well  what  that  land  is  worth.  For 
instance,  we  will  suppose  they  have  been  buying  prop¬ 
erty  a  couple  of  streets  to  the  north  that  is  no  better 
and  paying  about  $2,000  a  front  foot  for  it,  and  that 
I  know  of  offers  for  property  in  this  very  block  of  $2,000 
a  foot.  That  is  a  pretty  good  guide.  The  improve¬ 
ments  on  the  whole  block  are  valueless,  thrown  away. 

Coun.  Collins.  Do  you  strike  many  unequal 
cases  where,  for  example,  there  would  be  a  sub¬ 
stantial  revenue  from  a  house  of  that  description,  and 
some  vacant  land  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  and  the 

vacant  land  has  to  bear  an  unusual  proportion  of  the 
tax  rate? 

Mr.  Purdi  .  \  ou  don’t  often  find  a  building  unsuited 

to  its  location  in  the  middle  of  vacant  land. 

Coun.  Collins.  That  is  true. 

Mr.  Purdy.  \  our  guide  to  vacant  land  values  is 
more  apt  to  be  sales. 

Mr.  Daily.  Just  the  same  as  with  us.  That  is 
sometimes  the  only  way  you  can  tell. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  have  all  sorts  of  problems,  just  as 
you  do  here.  We  have  one  very  troublesome  one, 
where  a  company  buys,  we  will  say,  twenty  or  thirty 
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acres.  With  us  that  company,  I  take  it,  from  what  I 
have  heard  about  Boston,  will  behave  very  differently 
from  a  Boston  company.  With  us  that  company  will 
grade,  sewer,  pave,  sidewalk,  curb,  put  in  the  water, 
put  in  the  gas,  and  then  it  is  ready  to  sell  the  lots. 
It  will  do  that  because  if  it  waited  for  the  city  to  con¬ 
demn  the  streets  it  would  pay  all  the  cost  plus  the 
interest,  expenses  and  time  lost.  If  it  waited  for  the  city 
to  do  the  paving  it  would  pay  the  price  that  the 
city  pays,  which  is  generally  more  than  it  would  have  to 
pay,  and  it  would  pay  all  the  expenses.  So,  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  they  go  ahead  in  that  way,  making  the  improve¬ 
ments  and  sell  the  lots.  Then  their  appraisals  are  to  a 
certain  degree  our  guide.  But  we  have  to  use  the 
appraisals  with  a  great  deal  of  care,  because  in  some 
cases  they  throw  in  a  life  insurance  policy,  free  rail¬ 
road  trains  and  a  free  band,  and  give  20  per  cent  com¬ 
mission  to  the  man  who  sells  the  lots, —  and  then  they 
have  to  sell  them  sometimes  three  times  before  they 
stay  sold.  I  am  giving  you  an  extreme  case,  but  I  have 
known  of  a  case  like  that.  On  the  other  hand,  there 
is  a  case  I  have  in  mind  where  the  terms  are  pretty 
stiff, —  10  per  cent  cash,  30  per  cent  within  three  months, 
a  mortgage  for  the  balance  of  60  per  cent.  That  appraisal 
is  pretty  near  the  full  value;  it  is  a  little  above  it. 

Mr.  Daily.  What  do  you  find  in  relation  to  your 
suburban  development?  What  difficulties  do  you  find 
in  the  taxing  of  the  cheap  land  of  tenement  dwelling 
houses?  Is  there  difficulty  there? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Oh,  a  good  deal.  Once  in  awhile  they 
make  an  awful  mistake  and  put  the  wrong  kind  of  house 
on  the  property.  A  little  while  ago,  a  few  years  ago, 
a  settlement  was  established  called  Brownsville. 
“  Brownsville  ”  was  merely  a  local  name,  having  no 
official  significance.  It  was  at  the  end  of  a  car  line  run 
over  the  Williamsburg  Bridge  from  the  great  Jewish 
section  of  the  old  borough  of  Manhattan,  and  the  Jews 
went  out  to  Brownsville.  It  was  almost  wholly  a 
Jewish  settlement.  They  put  up  six-story  tenement 
houses,  costing  to  build  $800  per  front  foot  on  the  street. 
With  50-foot  fronts  that  made  $40,000  to  build  a  house. 
They  built  those  houses  on  land  worth  only  about  $2,000 
or  $3,000,  for  20  feet,  so  that  they  had  a  $40,000  house 
on  $4,000  or  $5,000  worth  of  land.  Anybody  who  knows 
about  it  at  all  knows  that  you  cannot  do  that  success¬ 
fully,  and  they  did  not  do  it  successfully.  Now,  we  were 
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up  against  this  situation  there.  They  had  a  first  mort¬ 
gage  on  that  property  of  about  $40,000;  they  had  a 
second  mortgage  of  $15,000,  a  third  mortgage  of  $6,000, 
and  sometimes  a  fourth  mortgage  of  $4,000.  They  had 
mortgages  up  to  $65,000  on  property  like  that,  and  their 
rentals  on  paper  justified  it.  They  transferred  the 
property  on  those  terms.  That  is  what  we  were  up 
against,  and  we  started  assessing  properties  of  that  kind, 
where  the  record  showed  about  $65,000  to  $70  000* 
around  $60,000  to  $65,000.  The  first  year  they  came  in 
and  wept  and  wailed  and  said  it  wasn’t  any  good.  We 
lessened  the  assessment  and  tried  to  be  liberal,  because 
we  believed  a  good  deal  of  what  they  said,  and  we  cut 
it  down  to  about  $55,000,  and  then  the  next  year  the 
third  and  fourth  mortgages  were  mostly  gone  and  there 
was  only  the  first  and  sometimes  the  second  mortgage 
left,  and  we  cut  it  down  to  about  $45,000.  The  third 
year  the  second  mortgage  was  gone.  Then  we  got  down 
to  somewhere  about  $40,000  to  $38,000. 

Mr.  Balch.  May  I  ask  Mr.  Purdy  to  apply  his  great 
experience  and  his  clear  brain  to  the  problem  here  in 
Boston  as  I  see  it?  Perhaps  I  should  not  say  “the  prob¬ 
lem,”  but  one  of  the  problems,  as  there  are  a  great 
many  taxation  and  assessment  problems  here.  But, 
leaving  out  personal  estate  entirely  and  confining  our¬ 
selves  to  real  estate,  I  believe,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
Boston  has  a  good  Board  of  Assessors  - —  and  I  am  not 
here  by  any  means  to  blame  the  Board  of  Assessors  — 
that  the  situation  in  Boston,  instead  of  being  good  is 
extremely  bad  to-day.  Let  me  illustrate  why  I  think 
so,  giving  one  or  two  specific  instances.  Last  summer  a 
client  of  mine  rushed  to  me  in  great  distress  because  a 
piece  of  real  estate  which  he  owned  in  South  Boston  was 
being  foreclosed  that  day,  and  he  had  been  disappointed 
at  the  last  moment,  not  receiving  the  money  to  buy  it 
m  with,  and  he  wanted  to  know  if  I  could  help  him  out. 
The  assessed  valuation  had  been  $5,700,  and  it  had  been 
reduced  at  request  to  $4,900.  Believing  that  property 
in  that  neighborhood  was  worth  60  per  cent  of  the 
assessed  valuation,  I  thought  I  should  be  safe  in  putting 
m  $2,200  to  help  him  out,  which  I  did.  But  if  anybody 
here  will  take  the  property  off  my  hands  at  $2,000,  I 
shall  be  glad  to  let  him  have  it.  It  is  not  worth  $2,000, 
although  it  is  assessed  for  $4,900,  having  been  reduced 
to  that  figure  from  $5,700. 

Mr.  Purdy.  What  is  it? 
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Mr.  Balch.  It  is  four  lots,  one  of  them  a  corner  lot, 
a  saloon  on  the  corner,  and  the  buildings  are  in  bad

Right  next  to  it  on  one  side  there  is 
a  large  warehouse  connected  with  the  railroad.

vvnen  a  man  owns  an  estate  once  worth  $4,500  and 

still  carrying  mortgages  of  $3,500,  the  value  of  the 

estate  now  having  sunk  to  $2,000,  he  does  not  want  the 

valuation  cut  to  $2,000,  because  then  his  mortgage 

cannot  stand.  The  savings  -  banks  are  not  allowed  bv 

law  to  carry  more  than  60  per  cent  of  the  assessed  value.

been,  what  is  a  practical  way  to  cut  loose  from  the  old

Goun.  Collins.  You  would  say,  Mr.  Balch,  that 
the  specific  instances  you  have  mentioned  are  repre- 
sentative  of  our  local  conditions? 

Mr.  Balch.  I  would,  theoretically  representative. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Assuming  the  conditions  to  be  as  Mr 
Batch  has  represented  them,  I  think  that  bears  out  a 
theory  i  have  to  account  for  various  conditions  which 
exist  in  New  York,  which  I  don’t  think  exist  to  the 
degree  you  have  indicated  here,  but  we  have  certain 
territory  m  the  borough  of  Brooklyn  where  some  ques- 
lo ns  ave  arisen.

a  very  unstable  investment  and  have  to  have  a  very 
considerable  fund  for  amortization.  I  should  think 
vour  fault  if  there  is  one,  in  assessing  lies  in  carry¬ 
ing  those  types  of  buildings  at  too  high  a  valuation. 

Of  course,  there  are  probably  in  the  older  building 
sections  of  Boston  places  where  the  value  has  risen  an 
places  whe^  it  has  not  risen,  the  same  as  in  other 
cities  It  is  always  hard  for  assessors  to  keep  up  with 
rising  values,  just  as  it  is  with  falling  values.  They  are 
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bound  to  be  a  little  behind  the  procession  both  wavs 
because  they  act  on  evidence  that  comes  afterwards’ 
and  your  assessment  in  itself  is  quite  old  before  the  time 
comes  for  paying  the  taxes.  So  you  are  marching 
sometimes  almost  a  year  behind  the  procession,  and 
jour  data  is  based  on  evidence  that  again  is  perhaps  a 
year  behind.  So  you  are  always  a  little  behind  the 
game  both  ways.  You  have  here  too  small  a  terri- 
tory,  i  think,  for  your  assessors,  and  you  cannot  give 
them  a  larger  territory  as  long  as  you  give  them  personal 
propei  ty  and  polls  to  value  as  well  as  real  estate.  Thev 
are  not  judging  things  by  and  large  enough.  If  you 
c  ange  your  law  so  that  your  assessor  can  have  nothing 
but  real  estate  to  value,  I  think  there  would  be  an 
improvement.  Say,  in  the  City  of  Boston  you  have 
about  fifteen  assessors  to  value  the  real  estate,  with 
sufficient  clerical  assistance,  to  be  on  the  job  all  the 
year  round  instead  of  the  way  they  are  at  present. 
Have  them  required  to  give  all  their  time  to  their  duties 

Af  f  u  8iet  gr!^ter  Publicity,  and  I  have  a  great  deal 
of  faith  and  confidence  in  this  scheme  of  ours  about  land 
valuation,  because  it  enables  you  to  judge  relatively 
o\er  large  areas  and  to  call  in  your  outside  help.  I 
would  like  nothing  better  than  to  try  in  Boston  to  get  a 
m  p.eop  e’  start  the  values  high  enough  so 

lnte,I,'e®ted,’  and  set  them  to  discuss  the 
matter.  If  you  will  do  that  I  think  it  would  be  possible 
lor  you  to  have  a  valuation  over  wide  areas  that  could 
e  voiked  out  m  detail,  so  that  there  would  be  very 
little  complaint  about  the  details  of  it,  and  that  would 
really  represent  a  consensus  of  opinion  of  the  people 

wW.ure  bTng^  se,lllng  and  lending  money  on  property, 
which  is  the  best  evidence  you  can  get.  You  can 

always  get  the  evidence  of  those  men  as  to  how  much 
certain  types  of  buildings  in  that  territory  add  to  the 
<  in  u  ue.  An  assessor  often  lacks  courage  to  rutli-

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Mr  D\ily.  You  are  right. 

Mr’  Purdy.  It  is  only  human  nature  and  you  have 
to  encourage  them  to  go  at  these  things  and  cut  them 
out  o-et  the  land  values  at  the  point  where  they  ought  to 
be  ’  Of  course,  it  is  hard  to  cut  down,  because  you  ha\  e 
the  borrowing  capacity  to  think  of,  and  the  Mayor 

would  be  behind  you  in  that  respect  in  Ms  anxm  y  to 

borrow  more  money  for  schools,  and  so  forth,  all  tnos 
things-  and  the  condition  in  regard  to  loans  by  savings 
banks ’has  been  referred  to,— that  people  do  not  want 
sometimes  to  have  assessments  reduced  and  values 
depreciated  because  it  will  injure  their  loans  Con¬ 
sequently,  I  would  not  want  to  go  at  this  thing  too  fast. 

X  think  it  would  be  better  to  go  at  it  gradually.  I  thin 
it  would  be  better  to  take  three  years  about  it,  with 
the  minimum  of  friction  and  the  maximum  of  satisfaction 
„  +  tu  enci  than  to  try  to  do  it  in  three  months,  with  the 
maximum ’of  friction  and  the  minimum  of  satisfaction. 
People  get  used  to  things,  and  a  change  should  not  be 
made  too  rapidly.  For  instance  going  at  the  thing 
in  that  way  I  find  that  I  have  been  able  to  control 
the  situation  in  New  York  pretty  well.  There  was  a 
territory  in  the  city  of  New  Fork  that  was  woeful  y 
under-assessed.  We  knew  about  where  we  stood  It 
was  probably  assessed  at  about  thirty  per -  cent  of  its 
value.  It  had  grown  very  rapidly.  I  said  to  the 
deputy  who  was  assigned  to  that  duty,  T  >  K 
abou/half  way  to  the  top  this  year  rather  than  to  go 
the  w-hole  way.”  We  knew  that  that  was  going  to  be 
low, 'compared  with  the  rest  of  the  city,  but  if  we  had 
gone  the  whole  way  we  would  have  had  a  not,  all  sorts 
of  trouble,  and  it  would  not  have  paid  the  city  as  a 
whole  to  have  that  trouble.  So  much  just  for  conser¬ 
vatism  in  proceeding  to  cut  out  your  canker,  gong 
slowly.  But  I  think  that  is  the  general  line  on  which 
you  can  work  satisfactorily,  and  you  have  got  to  develop 
your  own  department.  You  cannot  afford  to  rely  on  a 
spasmodic  effort  outside  of  the  department.  Every 
once  in  awhile  real  estate  men  m  the  city  of  New  Fork 
I  have  known  them  to  do  it  at  intervals  during  the  last 
twenty  years,  a  few  of  them  who  don  t  know  much 
about  the  tax  department  — say,  “Here  are  great  evis, 
we  must  remedy  them  all  at  once.  W  hy  doesn  t  the 
Mayor  appoint  a  committee  of  real  estate  men  to  remedy 
this  matter?  They  could  do  it  all  m  three  months. 
They  couldn’t  do  it  in  three  months.  They  are  not 
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trained  for  it.  They  don’t  know  the  job.  It  is  different 
trom  going  out  and  appraising  one  parcel  of  land  and 
a  building.  \  ou  hire  a  good  real  estate  man  to  go  out 
and  appraise  for  you  property  for  a  loan.  He  may 
devote  the  better  part  of  a  day  to  making  that  appraisal, 
and  he  will  not  do  it  all  in  a  day.  He  will  go  and  look 
at  it  awhile  and  put  down  some  figures.  Then  perhaps 
lie  will  let  it  lie  and  soak  a  day  or  two  and  then  come 
back  and  think  of  it  again.  That  is  all  on  one  piece  of 
property,  it  is  retail  work.  Assessing  is  wholesale 
work,  and  you  have  to  have  different  methods  for 
wholesale  and  retail  work.  The  ordinary  real  estate 
appraiser  might  make  quite  a  poor  assessor.  He  has 
to  have  quite  a  new  kind  of  training.  I  feel  quite 
certain  of  that,  because  wholesale  methods  and  retail 
methods  are  a  very  different  sort  of  thing.  You  have 
to  have  in  mind  the  proper  relations  between  the  different 
parts  as  well  as  the  production  of  particular  results 
on  particular  parcels.  So  you  have  to  rely  on  vour 
assessing  department.  \  ou  want  to  improve  the 
statutes  that  govern  it,  if  they  are  capable  of  improve¬ 
ment.  I  think  they  are.  And  then  you  want  to  supervise 
them  well.  You  have  a  Board  of  seven  to  supervise 
them  and  give  them  freely  of  assistance  from  the  outside 
en  they  f°r  it.  I  never  knew  an  assessing  body 
that  was  not  anxious  to  get  such  assistance,  and  in  a 
city  so  small  as  Boston  I  should  think  they  could  almost 
force  the  real  estate  men  to  give  it,  force  "the  real  estate 
men  to  adopt  this  map  scheme. 

Mr.  Daily.  I  think  that  is  very  good. 

Mr.  Babson.  What  effect  would  you  give  in  the 
assessing  department  of  New  York  to  values  as  they 
were  affected  by  what  you  might  call  the  degrees  of 
iashion  I  only  ask  because  in  the  section  in  which 
live  there  are  on  Beacon  street  large  numbers  of 
houses,  four-story  and  three-story  front  houses,  very 
(  houses,  that  used  to  sell  readily  at  anywhere 

from  $24,000  to  $25,000.  They  are  in  good  condition,  well 
kept  up  The  only  trouble  is  that  recently  in  Boston  — 

I  don  t  know  how  it  is  in  New  York  —  the  apartment 
nouse  and  the  automobile  have  taken  away  a  large 

,°f  peopIe  who  wanted  to  live  in  $20,000  or 
$2o  000  houses.  They  now  want  to  have  their  auto¬ 
mobiles,  and  get  detached  houses  in  the  suburbs,  where 
,  ey  will  have  some  ground,  for  $20,000  or  $25,000  or 
ess,  or  else  they  want  to  go  into  fairly  exclusive  apart- 
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ments  running  anywhere  from  $2,500  to  $4,000  or  $o,000 
a  year.  As  a  consequence  these  houses  remain  vacant 
for  years.  Some  of  them  have  been  for  sale  or  to  let 
for  three  or  four  years,  although  for  apartment  house 
purposes  the  land  on  which  they  stand  is  worth  $4  or  $  o 
a  square  foot  at  least.  The  buildings  themselves,  even 
taking  off  something  for  wear  and  tear  and  depreciation, 
could  not  be  replaced  at  a  figure  which  would  make 
anything  less  than  twenty  odd  thousand  dollars  a  lair 
value.  And  yet  they  cannot  be  rented,  because,  as  i 
have  said,  everybody  who  was  there  has  sold  and  got 
out,  either  taking  a  $20,000  or  $25,000  house  farther 
out,  a  detached  house,  where  they  could  have  an  auto¬ 
mobile,  or  going  into  expensive  flats  or  apartment  houses, 
such  as  are  being  built  all  around  that  section. 

Mr.  Purdy.  And  the  lots  would  sell  for  apartment 
house's,  if  a  plot  of  sufficient  size  could  be  used,  for 

$10,000  say,  for  a  lot  25  by  100? 

Mr.  Babson.  Yes,  I  think  more  than  that. 

Mr.  Purdy.  $12,000  or  $15,000? 

Mr.  Babson.  Yes. 

Mr.  Purdy.  So  that  the  lot  as  it  stands  would .  be 
worth  $15,000  to-day,  and  it  has  a  house  on  it  costing 
to  build  say  $20,000.  The  whole  thing  used  to  sell  lor 
about  $25,000  when  the  lot  was  worth  $5,000  and  the 
house  $20,000;  but  to-day  it  can  with  difficulty  be  sold 
unless  you  sold  it  for  the  land  value  alone,  and  a  plot 

of  sufficient  size.  T 

Mr  Babson.  I  don’t  know  about  that;  but,  as  i 

have  said,  they  used  to  bring  good  prices  and  were  m 
good  demand,  and  now  they  are  in  the  market,^ and 
some  of  them  have  had  signs  “For  sale  or  to  let  on 
them  for  two  or  three  years,  as  long  as  I  have  lived  m 

the  neighborhood.  ,  „  _  ,  , 

Mr.  Purdy.  That  is  the  lower  end  of  Beacon  street, 

[  suppose? 

Mr.  Babson.  The  upper  end  of  Beacon  street, 
towards  the  Brookline  line,  from  Commonwealth  avenue 
up.  Of  course,  if  you  say  “cut  it  down  to  the  land  \alue, 
in  a  year  or  two  the  fashion  may  change,  people  may  get 
tired  of  living  in  these  expensive  apartment  houses, 
and  once  more  want  to  go  back  to  single  houses.  But 
the  fashion  has  been  the  other  way  for  a  year  or  two. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Well,  we  have  had  those  conditions  on 
two  parts  of  Manhattan  Island  in  particular,  and  \\e 
have  met  the  condition  at  one  place  boldly.  At  the 
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other  place  we  are  meeting  it  timidly.  You  probably 
know  Forty-second  street,  where  the  Grand  Central 
station  is.  Probably  you  all  do.  North  of  Fortv- 
second  street,  between  Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues,  all  the 
way  to  the  park,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  streets 
where  peculiar  conditions  prevail,  apartment  hotels 
have  gone  up,  and  clubs.  On  some  of  those  streets 
we  lave  got',  for  instance,  a  25  by  60  brownstone  house 

“  £o7bAbnly  ^5  a  square  foot  -  well,  say  25  times 
Lt>uu,  01  137,500  —  to  build,  and  we  are  assessing  them 
at  about  $3,000.  But  the  land  is  worth  about  $4,000 

^nrn°nr  n  .0t’ur  ll100’000  .?  Iot-  That  would  be  about 
$100,000  land  value  and  $3,000  house  value.  The 

house  will  no  longer  sell  for  anything  to  speak  of,  adds 

practically  nothing  to  the  selling  value  of  the  property. 

On  Washington  Heights,  which  is  more  like  the  out- 

ying  territory  towards  Brookline — more  like  it,  but  it 

Is,1'. lke  ~ ~  there  are  no  more  private  houses 

built  to-day.  When  that  territory  was  first  developed 
it  was  developed  with  nice,  three-story  brick  or  stone 
houses,  generally  16  feet  8  inches  wide,  or  20  feet  wide 
and  a  few  16  feet  wide.  Those  houses  are  very  few 
of  them  over  twenty  years  old.  They  would  last  fifty 
years  more  perfectly  well  if  kept  in  order,  but  the  land 
has  risen  so  that  there  are  comparatively  few  streets 
\\here  it  is  under  $500  a  front  foot  100  feet  deep.  That 
in  the  case  of  a  25-foot  lot,  would  mean  $12,500.  That 

1S  20]?dltl0n  °f  affairs  until  you  get  pretty  far  out, 
and  the  house  value  is  almost  all  gone.  People  as  a 
rule  only  buy  those  private  houses  where  they  can  buy 
three  together,  getting  a  plot  big  enough  to  erect  an 
apartment  house,  and  they  pay  only  the  land  value,  or 
a  very  little  over  the  land  value.  We  have  been  carry- 
mg  those  houses  at  a  lower  and  lower  figure  and 
the  practical  way  to  do  it  is  about  this.  When’those 
houses  were  put  up  they  were  generally  put  up  to  sell 
for  $15,000  to  $16,000,  around  that  point  The  assess 
ment  ought  to  remain  at  about  $15,000  or  $16,000  as 
a  total.  Year  by  year  the  land  goes  up,  and  as  the  land 
goes  up  the  house  should  come  down.  Your  total  is 
about  the  same.  By  and  by,  some  day,  down  comes 
the  house.  It  will  come  down,  if  you  have  done  your 
assessing  about  right,  when  your  assessment  for  land  is 
within  about  a  thousand  dollars  of  the  total.  Then 
you  are  not  doing  any  injustice  to  anybody.  You  are 
keeping  your  land  values  harmonious  under  those 
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houses  and  under  the  apartment  houses,  and  the  thing 
is  taking  care  of  itself.  Your  measure  is  your  first 
value,  — that  is,  all  it  is  worth  as  a  residence.  It  will 
never  be  worth  any  more  than  that  until  the  land 

gets  over  on  top  of  the  house.  ,  , ,  , 

Mr.  Babson.  Well,  if  the  sentiment  _  should  be 
changed  in  the  locality  I  have  been  referring  to,  and 
these  people  should  go  back  into  those  houses, 

Mr  Purdy.  I  never  have  heard  of  that  happening. 
Mr  Babson.  These  houses  would  probably  rent  at 
anywhere  from  $1,300  to  $1,400  and  $1,500  a  year  for 

lodging  and  boarding  house  purposes. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Well,  twelve  times  $1,500  would  be 
$18  000.  Probably  a  house  that  would  rent  as  a  board¬ 
ing ’house  for  $1,500  a  year  is  worth  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  with  the  land,  of  $18,000,  and  as  the  land  crawls 
up  on  the  total  value,  by  and  by  the  house  is  practically 
nothing.  But  it  is  seldom,  — I  never  knew  of  a  case 
in  New  York,  —  where  apartment  houses  have  come  m, 
that  it  ever  again  becomes  desirable  to  live  in  private 
houses  so  that  those  same  people  would  wish  to  buy 
the  old  private  houses  in  that  section.  It  is  not  pleasant 
to  have  a  private  house  right  close  by  an  apartment 

Mr!  Daily.  I  would  say,  Mr.  Purdy,  that  the  con¬ 
dition  you  have  described  has  taken  place  in  Boston. 
We  have  on  the  Back  Bay  just  the  conditions  you  and 
Mr  Babson  have  illustrated.  The  transition  is  now 
taking  place  between  the  private  dwelling  and  the  ten¬ 
ement  house.  About  thirty  years  ago  I  was  a  local 
assessor  on  the  hill,  and  we  taxed  property  on  Mt. 
Vernon  street,  Chestnut  street,  Louisburg  square,  Pinck¬ 
ney  street  and  some  of  the  intersecting  streets,  and  some 
small  very  narrow  streets  that  you  would  call  places. 
It  looked  at  one  time  as  though  the  property  there  was 
gone  The  result  was  a  change  in  the  character  ol  the 
property.  The  old  native  American  who  occupied  the 
property  became  alarmed  and  moved  away  from  there 
down  onto  the  newly  developed  land,  the  water  power 
land,  the  Roxbury  company  land  developed  on  the 
Back  Bay,  and  so  on.  That  was  developed  and  that 
became  the  fashionable  quarter.  Land  that  used  to  be 
marsh  land  sold  and  is  selling  for  about  $10  a  loot, 
fashionable  dwellings  went  there,  and,  while  it  was  an 
exclusive  neighborhood  for  private  houses,  the  values 
put  on  it  by  the  assessors  were  very  good,  and  are 
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to-day  very  good.  But  that  change  took  place  in  what 
was  considered  the  best  property  in  Boston,  on  the  hill 
side.  By  and  by  a  boarding  house  came  in,  then  another 
one,  a  lodging  house;  the  genteel  lodging  house  came 
m  private  residents  became  alarmed  and 

moved  away,  and  the  assessors  had  to  commence  mark- 
mg  down  a  little.  But  in  a  few  years  the  thing  has 
changed  again.  That  land  is  going  up  again;  the  old 
people  are  coming  back  again,  because  strategically  the 
hill  is  of  such  importance  that  it  attracts  that  class  of 
people.  It  is  right  in  the  heart  of  the  city,  it  is  easy  to 
get  at,  and  the  Boston  idea  of  having  a  winter  place  and 
a  summer  place  close  by  is  adopted  very  largely  by  the 
people  who  live  there.  They  spend  their  winter  months 
there,  where  it  is  accessible,  and  they  are  driving  out 
the  lodging  houses  now.  They  are  going  into  some 
streets  where  there  have  been  colored  people,  and  the 
o  d  conditions  are  returning.  Those  changes  have  taken 
place  on  the  hill,  and  you  cannot  buy  property  there 
now  for  what  you  could  a  few  years  ago. 

Coum  Collins.  What  do  you  say  apropos  of  Mr. 
Purdy  s  idea  m  regard  to  taxing  the  land? 

Mr.  Daily.  Oh,  the  land  is  the  basis  of  all  value. 

I  ou  cannot  take  offence  at  anything  he  has  said  in  that 
respect,  because  that  principle  of  taxation  is  absolutely 
correct.  Of  course,  this  is  a  very  big  problem,  but  there 
isn  t  any  doubt  that  Mr.  Purdy  has  a  thorough  under¬ 
standing  of  it  and  that  he  has  given  correct  answers  to 
the  questions  that  have  been  asked.  He  has  answered 
them  truthfully.  He  has  shown  the  condition  that  con¬ 
fronts  assessors.  I  say  that  the  assessors  of  the  great 
cities  are  under  a  great  strain  all  the  time.  After  all, 
assessing  not  only  requires  great  skill,  but  it  requires 
something  more.  There  is  a  moral  question  attached 
to  the  work  of  the  principal  assessors,  the  first  and 
second  assessors,  and  the  clerks.  They  have  all  got  to 
be  primarily  moved  by  the  animating  motive  of  hon- 
esty,  the  idea  of  doing  their  work  as  they  understand  it 
intelligently,  fairly  and  fearlessly. 

Conn.  Collins.  Has  the  Board  proceeded  on  the 

theory  that  the  land  has  increased  rather  than  the 

buildings? 

Mr.  Daily.  \  es.  Y  ou  heard  the  talk  a  year  or  so 
ago  about  the  buildings  on  Codman  road,  the  claim 
that  they  were  not  properly  taxed,  that  there  was  a  great 
decrease  in  the  value  of  the  buildings.  But  they  neglected 
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to  show  that  the  land  had  greatly  increased  in  value,  so 
that  the  substantial  value  was  in  the  land.  A  question 
has  also  been  raised  about  unearned  increment.  Me 
have  nothing  to  do  with  unearned  increment.  We  tax 
property  for  what  it  is  worth  from  year  to  year.  M  e  do 
what  the  law  says  we  shall  do,  assessing  property  m 
accordance  with  what,  in  our  judgment  and  belief is 
its  full  market  value.  It  was  found  when  the  question 
was  raised  on  Court  street,  in  regard  to  decrease  in 
value  of  buildings  on  the  Tomfohrde  property,  that  the 
land  had  increased  in  value  from  .*140  or  S50  to  $90  a 
foot.  The  land  had  been  increasing  while  the  buildings 
had  been  going  down.  We  were  doing  the  right  thing 
in  marking  the  total  value  as  we  did.  When  we  hear 
talk  about  the  insurance  value  of  buildings,  nothing  like 
that  is  considered  by  an  assessor.  It  really  means 
nothing  to  an  assessor,  but  you  cannot  educate  the 
public  to  that.  People  dealing  with  a  little  bit  ot 
property  only  know,  after  all,  about  their  own  little 
private  affairs,  and  don’t  realize  anything  at  all  about 
the  broad  questions  that  assessors  have  to  consider. 
They  are  not  working  as  assessors,  are  not  taking  the 
public  point  of  view,  which  the  assessor  has  to  do, 
because  he  is  assessing  all,  not  one.  I  thank  you,  Mr. 
Purdy,  and  I  am  very  glad  to  have  heard  you. 

Secretary  Folsom.  As  I  remember  it,  Mr.  Purdy, 
when  I  was  in  New  York  my  attention  was  directed 
to  the  fact  that  your  deputy  tax  commissioners,  what 
you  call  your  local  men,  I  think,  are  furnished  with  a 

field  book? 

]y[r  Purdy  Yes. 

Mr.  Folsom.  Showing  plans.  It  struck  me  that 

that  was  a  very  valuable  thing.  . 

Mr.  Purdy.  Almost  exactly  like  that  (showing 

some  large  sheets),  except  that  it  carries  seven  years 
assessments . 

Mr.  Folsom.  Well,  didn’t  you  have  a  book  besides 
this  that  showed  a  plan  of  the  different  blocks? 

Mr.  Purdy.  Oh,  yes,  the  man  carries  his  field  map. 

Mr.  Folsom.  That  struck  me  as  an  excellent  thing. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Don’t  you  have  field  maps  here? 

Mr.  Folsom.  No.  We  use  the  Brownlow  atlas 
in  the  office,  but  of  course  cannot  carry  it  on  the  street. 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  have  triplicates.  Our  office  map 
is  twice  the  size  of  the  field  map,  — I  don’t  mean  twice 
the  scale;  it  is  the  same  scale,  but  our  office  map  is  a 
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book  about  like  that,  so  (illustrating).  The  field  map 
is  that  office  map  turned  around  this  way  and  bound 
in  the  middle,  so  it  is  a  book  only  about  so  long  and  so 
wide. 

Mr.  Folsom.  And  as  the  man  goes  about  he  can 
look  at  that  and  see  the  plan  of  each  piece  of  land. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Exactly;  can’t  do  his  work  without  it, 

Mr.  Folsom.  That  struck  me  as  a  very  fine  thing. 

Coun.  Collins.  Comparatively  inexpensive? 

Mr.  Folsom.  I  don’t  know.  I  think  it  would  be 
rather  expensive  to  start  with. 

Mr.  Purdy.  The  first  cost  would  be  quite  a  good 
deal. 

Coun.  Collins.  Afterwards  not  much? 

Mr.  Purdy.  We  have  a  surveyor’s  bureau  attached 
to  our  department,  and  we  keep  our  office  map,  of 
course,  as  you  must  do,  right  up  to  date,  and  whenever 
he  makes  a  change  on  the  office  map  the  change  is 
made  on  the  field  map  at  the  same  time,  so  that  the 
man  on  the  field  always  has  a  map  up  to  date. 

Mr.  Folsom.  I  think  that  is  a  feature  that,  if  we 
had  the  money  to  start  in  on  it,  would  be  a  great  help 
to  us  here. 

Air.  Purdy.  I  should  think  you  could  not  afford  to 
be  without  it.  Have  you  attached  to  your  office  a 
surveyor,  a  draftsman? 

Mr.  Folsom.  Yes. 

Mr.  Purdy.  That  is  a  great  advantage.  We  allow 
them  nowadays  to  do  something  we  did  not  use  to 
allow.  We  did  not  use  to  let  them  write  in  pencil 
on  the  map,  but  we  changed  that.  We  thought  a  man 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  write  in  pencil,  using  a  soft 
pencil.  It  is  a  good,  strong  bond  paper,  and  he  puts 
down  his  units  right  on  his  map,  and  oftentimes  he 
makes  notes  besides.  A  fellow  who  has  a  great  deal 
of  vacant  territory,  some  of  which  is  improved,  will 
put  right  on  his  map  marks  to  indicate  the  property 
that  is  improved.  So  that  he  will  show  a  detached 
house  or  will  show  that  the  whole  area  here  has  just 
been  improved,  just  drawing  a  light  pencil  mark  right 
through  it.  These  houses,  for  instance,  will  be  thirty 
or  forty  feet  deep,  and  he  will  draw  a  pencil  line  showing 
the  improved  and  unimproved  lots,  and  that  helps, — 
gives  him  a  picture  of  the  thing. 

Mr.  Folsom.  Of  course,  Mr.  Purdy,  as  you  said 
early  in  the  day,  the  proposition  with  us,  when  we 
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have  to  assess  polls  and  take  the  personal,  is  so  different 
from  your  New  York  system,  where  a  separate  set  of 
men  take  the  real  estate,  that  there  is  really  no  com¬ 
parison.  The  fact  of  taking  the  two  together,  taking 
all  the  real  estate  with  the  polls  and  personal,  helps 
us  in  one  way,  because  we  have  in  the  same  book  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  page  the  real  estate  that  the 
man  perhaps  lives  in.  It  gives  us  a  line  on  how  big 
a  scale  he  is  living  on, — whether  he  has  a  $50,000  or 
a  $20,000  house,  for  example,  or  whether  he  has  auto¬ 
mobiles  or  a  large  number  of  servants,  whether  he  is 
in  a  hotel  like  some  of  the  big  hotels,  or  some  expensive 
apartment  house, —  and  that  information  is  carried 

along  with  the  personal  and  polls. 

Mr.  Purdy.  You  mean  the  real  estate  work  helps 

the  personal  man? 

Mr.  Folsom.  Yes. 

Mr.  Purdy.  The  personal  man,  however,  could  go 
out  and  do  all  that  without  being  bothered  by  the  leal 
estate. 

Mr.  Folsom.  It  could  be  done. 

Mr.  Purdy.  And  the  real  estate  man  hasn’t  any  use 

for  the  polls  and  automobiles. 

Mr.  Folsom.  Not  a  bit.  I  can  see  the  point  m 
regard  to  having  it  done  separately,  but  it  has  always 
been  a  question  with  us  here  of  money.  The  trouble  is 
that  no  one  can  realize  the  amount  of  detail  of  this  work. 
We  follow  up  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  for  instance,  have 
two  men  following  titles. 

Mr.  Purdy.  I  know  the  magnitude  of  your  personal 
work,  and  how  hard  it  is  on  the  men.  I  am  sorry  for 
them 

Mr.  Richardson.  We  get  pretty  good  results,  all 
things  considered. 

Mr.  Folsom.  We  have  on  our  desks  what  I  think 
you  will  find  in  no  other  city  in  the  country,— the  real 
estate  separate  on  what  we  call  the  real  estate  books,  so 
that  a  man  can  come  and  get  real  estate  entirely. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Those  books  that  I  examined,  at  the 
outside  counters,  have  the  personal  in  with  the  real, 

haven’t  they? 

Mr.  Folsom.  No. 

Mr.  Purdy.  I  thought  they  had  both. 

Mr.  Folsom.  I  think  you  have  in  mind  perhaps  the 
consolidated  manuscript  that  gives  the  amount  that 
every  taxpayer  in  Boston  is  taxed  for. 
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Mr.  Purdy.  W  ell,  I  looked  at  a  book  which  showed 
the  names  right  along  a  street,  — the  name  of  the  owner 
and  then  a  description  of  the  real  property,  and  then 
follow  the  names  of  the  people  who  live  in  the  houses. 

Mr.  Folsom.  That  is  the  book  they  carry  on  the 
street  in  which  they  state  the  value  of  the  real  estate 
and  the  polls. 

Coun.  Collins.  We  would  like  to  have  you  go 
through  our  Assessing  Department. 

Air.  Purdy.  I  will,  with  pleasure. 

Coun.  Collins.  On  behalf  of  those  who  have  heard 
you,  Mr.  Purdy,  — the  Alayor,  City  Council,  Board  of 
Assessors,  Street  Commissioners,  Corporation  Counsel 
and  others,  I  wish  to  thank  you  sincerely,  and  I 
would  ask  the  gentlemen  here  to  rise  and  extend  a 
vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  Purdy. 

A  unanimous  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to 
Air.  Purdy. 

Mr.  Folsom.  In  the  absence  of  Air.  Daily,  as  senior 
member,  I  vish  to  thank  you  for  the  Board  of  Assessors. 

We  have  been  very  much  interested  in  hearing  what 
you  have  said. 

Mr.  Purdy.  Thank  you.

Charles  Street  Jail. 

The  committee  found  the  jail  in  good  condition 

comfo^o?  tiegard  bemg  t0  the  c^anliness  and 

comtoit  of  the  prisoners.  The  discipline  is  excellent 

and  the  general  management  good. 
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The  committee  offers  two  suggestions  for  improve¬ 
ment  of  jail  conditions: 

First. —  Some  system  be  adopted  by  which  prisoners 
detained  one  month  or  more  shall  be  given  regular 
daily  exercise  in  the  open  air.  We  feel  that  this  is 
necessary  from  a  humanitarian  standpoint,  even  though 
it  require  additional  jail  officers  and  an  appropriation 
for  necessary  protective  changes. 

Second. —  The  present  old-fashioned  system  of  tub 
baths  be  replaced  by  modern  shower  baths.  This  is 
desirable  not  only  from  the  standpoint  of  handling 
more  men  at  once,  but  also  because  the  present  tubs 
and  matchboard  wooden  partitions  are  impossible  to 
keep  thoroughly  clean. 

Deer  Island. 

The  committee  found  the  buildings  well  kept  up  and 
no  dissatisfaction  among  the  prisoners.  We  offer  three 
suggestions : 

First. —  That  a  start  be  made  this  year  to  segregate 
the  different  classes  of  prisoners.  The  most  necessary 
step  is  to  isolate  the  drug  fiends  and  violent  cases, 
because  the  first  class  tends  to  spread  the  habit  among 
the  other  prisoners,  and  the  latter  class,  under  present 
arrangements,  will  disturb  several  hundred  men.  The 
isolation  of  these  two  classes  is  dependent  upon  a  second 
suggestion,  namely: 

Second. —  The  erection  of  a  central  lighting  and 
heating  plant  to  take  the  place  of  the  five  separate 
existing  plants.  This  improvement  would  pay  for  itself 
through  decreased  cost  of  maintenance  in  a  few  years. 
It  would  also  leave  vacant  two  buildings  which,  with 
slight  alterations,  would  be  available  for  segregation 
purposes. 

Third. —  We  believe  a  small  beginning  should  be  made 
toward  teaching  trades  to  the  long-term  prisoners, 
which  would  be  helpful  to  their  earning  a  livelihood 
after  their  release.  The  products  of  such  trades  would, 
of  course,  not  be  sold  in  the  open  market,  but  used  in 
the  various  city  and  county  departments.  A  small 
wage  might  be  paid  for  such  work  to  be  turned  over  to 
the  family  of  prisoners  when  in  need,  or  accumulated  to 
the  prisoners’  credit  pending  release.  This  would  not 
be  entirely  an  increase  in  expense  to  the  city  because 
a  considerable  amount  of  money  is  now  paid  for  the 
relief  of  such  cases  by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor. 


Inspectors  of  Prisons. 
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e  heartily  indorse  the  plan  of  Commissioner  Gore 
for  joining  in  the  old  part  of  the  prison  every  two  cells 
into  one.  This  will  give  necessary  improvement  and 
accommodations,  and  at  the  same  time  provide  work 
for  the  prisoners  during  inclement  weather. 

Parental  School. 

We  found  the  buildings  in  excellent  condition  and 
the  boys  busy  and  contented.  The  superintendent  has 
entered  into  his  work  with  enthusiasm  and  has  brought 
about  many  minor  improvements.  We  renew,  with 
emphasis,  two  previous  recommendations : 

First..  That  the  old  stable  be  demolished  and  a  new 
one  built.  The  cost  will  be  about  $6,000.  This  is  a 
sanitary  necessity  as  well  as  being  a  distinct  improve¬ 
ment  in  appearance. 

Second.  That  a  coal  pocket  be  erected  adjacent  to 
the  heating  plant,  as  the  present  method  of  storing 
coal  is  most  costly. 

In  addition  to  the  above  we  urge  action  on  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  playground 
be  raised  in  grade,  and  that  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  coopeiate  in  filling  the  marsh  directly  adjoining. 
This  should  be  boi  ne  in  mind  when  the  new  contract 
for  the  West  Roxbury  district  is  made  by  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  of  Public  Works. 

In  closing  we  admit  some  doubt  as  to  the  advisability 
of  continuance  of  the  school  on  its  present  scale.  It 
has  shrunk  from  285  boys  to  the  neighborhood  of  130. 
One  building  (Curtis)  is  entirely  unused.  One  of  the 
cottages  is  to  be  vacated  in  the  near  future,  and  one  of 
the  dormitories  is  only  partially  used  for  teachers. 
This  condition  is  bi  ought  about  from  the  increase  in 
the  probation  system.  As  the  cottage  system  has  been 
suggested  for  Rainsford  Island  we  recommend  that  the 
tiustees  consider  the  advisability  of  joining  the  two 
schools  on  the  island. 

Rainsford  Island. 

The  committee  found  the  buildings  had  been  improved 
consideiably  over  last  year  and  an  excellent  spirit  pre¬ 
vailed  among  the  boys.  The  superintendent  is  to  be 
congratulated  upon  his  methods,  especially  the  intro¬ 
duction  of  the  military  drill.  This  seems  worthy  of 
being  enlarged  upon. 
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The  general  suggestion  that  the  cottage  plan  be  the 
basis  for  future  growth  we  believe  to  be  not  only  prac¬ 
tical  but  in  accordance  with  modern  ideas  in  similar 

institutions.  .  ,  . 

To  offer  space  for  such  development  it  would  be 

desirable  to  fill  in  the  cove  at  the  island. 

The  most  pressing  necessity,  however,  is  for  a  safe 
and  adequate  heating  and  lighting  plant.  This  should 
be  erected  with  a  view  to  joining  with  it  cottages  which 


may  be  built  in  the  future.  . 

The  most  helpful  thing  from  the  boys  standpoint  is 
the  shoe  shop,  which  ought  to  be  enlaiged  by  the  addition 
of  an  ell.  This  could  be  done  at  a  slight  expense. 

Annexed  will  be  found  the  reports  of  those  in  charge 
of  the  various  institutions,  as  required  by  law.

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ORDINANCES  OF  1911,  CHAPTER  10, 

CONCERNING 

REMOVAL  OF  MISCELLANEOUS  REFUSE. 


In  the  Year  One  Thousand  Nine  Hundred  and  Twelve. 


Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston ,  as  follows: 

Section  one  of  chapter  nine  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910, 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1911,* 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  after  the 
word  “watered,”  in  the  twelfth  line,  the  following: 
“  shall  remove  from  yards  and  areas  when  so  placed  as 
to  be  easily  removed,  all  ashes  accumulated  from  burning 
of  materials  for  heating  habitations,  cooking  and  other 
domestic  purposes,  house  dirt,  house  offal,  and  all  nox¬ 
ious  and  refuse  substances;  and  shall  when  requested  by 
the  proprietors  or  managers  thereof,  remove  empty 
boxes,  packages,  packing  and  other  store  refuse  from 
shops,  stores  and  warehouses  at  the  reasonable  cost  of 
such  removal,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “shall  remove  and  dispose  of  the  following  classes 
of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from  housekeeping 
apartments  or  tenements,  when  the  same  is  placed  in 
yards  or  areas  so  as  to  be  easily  removed,  free  of  charge 
to  the  producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  such  dwelling  houses,  apartments  and 
tenements,  viz.:  swill  and  kitchen  garbage,  dust  and 
sweepings,  ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or  principally 
for  heating  or  cooking,  waste  paper,  cardboard,  string, 
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packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste  leather  and  rubber, 
boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture  and  other  similar  light 
or  combustible  refuse;  tins,  bottles,  jars,  broken  glass, 
broken  crockery,  bones,  shells,  waste  or  broken  metals, 
and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incombustible  refuse. 
But  the  department  shall  not  so  take  any  such  refuse 
from  hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restaurants,*  shops,  stores, 
nor  from  any  other  building  whatever  except  those  first 
hereinbefore  enumerated  and  except  buildings  occupied 
by  the  city.  The  department  shall  not  so  take  the 
refuse  of  manufacturing  or  mercantile  business,  nor  dead 
animals,  manure,  grass,  garden  refuse,  leaves,  plaster, 
building  materials,  earth  or  stones  except  from  premises 
occupied  by  the  city,  but  the  department  shall  take  and 
dispose  of  any  refuse  upon  payment  by  the  producer 
thereof  to  the  city  of  such  compensation  as  the  Com¬ 
missioner  of  Public  Works  shall  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
scribe,  ”  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works  which 
is  hereby  established  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall  be  a  civil 
engineer  of  recognized  standing  in  his  profession;  who 
shall  construct  all  streets  and  sewers;  shall  have  dis¬ 
cretionary  power  as  to  the  grades,  materials  and  other 
particulars  of  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks  and 
sewers;  shall  have  charge  of  and  keep  clean  and  in  good 
condition  and  repair  the  streets,  all  sewer  systems  under 
the  control  of  the  city  and  the  catch-basins  in  the  streets 
connected  with  the  sewers;  shall  keep  the  streets  properly 
watered;  shall  remove  and  dispose  of  the  following 
classes  of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from  house¬ 
keeping  apartments  or  tenements,  when  the  same  is 
placed  in  yards  or  areas  so  as  to  be  easily  removed,  free 
of  charge  to  the  producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the 
owners  and  occupants  of  such  dwelling  houses,  apart¬ 
ments  and  tenements,  viz.:  Swill  and  kitchen  garbage, 
dust  and  sweepings,  ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or 
principally  for  heating  or  cooking,  waste  paper,  card¬ 
board,  string,  packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste 
leather  and  rubber,  boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture  and 
other  similar  light  or  combustible  refuse;  tins,  bottles, 
jars,  broken  glass,  broken  crockery,  bones,  shells,  waste 
or  broken  metals  and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incom¬ 
bustible  refuse.  But  the  department  shall  not  so  take 
any  such  refuse  from  hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restau- 
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rants,  shops,  stores,  nor  from  any  other  building  whatever 
except  those  first  hereinbefore  enumerated  and  except 
buildings  occupied  by  the  city.  The  department  shall 
not  so  take  the  refuse  of  manufacturing  or  mercantile 
business,  nor  dead  animals,  manure,  grass,  garden  refuse, 
leaves,  plaster,  building  materials,  earth  or  stones  except 
from  premises  occupied  by  the  city,  but  the  department 
shall  take  and  dispose  of  any  refuse  upon  payment  by 
the  producer  thereof  to  the  city  of  such  compensation 
as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  shall  from  time  to 
time  prescribe,  all  moneys  so  received  to  be  used  in  pay¬ 
ing  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  department  in  said 
removal;  shall,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month, 
send  to  the  city  auditor  detailed  bills  of  all  material,  tools 
and  machinery  furnished  by  either  of  the  divisions  of  said 
department  to  any  other  such  division  or  for  any  special 
work.

ORDINANCES  OF  1911. 


CHAPTER  1.* 


Concerning  Removal  of  Store  Refuse. 

Section  one  of  chapter  nine  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  sub¬ 
stances’’  in  the  seventeenth  line  the  following:  “and 
shall  when  requested  by  the  proprietors  or  managers 
thereof  remove  empty  boxes,  packages,  packing  and 
other  store  refuse  from  shops,  stores  and  warehouses 
at  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal,  all  moneys  so 
received  to  be  used  in  paying  the  expenses  incurred  by 
the  department  in  said  removal,”  so  that  said  section, 
as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works  which 
is  hereby  established  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall  be  a  civil 
engineer  of  recognized  standing  in  his  profession;  who 
shall  construct  all  streets  and  sewers;  shall  have  dis¬ 
cretionary  power  as  to  the  grades,  materials  and  other 
particulars  of  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks  and 
sewers;  shall  have  charge  of  and  keep  clean  and  in  good 
condition  and  repair  the  streets,  all  sewer  systems 
under  the  control  of  the  city  and  the  catch-basins  in 
the  streets  connected  with  the  sewers;  shall  keep  the 
streets  properly  watered;  shall  remove  from  yards  and 
areas,  when  so  placed  as  to  be  easily  removed,  all  ashes 
accumulated  from  the  burning  of  materials  for  heating- 
habitations,  cooking  and  other  domestic  purposes, 
house  dirt,  house  offal,  and  all  noxious  and  refuse  sub¬ 
stances;  and  shall  when  requested  by  the  proprietors 
or  managers  thereof,  remove  empty  boxes,  packages, 
packing  and  other  store  refuse  from  shops,  stores  and 
warehouses  at  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  removal,  all 
moneys  so  received  to  be  used  in  paying  the  expenses 
incurred  by  the  department  in  said  removal;  shall,  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  each  month,  send  to  the  city  auditor 
detailed  bills  of  all  material,  tools  and  machinery  fur¬ 
nished  by  either  of  the  divisions  of  said  department  to 
any  other  such  division  or  for  any  special  work.

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CHAPTER  2. 


Concerning  Printing  City  Documents. 

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  thirty-one  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows:  “Said  superintendent  shall  number  and 
print  five  hundred  and  fifty  copies  of  the  mayor’s  inaugu¬ 
ral  address  and  of  each  of  the  annual  and  other  reports 
made  by  the  several  departments  to  the  mayor;  and 
shall  number  and  print  four  hundred  copies  of  each  of 
the  other  city  documents;  shall,  from  the  said  copies, 
as  soon  as  printed,  deliver  to  the  city  messenger  for  dis¬ 
tribution,  three  hundred  copies  of  the  said  address,  of 
each  of  said  annual  reports,  and  of  each  of  the  other  city 
documents;  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable,  from  the  said 
copies,  bind  and  deliver  to  the  mayor  twenty-five  sets 
of  volumes,  two  volumes  to  each  set,  each  set  containing 
one  copy  of  said  address  and  one  copy  of  each  of  said 
annual  reports,  and  each  volume  entitled  “Annual 
Report  of  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  City  of 
Boston  for  the  year  (naming  the  preceding  year)”;  and 
bind  and  deliver  to  the  statistics  trustees  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  sets,  and  to  the  city  messenger  for  dis¬ 
tribution  one  hundred  sets  of  volumes,  each  set  contain¬ 
ing  one  copy  of  each  of  the  city  documents  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  municipal  year,  numerically  arranged ;  every  volume 
so  bound  shall  contain  an  alphabetical  list  of  the  docu¬ 
ments  therein.  The  preceding  provisions  shall  not, 
unless  specially  provided,  apply  to  any  documents  issued 
by  special  order  of  the  city  council  or  to  the  volumes 
which  the  city  registrar  may  deem  proper  to  print,  but 
said  superintendent  shall  number  and  print,  as  a  city 
document,  sixteen  hundred  copies  of  each  of  said  volumes 
of  the  city  registrar,  fifteen  hundred  of  which  he  shall 
deliver  to  said  registrar  for  distribution,  and  one  hundred 
of  which  he  shall  bind  with  the  one  hundred  sets  of 
volumes  to  be  delivered  to  the  city  messenger  for  distri¬ 
bution.  He  shall  also  print  as  a  city  document  without 
any  number  three  hundred  copies  of  a  volume  to  be 
prepared  by  the  corporation  counsel  at  the  end  of  each 
session  of  the  legislature,  containing  all  special  laws 
passed  at  such  session  relating  to  the  city  of  Boston, 
and  such  others  as  he  shall  deem  will  assist  the  city  coun¬ 
cil,  or  any  department  or  officer,  in  the  performance  of 
its  or  his  duties.  He  shall  also  print,  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  June  in  each  year,  a  city  document  containing 
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% 

the  lists  of  officials  and  employees  of  the  city,  referred 
to  in  section  twenty-seven  of  chapter  three.

CHAPTER  3.* 


Concerning  Consumptives’  Hospital  Department. 

Section  1.  Chapter  eighteen  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  as  follows:  By  insert¬ 
ing  in  line  thirteen,  section  one,  after  the  word  “  street,” 
the  words  “and  of  the  hospital  for  consumptives,”  and 
by  adding  four  new  sections,  as  follows: 

Sect.  5.  Said  board  shall  make  all  needful  and 
necessary  regulations  concerning  the  reception,  care, 
treatment  and  discharge  of  patients  in  the  hospitals 
under  its  charge;  shall  admit  to  the  consumptives’ 
hospital  only  persons  who  are  bona  fide  residents  of 
Boston  at  the  time  of  application  for  admission  to  said 
hospital.  The  charges  for  the  support  of  such  inmates 
of  said  hospitals  as  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay,  or 
who  have  persons  or  kindred  bound  by  law  to  maintain 
them,  shall  be  paid  by  such  inmates,  persons  or  kindred 
at  a  rate  to  be  determined  by  said  board,  and  all  amounts 
so  received  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  collector. 

Sect.  6.  Said  board  shall  in  its  annual  report  include 
a  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  hospitals,  the  number 
of  inmates  in  each,  the  admissions  thereto  and  discharges 
therefrom  and  the  births  and  deaths  therein  during  the 
year. 

Sect.  7.  All  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  consumptives’ 
hospital  trustees  by  statute  or  ordinance,  the  employees 
of  said  department  and  the  appropriations  for  said  depart¬ 
ment  are  hereby  transferred  to  the  board  of  health. 

Sect.  8.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1906  and 
chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1909  and  all  ordinances 
and  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance 
are  hereby  repealed. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  the 
day  of  1911. 

The  foregoing  ordinance  recommended  by  the  mayor  for 
adoption  by  the  city  council  was  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
on  February  13,  1911,  and  was  not  refected  or  withdrawn 
within  sixty  days  thereafter.

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CHAPTER  4. 


Concerning  Consumptives’  Hospital  Department. 

Section  1.  That  an  ordinance  abolishing  the  con¬ 
sumptives’  hospital  department  and  transferring  its 
powers  and  duties  to  the  board  of  health,  recommended 
in  a  message  of  his  honor  the  mayor,  dated  February 
13,  1911,  filed  with  the  city  clerk  on  that  date,  and 
rendered  operative  by  the  failure  of  the  city  council 
to  adopt  or  reject  it  within  the  prescribed  period  of 
sixty  days  thereafter,  be  and  hereby  is  repealed. 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1906 
and  chapter  four  of  the  Ordinances  of  1909,  if  repealed 
by  ordinance  filed  February  13,  1911,  are  hereby 
re-enacted.

Licenses  granted  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
495  of  the  Acts  of  1911,  for  the  selling,  renting  or  leasing 
of  firearms,  shall  be  issued  by  the  city  clerk  upon  the 
payment  in  each  case  of  a  fee  of  two  dollars,  and  an 
additional  fee  of  two  dollars  shall  be  required  for  the 
transfer  of  the  location  under  section  eight  of  said 
chapter.  The  payment  of  the  fee  as  herein  required 
shall  be  one  of  the  conditions  upon  which  the  license 
or  transfer  is  granted,  and  no  such  license  or  transfer 
shall  take  effect  or  be  issued  until  the  fee  is  paid.

CHAPTER  6. 


Concerning  Route  of  Parades. 

Chapter  six  of  the  Ordinances  of  the  year  1910  is 
hereby  amended  as  follows:  By  adding  in  the  third  line 
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of  section  one,  after  the  words  “five  hundred  persons,” 
the  words  “or  more  than  two  bands  of  music”;  and  by 
striking  out  section  two  and  substituting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  “No  streets  except  those  named  in  the 
foregoing  section  shall  be  used  for  the  purposes  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  foregoing  section,  between  10  a.  m.  and  5 
p.  m.,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  proper  lying  east  of 
Massachusetts  avenue  and  Southampton  street,  on  days 
other  than  Sundays  or  holidays,  except  by  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  city  council.”

CHAPTER  7. 


Concerning  the  Public  Grounds  Department  and 

the  Care  of  Shade  Trees. 

Section  1.  The  public  grounds  department  shall 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  superintendent  of  public 
grounds,  who  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence 
of  all  the  public  grounds,  and  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority  over  all  trees,  plants  and  shrubs  growing, 
planted  and  to  be  planted  in  the  streets  of  the  city  of 
Boston  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  statute,  and 
except  those  in  the  public  parks,  including  the  right  to 
plant  new  trees  and  to  care  for  the  same.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  superintendent  of  public  grounds  to 
superintend,  regulate  and  encourage  the  preservation, 
culture  and  planting  of  shade  and  ornamental  trees, 
plants  and  shrubbery  in  the  streets;  to  trim  all  shade 
trees  standing  in  public  streets  so  they  will  not  interfere 
with  public  travel,  and  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the 
board  of  street  commissioners,  made  in  accordance 
with  the  statutes;  to  prune,  spray,  cultivate  and  other¬ 
wise  maintain  such  trees,  plants  and  shrubbery,  and  to 
direct  the  time  and  method  of  trimming  the  same;  to 
advise,  without  charge,  owners  and  occupants  of  lots 
regarding  the  kind  of  trees,  plants  and  shrubbery  which 
they  may  contemplate  planting  upon  the  street  or  upon 
private  property  for  the  purpose  of  ornamenting  and 
shading  the  street,  and  the  method  of  planting  best 
adapted  to  or  most  desirable  on  particular  streets;  and 
to  take  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for 
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the  control  and  extermination  of  insects  and  other  pests 
and  plant  diseases  which  may  injuriously  affect  trees, 
plants  and  shrubs  that  are  now  growing  or  may  be 
hereafter  growing  in  the  streets.  He  shall  cause  all 
statutes  and  ordinances  for  the  protection  of  trees, 
plants  and  shrubs  in  the  public  grounds  and  streets  to 
be  strictly  observed. 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  plant  any  tree,  plant  or 
shrub  in  any  street  without  first  having  obtained  a 
written  permit  therefor  from  the  street  commissioners 
setting  forth  the  conditions  under  which  such  trees, 
plants  or  shrubs  may  be  planted,  including  the  kind 
and  variety  thereof,  and  until  the  superintendent  of 
public  grounds  has  designated  on  the  ground  the 
location  thereof,  and  without  in  all  respects  comply¬ 
ing  with  the  conditions  of  such  permit. 

Sect.  3.  No  person,  except  the  superintendent  of 
public  grounds  or  his  assistants,  shall  spray,  mulch, 
fertilize  or  otherwise  treat  or  climb,  remove,  destroy, 
break,  cut  or  trim  any  living  tree,  plant  or  shrub,  or 
any  part  thereof,  growing  in  any  street,  without  first 
having  obtained  a  written  permit  from  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  public  grounds;  and  no  cutting  or  trimming 
of  any  tree  or  shrub  in  any  street  in  connection  with 
the  work  of  any  other  city  department  or  of  any  public 
service  corporation  or  other  person  having  a  right  to 
use  said  street  shall  be  done  except  in  such  manner  as 
directed  by  said  superintendent. 

Sect.  4.  No  person  shall  fasten  any  horse  or  other 
animal  to  any  tree  or  shrub,  or  to  any  device  intended 
to  protect  any  tree  or  shrub,  in  any  street;  nor  shall 
any  person  cause  or  permit  any  horse  or  other  animal 
to  stand  or  be  near  enough  to  any  tree,  plant  or  shrub 
to  bite  or  rub  against  or  in  any  manner  injure  or  deface 
the  same;  nor  shall  any  person  attach  or  place  any  rope, 
wire,  sign,  poster,  handbill  or  other  thing  or  substance 
on  any  tree  or  shrub  in  any  street,  or  on  any  guard  or 
protection  of  the  same;  nor  shall  any  person  remove, 
injure  or  misuse  any  guard  or  device  placed  or  intended 
to  protect  any  tree,  plant  or  shrub  now  or  hereafter 
growing  in  any  street. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall,  without  first  having 
obtained  a  written  permit  from  the  superintendent  of 
public  grounds  and  the  wire  commissioner,  attach  any 
electric  wire,  insulator  or  any  other  device  for  holding 
electric  wire  to  any  tree  now  or  hereafter  growing  in  any 
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street;  and  every  person  or  corporation  having  any  wire 
or  wires  charged  with  electricity  shall  securely  fasten 
or  change  the  location  of  same  so  that  such  wire  or  wires 
shall  not  injure  any  tree  in  any  street. 

Sect.  6.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  owning, 
maintaining  or  operating  any  gas  pipes  or  mains  laid 
beneath  the  surface  of  any  street  or  private  land  in  the 
city  of  Boston  shall  permit  any  leak  to  occur  in  such 
pipes  or  mains  within  a  radius  of  forty. feet  of  any  tree 
now  or  hereafter  growing  in  any  street  in  said  city,  and 
in  the  event  that  a  leak  exists  or  occurs  in  any  such 
pipe  or  main,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person,  firm  or 
corporation  owning  or  operating  such  defective  pipe  or 
main  to  repair  the  same  immediately  and  stop  such  leak 
in  a  manner  so  as  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  same 
after  receiving  a  notice  in  writing  from  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  public  grounds  calling  the  attention  of  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  to  the  fact  that  such  leak 
exists  or  has  occurred,  and  if  such  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  fails  within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice  to  stop  such  leak  in  a  manner  so  as  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  thereof,  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall 
be  subject  to  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and  a  separate  offence 
shall  be  regarded  as  committed  after  each  day  during 
which  such  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  continue 
such  violation. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall,  without  first  having 
obtained  a  written  permit  from  the .  superintendent 
of  public  grounds,  place  or  hereafter  maintain,  upon 
the  ground  in  a  street,  stone,  cement  or  other  substance 
which  shall  impede  the  free  entrance  of  water  and  air 
to  the  roots  of  any  tree  in  such  street,  without  leaving 
an  open  space  of  ground  outside  the  trunk  of  said  tree 
in  area  not  less  than  four  square  feet. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  in  any  way  interfere,  or 
cause  or  permit  any  person  to  interfere,  with  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  public  grounds  or  his  assistants,  in  and 
about  the  planting,  mulching,  pruning,  spraying  or 
removing  of  any  tree  in  any  street,  or  in  the  removing 
of  stone,  cement  or  other  sidewalk,  or  stone,  cement  or 
other  substance,  about  the  trunk  of  any  tree  in  any  such 
street. 

Sect.  9.  In  the  erection,  alteration  or  repair  of  any 
building  or  structure  the  owner  or  owners  thereof  shall 
place  or  cause  to  be  placed  in  accordance  with  the  direc- 
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tions  of  the  superintendent  such  guards  around  all 
nearby  trees  in  the  street  as  shall  effectually  prevent 
injury  to  such  trees. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  moving  a  building  in  a  street 
under  a  permit  therefor  shall  remove,  cut  or  injure  any 
tree  in  a  street,  or  any  branch  thereof,  except  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  an  order  of  the  street  commissioners  and 
after  obtaining  a  written  permit  therefor  from  the  super¬ 
intendent  of  public  grounds  describing  in  detail  the 
removal  or  cutting  permitted  thereby. 

Sect.  11.  Every  permit  granted  by  the  superintend¬ 
ent  of  public  grounds  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  not 
exceeding  thirty  days. 

Sect.  12.  The  word “ trees”  as  used  in  this  ordinance 
shall  not  be  construed  to  include  shrubs  which  do  not 
grow  higher  than  fifteen  feet,  and  the  word  “  person.’ ’ 
whenever  used  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to 
include  individuals,  firms  and  corporations. 

From  a  certificate  on  the  original  ordinance  it  appears 
that  it  was  presented  to  the  acting  mayor  on  July  11, 
1911,  and  it  was  not  returned  to  the  city  clerk  within 
fifteen  days  from  that  date. 


CHAPTER  8. 


Concerning  Prohibitions  and  Penalties. 

Section  1.  Sections  30,  33,  35,  36,  37,  44,  46,  53, 
55,  57,  60,  88  and  104  of  chapter  47  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898  are  hereby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  “ superintendent  of  streets”  wherever 
the  same  occur  in  said  sections,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “  commissioner  of  public  works.” 

Sect.  2.  Sections  69,  70,  71,  as  amended  by  chapter 
13  of  the  Ordinances  of  1908,  72  and  73  of  chapter  47 
of  the  Revised  Ordinances  of  1898,  are  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “water  commissioner” 
wherever  the  same  occur  in  said  sections,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  “commissioner  of  public 
works.” 
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Sect.  3.  Sections  40,  56  and  89  of  chapter  47  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  are  hereby  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  “ board  of  aldermen”  wherever 
the  same  occur  in  said  sections,  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “board  of  street  commissioners.” 

Sect.  4.  Section  18  of  chapter  47  of  the  Revised 
Ordinances  of  1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  5  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1901,  chapter  7  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1906,  and  chapter  14  of  the  Ordinances  of  1909,  is 
hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
“superintendent  of  the  sanitary  department,”  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  “commissioner  of 
public  works.” 

Sect.  5..  Chapter  5  of  the  Revised  Regulations  of 
1898,  as  amended  by  chapter  2  of  the  Regulations  of 
1903,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words “ superintendent  of  streets”  and  “superintendent” 
wherever  the  said  words  occur  in  the  several  sections  of 
said  chapter,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 
“commissioner  of  public  works”  and  “commissioner,” 
respectively;  and  by  striking  out  the  words  “board  of 
aldermen”  wherever  the  same  occur  in  the  several 
sections  of  said  chapter,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words  “board  of  street  commissioners.” 

Sect.  6.  Sections  25,  26,  27,  31  and  33  of  chapter  6 
of  the  Revised  Regulations  of  1898  are  hereby  amended 
by  striking  out  the  words  “superintendent  of  streets 
wherever  the  same  occur  in  said  sections,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  words  “commissioner  of  public 
works.” 

Sect.  7.  Section  28  of  chapter  6  of  the  Revised 
Regulations  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out 
the  words  “board  of  aldermen,”  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words  “board  of  street  commissioners”; 
and  by  striking  out  the  words  “superintendent  of 
lamps,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words  “com¬ 
missioner  of  public  works.” 

Sect.  8.  Chapter  3  of  the  Ordinances  of  1902  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  “board  of 
aldermen,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words 

“board  of  street  commissioners.”

Chapter  nine  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  “  supply,  ” 
in  the  third  line  of  section  twenty-two,  the  following 
words:  “with  the  exception  of  Parker  Hill  reservoir.” 

Sect.  2.  Chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  Revised  Ordi¬ 
nances  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
words  “ South  Boston,”  in  the  tenth  line  of  the  first 
section,  the  words:  “Parker  Hill  reservoir.”

CHAPTER  10. 


Concerning  Removal  of  Miscellaneous  Refuse. 

Section  one  of  chapter  nine  of  the  Ordinances  of  1910, 
as  amended  by  chapter  one  of  the  Ordinances  of  1911, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  after  the 
word  “watered,”  in  the  twelfth  line,  the  following: 
“shall  remove  from  yards  and  areas  when  so  placed  as 
to  be  easily  removed,  all  ashes  accumulated  from  burning 
of  materials  for  heating  habitations,  cooking  and  other 
domestic  purposes,  house  dirt,  house  offal,  and  all  nox¬ 
ious  and  refuse  substances;  and  shall  when  requested  by 
the  proprietors  or  managers  thereof,  remove  empty 
boxes,  packages,  packing  and  other  store  refuse  from 
shops,  stores  and  warehouses  at  the  reasonable  cost  of 
such  removal,”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow¬ 
ing:  “shall  remove  and  dispose  of  the  following  classes 
of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from  housekeeping 
apartments  or  tenements,  when  the  same  is  placed  in 
yards  or  areas  so  as  to  be  easily  removed,  free  of  charge 
to  the  producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the  owners  and 
occupants  of  such  dwelling  houses,  apartments  and 
tenements,  viz.:  Swill  and  kitchen  garbage,  dust  and 
sweepings,  ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or  principally 
for  heating  or  cooking,  waste  paper,  cardboard,  string, 
packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste  leather  and  rubber, 
boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture  and  other  similar  light 
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or  combustible  refuse;  tins,  bottles,  jars,  broken  glass, 
broken  crockery,  bones,  shells,  waste  or  broken  metals 
and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incombustible  refuse. 
But  the  department  shall  not  so  take  any  such  refuse 
from  hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restaurants,  shops,  stores, 
nor  from  any  other  building  whatever  except  those  first 
hereinbefore  enumerated  and  except  buildings  occupied 
by  the  city.  The  department  shall  not  so  take  the 
refuse  of  manufacturing  or  mercantile  business,  nor  dead 
animals,  manure,  grass,  garden  refuse,  leaves,  plaster, 
building  materials,  earth  or  stones  except  from  premises 
occupied  by  the  city,  but  the  department  shall  take  and 
dispose  of  any  refuse  upon  payment  by  the  producer 
thereof  to  the  city  of  such  compensation  as  the  com¬ 
missioner  of  public  works  shall  from  time  to  time  pre¬ 
scribe,’’  so  that  said  section,  as  amended,  shall  read  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  department  of  public  works  which 
is  hereby  established  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the 
commissioner  of  public  works,  who  shall  be  a  civil 
engineer  of  recognized  standing  in  his  profession;  who 
shall  construct  all  streets  and  sewers;  shall  have  dis¬ 
cretionary  power  as  to  the  grades,  materials  and  other 
particulars  of  construction  of  streets,  sidewalks  and 
sewers;  shall  have  charge  of  and  keep  clean  and  in  good 
condition  and  repair  the  streets,  all  sewer  systems  under 
the  control  of  the  city  and  the  catch-basins  in  the  streets 
connected  with  the  sewers ;  shall  keep  the  streets  properly 
watered;  shall  remove  and  dispose  of  the  following 
classes  of  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  and  from  house¬ 
keeping  apartments  or  tenements,  when  the  same  is 
placed  in  yards  or  areas  so  as  to  be  easily  removed,  free 
of  charge  to  the  producers  of  such  refuse  and  to  the 
owners  and  occupants  of  such  dwelling  houses,  apart¬ 
ments  and  tenements,  viz. :  Swill  and  kitchen  garbage, 
dust  and  sweepings,  ashes  from  fires  used  wholly  or 
principally  for  heating  or  cooking,  waste  paper,  card¬ 
board,  string,  packing  material,  sticks,  rags,  waste 
leather  and  rubber,  boxes,  barrels,  broken  furniture  and 
other  similar  light  or  combustible  refuse;  tins,  bottles, 
jars,  broken  glass,  broken  crockery,  bones,  shells,  waste 
or  broken  metals  and  all  other  similar  heavy  or  incom¬ 
bustible  refuse.  But  the  department  shall  not  so  take 
any  such  refuse  from  hotels,  apartment  hotels,  restau¬ 
rants,  shops,  stores,  nor  from  any  other  building  what¬ 
ever  except  those  first  hereinbefore  enumerated  and 
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except  buildings  occupied  by  the  city.  The  department 
shall  not  so  take  the  refuse  of  manufacturing  or  mer¬ 
cantile  business,  nor  dead  animals,  manure,  grass,  gar¬ 
den  refuse,  leaves,  plaster,  building  materials,  earth  or 
stones  except  from  premises  occupied  by  the  city,  but 
the  department  shall  take  and  dispose  of  any  refuse 
upon  payment  by  the  producer  thereof  to  the  city  of 
such  compensation  as  the  commissioner  of  public 
works  shall  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  all  moneys  so 
received  to  be  used  in  paying  the  expenses  incurred  by 
the  department  in  said  removal;  shall,  on  the  fifteenth 
day  of  each  month,  send  to  the  city  auditor  detailed  bills 
of  all  material,  tools  and  machinery  furnished  by  either 
of  the  divisions  of  said  department  to  any  other  such 
division  or  for  any  special  work.

CHAPTER  11. 


Concerning  Discharge  of  Firearms. 

Section  ninety-four  of  chapter  forty-seven  of  the 
Revised  Ordinances  of  1898  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  following  words: 

Provided,  however,  that  this  prohibition  shall  not 
apply  to  persons  engaged  in  trap  or  target  shooting  on 
the  grounds  of  a  gun  club  licensed  to  be  used  for  said 
purposes  by  the  city  council.

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CLOSING  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE  CITY 

COUNCIL  OF  1911. 


In  City  Council,  February  3,  1912. 

Councilor  James  M.  Curley  offered  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  city  council  be 
extended  to  Walter  L.  Collins  for  the  able  manner  in 
which  he  has  presided  over  the  meetings  of  this  body  for 
the  municipal  year  of  1911. 

The  question  came  on  the  adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Councilor  Curley  said: 

Mr.  President,  in  retiring  from  membership  in  this 
body,  where  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  serve  for  the 
past  eight  years,  I  want  to  say  that  I  do  so  with  a  full 
realization  of  the  great  pleasure  that  will  be  denied 
me  in  the  future.  I  have  enjoyed  the  meetings  under 
the  present  system  fully  as  much  as  in  previous  years, 
when  the  board  was  larger  in  membership.  The 
thought  occurred  to  me  that  it  might  be  well  to  say 
a  few  words  in  retiring  other  than  words  of  eulogy 
of  the  members  associated  with  me  in  this  body, 
which  might  perhaps  embody  in  some  degree  the 
thoughts  that  come  to  a  man  through  service  in  a 
body  of  this  character.  The  problems  of  municipal 
development  confronting  cities  upon  the  Atlantic  sea¬ 
board  are  of  such  a  complex  character,  and  their 
solution  involving  as  it  does  great  expense  and  wise 
judgment,  makes  it,  perhaps,  fortunate  in  a  measure 
that  the  term  of  membership  in  this  city  oouncil  is  such 
that  new  men  will  not  be  called  upon  to  pass  snap 
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judgment  upon  weighty  propositions  whose  ultimate 
and  proper  solution  means  so  much  to  our  fair  city. 
The  value  of  city  planning  is  perhaps  nowhere  better 
attested  than  in  the  system  of  playgrounds  and  munic¬ 
ipal  buildings  found  in  Boston,  which  contribute  so 
materially  to  the  health  and  well-being  of  all.  What 
in  the  past  has  been  unheard-of  profligacy  of  the  state 
in  the  building  of  highways  and  the  extension  of  the 
park  system  is  to-day  regarded  as  ripe  judgment,  con¬ 
stituting  as  they  do  our  chief  asset.  A  great  truism 
uttered  by  a  really  great  man  was  that  ascribed  to 
Hon.  Patrick  A.  Collins,  when  he  declared  that  it  was 
almost  time  Boston  should  cease  doing  all  its  business 
in  three  acres.  An  equally  great  truism  is  that  trade 
follows  the  line  of  least  resistance,  and  in  this  particu¬ 
lar  I  desire  to  commend  the  council  for  its  recent  action 
in  refusing  to  countenance  a  usurpation  of  its  powers 
because  of  possible  duress.  At  the  same  time  I  call 
attention  to  the  necessity  for  favorable  action  at  what 
in  my  opinion  is  the  psychological  time  to  extend  the 
business  district  from  three  acres  to  possibly  many 
thousands  of  acres.  Were  I  present  at  the  recent  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  city  council  I  should  have  acted  precisely  as  did 
Mr.  Kenny,  and  were  I  a  member  during  1912  I  should 
not  only  vote  but  speak  in  favor  of  the  proposition, 
for  I  feel  it  to  be  a  great  error  to  permit  a  possible 
$200,000  excess  payment  prevent  even  temporarily  a 
development  that  may  in  five  years  represent  fifty 
million  dollars  of  increased  valuation  to  our  city.  In 
this  connection  I  want  to  point  out  the  fact  that  the 
city  has  authorized  the  expenditure  of  a  million  dollars 
or  thereabouts  for  the  widening  of  Pleasant  street. 
The  widening  of  Pleasant  street  means  the  extension 
of  the  business  section  of  the  City  of  Boston.  By 
carrying  it  along  on  proper  lines,  the  matter  of  making 
proper,  iust  and  necessary  expenditures  for  public 
improvements  carried  on  with  a  view  to  the  future 
is  a  work  to  which  the  city  council  has  given  its 
attention  and  a  work  that  previous  city  councils 
have  permitted  to  go  by  default.  In  consequence  of 
their  default  and  in  consequence  of  the  conditions 
that  have  confronted  the  city  council  since  the 
city  was  chartered,  because  of  the  old  system  under 
which  the  streets  were  laid  out,  under  which  the  city 
developed  and  under  which  it  stagnated  from  a  busi¬ 
ness  standpoint,  the  city  has  been  continually  faced 
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by  the  problems  I  have  suggested  and  has  given 
them  scant  attention.  In  few,  if  in  any,  cases  has 
proper  consideration  been  given  to  the  necessary, 
proper  and  businesslike  development  of  the  good 
old  City  of  Boston.  The  western  cities  and  the  south¬ 
ern  and  northwestern  cities  have  had  an  opportunity 
to  improve  through  the  mistakes  made  by  our  for¬ 
bears,  and  when  they  have  built  cities  they  have  laid 
them  out  with  broad  highways  radiating  from  a  common 
center.  They  have  had  the  opportunity  by  the  expend¬ 
iture  of  a  small  sum  of  money  to  make  what  is  possible 
to  us  only  by  what  seems  an  extreme  expenditure 
of  money.  In  this  connection,  while  I  have  no  regard 
for  the  corporation  which  controls  this  particular 
property,  I  would  say  that  I  nevertheless  recognize 
the  fact  that  in  a  sense  it  is  a  conjunctive  proposition 
with  Pleasant  street,  that  in  a  measure  they  are  co¬ 
ordinate  in  the  development  of  that  section;  and  when 
one  considers  the  possible  real  estate  development  that 
may  ensue  in  consequence  of  that  extension,  I  believe 
the  future  will  justify  the  course  of  members  of  this 
board  in  putting  through  this  proposed  improve¬ 
ment.  I  recognize  the  fact  that  perhaps  my  friend 
on  the  other  side  of  the  chamber,  in  his  zeal  to  force 
through  this  proposition,  and  the  chief  executive 
in  the  corner  downstairs,  in  his  zeal  to  force  it  through, 
instead  of  assisting  have  rather  retarded  progress; 
but  I  still  believe  and  hope  that  the  city  council 
of  1912  will  recognize  the  absolute  necessity  of  assist¬ 
ing  in  the  carrying  on  of  the  development  of  that 
section  of  the  city  which  means  so  much  to  the  entire 
city.  In  this  connection  I  desire  to  point  out  the 
splendid  opportunity  for  constructive  statesmanship 
made  possible  by  the  entry  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail¬ 
road,  the  addition  to  our  transit  facilities  made  pos¬ 
sible  by  the  construction  of  the  Boston  Elevated 
Railway,  the  appointment  of  a  Dock  Commission 
and  a  renewed  interest  in  harbor  development  are  all 
subjects  worthy  of  serious  thought  and  deserving 
of  assistance.  The  fallacy  of  the  protective  system 
in  its  application  to  our  northern  and  southern  neigh¬ 
bors  is  becoming  recognized,  and  the  opening  of  the 
Panama  Canal  may  mark  an  epoch  in  the  commercial 
life  of  our  city,  and  possibly  a  return  to  the  old  time 
maritime  supremacy  of  this  section  of  New  England. 
Opportunity  is  never  a  matter  of  chance,  but  is  largely 
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a  matter  of  preparation  and  creation.  If  we  desire 
to  share  in  the  opportunities  that  progressive  and 
enlightened  public  opinion  is  unfolding  to  us  we  must 
prepare.  I  have  had  occasion  many  times  to  criti¬ 
cise  the  Finance  Commission  and  I  feel  that  I  have 
been  justified.  Advice  of  a  constructive  character 
that  will  tend  to  the  moral,  social,  intellectual  and 
business  development  of  a  community  is  helpful  advice, 
but  expression  of  opinion  that  city  officials  are  corrupt 
and  that  graft  is  general  and  maladministration  com¬ 
mon  has  a  natural  tendency  to  create  distrust  among 
those  persons  seeking  an  investment  for  capital,  and 
the  establishment  of  industries  calculated  to  provide 
remunerative  employment  to  our  citizens  and  add 
to  the  wealth  and  happiness  of  the  community.  The 
demands  upon  the  time  of  a  public  official  in  a  large 
city  are  such  that  the  opportunity  for  study  of  weighty 
propositions  are  necessarily  limited.  I  feel  the  serv¬ 
ices  that  could  be  rendered  by  a  constructive  advisory 
body  of  men  is  immeasurable,  while  that  rendered 
by  a  criticising  body  must  be  reckoned  in  the  negative 
quality.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  we  should 
all  say  a  good  word  for  the  best  city  in  this  country, 
and  if  unkind  words  must  be  said  permit  them  to  be 
said  by  those  who  have  never  had  opportunity  to 
enjoy  its  advantages  or  become  familiar  with  its  oppor¬ 
tunities.  You  meet  men  from  every  city  in  the  Union 
and  they  speak  in  praise  of  their  industries,  and  enlarge 
upon  the  enterprise  of  their  leading  men,  while,  also, 
too  often,  the  average  Bostonian  is  prone  to  discuss 
a  subject  derogatory  to  our  city  and  untrue  as  to  fact. 
Boston  has  been  more  free  from  corruption  than  any 
city  of  similar  size  in  the  world,  yet  it  has  neverthe¬ 
less  been  unfairly  and  improperly  branded  as  among 
the  corrupt.  And  this  feeling  has  been  fostered  to 
such  an  extent  that  to-day  every  proposition  of  moment 
is  regarded  with  suspicion  which  the  successful  cul¬ 
mination  of  the  project  alone  can  destroy.  In  this 
connection  I  want  to  take  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
development  of  the  East  Boston  Dock  Front  Company, 
which  to-day  pays  in  wages  to  workingmen,  citizens 
of  Boston,  in  excess  of  $55,000  annually,  which  pays 
for  teaming  traffic  $18,000,  and  which  does  an  export 
and  import  business,  formerly  done  at  the  port  of 
New  York,  amounting  in  1909  to  $60,000,000,  largely 
the  handling  of  wool,  hides  and  extracts  from 
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South  America  and  Australia,  which  had  not  been 
shipped  to  this  port  in  a  period  of  twenty-five  years. 
The  men  who  voted  for  that  public  improvement 
were  branded  and  many  of  them  are  considered  to-day 
as  corrupt  men,  with  no  regard  for  decency  and 
with  small  regard  for  the  fair  name  of  our  city.  It 
has  been  said  that  the  man  who  has  no  enemies  has 
no  friends.  If  we  must  make  enemies,  Mr.  President, 
let  us  make  them  through  our  faithful  pursuance  of 
a  wise  legislative  policy  for  our  city;  and  if  we  must 
be  classed  as  bores  let  it  be  in  consequence  of  con¬ 
stantly  seeking  the  advantages  and  benefits  of  the  fair 
City  of  Boston.  Mr.  President,  in  retiring  from  this 
board  it  is  customary  to  say  a  word  in  praise  and  in 
thankfulness  to  the  men  with  whom  you  have  been 
associated  and  the  men  who  have  served  as  companions 
at  the  regular  meetings  of  this  body.  It  becomes  my 
pleasure  at  this  time  to  express  our  thanks  collectively, 
if  I  may  do  so  with  propriety, — -my  thanks  and  I 
believe  those  of  the  other  members  of  the  city  council 
—  to  the  clerk  of  committees,  that  genial,  good- 
natured  gentleman,  the  Hon.  John  F.  Dever;  to  the 
city  messenger,  Air.  Leary,  his  assistant,  Air.  Silloway, 
and  the  other  assistant;  to  the  assistant  city  clerk, 
Mr.  Doyle,  and  his  assistants;  and  to  Mr.  Harnden, 
the  stenographer  of  this  body.  They  typify  extreme 
courtesy,  they  typify  exact  and  thorough  knowledge 
of  the  duties  of  their  offices,  and  they  assist  largely  the 
members  of  this  city  council  in  carrying  on  the  neces¬ 
sary  work  of  the  city  government.  My  old  friend  on 
the  other  side  of  the  chamber  (Councilor  Ballantyne), 
to  whom  I  have  often  referred  as  Sandy  McGregor, 
I  wish  to  say  that  I  shall  miss  greatly.  I  think  of 
him  when  I  read  the  words  of  a  great  poet  of  his  race, 
with  a  splendid  knowledge  of  human  nature,  that 
“a  man’s  a  man  for  a’  that”;  to  my  genial  and  smiling 
friend  from  Charlestown  (Councilor  McDonald),  who 
quotes  so  often  a  poet,  perhaps  not  in  the  same  class 
with  Shakespeare,  but  one  who  is  well  and  familiarly 
known  to  the  members  of  the  old  city  government,  I 
would  say,  in  the  words  of  that  great  Charlestown 
poet,  Simon  Devine,  “May  he  live  and  shine.”  To 
my  friend  on  the  other  side  of  the  chamber,  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  member  from  Ward  11  (Councifor  Smith), 
I  would  say  that  I  sincerely  trust  that  his  term  of 
service  in  this  body  will,  if  it  does  not  contribute  to 
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the  harmony  of  every  meeting,  at  least  contribute  to 
the  amusement.  The  most  necessary  element  in  any 
government  to-day  is  the  man  who  desires  to  know, 
the  man  who  seeks  information,  and  the  man  who 
through  the  possession  of  that  information  makes 
possible  the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  will  benefit 
humanity.  He  typifies  the  progressive  spirit  of  the 
age,  and  were  it  possible  for  him  to  hold  a  high  office 
in  this  country  I  believe  he  would  soon  be,  if  he  is  not 
there  already,  in  the  same  class  with  a  former  president, 
Theodore  Roosevelt.  He  is  radical,  he  is  progressive, 
he  is  healthful,- —  but  he  detains  us  here  very  long 
sometimes.  To  my  distinguished  friend  from  South 
Boston  (Councilor  Kenny),  with  whom  I  have  had 
occasion  to  differ  very  many  times,  I  want  to  say  that 
it  affords  me  great  pleasure  in  leaving  the  city  council 
to  leave  with  the  knowledge’  that  I  am  on  friendly 
terms  with  every  member  of  the  council,  regardless  of 
how  frequently  we  have  differed  during  our  various 
terms  of  service.  I  am  glad  that  this  is  so.  If  it  were 
otherwise  I  might  say,  in  the  words  of  the  judge  in 
“Maud  Muller/’ 

“Of  all  sad  words  of  tongue  or  pen 
The  saddest  are  these, — It  might  have  been!” 

To  my  genial  friend  from  Ward  9  (Councilor  Attridge), 
I  want  to  say  that  I  have  enjoyed  his  friendship  and 
have  admired  his  many  sterling  qualities  during  the 
time  that  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  body.  I  feel 
that  the  city,  in  John  J.  Attridge  of  Ward  9,  has  secured 
the  services  of  a  faithful,  efficient  and  painstaking 
public  official,  whose  sole  consideration  at  all  times 
has  been  not  petty  notoriety,  but  the  good  of  the 
entire  community.  To  my  dear  friend,  the  Hon. 
Timothy  (Councilor  Buckley),  with  whom  I  have  cam¬ 
paigned  twice  in  this  city,  I  want  to  say,  and  say  it  with 
all  sincerity,  that  I  shall  miss  him  greatly.  I  value 
his  friendship  most  highly,  and  I  trust  that  his 
future  will  be  as  bright  as  he  desires  it.  To  my  friend 
on  the  right,  Councilor  Hale  of  Ward  11,  who  was 
criticised  on  one  occasion  for  displaying  a  friend¬ 
ship  for  me  by  attending  a  ball  of  the  Tammany  Club, 
I  want  to  say  that  he  has  lost  nothing  by  his 
friendship,  that  I  respect  it  and  value  it,  and  that 
those  associated  with  me  in  public  or  in  private 
life  bear  the  same  relation  towards  him  that  I  do.  I 
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trust  that  that  friendly  feeling  and  that  good  relation 
will  ever  continue.  To  the  scribes  with  us  — •  since 
there  are  none  of  those  mentioned  in  the  Good  Book 
present  —  I  will  say  that  I  am  grateful  to  you  for  the 
consideration  you  have  extended  to  me  as  a  member 
of  this  body  and  to  the  membership  of  the  body  as 
well.  To  our  genial  presiding  officer  (President  Col¬ 
lins)  I  want  to  say  that  in  my  terms  of  service  in  this 
board  no  man  in  my  memory  has  ever  served  as  pre¬ 
siding  officer  of  the  body  with  greater  coolness,  with 
more  singular  ability  or  genial  good  nature,  than  the 
present  incumbent  of  the  chair.  I  sincerely  trust 
that  his  future  course,  both  in  public  and  in  private 
life,  will  be  as  his  past  course  has  been  —  such  as  to 
reflect  honor  and  credit  on  him  and  on  the  entire  com¬ 
munity.  At  this  time,  in  recognition  of  those  splendid 
qualities  and  attributes  possessed  by  you,  in  behalf 
of  your  colleagues  in  this  board,  I  desire  to  take-  this 
occasion  to  present  you  with  an  article  that,  in  their 
opinion,  typifies  your  private  and  your  public  life 
and  your  many  splendid  attributes.  It  has  a  char¬ 
acter  of  the  same  composition  as  yours.  There  is 
no  alloy  in  it.  There  is  no  dross.  It  is  all  14  karat, 
and  it  is  the  wish  of  every  member  of  this  body  that 
it  shall  be  your  pleasure  to  wear  it;  that  it  shall  always 
keep  correct  time,  and  that,  like  yourself,  in  the  end 
it  will  be  found  that  it  has  never  tarnished,  that  it 
has  kept  bright,  that  it  is  pure  gold.  (Councilor  Cur¬ 
ley  here,  amid  applause,  presented  to  President  Collins 
a  beautiful  watch  as  a  tribute  from  his  fellow  members 
and  from  the  officers  of  the  city  council.) 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  rising 
vote. 

President  Walter  L.  Collins  said: 

Fellow  members  of  the  city  council,  words  are 
hopelessly  cold  and  inadequate  to  express  my  real 
appreciation  of  this  testimonial  which  you,  through 
the  retiring  member,  Hon.  James  M.  Curley,  have 
given  me.  I  would  much  prefer  at  this  time  not  to 
talk,  but  to  meet  you  singly  and  collectively  and  thank 
you  for  your  unusual  kindness.  But  I  believe  I  would 
be  remiss  in  my  duty  after  the  eloquent  remarks  of 
the  gentleman  who  for  many  years  has  been  in  the 
city  government  of  Boston,  if  I  did  not  say  at  this 
juncture  just  a  few  words,  first  as  to  what  we  have 
done,  and  secondly,  as  expressing  my  sincere  grati- 
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tilde  for  your  constant  kindness.  It  has  been  said 
that  Boston  is  a  city  of  700,000  people  and  that  we 
have  had  many  demands  made  upon  our  time,  and 
I  concur  with  the  gentleman  who  preceded  when  he 
states  that  the  city  council  of  1911  has  been  a  body 
which  has  had  but  a  single  purpose,  and  that  the  safe¬ 
guarding  of  the  best  interests  of  Boston.  You  may 
inquire,  In  what  respect  has  that  been  true?  To 
illustrate, —  in  the  first  place,  take  our  highway  develop¬ 
ment.  This  year  has  seen  realized  improvements 
long  sought  for  but  never  accomplished.  An  order 
for  the  extension  of  Pleasant  street,  involving  an 
expenditure  of  $900,000,  has  been  passed  by  this  city 
government,  accepting  the  legislation  of  the  preceding 
Legislature  of  the  Commonwealth.  In  the  great  Dor¬ 
chester  district  there  was  for  many  years  a  constant 
and  meritorious  attempt  to  get  started  a  public  im¬ 
provement  known  as  the  widening  of  Norfolk  street. 
This  year’s  city  government  has  seen  fit  to  appropriate 
$150,000  for  that  purpose  and  that  improvement  will 
be  under  way  in  a  few  months.  As  a  member  of  this 
city  council,  and  through  your  good  graces  your  pre¬ 
siding  officer,  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  live  in 
that  district,  and  I  can  speak  with  conscientiousness 
and  directness  when  I  say  that  that  improvement 
stamps  this  city  government  as  standing  for  meri¬ 
torious  street  improvements  in  the  suburban  sections. 
That  is  not  all.  You  appropriated  as  well  $300,000 
for  the  building  and  acceptance  of  new  streets.  In 
my  opinion  great  and  effective  work  can  be  done  by 
the  city  government,  and  constructive  work,  in  the 
words  of  the  gentleman  who  has  just  spoken  —  by 
planning  street  improvements  from  year  to  year  in 
a  comprehensive  way,  because,  when  you  consider 
it,  everyone  uses  the  streets,  and  their  condition  is 
everybody’s  concern.  The  old  adage  that  “  every¬ 
body’s  business  is  nobody’s  business  ”  has  been  appli¬ 
cable  for  years  in  this  city.  In  recent  years  substantial 
progress  in  street  improvements  has  not  been  made  in 
our  community.  As  to  the  large  prospective  improve¬ 
ment  of  which  the  retiring  member  has  spoken,  the  ex¬ 
tension  of  Arlington  street,  I  may  say,  as  the  presiding 
officer  of  this  council, —  and  I  believe  I  am  voicing 
the  sentiments  of  the  majority  of  the  members  of 
the  council  and  the  council  itself, —  that  this  council 
will  look  at  that  matter  fairly  and  meet  it  on  its  merits, 
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within  a  very  short  time.  The  attitude  of  the  council 
has  been  misconstrued  by  some.  The  attitude  of 
the  council  was  simply  to  postpone  final  action  on 
that  proposition  until  it  could  get  all  the  evidence, 
and  then  weigh  it  as  a  jury  of  nine  men,  whom  I  have 
known  to  be  tried  and  true.  The  result  will  be,  I  am 
confident  from  what  we  have  seen  of  the  work  of  the 
council  of  last  year  and  this  year,  action  for  the  best 
interests  of  the  City  of  Boston.  Our  borrowing  capacity 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  $3,780,983;  on  December 
31,  1911,  we  had  the  right  to  borrow  $748,983.47. 

I  believe  that  this  year’s  council  has  followed  wisely 
the  action  of  last  year’s  body  in  always  keeping  in 
reserve  at  least  $500,000  to  meet  an  emergency. 
We  have  steadfastly  kept  to  the  rule  of  paying  nothing 
for  maintenance  by  way  of  loan,  and  I  believe  that  the 
new  city  government  of  Boston  has  forever  emblazoned 
itself  on  the  pages  of  efficient  municipal  history  by 
adhering  to  that  proposition.  We  went  perhaps  a 
little  farther  than  any  of  the  other  city  governments 
of  the  East,  if  not  of  the  country,  in  taking  a  step  in 
advance,  because  this  year  we  had  many  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars  on  hand  in  the  way  of  reserve, 
and  it  was  our  opinion  that  the  city  should  not  borrow 
unless  it  had  to.  We  have  followed  the  old  advice 
that  you  must  not  borrow  if  you  have  the  money  in 
the  bank  drawing  interest  at  less  than  you  would  have 
to  pay  on  loans  that  might  be  issued;  and  this  year,  by 
way  of  special  appropriation  for  permanent  improve¬ 
ments,  we  have  expended  over  $800,000.  I  think  it 
is  a  beautiful  tribute  to  this  council  and  shows  its 
impartiality,  that  it  has  appropriated  money  for  districts 
which,  in  the  old  sense  of  the  term  had  no  representa¬ 
tion;  in  our  sense  of  the  term,  none  living  within  those 
precincts  who  were  members  of  our  body.  Although 
representatives  from  those  parts  of  the  city  were 
lacking  in  person,  they  were  here  in  spirit,  and  for 
East  Boston,  West  Roxbury  and  Brighton  we  have 
appropriated  large  sums  of  money  for  meritorious 
municipal  improvements.  I  think  also  it  is  a  thing 
to  be  signally  proud  of  —  and  I  wish  to  say  this  to 
the  gentleman  who  is  retiring  and  to  his  colleague 
who  lives  in  the  same  ward  —  that  during  these  two 
years  of  most  remarkable  public  improvements  and 
demands,  both  the  retiring  member  and  his  associate 
from  the  same  section  have  never  come  forward  here  and 
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advocated  strenuously  any  substantial  improvements 
for  their  own  locality;  showing  conclusively  that  they 
have  kept  within  the  spirit  of  the  new  charter  and 
have  looked  at  the  city  as  a  whole.  Fellow  members 
of  the  council,  I  did  not  intend  to  talk,  and,  as  I  have 
already  said,  remarks  on  my  part  are  futile,  because 
I  cannot  express  to  you  in  the  true  sense  of  the  term 
my  real  gratitude.  You  have  given  me  this  testi¬ 
monial  as  your  presiding  officer.  As  your  president, 
I  have  tried  to  be  fair  to  all.  From  the  day  when 
I  was  so  chosen  until  to-day,  I  have  tried  always 
to  realize  that  I  was  the  presiding  officer  of  all 
the  members  of  the  council,  and  not  of  any  two, 
three,  four,  five,  six  or  seven.  I  have  adhered  stead¬ 
fastly  to  the  principle  that  every  man  was  entitled 
to  a  fair  hearing,  and  in  my  rulings  I  believe  I  have 
been  just  to  all.  At  this  time  permit  me  to  thank 
collectively  and  individually  the  officials  who  have 
helped  me  to  carry  the  ball.  I  do  not  think  at  this 
late  hour  I  should  mention  all  the  names,  because 
Councilor  Curley  has  done  it  admirably  and  well,  and 
I  realize  that  you  do  not  like  repetition.  I  wish  to 
thank  our  city  clerk,  our  assistant  city  clerk,  our  clerk 
and  assistant  of  committees,  our  city  messenger  and 
his  assistants,  and  our  official  stenographer.  To  the 
Press  I  express  my  heartfelt  thanks,  because  I  had  an 
experience  during  the  past  year  which  few  presiding 
officers  have  had  which  has  enabled  me  to  appreciate 
their  courtesy  and  kindness,  filling,  as  I  did,  for  months, 
the  position  of  chief  executive  of  the  city.  They  have 
my  gratitude,  because  they  have  all  treated  me  fairly, 
without  prejudice  and  without  favor.  In  conclusion, 
I  repeat  that  this  city  council  has  stood  for  the  best 
interests  of  Boston.  Many  questions  have  come  before 
us.  To  two  in  particular  I  refer,  before  closing  — 
namely,  the  lighting  of  the  smaller  lamps  of  the  city, 
and  the  garbage  contract.  Both  of  those  propositions 
previous  city  governments  for  many  years  have  wrestled 
with,  but  without  success.  This  city  government  has 
settled  them  on  a  stable  basis  for  many  years  to  -come, 
something  that  it  was  not  the  good  fortune  of  our 
predecessors  to  accomplish.  To  the  retiring  member, 
with  his  long  legislative  experience,  I  would  say  that 
never  in  my  experience  in  the  Legislature  nor  in  the 
city  council  have  I  seen  a  member  more  alert  or  keen 
in  parliamentary  practice,  or  with  a  greater  or  quicker 
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grasp  of  public  questions  which  have  come  before  us 
than  that  gentleman;  and  yet,  with  his  wide  experience 
and  his  alertness  in  parliamentary  procedure,  there  has 
been  no  member  of  this  city  council  who  has  at  all 
times  shown  the  Chair  greater  respect  than  he.  In  the 
words  of  the  old  man  of  the  mountains, —  and  I  know 
that  in  this  I  am  voicing  the  sentiments  of  the  city 
council, —  when  he  leaves  us  I  extend  to  him  the 
hearty  wish  that  he  may  “live  long  and  prosper.”  In 
conclusion,  fellow  members,  all  I  can  say  is  that  I  thank 
you. 

“In  faith  and  hope  the  world  will  disagree, 

But  all  mankind’s  concern  is  charity.” 


In  all  the  deliberations  which  have  gone  on  during 
the  past  year,  that  vital,  strong  and  human  charac¬ 
teristic  has  not  been  lacking  among  the  members  of 
this  council.  Before  taking  my  seat  I  believe  it  is 
my  duty  to  tell  you  something  that  I  believe  it  is  your 
wish  and  your  right  to  know.  You  may  ask  whether 
or  not  I  shall  be  a  candidate  for  this  office  next  year. 
My  answer  is,  unequivocally,  no,  I  am  not  a  candidate. 
Again,  fellow  members  of  the  council,  officials,  and  the 
retiring  member,  I  thank  you  sincerely.  (Applause.) 
The  Chair  awaits  the  pleasure  of  the  council. 


On  motion  of  Councilor  Curley,  the  City  Council  of 
1911  adjourned  sine  die. 
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
